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PROCLAMATION 


Executive  Depabtment. 

November  18,  1915. 
To  the  Membera  of  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly: 

WHEREAS,  an  extraordinary  occasion  has  arisen  in  the  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  the  State  Government  of  this  State,  necessitating  an  extra- 
ordinary session  of  the  General  Assembly: 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  Edward  F.  Dunne,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  do,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Section  8,  Article  5, 
of  the  Constitution,  convene  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly  to  meet  in 
extraordinary  session  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1915,  at 
12  o'clock  noon  at  the  State  house,  in  Springfield,  Illinois,  for  the  transac- 
tion of  the  following  business,  viz.: 

(1)  To  enact  into  laws  bills  making  appropriations  for  the  following 
purposes: 

(a)  For  the  payment  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  next  General 
Assembly,  and  for  the  salaries  of  the  officers  of  the  State  Government; 

(b)  For  further  and  additional  appropriations  in  order  to  provide  for 
the  ordinary  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  State  Government  until  the 
expiration  of  the  fiscal  quarter  after  the  adjournment  of  the  next  regular 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  which  further  and  additional  appropria- 
tions are  rendered  necessary  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  in  the  case  of  Fergus  et  ah  v.  Russel  et  ah; 

(c)  For  appropriating  to  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Commis- 
sioner, a  sum  equivalent  to  the  balance  remaining  unexpended  on  September 
30th,  1915,  of  the  appropriation  made  to  said  Commissioner  by  the  Forty- 
eighth  General  Assembly,  in  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  make  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  representation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  at  the  Panama-Pacific 
International  Ebcposition  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco  in  the  year  1915",  or 
so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  labors  and 
duties  of  said  commissioner. 

(d)  For  further  and  additional  appropriations  to  the  Appellate  Courts 
of  the  First  and  Second  Districts; 

(e)  For  appropriations  to  the  Attorney  General  made  necessary  by  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  in  the  case  of  Fergus  et  al.  v. 
Russell  et  aJ, 

(2)  To  enact  laws  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  city  councils  of  cities  and 
boards  of  trustees  of  villages,  for  the  appropriation  and  transfer  of  sums  of 
money,  and  for  the  levy  of  taxes  for  corporate  purposes ;  to  enact  laws  to 
provide  for  raising  revenue  to  meet  the  statutory  and  corporate  require- 
ments of  cities  and  villages;  to  enact  laws  to  validate  and  legalize  any  and 
all  ordinances  and  orders  appropriating  or  transferring  moneys  passed  by 
city  councils  of  cities  and  boards  of  trustees  of  villages,  and  all  acts  of  pub- 
lic officials  in  pursuance  thereof  that  were  or  are  in  contravention  of  the 
provisions  of  Article  VII  of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incor- 
poration of  cities  and  villages",  approved  April  10,  1872,  in  force  July  1, 
1872,  as  subsequently  amended,  as  recently  construed  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Illinois;  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  concerning  local  improve- 
ments", approved  June  14,  1897,  in  force  July  1,  1897,  as  subsequently 
amended;  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  concerning  municipal  funds", 
approved  June  5,  1911,  in  force  July  1,  1911,  as  subsequently  amended. 

(3)  To  enact  a  law  amending  an  act  entitled 

"An  Act  to  amend  section  2  of  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  concerning  the 
levy  and  extension  of  taxes,'  approved  May  9,  1901,  in  force  July  1,  1901,  as 
amended  by  an  Act  approved  March  29,  1905,  in  force  July  1,  1905,  as 
amended  by  an  Act  approved  June  14,  1909,  in  force  July  1,  1909,  as 
amended  by  an  Act  approved  May  20,  1913.  in  force  July  1,  1913," 
approved  June  10,  1915,  in  force  July  1,  1915,  which  act  limits  the  rate  per 
cent  of  the  tax  levy  for  county  purposes  in  counties  having  a  population  of 
300,000  or  over. 

(4)  To  enact  a  law  amending  section  210  of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act 
for  the  assessment  of  property  and  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes," 
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approved  March  30»  1872,  in  force  July  1,  1872,  as  subsequently  amended  by 
an  act  In  force  June  26,  1895. 

(5)  To  enact  a  law  amending  subdivision  8  of  Article  VI  of  an  act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  revise  the  law  in  relation  to  roads  and  bridges,"  ap- 
proved June  27,  1913,  in  force  July  1,  1913,  as  subsequently  amended. 

(6)  To  enact  laws  creating  commissions  for  the  following  purposes: 

(a)  To  make  preliminary  arrangements  for  the  celebration  of  the  one- 
hundredth  anniversary  of  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Illinois  into  the 
Union; 

(b)  To  investigate  the  operation  of  all  pension  laws  heretofore  enacted 
in  this  State,  together  witl^  the  present  and  future  cost  thereof,  and  to  col- 
lect information,  as  far  as  possible,  in  regard  to  the  operation  of  similar 
laws  in  other  States  and  countries,  and  to  make  recommendation  upon  the 
subject  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

(7)  To  enact  laws  .making  appropriations  for  the  expenses  of  each  of 
said  commissions  enumerated  under  No.  6  above. 

(8)  To  enact  laws  making  appropriations  to  pay  the  officers,  employees, 
members  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  special  session  of  the  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assembly. 

(9)  To  enact  laws  amending  the  respective  acts  creating  the  following 
offices,  in  order  to  fix  the  salaries  to  be  paid  the  incumbents  of  such  offices: 
Chief  Grain  Inspector,  Registrar,  and  Appeal  Members  of  the  Grain  Inspec- 
tion Department;  Executive  Officer  of  the  State  Board  of  Health;  Secretary 
of  the  Industrial  Board;  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  Horse-

Mr.  Herlihy  raised  the  following  point  of  order :  I  raise  the  point 
of  order  that  the  Supreme  Court  has  no  authority  to  act  on  bills  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly  as  it  would  give  them  more  authority  than  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

In  support  of  my  motion,  I  wish  to  refer  to  acts  of  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  of  the  United  States  in  1787,  as  stated  by  a  learned 
justice  of  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  as  follows : 
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"A  proposition  was  made  in  tlie  convention — as  we  now  know  firom 
Madison's  Journal^that  the  Judges  should  pass  upon  the  constitutionality 
ot  acts  of  Congress.  This  was  defeated  5  June,  receiving  the  vote  of  only 
two  States.  It  was  renewed  no  less  than  three  times,  i.  e.,  on  6  June,  21 
July,  and  finally  again  for  the  fourth  time  on  15  August." 

In  the  same  address  the  learned  chief  justice  also  said : 
"The  subsequent  action  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  assuming  the  power  to 
declare  acts  of  Congress  unconstitutional  was  without  a  line  in  the  Consti- 
tution to  authorize  it,,  either  expressly  or  by  implication."     (Congressional 
Record,  June  15,  1908,  pp.  8063,  8065.) 

Mr.  Herlihy  maintained  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  could 
not  exercise  a  power  greater  than  that  possessed  by  the  Federal  Supreme 
Court. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Herlihy,  the  foregoing  point  of  order  was  referred 
to  the  Attorney  General  for  his  opinion. 

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Canaday  oflEered  the  following  reso- 
lution :

By  unanimous  consent,  Mr.  Canaday  offered  the  following  reso- 
lution :

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Senate  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
to  wait  upon  the  House  of  Representatives  and  inform  it  that  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Senate  has  assembled  pursuant  to  the  proclamation  of 
the  Governor  convening  a  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  that 
the  Senate  is  now  ready  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  special 
session. 

By  unanimous  consent,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Canaday,  the  resolution 
was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and,  on  his  motion,  was  adopted.

A  message  from  the  House  by  Mr.  Vogel,  Assistant  Clerk:

The  President  of  the  Senate  announced  that  the  entire  question 
and  matter  involved  in  Senate  Eesolution  No.  3  would  be  referred  by 
him  to  the  Attorney  General. 

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  William  L.  Sullivan,  Secretary  to 

the  Governor: 

Mr.  President — I  am  directed  hy  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the  Senate 
the  following  communication: 

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

State  of  Illityois, 
Executive  Depabtment. 
Spbinofield,  November  22, 1915. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois: 

The  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  suit  of  Fergus  et  al. 
Y.  Russel  et  al.  invalidating  a  large  number  of  appropriations  made  by  the 
Forty-ninth  General  Assembly,  makes  necessary  the  holding  of  this  special 
session. 

Many  persons  holding  positions  under  the  State  government  who  were 
believed  by  the  Legislature  to  be  employees  rather  than  State  oflQcers,  and, 
therefore,  appropriated  for  In  the  Omnibus  Bill  as  such,  are  declared  in  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Cqurt  to  be  State  officers,  and  by  reason  of  this 
fact  the  appropriations  for  these  offices  should  be  made  in  a  separate  State 
Officers'  Bill,  llie  result  of  this  decision  makes  it  the  duty  of  this  Legis- 
lature, and  of  every  subsequent  Legislature,  to  exercise  thq  greatest  care  in 
determining  whether  or  not  a  person  on  the  pay  roll  of  the  State  is  a 
"State  Officer"  or  an  "employee." 

To  use  the  language  of  the  Supreme  Court:  "A  difficult  task  is  set  for 
the  Legislature  to  determine  who  are  and  who  are  not  officers."  None  the 
less  this  difficult  task  must  be  assumed  by  this  and  subsequent  Legislatures. 

The  Legislative  Reference  Bureau  has  prepared  a  summary  indicating 
what  positions  the  Supreme  Court  has  held  to  be  State  employees  for  which 
appropriations  should  be  made  in  a  State  officers'  appropriation  bill.    Many 
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Of  the  persons  filling  these  positions  affected  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  have  been  seriously  embarrassed  financially  for  several  months  past 
and  prompt  action  should  be  taken  to  relieve  their  necessities  by  the  passage 
of  a  valid  appropriation  bill  or  bills. 

As  the  result  of  the  Supreme  Court's  decision  further  and  additional 
appropriations,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  ordinary  and  contingent  expenses 
of  the  State  government  until  the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  quarter  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  next  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  will  be 
necessary. 

By  an  oversight  of  the  Legislature  the  unexpended  appropriations  in 
the  State  treasury  appropriated  by  the  Forty-eighth  General  Assembly  to 
the  Panama-Pacific  International  Commissioner  of  Illinois  were  not  reap- 
propriated  at  the  regular  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly.  The 
work  of  the  commissioner  is  unfinished  and  it  cannot  be  finished  until  some 
time  after  the  close  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition.  An 
ample  balance  of  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  Forty-eighth  General  Assem- 
bly remains  to  finish  up  the  work  and  pay  the  expenses  and  obligations  of 
the  commissioner,  and  an  appropriation  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  unex- 
pended balance,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  should  be  made  to 
enable  the  commissioner  to  pay  the  employees,  remove  the  building  from  the 
fair  grounds  and  close  up  the  accounts  of  the  commissioner.  I,  therefore, 
respectfully  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Judges  of  the ,  Appellate  Courts  of  the  first  and 
second  districts,  that  extra  appropriations  are  absolutely  necessary  to  enable 
them  to  carry  on,  successfully,  the  business  of  their  courts.  The  Appellate 
Court  of  the  first  district  has  moved  its  offices  in  the  City  of  Chicago  to  a 
more  commodious  and  suitable  place,  and  the  cost  of  moving  was  not  pro- 
vided for  in  the  appropriations  made  at  the  regular  session  of  the  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assembly.  I,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  for  these  purposes. 

The  Attorney  General  reports  to  me  that  as  the  result  of  the  Fergus 
suits,  additional  appropriations  are  needed  for  his  office  to  enable  him  to 
perform  and  carry  out  the  duties  imposed  upon  his  office  thereby. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  necessary  appropriations  be  made. 

The  city  authorities  of  the  City  of  Chicago  have  represented  to  me 
that  owing  to  the  passage  of  many  recent  acts  by  the  Legislature,  imposing 
additional  financial  burdens  upon  the  city,  that  amendments  to  certain  laws 
affecting  the  revenues  of  the  city  are  necessary.  They  further  represent 
that  it  is  necessary,  as  the  result  of  the  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
that  certain  laws  be  passed  validating  certain  appropriations  hitherto  made 
by  the  city  council.   * 

I,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  you  give  careful  consideration 
to  the  suggestions  of  the  city  officials  in  reference  to  these  matters  and 
pass  such  legislation  as  may  be  found  necessary  under  the  terms  of  the 
proclamation  for  a  special  session. 

The  county  authorities  of  Cook  County  claim  that  certain  financial 
burdens  have  been  imposed  upon  the  county  by  the  passage  of  recent  laws 
by  the  Legislature,  and  that  it  is  necessary  that  certain  laws  relating  to  the 
levying  of  taxes  should  be  amended  so  as  to  enable  the  county  to  meet 
these  burdens. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  careful  consideration  be  given  to  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  county  officials  in  reference  to  these  matters,  and  that  laws 
be  enacted  which  will  enable  the  county  to  meet  its  financial  obligations, 
imposed  upon  it  by  laws  enacted  by  the  last  Legislature. 

I  am  advised  that  there  are  certain  defects  in  the  law  relating  to  the 
issuance  of  bonds  for  the  building  of  roads,  which  make  it  difficult,  if  not 
impossible,  to  negotiate  bpnds  issued  for  road  building,  which  I  regard  as 
one  of  the  most  important  needs  of  the  community.  Our  State,  in  com- 
parison with  other  progressive  states,  lags  behind  in  the  progress  of  modem 
road  building.  If  the  laws  relating  to  road  building  are  amended  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  issuance  of  legal  bonds,  marked  progress  can  be  made  in  the 
way  of  road  building.  Financial  authorities  report  to  me  that  money  is 
abundant  and  can  be  loaned  upon  valid  bonds  at  very  low  rates  of  interest 
at  the  present  time. 
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I,  therefore,  recommend  the  amendment  of  the  laws  relating  to  road 
and  bridge  building  so  as  to  encourage  the  building  of  good  roads  through- 
out the  State  of  Illinois. 

Preliminary  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Forty-eighth  and  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assemblies  for  the  celebration  of  the  one  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Illinois  into  the  Union.  Much 
eftective  work  has  been  done  by  the  commission  heretofore  appointed  for 
that  purpose  and  much  yet  remains  to  be  done.  The  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  holds  that  the  commission  appointed  by  the  Legislature  for  this 
purpose  has  no  legal  existence. 

It,  therefore,  becomes  necessary,  if  the  objects  sought  by  the  Legis- 
lature to  be  attained,  which  are  commendable  and  praiseworthy,  are  to  be 
carried  out,  that  a  law  be  enacted  by  this  Legislature  creating  such  a  com- 
mission and  providing  it  with  funds  for  the  performance  of  its  duties. 

I  recommend  the  passage  of  such  legislation. 

Many  pension  laws  have  recently  been  passed  by  the  Legislature.  Prior 
to  Ihe  passage  of  such  laws,  little,  if  any,  investigation  was  made  into  the 
actuarial  features  of  such  laws.  The  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly  has 
wisely  provided  for  a  commission  to  collect  Information  in  regard  to  the 
operation  of  similar  laws  in  other  states  and  countries  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations upon  the  subject  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

This  commission  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  under  authority  of  a 
joint  re^lution  of  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly.  A  question  as  to  the 
validity  of  this  commission  is  raised  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
which  holds  that  commissions  appointed  by  joint  resolutions  of  the  Legis- 
lature are  invalid. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law  creating  a  new  Pension 
Commission,  giving  it  the  power  to  collect  information  with  reference  to 
the  present  and  future  cost  of  pension  laws,  and  to  collect  information  in 
regard  to  the  operation  of  similar  laws  in  other  states  and  countries,  and 
to  give  said  commission  authority  to  make  recommendations  upon  this 
subject  to  the  next  General  Assembly,  and  to  provide  an  appropriation  to 
pay  for  the  cost  and  expenses  of  such  a  commission. 

I  am  advised  by  the  Attorney  General  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  enact 
certain  laws  amending  the  acts  creating  many  public  offices  in  order  to  fix 
the  salaries  to  pay  the  incumbents  of  such  offices. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  such  amending  laws. 

I  am  advised  by  the  State  Treasurer  that  the  decision  in  the  Fergus 
case  necessitates  in  his  office  the  employment  of  an  additional  accountant 
and  clerk  and  an  additional  appropriation,  which  I  respectfully  recommend. 

By  reason  of  the  decision  in  the  Fergus  case,  an  appropriation  to  pay 
the  salaries  of  certain  State  officers,  who  were  provided  for  in  the  Omnibus 
Bill,  becomes  necessary,  and  I,  therefore,  recommend  the  making  of  an 
appropriation  in  a  State  Officers'  Bill  for  the  payment  of  such  salaries. 

The  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly  amended  the  law  relating  to  Free 
Employment  Offices  by  creating  a  General  Advisory  Board,  but  by  an 
oversight  omitted  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  said  General 
Advisory  Board. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  at  this  session  an  appropriation  be  made 
for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  General  Advisory  Board  of  the 
Illinois  Free  Employment  Offices. 

By   an  oversight  of  the   regular   session   of  the  Forty-ninth   General . 
Assembly,  no  appropriation   was  made  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and 
expenses  of  the  Board  of  Structural  Engineers. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  an  appropriation  for  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  and  expenses  of  said  Board  of  Structural  Engineers. 

I  respectfully  recommend,  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Warden  of  the 
Illinois  State  Penitentiary,  further  and  additional  appropriations  to  enable 
him  to  carry  on  the  work  at  said  penitentiary. 

At  a  recent  conference  of  the  Governors  of  the  different  states  of  the 
United  States,  it  seemed  to  be  the  consensus  of  opinion,  that  in  popular 
estimation  of  governors  of  the  different  states  were  being  held  responsible 
for  the  size  of  the  appropriations  made  in  appropriation  laws  throughout 
the  different  states,  while  under  the  laws  of  the  states,  the  governors  have 
—2  S-H 
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no  control  over  the  size  of  these  appropriations,  excepting  by  the  exercise 
of  the  veto  power,  and  that  the  authority  given  by  the  veto  was  wholly 
inadequate  and  impractical  in  its  application. 

If  a  Governor  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  size  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  in  his  state,  he  should  be  given  power  in  some  way  to  control 
these  appropriations.  There  are  but  two  ways  in  which  such  control  can 
be  effectively  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  executive.  Firstly,  by  authorizing 
him  to  originate  appropriation  bills  and  recommending  the  same  to  the 
Legislature  with  the  right  of  placing  a  maximum  limitation  upon  appro- 
priations in  such  recommendations;  or  secondly,  by  giving  the  executive  the 
right,  to  veto  items  and  parts  and  portions  of  items  in  all  appropriation  bills. 
The  first  is  the  most  effective  method  of  centering  responsibility  upon  the 
Governor.  Under  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  of 
most  if  not  all  of  the  states  of  the  United  States,  that  power  is  not  vested, 
at  the  present  time,  in  the  Governor. 

Recognizing  the  advisability  of  such  authority  being  vested  in  the 
Elxecutive,  and  then  holding  him  responsible  for  the  size  of  appropriations 
as  the  result  thereof,  the  recent  Constitutional  Convention  of  the  State  of 
New  York  recommended  to  the  people  the  adoption  of  a  constitutional  pro- 
vision giving  the  right  to  the  governor  to  originate  all  appropriation  bills 
in  the  administrative  departments  of  the  State  governnient.  If  it  were 
possible  to  propose  such  a  constitutional  amendment  at  the  present  time  in 
this  State,  I  would  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the  proposal  of  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State  giving  such  power  to  the 
Governor. 

At  the  regular  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly,  however, 
a  constitutional  amendment  was  proposed  for  submission  to  the  people.  The 
proposal  of  this  amendment  prevents,  as  I  am  advised,  the  proposal  of  any 
other  amendment  to  the  same  article  at  this  session,  and  thus  prevents  any 
action  in  the  way  of  amending  the  Constitution  along  the  line  of  giving  such 
authority  to  the  Governor.  In  the  absence  of  such  power  being  vested  in  the 
Executive,  the  only  oth^r  way  the  Governor  can  control  the  size  of  appro- 
priations is  by  the  exercise  of  the  veto  power.  In  the  exercise  of  the  veto 
power  in  this  State,  the  Governor,  under  the  Constitution  as  construed  in 
the  Fergus  case,  can  only  veto  a  bill  in  its  entirety  or  one  or  more  items 
in  an  appropriation  bill  in  its  or  their  entirety. 

Under  the  decision  in  the  Fergus  case,  the  Governor  has  not  the  con- 
stitutional right  to  reduce  the  amount  of  an  appropriation  in  an  item.  His 
only  right  is  to  approve  items  in  their  entirety  or  disapprove  them  in  their 
entirety.  If  the  Governor  be  of  the  opinion  that  an  appropriation  in  any 
item  is  excessive  his  only  right  is  to  destroy  the  whole  item  by  veto,  or  let 
it  stand  or  take  no  action  at  all.  It  results  from  this  situation  that  a 
Governor  may  frequently  be  compelled  to  allow  items  to  stand  in  an  appro- 
priation bill,  which,  in  his  Judgment,  are  in  excess  of  the  needs  of  the  State, 
and  that  he  cannot  in  fact  control  the  amount  of  the  appropriation.  If  the 
item  in  its  entirety  be  vetoed  the  department  of  the  State  government  for 
which  the  appropriation  is  made  may  be  seriously  crippled  and  its  efficiency 
destroyed,  and  if  the  item  be  allowed  to  stand  in  its  entirety  excessive  appro- 
priations may  result.  As  the  Executive  cannot  in  the  present  situation  bQ 
placed  in  a  position  by  a  constitutional  amendment  where  he  can  originate 
and  control  appropriations  by  recommendations  to  the  Legislature,  the  next 
best  thing,  in  my  Judgment,  is  to  give  the  Executive  power  to  control  appro- 
priations by  giving  him  the  right  to  veto  parts  and  portions  of  items  in  an 
appropriation  bill. 

I  believe  in  making  this  recommendation  that  I  am  not  actuated  by 
personal  lust  of  power.  Whoever  fills  the  office  of  Governor  will  be  charged 
by  many  of  his  fellow  citizens  with  the  responsibility  of  controlling  the 
size  of  appropriation  bills,  without  having  any  real  power,  either  by  initia- 
tion or  by  correctional  veto,  to  effectually  control  the  same.  Either  the 
Executive  should  be  relieved  of  all  responsibility  as  to  the  size  of  appropria- 
tions or  he  should  be  given  power  to  effectually  control  the  same.  If  it  is 
wise  to  place  responsibility  upon  the  Executive  it  is  also  wise  to  give  him 
the  power  to  shoulder  such  responsibility.  Responsibility  must  be  placed 
somewhere,  either  upon  the  Legislative  Department  or  upon  the  Executive, 
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and  where  reepoiiBlbillty  is  placed  there  should  the  power  be  placed  to 
control. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  there  is  flat  contradiction 
in  the  law  which  provides  for  the  holding  of  primary  elections  by  political 
parties,  sometimes  called  the  law  regarding  preferential  presidential  pri- 
maries. In  one  section  of  the  law  it  is  declared  that  delegates  to  National 
conventions  must  be  elected  at  the  primary  by  popular  vote,  and  in  another 
section  it  is  declared  that  delegates  to.  National  conventions  must  be  elected 
at  Congressional  conventions.  Other  defects  and  omissions  are  said  to  exist 
in  the  law. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  all  doubt  be  cleared  up  upon  these  points 
by  the  amendment  of  the  law  at  this  session. 

The  Supreme  Court  in  its  decision  of  the  so-called  Fergus  case  has 
definitely  settled  the  question  of  the  right  of  a  citizen  and  taxpayer  to  file 
a  bill  against  the  disbursing  officers  of  the  State  government  to  restrain 
the  payment  of  State  money  under  appropriations  alleged  to  be  illegal  or 
unconstitutional.  This  in  the  absence  of  any  statutory  provision  on  the 
subject 

I  have  given  careful  consideration  to  this  matter,  have  been  advised  by 
the  Attorney  General  and  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  subject  of  such  import- 
ance, fraught  with  so  many  possibilities  of  embarrassment  to  the  business 
of  the  State,  should  be  controlled  by  statute  to  the  end  that  practice  in  cases 
of  that  character  will  be  uniform  in  the  future  and  that  delay  may  be 
avoided  in  the  final  determination  of  the  questions  which  may  be  raised.  In 
a  proper  case  no  reasonable  objectloii  should  be  raised  to  the  filing  of  a  bill 
by  a  citizen  and  taxpayer  to  question  the  legality  of  an  appropriation  of 
public  money,  but  on  the  other  hand  trivial  and  vexatious  actions  which 
may  arise  In  the  future  should  be  controlled  by  some  recognized  authority, 
and  with  this  object  and  end  in  view  I  have  caused  to  be  prepared,  and 
will  submit  to  you  for  your  consideration,  a  bill  regulating  the  practice  and 
procedure  in  such  cases. 

This  bill  provides  that  before  a  citizen  and  taxpayer  can  file  a  bill  of 
complaint  and  secure  an  injunction,  tying -up  the  State  funds,  he  must  first 
apply  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  proper  county  for  leave  to  file  his  bill  of 
complaint  and  the  Circuit  Court  will  order  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Attorney 
General  and  to  the  defendants  and  set  a  day  for  a  hearing,  within  a  period 
of  ten  days,  and  on  such  hearing,  if  the  court  is  satisfied  that  the  cause  of 
action  is  a  meritorious  one,  the  court  may  grant  leave  to  file  the  bill  of 
complaint.  In  vacation  the  same  procedure  may  be  taken  by  a  Judge  of  the 
Circuit  Court.  If  on  the  hearing  the  court  or  Judge  is  satisfied  there  is  no 
merit  in  the  action,  he  may  deny  the  complainant  the  leave  to  file  his  bill  of 
complaint  In  such  case  the  complainant  has  the  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court  from  the  refusal  of  the  court  or  Judge  to  grant  the  permis- 
sion to  file. 

This  bill  further  provides  that  a  hearing  must  be  had  immediately, 
either  in  term  time  or  vacation,  and  that  either  party  may  appeal  from  the 
final  decision  of  the  court  or  Judge  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  that  such  case 
shall  have  precedence  over  all  other  cases  to  the  end  that  a  prompt  decision 
may  be  had.  This  is  the  same  procedure  which  has  prevailed  by  law  in 
this  State  for  a  great  many  years  relative  to  quo  warranto  proceedings.  In 
other  cases  in  court  permission  of  court  must  first  be  had  before  suit  may 
be  started,  as  for  instance  in  suits  against  receivers  and  other  officers  of 
that  character.  This  will  not  deny  to  any  citizen  all  the  privileges  which 
he  now  has  to  question  the  legality  or  constitutionality  of  an  appropriation. 
It  does  not  close  the  door  on  any  meritorious  cause  of  action  but  it  simply 
protects  the  State  against  trivial  or  causeless  actions  without  any  merit  in 
them  and  provides  for  a  prompt  trial  of  the  case  when  it  is  started.  The 
Attorney  General  now  has  the  power  to  institute  suits  of  this  character  and 
that  right  is  not  interfered  with  in  this  bill,  but  the  same  provisions  rela- 
tive to  the  prompt  trial  and  disposition  of  the  case  applies  to  a  suit  instituted 
by  the  Attorney  General,  the  same  as  a  suit  instituted  by  a  private  citizen. 
Under  the  Practice  Act  as  it  now  reads,  any  citizen  in  any  circuit  of 
the  State  where  he  can  obtain  service  upon  the  State  Treasurer  and  State 
Auditor,  may  institute  suits  for  injunction  restraining  the  payment  of  public 
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officialB*  salaries,  and  the  payment  of  appropriations  made  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, without  giving  a  bond,  and  without  being  compelled  to  go  to  an  early 
trial.  He  may  file  a  bill  for  injunction  and  not  apply  for  an  injunction,  tem- 
porary or  permanent,  until  the  case  is  reached  for  trial  many  months  after 
it  is  filed. 

If  it  were  filed  in  Cook  County  in  the  regular  order  it  would  not  be 
reached  for  many  months.  In  the  meantime  the  State  Treasurer  and  the 
State  Auditor,  being  given  notice  of  the  filing  of  the  bill,  naturally,  to  pro- 
tect themselves,  will  decline  to  pay  out  any  public  moneys,  and  public  officials 
are  thus  deprived  of  their  income  and  placed  at  the  mercy  of  loan  sharks. 
There  is  no  remedy  against  the  complainant  should  the  bill  turn  out  to  be 
without  foundation  in  law  or  fact 

In  the  proclamation  calling  for  a  special  session  I  have  also  provided 
for  the  consideration  and  passage  of  appropriations  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  of  certain  officers  whose  salaries  are  fixed  by  statute,  which  said 
salaries  were  attempted  to  be  appropriated  for  in  and  by  an  act  entitled  "An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  ordinary  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  State  govern- 
ment, until  the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  quarter  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
next  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,"  approved  June  29,  1915,  in 
force  July  1,  1915,  and  for  an  amendment  of  the  act  to  regulate  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  all  of  which  I  commend  to  your  honor- 
able body. 

Many  valuable  suggestions  for  the  amendment  and  passage  of  other 
laws  have  reached  me  from  many  sources,  which  I  have  not  provided  for  In 
my  proclamation  for  the  reason  that  I  did  not  want  to  burden  the  Legisla- 
ture at  a  special  session  with  matters  that  were  not,  in  their  nature,  of  an 
emergency  character  and  which  might  fairly  be  deferred  until  the  next 
regular  session  without  serious  injury  to  the  State.

Whereas,  Because  of  the  reasons  above  set  forth,  said  cattle  owners  will 
be  compelled  to  wait  for  compensation  for  said  cattle  so  destroyed,  until  the 
next  regular  session  of  said  General  Assembly,  or  until  some  other  and 
further  special  session,  if  any  there  be,  may  be  called,  except  insofar  as  there 
may  be  some  funds  available  for  such  purpose;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  special  session  as- 
sembled, hereby  gives  assurance  to  those  concerned,  of  its  willingness  and 
readiness,  at  any  special  session  if  any  there  be,  of  the  Forty-ninth  General 
Assembly  of  Illinois,  and  if  no  further  special  session  be  called,  then  at  the 
next  regular  session  of  said  General  Assembly,  to  enact  such  legislation  as 
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will  be  necessary  to  pay  such  cattle  owners  one-half  of  the  value  of  such 
cattle  as  have  or  may  be  slaughtered  for  the  purpose  of  eradicating  the  foot 
and  mouth  disease  in  Illinois.

Resolved,  hy  the  Senate  of  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly  of  Illinois, 
the  House  of  Representatives  concurring  therein  That  this  memorial  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  petitioning  that  Honorable  Body, 
as  a  measure  made  necessary  for  the  general  protection,  that  Congress  pro- 
vide by  appropriation  for  reimbursing  the  Treasury  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
for  the  sums  paid  on  account 'of  damages  resulting  from  the  slaughter  of 
live  stock,  and  that  it  further  provide  for  the  loss  and  damages  to  accrue 
in  the  future  in  the  stamping  out  of  the  dread  disease.

Point  of  order  in  Senate. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Senate: 

I  acknowledge  receipt  from  your  Secretary  of  a  copy  of  the  point  of 
order  raised  by  Senator  Herlihy.  The  Senator  raised  the  point  of  order 
that  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  has  no  authority  to  pass  upon  the 
validity  of  Acts  passed  by  the  General  Assembly.  You  desire  to  know 
whether  the  point  is  well  taken. 

In  reply  thereto,  I  will  say  that  this  question  is  well  settled*  having  been 
determined  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  1803,  in  the  case  of 
William  Marbury  v.  Jam^s  Madison,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States, 
1  Cranch.,  137,  in  which  the-  Court  held  that  the  Constitution  of  a  state  is 
the  fundamental  law  of  the  same,  in  opposition  to  which  any  other  law  or 
any  direction  or  order  must  be  inoperative  and  void.  If,  therefore,  such 
other  law  is  in  conflict  with  the  fundamental  law,  the  Court,  in  declaring 
what  the  law  of  the  case  is,  must  necessarily  determine  its  invalidity,  and 
therefore  in  effect  annul  it.  The  right  and  the  power  of  the  courts  to  do  this 
are  so  plain  that  it  is  universally  conceded.  See  Cooley  on  Constitutional 
Limitations,  7th  ed.,  p.  78. 

Webster  on  the  Independence  of  the  Judiciary,  Works,  volume  3,  page 
29^  says: 

"The  Constitution  being  the  supreme  law,  it  follows,  of  course,  that 
every  act  of  the  Legislature  contrary  to  that  law  must  be  void.    But  who 
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shall  decide  this  questioB?  Shall  the  Legislature  itself  decide  it?  If  so,  then 
the  Constitution  ceases  to  be  a  legal,  and  becomes  only  a  moral  restraint 
upon  the  Legislature.  If  they,  and  they  only,  are  to  judge  whether  their  acts 
be  conformable  to  the  Constitution,  then  the  Constitution  is  admonitory  or 
advisory  only,  not  legally  binding,  because  if  the  construction  of  It  rests 
wholly  with  them,  their  discretion,  in  particular  cases,  may  be  in  favor  of 
very  erroneous  and  dangerous  constructions.  Hence  the  courts  of  law  neces- 
sarily, when  the  case  arises,  must  decide  on  the  validity  of  particular  Acts." 
I  am,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  point  of  order  is  not  well  taken.

cattle  owners  for  such  loss;  and,

be  compelled  to  wait  for  compensation  for  said  cattle  so  destroyed,  until  the 
next  regular  session  of  said  General  Assembly,  or  until  some  other  and  fur- 
ther special  session,  if  any  there  be,  may  be  called,  except  insofar  as  there 
may  be  some  funds  available  for  such  purpose;  be  it,  therefore, 

Resolved,  that  the  State  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  special  session 
assembled.  Hereby  gives  assurance  to  those  concerned,  of  its  willingness  and 
readiness,  at  any  special  session  if  any  there  be,  of  the  Forty-ninth  Genera) 
Assembly  of  Illinois,  and  if  no  further  special  session  be  called,  then  at  the 
next  regular  session  of  said  General  Assembly,  to  enact  such  legislation  as 
will  be  necessary  to  pay  such  cattle  owners  one-half  of  the  value  of  such 
cattle  as  have  or  may  be  slaughtered  for  the  purpose  of  eradicating  the  foot 
and  mouth  disease  in  Illinois. 

This  resolution  being  introduced  and  adopted  upon  the  theory  that  the 
Federal  Government  will  continue  as  in  the  past,  to  pay  one-half  of  the  loss 
occasioned  by  the  slaughter  of  such  cattle  for  such  purpose.

I  am  advised  by  the  Attorney  General  that  the  Act  Is  unconstitutional 
for  the  reasons  set  out  in  the  Attorney  General's  opinion,  which,  briefly,  are 
that  the  General  Assembly  is  without  power  to  create  a  commission,  consist- 
lug  of  members  of  the  House  and  Senate,  empowered  to  perform  executive 
functions. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  object  sought  to  be  attained  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, in  the  passage  of  this  Act,  is  a  meritorious  one  and  that  it  is  a 
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fit  and  proper  purpose  for  the  General  Assembly  to  provide  for  the  proper 
celebration  of  a  centenary  of  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  the 
Federal  Union. 

If  the  present  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly  should  adjourn 
without  enacting  such  a  law  and  I  should  find  it  necessary  to  convene  the 
General  Assembly  in  extraordinary  session  a  second  time,  I  will  include  this 
subject  matter  in  the  call,  to  the  end  that  the  General  Assembly  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  take  such  action  as  it  deems  wise  and  proper  on  this 
subject.

Meeting  held  in  office  of  Board  of  Local  Improvements,  207  City  HalL 

Present:  Hon.  Frederick  B.  Roos,  Chairman;  Hon.  John  T.  Denvir, 
Hon.  Stephen  D.  Canaday,  members  of  the  Senate.  Also,  Hon.  Edward  J. 
Glackin,  member  of  the  Senate  and  member  of  the  House,  Hon.  John  S.  Burns. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman  Roos,  and  further  consid- 
eration and  discussion  of  Senate  Bill  No.  41,  and  amendment,  was  had. 

Senator  Glackin  filed  with  the  committee  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  the  special  assessments  committees  of  the  Chicago  Real  Estate 
Board  and  the  Cook  County  Real  Estate  Board,  held  on  Thursday,  February 
24,  1916,  favoring  the  adoption  of  the  5  per  centum  clause,  provided  it  can 
be  collected  legally,  and  lecommending  that  75  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  all 
future  water  pipe  improvements  for  which  special  assessments  are  made  be 
charged  to  the  city  and  25  per  cent  to  the  property  owners,  and  that  no 
rebate  be  allowed. 

The  committee  then  made  an  investigation  of  the  system  obtaining  In 
the  offices  of  the  Board  of  Local  Improvements,  City  Treasurer  and  City 
Comptroller,  under  the  present  law,  and  also  visited  the  offices  of  Alderman 
John  A.  Richert  and  Charles  E.  Merriam  and  requested  them  to  give  to  this 
committee  their  opinions  regarding  Senate  Bill  No.  41,  and  the  proposed 
amendments  thereto.  Alderman  Richert  gave  to  the  committee  his  views 
thereon,  strongly  recommending  its  passage  and  stating  that  this  bill  and 
amendments  were  endorsed  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  City  Council 
and  by  the  City  Council  itself.  Alderman  Merriam  declined  to  discuss  the 
matter. 

A  statement  showing  what  this  bill  as  amended  will  accomplish,  a  sav- 
ing to  the  property  owners  of  3  per  cent  or  $3.00  a  hundred  and  a  saving 
to  the  city  of  5  per  cent  or  $5.00  per  hundred,  was  submitted  to  the  com- 
mittee by  Senator  Glackin. 

On  motion  of  Representative  Burns,  duly  seconded,  the  following  report 
was  unanimously  adopted: 

To  the  Members  of  the  House  and  Senate  of  the  first  special  session  of  the 
Forty-ninth  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois: 

We,  your  joint  committee,  appointed  under  Senate  Joint  Resolution  No. 
3,  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  President  of  the  Senate  to  investi- 
gate the  necessity  of  Senate  Bill  No.  41  for  the  City  of  Chicago  and  to 
report  their  findings  to  the  House  and  Senate  on  May  9,  1916,  respectfully 
submit  the  following  report: 

We  have  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  necessity  for  the  passage 
of  this  bill,  and  find  the  following  facts,  as  submitted  In  the  following  state- 
ment presented  to  the  committee  by  Senator  Glackin: 

UITDEB    THE    PBESENT   LAW. 

Our  method  is  to  spread  the  assessment  and  add  5  per  cent  for  interest 

reserve. 

Say,  for  example,  an  assessment  against  a  certain  piece  of  prop- 
erty is  $100.  To  this  is  added  5  per  cent  for  the  interest* re- 
serve, thus  making  the  total  assessment  the  sum  of $105.00 

In  about  6  years  (after  the  entire  assessment  has  been  collected) 
three-fifths  of  this  interest  reserve  usually  remains  as  a  surplus 
in  the  warrant,  and  a  declaration  of  rebate  is  made. 

Two-thirds  of  this  three-fifths  of  5  per  cent  is  eventually  claimed 
and  paid  to  the  property  owners  2.00 


Total  cost  to  property  owners $103.00 
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UNDEB  THE  PBOFOSED  AMEITOMENT. 

The  value  of  bonds  would  be  enhanced.  They  sell  at  about  95  now;  but 
they  would  come  up  to  par. 

The  contractor  because  of  the  enhanced  value  of  the  bonds,  would 
figure  5  per  cent  lower  on  his  work,  and  this  5  per  cent  would 
take  care  of  the  overhead  expense,  which  we  are  proposing,  so 
that  figuring  on  the  same  basis  as  above,  the  total  cost  to  the 
property  owners,  allowing  for  this  5  per  cent  for  overhead  ex- 
pense, would.be $100.00 

It  costs  the  city  of  Chicago  to  pay  rebates,  stationery,  postage, 
clerical  hire,  etc*,  the  amount  paid  out  to  property  owners  for 

rebates  ' 2  per  cent 

This  saving  to  the  corporate  fund  would  be  ample  to  take  care  of 
any  deficiency  in 'interest.  We  find  that  the  cost  of  guarantee- 
ing deficiency  in  interest  averages  about 2  per  cent 

As  a  rebate  is  paid  from  any  surplus  remaining  in  the  interest 
fund,  by  doing  away  with  the  interest  fund  we  eliminate  the 
rebate. 
Under  the  proposed  amendment  the  property  owner  would  gain 

over  and  above  the  present  system  3  per  cent 

And  the  city  gains  for  overhead  expenses 5  per  cent 

One-third  of  the  property  owners  never  receive  their  rebates,  on  account 
of  death,  removal  out  of  town,  failure  to  locate  the  parties,  neglect  on  their 
part  or  disinclination  to  claim  the  trivial  sum,  with  the  necessity  for  two 
trips  to  the  city  hall,  etc. 

It  would  be  just  as  cheap  for  the  city  to  declare  a  public  benefit  at  the 
outset  and  do  away  with  rebates.  It  takes  45  or  50  bookkeepers,  stationery, 
postage,  etc.,  to  carry  on  rebate  and  refund  accounts. 

We  have  at  present  In  the  city  treasury  rebates  and  refunds  unclaimed 
amounting  to  over  a  million  dollars. 

We  find  that  Senate  Bill  No.  41  as  amended  has  been  endorsed  by  the 
Chicago  Real  Estate  Board  and  the  Cook  County  Real  Estate  Board,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  following  copy  of  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  special 
assessment  committees  of  these  boards,  to-wit: 

''A  meeting  of  the  Special  Assessments  Committees  of  the  Chioago 
Real  Estate  Board  and  the  Cook  County  Real  Estate  Board,  1737  Conway 
Building,  111  West  Washington  Street,  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  Thursday,  Feb- 
ruary 24,  1916,  at  2:00  p.  m. 

"Present:  Chas.  A.  V.  Standish,  E.  J.  Suddard,  Frank  E.  Lackowski, 
Morton  T.  Culver,  Senator  E.  J.  Glackln,  Andrew  Rlngman,  EYederlck  Pischel, 
Chas.  F.  Durland. 

"Henry  G.  Zander,  chairman.  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Chicago 
Real  Estate  Board,  was  invited  to  attend  the  meeting  and  was  present. 

"Op  motion  duly  made  and  carried,  Mr.  Rlngman  was  elected  chairman 
of  the  meeting  and  Chas.  F.  Durland  acted  as  secretary. 

"Senator  Glackin  explained  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  con- 
sider Senate  Bill  No.  41,  a  bill  for  'An  Act  to  amend  sections  14,  92  and  94 
of  an  Act  entitled,  'An  Act  concerning  local  improvements,'  approved  June 
14,  1897,  and  in  force  July  1,  1897,  as  subsequently  amended,  and  to  add 
a  new  section  to  be  known  as  'Section  30a.' ' 

"After  a  lengthy  discussion  by  Senator  Glackin,  Messrs.  Standish,  Culver, 
and  Zander,  the  following  resolution,  on  motion  by  Mr.  Zander,  was  adopted: 
"That  this  Joint  committee  favors  the  adoption  of  the  5  per  centum 
clause,  provided  that  it  can  be  collected  legally. 

"Mr.  Standish  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  which  carried: 
"That  we  concur  in  Senator  Glackin's  recommendation  to  the  efCect 
that  75  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  all  future  water  pipe  improvements  for  which 
special  assessments  are  made  be  charged  to  the  city  and  25  per  cent  to  the 
property  owners,  and  that  no  rebate  be  allowed. 
"The  meeting  stood  adjourned  at  4:30  p.  m.

A  BILL 

For  an  Act  to  amend  sections  14,  92  and  94  of  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  con- 
cerning local  improvements,"  approved  June  14,  1897,  and  in  force  July  1, 
1897  as  subsequently  amended  and  to  add  a  new  section,  to  be  known  as 
"Section  30a." 
Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  "by  the  People  of  the  State  of  IlUnoiSf  repre- 
sented in  the  General  Assembly:  That  sections  14,  92  and  94  of  an  Act  en- 
titled, "An  Act  concerning  local  improvements,"  approved  June  14,  1897,  ^ 
in  force  July  1,  1897,  as  subsequently  amended,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
amended,  and  that  a  new  section,  to  be  known  as  "Section  30a,"  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  added  to  said  Act,  said  sections  as  amended  and  said  new 
section  30a  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  14.  Contents  of  petition — commissionebs.]  Such  petition  shall  con- 
tain a  reasonably  accurate  description  of  lots,  blocks,  tracts  and  parcels  of 
land  which  shall  be  taken  or  damaged.  There  shall  be  filed  with  or  attached 
to  such  petition  a  copy  of  said  ordinance,  certified  by  the  clerk,  under  the 
corporate  seal,  but  the  failure  to  file  such  copy  shall  not  aftect  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  court  to  proceed  in  said  cause,  and  to  act  upon  said  petition;  but 
if  it  shall  appear  in  any  such  cause  that  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  has  not 
been  attached  to  or  filed  with  said  petition  before  the  report  of  the  commis- 
sioners shall  be  filed,  as  provided  in  section  15,  then,  upon  motion  of  any  per- 
son wliose  real  estate  is  to  be  taken,  or  to  be  assessed,  the  entire  petition  and 
proceedings  shall  be  dismissed.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  petition  the  court 
shall  enter  an  order  designating  two  competent  persons  as  commissioners, 
to  act  with  the  superintendent  of  special  assessments  (where  such  officer  is 
provided  for  by  this  Act  and  in  other  cases  the  president  of  said  board  of 
local  improvements),  who  shall  investigate  and  report  to  the  court  the  just 
compensation  to  be  made  to  the  respective  owners  of  private  property  which 
shall  be  taken  or  damaged  for  the  said  improvement,  and  also  what  real 
estate  will  be  benefited  by  such  improvement,  and  the  amount  of  such  bene- 
fits to  each  parcel.  Neither  shall  be  employees  of  the  petitioning  munic- 
ipality and  both  shall  be  disinterested  persons.  They  shall  be  allowed  a  fee 
for  their  services  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  court  in  advance  and  the 
amount  so  allowed  may  be  reviewed  by  the  court  upon  motion,  and  may  be 
taxed  as  costs  and  included  in  the  amount  to  be  assessed.  Said  three  com- 
missioners shall  be  duly  sworn  to  make  a  true  and  just  assessment  of  the 
cost  of  said  improvement  according  to  law.  The  concurrence  of  any  two  in  a 
report  shall  be  sufficient. 

Sec.  92.  Interest  on  bonds — how  to  be  paid.]  The  Board  of  Local  Im- 
provements, before  the  crediting  of  the  excess  as  provided  for  in  section 
eighty-four,  as  herein  amended,  shall  determine  an  estimated  amount  deemed 
sufficient  to  make  up  any  probably  deficiency  of  interest,  by  which  from  any 
cause,  collections  of  interest  may  prove  insufficient  to  meet  the  interest  to  be 
paid  on  said  bonds  until  they  mature  as  hereinbefore  provided.  Said  esti- 
mate shall  be  deducted  out  of  said  installments  as  an  item  of  expense  before 
crediting  rebates  of  excess  as  herein  directed  and  shall  be  used  for  no  other 
purpose  than  to  make  up  such  deficiency  until  the  bonds  are  fully  paid,  both 
principal  and  interest:  Provided,  however,  that  in  cities,  towns  or  villages 
of  this  State  having  a  population  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  or  more 
by  the  last  preceding  census  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  deduct  said  estimate  out  of  said  installments  in  case  such 
city,  town  or  village  shall  at  any  time  before  the  crediting  of  said  excess, 
annually  appropriate  or  set  aside  a  fund  or  funds  sufficient  in  amount  to 
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meet  any  and  all  estimated  deficiencies  in  interest  which  may  arise  during 
the  year  for  which  said  fund  is  prorided. 

Sec.  94.  Expenses,  costs,  etc.,  how  to  be  paid.]  The  costs  and  expenses 
of  maintaining  the  board  of  local  improvements  herein  authorized,  of  paying 
salaries  of  the  members  of  said  board,  and  the  expense  of  making  and  levy- 
ing special  assessments  or  special  taxes  and  of  letting  and  executing  con- 
tracts; and  also  the  entire  cost  and  expense  attending  the  making  and  re- 
turn of  the  assessment  rolls  and  the  necessary  estimates,  examinations, 
advertisements,  etc.,  connected  with  the  proceedings  herein  provided  for, 
including  the  court  costs,  including  the  fees  to  commissioners  in  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  which  are  to  be  taxed  as  above  provided,  shall  be  paid  by 
the  city,  village  or  town  out  of  its  general  fund:  Provided,  however,  that  in 
cities,  towns  or  villages  of  this  State  having  a  population  of  less  than  one 
hundred  thousand  by  the  last  preceding  census  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
this  State,  the  city,  village  or  town,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  in  and  by  the 
ordinance  providing  for  the  assessment  prescribed,  provide  that  a  certain 
sum,  not  to  exceed  6  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  such  assessment,  shall 
be  applied  toward  the  payment  of  the  aforesaid  and  other  costs  of  making 
and  collecting  such  assessment. 

Provided,  further,  that  in  citii^s,  towns  or  villages  of  this  State  having 
a  population  of  one  hundred- thousand  or  more  inhabitants  by  the  last  pre- 
ceding census  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  the  city,  village  or 
town,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  in  and  by  the  ordinance  providing  for  the 
assessment  prescribed,  provide  that  a  certain  sum  not  to  exceed  5  per 
centum  of  the  amount  of  such  assessment,  shall  be  applied  toward  the  pay- 
ment of  the  cost  of  making,  levying  and  collecting  such  special  assessment 
or  special  tax,  and  of  letting  and  executing  contracts,  advertising,  clerical 
hire,  engineering  and  inspection,  court  costs  and  fees  of  commissioners  in 
condemnation  proceedings  incurred  in  such  proceedings  and  deficiency  in 
interest  in  the  matter  of  such  special  assessment  or  special  tax. 

Provided,  further,  that  such  deficiency  in  interest,  if  any,  shall  be  first 
paid  out  of  the  fund  so  created  by  such  5  per  centum  so  added  as  herein 
above  authorized. 

Sec.  30a.  Advancements  fbom  other  funds.]  That  any  city,  having  a 
population  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  or  more,  by  the  last  preced- 
ing census  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  holding  in  its  treasury  any 
fund  set  aside  for  use  for  some  particular  purpose  that  is  not  immediately 
necessary  for  such  purpose,  may,  by  ordinance  of  the  city  council  of  such 
city,  advance  the  money  in  such  fund,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  re- 
quired, to  the  board  of  local  improvements  of  such  city  to  be  applied  by  such 
board  toward  the  payment  of  any  final  judgment  or  judgments  of  con- 
demnation rendered  in  any  proceeding  involving  the  taking  or  damag- 
ing of  private  property  for  a  local  improvement  of  such  city,  the  cost  of 
which  is  to  be  defrayed  wholly  or  in  part  by  special  assessment  or  special 
taxation,  such  advance  not  to  exceed  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  such 
special  assessment  or  special  tax.  Before  any  money  shall  be  paid  out  upon 
such  advance  the  city  council  shall  by  the  same  ordinance  require  such  board 
of  local  improvements  to  make  or  execute  and  deposit  with  the  city  comp- 
troller of  such  city,  who  shall  give  a  receipt  in  writing  therefor,  a  pledge 
or  security  in  writing  to  the  entire  extent  of  such  special  assessment  or 
special  tax,  for  the  repayment  of  such  advance  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such 
special  assessment  or  special  tax.  In  such  event,  all  monies  paid  on  account 
of  such  special  assessment  or  special  tax  shall  at  once  be  credited  to  and 
placed  in  such  fund  until  the  same  is  reimbursed  for  the  advance  made 
therefrom  and  the  entire  amount  of  such  advance  shall  be  repaid  to  such 
funds  within  three  years  from  date  of  passage  of  such  ordinance  cancel  and 
release  such  pledge. 

Sec  2.  Emebgenct.]  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists,  therefore,  this  act 
shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval. 

Therefore,  we,  your  committee,  after  a  careful  investigation  as  to  the 
necessity  of  Senate  Bill  No.  41  for  the  city  of  Chicago,  find  that  there  is  such 
necessity  and  recommend  and  earnestly  request  the  immediate  passage  by 
your  Honorable  Bodies  of  this  bill  as  amended.

WHEREAS,  an  extraordinary  occasion  has  arisen  in  the  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  the  State  Government  of  this  State,  necessitating  an  extra- 
ordinary session  of  the  General  Assembly: 
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NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  Edward  F.  Dunne,  Governor  of  the  State  ot 
Illinois,  do,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Section  8,  Article  5, 
of  the  Constitution,  convene  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly  to  meet  in 
extraordinary  session  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  November,  A.  D.  1915,  at 
12  o'clock  noon  at  the  State  house,  in  Springfield,  Illinois,  lor  the  transac- 
tion of  the  following  business,  viz.: 

(1)  To  enact  into  laws  bills  making  appropriations  for  the  following 
purposes: 

(a)  For  the  payment  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  next  General 
Assembly,  and  for  the  salaries  of  the  officers  of  the  State  Government; 

(b)  For  further  and  additional  ap^opriations  in  order  to  provide  for 
the  ordinary  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  State  Government  until  the 
expiration  of  the  fiscal  quarter  after  the  adjournment  of  the  next  regular 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  which  further  and  additional  appropria- 
tions are  rendered  necessary  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
State  in  the  case  of  Fergus  et  al.  v.  Rusael  et  al; 

(c)  For  appropriating  to  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Commis- 
sioner, a  sum  equivalent  to  the  balance  remaining  unexpended  on  September 
30th,  1915,  of  the  appropriation  made  to  said  Commissioner  by  the  Forty- 
eighth  General  Assembly,  in  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  make  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  representation  of  the  State  of  Illinois  at  the  Panama-Pacific 
International  Exposition  to  be  held  In  San  Francisco  in  the  year  1915",  or 
80  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  labors  and 
duties  of  said  commissioner. 

(d)  For  further  and  additional  appropriations  to  the  Appellate  Courts 
of  the  First  and  Second  Districts; 

(e)  For  appropriations  to  the  Attorney  General  made  necessary  by  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  in  the  case  of  Fergus  et  ah  v. 
Russell  et  al, 

(2)  To  enact  laws  to  enlarge  the  powers  of  city  councils  of  cities  and 
boards  of  trustees  of  villages,  for  the  appropriation  and  transfer  of  sums  of 
money,  and  for  the  levy  of  taxes  for  corporate  purposes;  to  enact  laws  to 
provide  for  raising  revenue  to  meet  the  statutory  and  corporate  require- 
ments of  cities  and  villages;  to  enact  laws  to  validate  and  legalize  any  and 
all  ordinances  and  orders  appropriating  or  transferring  moneys  passed  by 
city  councils  of  cities  and  boards  of  trustees  of  villages,  and  all  acts  of  pub- 
lic officials  in  pursuance  thereof  that  were  or  are  in  contravention  of  the 
provisions  of  Article  VII  of  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  incor- 
poration of  cities  and  villages",  approved  April  10,  1872,  in  force  July  1, 
1872,  as  subsequently  amended,  as  re6ently  construed  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Illinois;  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  concerning  local  improve- 
ments", approved  June  14,  1897,  in  force  July  1,  1897,  as  subsequently 
amended;  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  concerning  municipal  funds," 
approved  June  5,  1911,  in  force  July  1,  1911,  as  subsequently  amended. 

(3)  To  enact  a  law  amending  an  act  entitled 

"An  Act  to  amend  section  2  of  an  Act  entitled  'An  Act  concerning  the 
levy  and  extension  of  taxes,'  approved  May  9,  1901,  In  force  July  1,  1901,  as 
amended  by  an  Act  approved  March  29,  1905,  in  force  July  1,  1905,  as 
amended  by  an  Act  approved  June  14,  1909,  in  force  July  1,  1909,  as 
amended  by  an  Act  approved  May  20,  1913,  in  force  July  1,  1913," 
approved  June  10,  1915,  in  force  July  1,  1915,  which  act  limits  the  rate  per 
cent  of  the  tax  levy  for  county  purposes  in  counties  having  a  population  of 
300,000  or  over.

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(b)  To  investigate  the  operation  of  all  pension  laws  heretofore  enacted 
in  this  State,  together  with  the  present  and  future  cost  thereof,  bluCc  to  col- 
lect information,  as  far  as  possible,  in  regard  to  the  operation  of  similar 
laws  in  other  States  and  countries,  and  to  make  recommendation  upon  the 
subject  to  the  next  General  Assembly.

Mr.  Smejkal  offered  the  following  resolution,  and  asked  and  ob- 
tained unanimous  consent  for  its  immediate  Consideration: 

House  Resolution  No.  2. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  members  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker 
to  wait  upon  the  Governor  and  inform  him  that  the  House  is  now  in  session 
pursuant  to  proclamation,  and  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may 
see  fit  to  make. 

And  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Speaker  thereupon  appointed  as  such  committee,  Messrs. 
Smejkal,  G.  H.  Wilson,  Santry,  Rothschild  and  Devine. 

Mr.  De Young  moved  that  the  rules  of  the  House  during  the  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assembly  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  this  special  session 
so  far  as  applicable, 

And  the  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Hull,  from  the  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Senate, 
informed  the  House  that  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Senate  had 
assembled  pursuant  to  the  proclamation  of  the  Governor  convening  a 
special  session  of  the  General  Assembly  and  that  the  Senate  is  now  ready 
for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  special  session. 

The  Speaker  announced  that  the  standing  committees  of  the  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assembly  would  be  the  standing  committees  of  this 
special  session. 

At  the  hour  of  12 :30  o'clock  p.  m.,  Mr.  De  Young  moved  that  the 
House  do  now  take  a  recess  until  7 :00  o'clock  p.  m., 

And  the  motion  prevailed. 

7 :00  O'CLOCK  P.  M. 

The  hour  of  7 :00  o'clock  p.  m.  having  arrived,  the  House  resumed 
its  session. 

The  Speaker  in  the  chair. 

Mr.  Smejkal,  from  the  committee  heretofore  appointed  to  wait 
upon  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  reported  that  they  had  notified  the 
Governor  of  the  convening  of  the  House,  and  that  he  stated  that  he 
would  communicate  with  the  House  through  his  private  secretary. 

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  William  L.  Sullivan,  Secretary 
to  the  Governor. 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the  House  of 
Representatives  the  following  communication: 

GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 

State  of  Illinois, 

Executive  Department. 

Springfield,  November  22,  1915. 

To  the  Honorahle,  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois: 

The  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  suit  of  Fergus  et  al. 
V.  Russel  et  al.  invalidating  a  large  number  of  appropriations  made  by  the 
Forty-ninth  General  Assembly,  makes  necessary  the  holding  of  this  special 
session. 

Many  persons  holding  positions  under  the  State  government  who  were 
believed  by  the  Legislature  to  be  employees  rather  than  State  officers,  and, 
therefore,  appropriated  for  in  the  Omnibus  Bill  as  such,  are  declared  in  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  to  be  State  officers,  and  by  reason  of  this 
tact  the  appropriations  for  these  offices  should  be  made  in  a  separate  State 
Officers'  Bill.  The  result  of  this  decision  makes  it  the  duty  of  this  Legis- 
lature, and  of  every  subsequent  Legislature,  to  exercise  the  greatest  care  in

determining  whether  or  not  a  person  on  the  pay  roll  of  the  State  is  a 
"State  Officer"  or  an  "employee." 

To  use  the  language  of  the  Supreme  Court:  "A  difficult  task  is  set.  for 
the  Legislature  to  determine  who  are  and  who  are  not  officers."  None  the 
less  this  difficult  task  must  be  assumed  by  this  and  subsequent  Legislatures. 

The  Legislative  Reference  Bureau  has  prepared  a  summary  indicating 
what  positions  the  Supreme  Court  has  held  to  be  State  employees  for  which 
appropriations  should  be  made  in  a  State  officers'  appropriation  bill.  Many 
of  the  persons  filling  these  positions  affected  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  have  been  seriously  embarrassed  financially  for  several  months  past 
and  prompt  action  should  be  taken  to  relieve  their  necessities  by  the  passage 
of  a  valid  appropriation  bill  or  bills. 

As  the  result  of  the  Supreme  Court's  decision  further  and  additional 
appropriations,  in  order  to  provide  for  the  ordinary  and  contingent  expenses 
of  the  State  government  until  the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  quarter  after  the 
adjournment  of  the  next  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  will  be 
necessary.  , 

By  an  oversight  of  the  Legislature  the  unexpended  appropriations  in 
the  State  treasury  appropriated  by  the  Forty-eighth  General  Assembly  to 
the  Panama-Pacific  International  Commissioner  of  Illinois  were  not  reap- 
propriated  at  the  regular  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly.  The 
work  of  the  commissioner  is  unfinished  and  it  cannot  be  finished  until  some 
time  after  the  close  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition.  An 
ample  balance  of  the  funds  appropriated  by  the  Forty-eighth  General  Assem- 
bly remains  to  finish  up  the  work  and  pay  the  expenses  and  obligations  of 
the  commissioner,  and  an  appropriation  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  unex- 
pended balance,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  should  be  made  to 
enable  the  commissioner  to  pay  the  employees,  remove  the  building  from  the 
fair  grounds  and  close  up  the  accounts  of  the  commissioner.  I,  therefore, 
respectfully  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

I  am  informed  by  the  judges  of  the  Appellate  Courts  of  the  first  and 
second  districts,  that  extra  appropriations  are  absolutely  necessary  to  enable 
them  to  carry  on,  successfully,  the  business. of  their  courts.  The  Appellate 
Court  of  the  first  district  has  moved  its  offices  in  the  City  of  Chicago  to  a 
more  commodious  and  suitable  place,  and  the  cost  of  moving  was  not  pro- 
vided for  in  the  appropriations  made  at  the  regular  session  of  the  Forty- 
ninth  Genera]  Assembly.  I,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  an 
appropriation  be  made  for  these  purposes. 

The  Attorney  General  reports  to  me  that  as  the  result  of  the  Fergus 
suits,  additional  appropriations  are  needed  for  his  office  to  enable  him  to 
perform  and  carry  out  the  duties  imposed  upon  his  office*  thereby. 

I.  therefore,  recommend  that  the  necessary  appropriations  be  made. 

The  city  authorities  of  the  City  of  Chicago  have  represented  to  me 
that  owing  to  the  passage  of  many  recent  acts  by  the  Legislature,  imposing 
additional  financial  burdens  upon  the  city,  that  amendments  to  certain  laws 
affecting  the  revenues  of  the  city  are  necessary.  They  further  represent 
that  it  is  necessary,  as  the  result  of  the  recent  decision  of  thcf  Supreme  Court, 
that  certain  laws  be  passed  validating  certain  appropriations  hitherto  made 
by  the  city  council. 

I,  therefore,  respectfully  recommend  that  you  give  careful  consideration 
to  the  suggestions  of  the  city  officials  in  reference  to  these  matters  and 
pass  such  legislation  as  may  be  found  necessary  under  the  terms  of  the 
proclamation  for  a  special  session. 

The  county  authorities  of  Cook  County  claim  that  certain  financial 
burdens  have  been  imposed  upon  the  county  by  the  passage  of  recent  laws 
by  the  Legislature,  and  that  it  is  necessary  that  certain  laws  relating  to  the 
levying  of  taxes  should  be  amended  so  as  to  enable  the  county  to  meet 
these  burdens. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  careful  consideration  be  given  to  the  sug- 
gestions of  the  county  officials  in  reference  to  these  matters,  and  that  laws 
be  enacted  which  will  enable  the  county  to  meet  its  financial  obligations, 
imposed  upon  it  by  laws  enacted  by  the  last  Legislature. 

I  am  advised  that  there  are  certain  defects  in  the  law  relating  to  the 
issuance  of  bonds  for  the  building  of  roads,  which  make  it  difficult,  if  not 
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impossible,  to  negotiate  bonds  issued  for  road  building,  which  I  regard  as 
one  of  the  most  important  needs  of  the  community.  Our  State,  in  com- 
parison with  other  progressive  states,  lags  behind  in  the  progress  of  modem 
road  building.  If  the  laws  relating  to  road  building  are  amended  so  as  to 
provide  for  the  Issuance  of  legal  bonds,  marked  progress  can  be  made  in  the 
way  of  road  building.  Financial  authorities  report  to  me  that  money  is 
abundant  and  can  be  loaned  upon  valid  bonds  at  very  low  rates  of  interest 
at  the  present  time. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  the  amendment  of  the  laws  relating  to  road 
and  bridge  building  so  as  to  encourage  the  building  of  good  roads  through- 
out the  State  of  Illinois. 

Preliminary  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Forty-eighth  and  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assemblies  for  the  celebration  of  the  one  hundredth  anni- 
versary of  the  admission  of  the  State  of  Illinois  into  the  Union.  Much 
efCective  work  has  been  done  by  the  commission  heretofore  appointed  for 
that  purpose  and  much  yet  remains  to  be  done.  The  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  holds  that  the  commission  appointed  by  the  Legislature  for  this 
purpose  has  no  legal  existence.' 

It,  therefore,  becomes  necessary,  if  the  objects  sought  by  the  Legis- 
lature to  be  attained,  which  are  commendable  and  praiseworthy,  are  to  be 
carried  out,  that  a  law  be  enacted  by  this  Legislature  creating  such  a  com- 
mission and  providing  it  with  funds  for  the  performance  of  its  duties. 

I  recommend  the  passage  of  such  legislation. 

Many  pension  laws  have  recently  been  passed  by  the  Legislature.  Prior 
to  the  passage  of  such  laws,  little,  if  any,  investigation  was  made  into  the 
actuarial  features  of  such  laws.  The  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly  has 
wisely  provided  for  a  commission  to  collect  information  in  regard  to  the 
operation  of  similar  laws  in  other  states  and  countries  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations upon  the  subject  to  the  next  General  Assembly. 

This  commission  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  under  authority  of  a 
Joint  resolution  of  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly.  A  question  as  to  the 
validity  of  this  commission  is  raised  by  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
which  holds  that  commissions  appointed  by  Joint  resolutions  of  the  Legis- 
lature are  invalid. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  the  enactment  of  a  law  creating  a  new  Pension 
Commission,  giving  it  the  power  to  collect  information  with  reference  to 
the  present  and  future  cost  of  pension  Jaws,  and  to  collect  information  in 
regard  to  the  operation  of  similar  laws  in  other  states  and  countries,  and 
to  give  said  commission  authority  to  make  recommendations  upon  this 
subject  to  the  next  General  Assembly,  and  to  provide  an  appropriation  to 
pay  for  the  cost  and  expenses  of  such  a  commission. 

I  am  advised  by  the  Attorney  General  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  enact 
certain  laws  amending  the  acts  creating  many  public  offices  in  order  to  fix 
the  salaries  to  pay  the  incumbents  of  such  offices. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  such  amending  laws. 

I  am  advised  by  the  State  Treasurer  that  the  decision  in  the  Fergus 
case  necessitates  in  his  office  the  employment  of  an  additional  accountant 
and  clerk  and  an  additional  appropriation,  which  I  respectfully  recommend. 

By  reason  of  the  decision  in  the  Fergus  case  an  appropriation  to  pay 
the  salaries  of  certain  State  officers,  who  were  provided  for  in  the  Omnibus 
Bill,  becomes  necessary,  and  I,  therefore,  recommend  the  making  of  an 
appropriation  in  a  State  Officers'  Bill  for  the  payment  of  such  salaries. 

The  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly  amended  the  law  relating  to  Free 
Employment  Offices  by  creating  a  General  Advisory  Board,  but  by  an 
oversight  omitted  to  mako  an  appropriation  for  the  expenses  of  said  General 
Advisory  Board. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  at  this  session  an  appropriation  be  made 
for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  General  Advisory  Board  of  the 
Illinois  Free  Employment  Offices. 

By  an*  oversight  of  the  regular  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  no  appropriation  was  made  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and 
expenses  of  the  Board  of  Structural  Engineers. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  the  passage  of  an  appropriation  for  the  pay- 
ment of  salaries  and  expenses  of  said  Board  of  Structural  Engineers. 
—9  S-H 
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I  respectfully  recommend,  upon  the  suggestion  of  the  Warden  of  the 
Illinois  State  Penitentiary,  further  and  additional  appropriations  to  enable 
him  to  carry  on  the  work  at  said  penitentiary. 

At  a  recent  conference  of  the  Governors  of  the  different  states  of  the 
United  States,  it  seemed  to  be  the  consensus  of  opinion,  that  in  popular 
estimation  the  governors  of  the  different  states  were  being  held  responsible 
for  the  size  of  the  appropriations  made  in  appropriation  laws  throughout 
the  different  states,  while  under  the  laws  of  the  states,  the  governors  have 
no  control  over  the  size  of  these  appropriations,  excepting  by  the  exercise 
of  the  veto  power,  and  that  the  authority  given  by  the  veto  was  wholly 
inadequate  and  impractical  in  its  application. 

If  a  Qovemor  is  to  be  held  responsible  for  the  size  of  the  appropria- 
tions made  in  his  state,  he  should  be  given  power  in  some  way  to  control 
these  appropriations.  There  are  but  two  ways  in  which  such  control  can 
be  effectively  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  executive.  Firstly,  by  authorizing 
him  to  originate  appropriation  bills  and  recommending  the  same  to  the 
Legislature  with  the  right  of  placing  a  maximum  limitation  upon  appro- 
priations in  such  recommendations;  or  secondly,  by  giving  the  executive  the 
right  to  veto  items  and  parts  and  portions  of  items  in  all  appropriation  bills. 
The  first  is  the  most  effective  method  of  centering  responsibility  upon  the 
Governor.  Under  the  laws  and  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  and  of 
most  if  not  all  of  the  states  of  the  United  States,  that  power  is  not  vested, 
at  the  present  time,  in  the  Governor. 

Recognizing  the  advisability  of  such  authority  being  vested  in  the 
Executive,  and  then  holding  him  responsible  for  the  size  of  appropriations 
as  the  result  thereof,  the  recent  Constitutional  Convention  of  the  State  of 
New  York  recommended  to  the  people  the  adoption  of  a  constitutional  pro- 
vision giving  the  right  to  the  governor  to  originate  all  appropriation  bills 
in  the  administrative  departments  of  the  state  government.  If  it  were 
possible  to  propose  such  a  constitutional  amendment  at  the  present  time  in 
this  State,  I  would  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the  proposal  of  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  this  State  giving  such  power  to  the 
Governor. 

At  the  regular  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  General  Assembly,  however, 
a  constitutional  amendment  was  proposed  for  submission  to  the  people.  The 
proposal  of  this  amendment  prevents,  as  I  am  advised,  the  proposal  of  any 
other  amendment  to  the  same  article  at  this  session,  and  thus  prevents  any 
action  in  the  way  of  amending  the  Constitution  along  the  line  of  giving  such 
authority  to  the  Governor.  In  the  absence  of  such  power  being  vested  In  the 
Executive,  the  only  other  way  the  Governor  can  control  the  size  of  appro- 
priations is  by  the  exercise  of  the  veto  power.  In  the  exercise  of  the  veto 
power  in  this  State,  the  Governor,  under  the  Constitution  as  construed  in 
the  Fergus  case,  can  only  veto  a  bill  in  its  entirety  or  one  or  more  items 
in  an  appropriation  bill  in  its  or  their  entirety.  « 

Under  the  decision  in  the  Furgus  case,  the  Governor  has  not  the  con- 
stitutional right  to  reduce  the  amount  of  an  appropriation  in  an  item.  His 
only  right  is  to  approve  items  in  their  entirety  or  disapprove  them  In  their 
entirety.  If  the  Governor  be  of  the  opinion  that  an  appropriation  in  any 
item  is  excessive  his  only  right  is  to  destroy  the  whole  item  by  veto,  or  let 
it  stand  or  take  no  action  at  all.  It  results  from  this  situation  that  a 
Governor  may  frequently  be  compelled  to  allow  items  to  stand  in  an  appro- 
priation bill,  which,  in  his  judgment,  are  in  excess  of  the  needs  of  the  State, 
and  that  he  cannot  in  fact  control  the  amount  of  the  appropriation.  If  the 
item  in  its  entirety  be  vetoed  the  department  of  the  State  government  for 
which  the  appropriation  is  made  may  be  seriously  crippled  and  its  efficiency 
destroyed,  and  if  the  item  be  allowed  to  stand  in  its  entirety  excessive  appro- 
priations may  result.  As  the  Executive  cannot  in  the  present  situation  be 
placed  in  a  position  by  a  constitutional  amendment  where  he  can  originate 
and  control  appropriations  by  recommendations  to  the  Legislature,  the  next 
best  thing,  in  my  judgment,  is  to  give  the  Executive  power  to  control  appro- 
priations by  giving  him  the  right  to  veto  parts  and  portions  of  items  in  an 
appropriation  bill. 

I  believe  in  making  this  recommendation  that  I  am  not  actuated  by 
personal  lust  of  power.    Whoever  fills  the  office  of  Governor  will  be  charged 
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by  many  of  his  fellow  citizens  with  the  responsibility  of  controlling  the 
size  of  appropriation  bills,  without  having  any  real  power,  either  by  initia- 
tion or  by  correctional  veto,  to  effectually  control  the  same.  Either  the 
Executive  should  be  relieved  of  all  responsibility  as  to  the  size  of  appropria- 
tions or  he  should  be  given  power  to  effectually  control  the  same.  If  it  is 
wise  to  place  responsibility  upon  the  Ehcecutive  it  is  also  wise  to  give  him 
the  power  to  shoulder  such  responsibility.  Responsibility  must  be  placed 
somewhere,  either  upon  the  Legislative  Department  or  upon  the  Executive, 
and  where  responsibility  is  placed  there  should  the  power  be  placed  to 
control. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  there  is  flat  contradiction 
in  the  law  which  provides  for  the  holding  of  primary  elections  by  political 
parties,  sometimes  called  the  law  regarding  preferential  presidential  pri- 
maries. In  one  section  of  the  law  it  is  declared  that  delegates  to  National 
conventions  must  be  elected  at  the  primary  by  popular  vote,  and  in  another 
section  it  is  declared  that  delegates  to  National  conventions  must  be  elected 
at  Congressional  conventions.  Other  defects  and  omissions  are  said  to  exist 
in  the  law. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  all  doubt  be  cleared  up  upon  these  points 
by  the  amendment  of  the  law  at  this  session. 

The  Supreme  Court  in  its  decision  of  the  so-called  Fergus  case  has 
definitely  settled  the  question  of  the  right  of  a  citizen  and  taxpayer  to  file 
a  bill  against  the  disbursing  officers  of  the  State  government  to  restrain 
the  payment  of  State  money  under  appropriations  alleged  to  be  illegal  or 
unconstitutional.  This  in  the  absence  of  any  statutory  provision  on  the 
subject. 

I  have  given  careful  consideration  to  this  matter,  have  been  advised  by 
the  Attorney  General  and  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  subject  of  such  import- 
ance, fraught  with  so  many  possibilities  of  embarrassment  to  the  business 
of  the  State,  should  be  controlled  by  statute  to  the  end  that  practice  in  cases 
of  that  character  will  be  uniform  in  the  future  and  that  delay  may  be 
avoided  in  the  final  determination  of  the  questions  which  may  be  raised.  In 
a  proper  case  no  reasonable  objection  should  be  raised  to  the  filing  of  a  bill 
by  a*  citizen  and  taxpayer  to  question  the  legality  of  an  appropriation  of 
public  money,  but  on  the  other  hand  trivial  and  vexatious  actions  which 
may  arise  in  the  future  should  be  controlled  by  some  recognized  authority, 
and  with  this  object  and  end  in  view  I  have  caused  to  be  prepared,  and 
will  submit  to  you  for  your  consideration,  a  bill  regulating  the  practice  and 
procedure  in  such  cases. 

This  bill  provides  that  before  a  citizen  and  taxpayer  can  file  a  bill  of 
complaint  and  secure  an  injunction,  tying  up  the  State  funds,  he  must  first 
apply  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  proper  county  for  leave  to  file  his  bill  of 
complaint  and  the  Circuit  Court  will  order  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Attorney 
General  and  to  the  defendants  and  set  a  day  for  a  hearing,  within  a  period 
of  ten  days,  and  on  such  hearing,  if  the  court  is  satisfied  that  the  cause  of 
action  is  a  meritorious  one,  the  court  may  grant  leave  to  file  the  bill  of 
complaint.  In  vacation  the  same  procedure  may  be  taken  by  a  Judge  of  the 
Circuit  Court.  If  on  the  hearing  the  court  or  Judge  Is  satisfied  there  is  no 
merit  in  the  action,  he  may  deny  the  complainant  the  leave  to  file  his  bill  of 
complaint.  In  such  case  the  complainant  has  the  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Supreme  Court  from  the  refusal  of  the  court  or  Judge  to  grant  the  permis- 
sion to  file. 

This  bill  further  provides  that  a  hearing  must  be  had  immediately, 
either  in  term  time  or  vacation,  and  that  either  party  may  appeal  from  the 
final  decision  of  the  court  or  Judge  to  the  Supreme  Court  and  that  such  case 
shall  have  precedence  over  all  other  cases  to  the  end  that  a  prompt  decision 
may  be  had.  This  is  the  same  procedure  which  has  prevailed  by  law  in 
this  State  for  a  great  many  years  relative  to  quo  warranto  proceedings.  In 
other  cases  in  court  permission  of  court  must  first  be  had  before  suit  may 
be  started,  as  for  instance  in  suits  against  receivers  and  other  officers  of 
that  character.  This  will  not  deny  to  any  citizen  all  the  privileges  which 
he  now.  has  to  question  the  legality  or  constitutionality  of  an  appropriation. 
It  does  not  close  the  door  on  any  meritorious  cause  of  action  but  it  simply 
protects  the  State  against  trivial  or  causeless  actions  without  any  merit  in 
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them  and  provides  for  a  prompt  trial  of  the  case  when  it  is  started.  The 
Attorney  Qeneral  now  has  the  power  to  insiitute  suits  of  this  character  and 
that  right  is  not  interfered  with  in  this  bill,  but  the  same  provisions  rela- 
tive to  the  prompt  trial  and  disposition  of  the  case  applies  to  a  suit  instituted 
by  the  Attorney  Greneral*  the  same  as  a  suit  instituted  by  a  private  citizen. 

Under  the  Practice  Act  as  it  now  reads,  any  citizen  in  any  circuit  of 
the  State  where  he  can  obtain  service  upon  the  State  Treasurer  and  State 
Auditor,  may  institute  suits  for  injunction  restraining  the  payment  of  public 
officials'  salaries,  and  the  payment  of  appropriations  made  by  the  Legisla- 
ture, without  giving  a  bond,  and  without  being  compelled  to  go  to  an  early 
trial.  He  may  file  a  bill  for  injunction  and  not  apply  for  an  injunction,  tem- 
porary  or  permanent,  until  the  case  is  reached  for  trial  many  months  after 
it  is  filed. 

If  it  were  filed  in  Cook  County  in  the  regular  order  it  would  not  be 
reached  for  many  months.  In  the  meantime  the  State  Treasurer  and  the 
State  Auditor,  being  given  notice  of  the  filing  of  the  bill,  naturally,  to  pro- 
tect themselves,  will  decline  to  pay  out  any  public  moneys,  and  public  officials 
are  thus  <  deprived  of  their  income  and  placed  at  the  mercy  of  loan  sharks. 
There  is  no  remedy  against  the  complainant  should  the  bill  turn  out  to  be 
without  foundation  in  law  or  fact 

In  the  proclamation  calling  for  a  special  session  I  have  also  provided 
for  the  consideration  and  passage  of  appropriations  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  of  certain  officers  whose  salaries  are  fixed  by  statute,  which  said 
salaries  were  attempted  to  be  appropriated  for  in  and  by  an  act  entitled  "An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  ordinary  and  contingent  expenses  of  the  State  govern- 
ment, until  the  expiration  of  the  fiscal  quarter  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
next  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly,"  approved  June  29,  1916,  in 
force  July  1,  1915,  and  for  an  amendment  of  the  act  to  regulate  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  all  of  which  I  commend  to  your  honor- 
able body. 

Many  valuable  suggestions  for  the  amendment  and  passage  of  other 
laws  have  reached  me  from  many  sources,  which  I  have  not  provided  for  in 
my  proclamation  for  the  reason  that  I  did  not  want  to  burden  the  Legisla- 
ture at  a  special  session  with  matters  that  were  not,  in  their  nature,  of  an 
emergency  character  and  which  might  fairly  be  deferred  until  the  next 
regular  session  without  serious  injury  to  the  State.

priate sums  of  money,  or  transferring  or  attempting  to  transfer  sums 
of  money  and  to  validate  and  legalize,  ratify  and  confirm,  the  acts  of 
public  officials  done  in  pursuance  thereof." 

The  bill  was  taken  up,  read  by  title,  ordered  printed  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Mr.  Tompkins  introduced  a  bill,  House  Bill  No.  40,  a  bill  for  "An 
Act  making  further  and  additional  appropriations  for  the  Illinois  State 
Penitentiary."

Resolved,  ty  the  House  oi  Representatives  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  the 
Senate  concurring  therein.  That  there  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of 
this  State  for  adoption  or  rejection  at  the  next  election  of  the  members  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Illinois  In  the  manner  provided  by  law 
a  proposition  to  amend  section  16,  article  5  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State 
of  Illinois,  so  that  the  same  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  16.  Every  bill  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  shall,  before  it 
becomes  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  Governor.  If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign 
It,  and  thereupon  it  shall  become  a  law;  but  If  he  do  not  approve,  he  shall 
return  it,  with  his  objections  to  the  House  in  which  it  shall  have  originated, 
which  House  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  its  Journal  and  proceed 
to  reconsider  the  bill.  If  then  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  agree  to 
pass  the  same,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other 
House,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered;  and  if  approved  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  that  House,  it  shall  become  a  law,  notwith- 
standing the  objections  of  the  Governor;  but  in  all  cases  the  vote  of  each 
House  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  to  be  entered  upon  the  Journal. 
Bills  making  appropriations  of  money  out  of  the  treasury  shall  specify 
the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  the  same  are  made,  and  appropriate  to 
them,  respectively,  their  several  amounts  in  distinct  items  and  sections. 
And  if  the  Governor  shall  not  approve  any  one  or  more  of  the  Items  or 
sections  contained  In  any  bill,  or  of  any  part  or  portion  of  one  or  more  of 
the  items  or  sections,  but  shall  approve  the  residue  thereof,  it  shall  become 
a  law,  as  to  the  residue,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it.  The  Governor 
shall  then  return  the  bill,  with  his  objections  to  the  items,  or  sections,  or 
parts  of  items  or  sections,  of  the  same  not  approved  by  him,  to  the  flouse 
in  which  the  bill  shall  have  originated,  which  House  shall  enter  the  objec- 
tions at  large  upon  Its^  Journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  so  much  of  said 
bill  as  is  not  approved  by  the  Governor.  The  same  proceedings  shall  be 
had  in  both  Houses  In  reconsidering  the  same  as  is  hereinbefore  provided 
in  case  of  an  entire  bill  returned  by  the  Governor  with  his  objections;  and 
if  any  item  or  section,  or  parts  or  portions  of  items  or  sections  of  said  bill 
not  approved  by  the  Governor  shall  be  passed  by  two-thirds  of  the  members 
elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  it  shall  become 
part  of  said  law,  notwithstanding  tjie  objections  of  the  Governor.  Any  bill 
which  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays 
excepted)  after  It  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  shall  become  a  law  in 
like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  General  Assembly  shall,  by 
their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  filed  with 
his  objections  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  within  ten  days  after 
such  adjournment,  or  become  a  law." 

At  the  hour  of  8:30  o'clock  p.  m.,  Mr.  Smejkal  moved  that  the 
House  do  now  adjourn.

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  That  the  General  Assembly 
in  special  session  now  assembled,  urgently  call  upon  the  Governor  to  issue 
a  supplemental  proclamation  to  provide: 

1.  For  the  continuance  of  the  work  of  the  Efficiency  and  Economy 
Commission. 

2.  For  compensation  according  to  law  for  the  losses  to  farmers  and 
stock  men  due  to  the  foot  and  mouth  disease.

exists,  and  this  Act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval.

Booker  T.  Washington  has  lived  his  life  story  best  in  his  life  work.  His 
classic  "Up  from  Slavery/'  is  but  a  recital,  though  an  inspiring  one,  of  his 
career.  His  honorable  worldplace  is  the  best  evidence  of  the  genius  of 
American  institutions  that  made  possible  his  career. 

Though  a  negro,  a  slave,  amongst  the  least  of  human  kind,  he  arose, 
superior  to  his  environment,  and  took  his  place  amongst  the  great  of  the 
world. 

Some  men  excel  in  arms,  some  in  statecraft,  some  in  industry,  but  Booker 
T.  Washington  stands  transcendent  amongst  the  apostles  of  enlightment.  He 
was  the  teacher  of  his  race,  the  Moses  of  his  people;  and. 

Whereas,  The  career  of  Booker  T.  Washington  shines  like  a  beacon  light, 
not  to  his  race  alone,  but  to  the  lowly  of  humanity  everywhere;  and. 

Whereas,  His  rise  to  great  usefulness  must  inspire  added  love  for  our 
Institutions;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Forty-ninth  General 
Assembly  of  Illinois,  That  we  record  our  deep  appreciation  of  the  influence 
of  the  career  of  Booker  T.  Washington  upon  our  country,  and  that  we  recog- 
nize in  his  life  work,  a  most  valuable  contribution  to  our  Nation's  progress; 
and,  be  it  further 

Resolved^  That  this  memorial  be  spread  upon  the  records  of  this  House, 
and  that  a  copy  thereof,  be  forwarded  by  the  clerk  to  the  family  of  the 
deceased.  ' 

And  the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 
Mr.  Fahy  offered  the  following  resolution,  and  asked  and  obtained 
unanimous  consent  for  its  immediate  consideration : 

House  Resolution  No.  7. 

Whereas,  In  the  disposition  of  Divine  Providence,  Honorable  Michael 
Cleary  has  been  called  to  his  eternal  reward;  and. 

Whereas,  The  said  Michael  Cleary,  in  his  lifetime,  was  a  highly  respected 
and  deservedly  honored  citizen  of  Livingston  County  and  of  the  State  of 
Illinois;  and. 

Whereas,  The  honor  and  respect  in  which  he  was  held  was  made  mani- 
fest in  his  selection,  by  his  confreres,  to  numerous  positions  of  responsibility, 
amongst  them,  to  their  service  in  the  State  Legislature  during  the  sessions 
of  three  General  Assemblies,  and  to  the  important  position  of  Supervisor 
on  the  County  Board  of  Livingston  County  for  a  period  of  thirty-seven 
years;  and, 

Whereas,  In  the  language  of  a  profound  and  masterly  panegyric,  pro- 
nounced at  his  funeral  ceremonies: 

"He  was  a  model  citizen,  a  man  of  strictest  integrity,  who  despised 
meanness  and  double-dealing,  who  loathed  the  coward,  the  cheat,  the  knave. 
He  could  admire  the  man  who  honestly  differed  from  his  views  and  judg- 
ments, but  honest,  true  man  that  he  was,  he  could  not  help  despising  the 
mean  and  the  dishonorable.  He  accumulated  a  fortune,  but  every  cent  of  it 
was  acquired  by  his  indomitable  will,  his  indefatigable  labor,  his  unerring 
Judgment,  unfailing  industry  and  scrupulous  honesty." 
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Michael  Cleary*  when  a  member  of  this  House,  was  one  of  the  most 
useful  representatives  of  the  interests  of  all  the  people,  but  he  was  an  espe- 
cially valuable  representative  of  the  interests  of  the  agriculturists.  He  was 
the  author  of  and  secured  the  passage  of  the  law  now  upon  the  statute  book 
regulating  the  charges  permissible  at  the  Union  Stock  Yards  in  Chicago,  a 
matter  of  great  importance  to  stock  raisers  and  shippers.  He  was  the  author 
of  and  procured  the  passage  of  several  of  the  best  features .  of  the  farm 
drainage  laws,  and  also  of  the  game  laws  of  the  State,  and  the  ardent  and 
powerful  champion  of  many  other  measures  for  the  promotion  of  the  general 
good. 

Michael  Cleary  died  as  he  lived,  at  the  ripe  age  of  seventy-four,  possessing 
the  esteem  of  all  who  knew  him,  the  afPection  of  his  entire  community,  and 
the  ardent  love  of  a  large  and  highly  respected  family;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Forty-ninth  General 

Assembly,  That  we  give  public  recognition  to  the  singular  merit  and  the 

great  value  of  the  life  of  Michael  Cleary;  and  we  proclaim  his  usefulness

Resolved,  That  in  his  death  the  State  of  Illinois,  has  suffered  an  irre- 
trievable loss  in  that  a  citizen  of  the  highest,  truest  and  noblest  type  has  been 
torn  from  the  ranks  of  those  whose  greatest  duty  was  to  serve  in  order  that 
others  might  receive  the  fullest  measure  of  happiness  and  comfort  from  the 
community  of  which  he  was  a  part.  Though  great  and  lofty  were  the  aspir- 
ations of  his  life,  he  sought  their  achievement  by  the  virtue  of  his  own 
strength  and  power  and  not  by  trampling  beneath  the  feet  of  his  progress 
the  merits  of  his  contemporary. 

His  leadership  be  it  political,  social  or  literary,  was  accepted  by  friends 
and  foes  as  a  colossal  monument  to  the  inherent  ability  possessed  by  this 
scholar  and  student  of  fellow  beings.  He,  it  was,  who  gave  to  the  world  the 
product  of  a  mind  skilled  and  trained  in  that  most  difficult  pf  literary  efforts; 
he,  it  was,  who  brought  to  the  lips  of  the  cynical  and  pessimistic  the  smile 
that  betokens  life  in  its  more  pleasant  aspect.  Fame  and  popularity  with  the 
masses  came  to  him  through  ability  which  found  expression  in  every  thought 
and  sentence.  The  achievement  of  an  enviable  position  in  the  history  pf  his 
nation  was  not  acquired  by  him  as  an  ambitious,  unprincipled,  self-seeking 
politician  or  author;  no  discreditable  astuteness  or  contemptible  trickery 
marked  the  ascent  of  this  popular  citizen;  his  was  a  leadership  founded  upon 
individuality,  persistent  effort  and  relentless  pursuit  of  noble  purposes. 

To  future  generations  the  influence  of  his  writings  will  be  a  heritage  the 
true  value  of  which  only  posterity  can  estimate. 

Self  sacriflcing  as  a  citizen  and  studious  at  all  times  of  municipal  and 
commercial  activities,  he  loved  to  perform  the  duties  assigned  to  him  by  his 
political,  social  and  literary  associates. 

That  he  had  ever  in  mind  the  betterment  of  the  State  and  country  in 
which  he  lived  and  the  education  and  liberation  of  the  people  at  large,  the 
record  of  his  career  has  abundantly  revealed,  and  as  a  member  of  this  body, 
he  devoted  his  time  and  efforts  to  the  furtherance  of  the  best  interests  of  a 
people  whom  he  loved,  honored  and  respected. 
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Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  spread  upon  the  Journal;  that  a  suit- 
ably engrossed  copy  thereof  be  forwarded  by  the  Clerk  to  the  family  of  the 
deceased,  and  as  a  further  mark  of  respect  to  his  memory,  that  the  House  do 
now  adjourn.

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This  bill,  expressiBg  an  emergency  in  the  body  of  the  Act  and 
having  received  the  votes  of  a  constitutional  maiority,  but  not  the  votes 
of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected,  failed  to  pass  with  the  emergency 
clause. 

The  bill  was  therefore  deemed  reconsidered  and  again  put  upon 
its  passage  with  the  emergency  clause  stricken  out. 

And  the  question  then  being,  "Shall  this  bill  pass  with  the  emerg- 
ency clause  stricken  outr^'  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative  by  the  fol- 
lowing vote :  Yeas,  91 ;  nays,  6.

future  water  pipe  improvements  for  which  special  assessments  are  made  be 
charged  to  the  city  and  25  per  cent  to  the  property  owners,  and  that  no 
rebate  be  allowed. 

The  committee  then  made  an  investigation  of  the  system  obtaining  in 
the  offices  of  the  Board  of  Local  Improvements,  City  Treasurer  and  City 
Comptroller,  under  the  present  law,  and  also  visited  the  offices  of  Alderman 
John  A.  Richert  and  Charles  E.  Merriam  and  requested  them  to  give  to  this 
committee  their  opinions  regarding  Senate  Bill  No.  41,  and  the  proposed 
amendments  thereto.  Alderman  Richert  gave  to  the  committee  his  views 
thereon,  strongly  recommending  its  passage  and  stating  that  this  bill  and 
amendments  were  endorsed  by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  City  Council 
and  by  the  City  Council  itself.  Alderman  Merriam  declined  to  discuss  the 
matter. 

A  statement  showing  what  this  bill  as  amended  will  accomplish,  a  sav- 
ing to  the  property  owners  of  3  per  cent  or  $3.00  a  hundred  and  a  saving 
to  the  city  of  5  per  cent  or  |5.00  per  hundred,  was  submitted  to  the  com- 
mittee by  Senator  Glackin.

3,  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  President  of  the  Senate  to  investi- 
gate the  necessity  of  Senate  Bill  [No.]  41  for  the  City  of  Chicago  and  to  report 
their  findings  to  the  House  and  Senate  on  May  9,  1916,  respectfully  submit 
the  following  report: 

We  have  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  necessity  for  the  passage 
of  this  bill,  and  find  the  following  facts,  as  submitted  in  the  following  state- 
ment presented  to  the  committee  by  Senator  Glackin: 

UNDER  THE  PRESENT  LAW. 

Our  method  is  to  spread  the  assessment  and  add  5  per  cent  for  interest 
reserve. 

Say,  for  example,  an  assessment  against  a  certain  piece  of  prop- 
erty is  $100.  To  this  is  added  5  per  cent  for  the  interest  re- 
serve, thus  making  the  total  assessment  the  sum  of $105.00 

In  about  6  years  (after  the  entire  assessment  has  been  collected) 
three-fifths  of  this  interest  reserve  usually  remains  as  a  surplus 
in  the  warrant,  and  a  declaration  of  rebate  is  made. 

Two-thirds  of  this  three-fifths  of  6  per  cent  is  eventually  claimed 
and  paid  to  the  property  owners  2.00 

Total  cost  to  property  owners $103.00 

T7NDEB  THE  PBOPOSED  AMENDMENT. 

The  value  of  bonds  would  be  enhanced.  They  sell  at  about  95  now;  but 
they  would  come  up  to  par. 
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The  contractor  because  of  the  enhanced  value  of  the  bonds,  would 
figure  5  per  cent  lower  on  his  work,  and  this  5  per  cent  would 
take  care  of  the  overhead  expense,  which  we  are  proposing,  so 
that  figuring  on  the  same  basis  as  above,  the  total  cost  to  the 
property  owners,  allowing  for  this  5  per  cent  for  overhead  ex- 
pense, would  be  $100.00 

It  costs  the  City  of  Chicago  to  pay  rebates,  stationery,  postage, 
clerical  hire,  etc.,  the  amount  paid  out  to  property  owners  for 

rebates     2  per  cent 

This  saving  to  the  corporate  fund  would  be  ample  to  take  care  of 
any  deficiency  in  interest.  We  find  that  the  cost  of  guarantee- 
ing deficiency  in  interest  averages  about 2  per  cent 

As  a  rebate  is  paid  from  any  surplus  remaining  in  the  interest 
fund,  by  doing  away  with  the  interest  fund  we  eliminate  the 
rebate. 
Under  the  proposed  amendment  the  property  owner  would  gain 

over  and  above  the  present  system 3  per  cent 

And  the  city  gains  for  overhead  expenses  5  per  cent 

One-third  of  the  property  owners  never  receive  their  rebates,  on  account 
of  death,  removal  out  of  town,  failure  to  locate  the  parties,  neglect  on  their 
part  or  disinclination  to  claim  the  trivial  sum,  with  the  necessity  for  two 
trips  to  the  city  hall,  etc. 

It  would  be  just  as  cheap  for  the  city  to  declare  a  public  benefit  at 
the  outset  and  do  away  with  rebates.  It  takes  46  or  50  bookkeepers,  station- 
ery, postage,  etc.,  to  carry  on  rebate  and  refund  accounts. 

We  have  at  present  in  the  city  treasury  rebates  and  refunds  unclaimed 
amounting  to  over  a  million  dollars. 

We  find  that  Senate  Bill  No.  41  as  amended  has  been  endorsed  by  the 
Chicago  Real  Estate  Board  and  the  Cook  County  Real  Estate  Board,  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  following  copy  of  the  minutes  of  a  meeting  of  the  special 
assessment  committees  of  these  boards,  to-wit: 

"A  meeting  of  the  Special  Assessments  Committees  of  the  Chicago  Real 
Estate  Board  and  the  Cook  County  Real  Estate  Board,  1737  Conway  Build- 
ing, 111  West  Washington  Street,  Chicago,  Illinois,  on  Thursday,  February

"Present:  Cbas.  A.  V.  Standish,  E.  J.  Suddard,  Frank  E.  Lackowski, 
Morton  T.  Culver,  Senator  E.  J.  Glackin,  Andrew  Ringman,  Frederick

"Henry  G.  Zander,  chairman.  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Chicago  Real 
Estate  Board,  was  invited  to  attend  the  meeting  and  was  present.

Be  it  enacted  "by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  repre- 
sented in  the  General  Assembly:  That  sections  14,  92  and  94  of  an  Act  en- 
titled, "An  Act  concerning  local  improvements,"  approved  June  14,  1897,  in 
force  July  1,  1897,  as  subsequently  amended,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
amended,  and  that  a  new  section,  to  be  known  as  "Section  30a,"  be  and  the 
same  Is  hereby  added  to  said  Act,  said  sections  as  amended  and  said  new 
section  30a  to  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  14.  Contents  of  petition — commissioners.]  Such  petition  shall  con- 
tain a  reasonably  accurate  description  of  lots,  blocks,  tracts  and  parcels  of 
land  which  shall  be  taken  or  damaged.  There  shall  be  filed  with  or  attached 
to  such  petition  a  copy  of  said  ordinance,  certified  by  the  clerk,  under  the 
corporate  seal,  but  the  failure  to  file  such  copy  shall  not  aftect  the  Jurisdic- 
tion of  the  court  to  proceed  in  said  cause,  and  to  act  upon  said  petition;  but 
if  it  shall  appear  in  any  such  cause  that  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  has  not 
been  attached  to  or  filed  with  said  petition  before  the  report  of  the  com- 
missioners shall  be  filed,  as  provided  in  section  15,  then,  upon  motion  of  any 
person  whose  real  estate  is  to  be  taken,  or  to  be  assessed,  the  entire  petition 
and  proceedings  shall  be  dismissed.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  petition  the  court 
shall  enter  an  order  designating  two  competent  persons  as  commissioners, 
to  act  with  the  superintendent  of  special  assessments  (when  such  officer  is 
provided  for  by  this  Act  and  in  other  cases  the  president*  of  said  board  of 
local  improvements),  who  shall  investigate  and  report  to  the  court  the  just 
compensation  to  be  made  to  the  respective  owners  of  priyate  property  which 
shall  be  taken  or  damaged  for  the  said  improvement,  and  also  what  real 
estate  will  be  benefited  by  such  improvement,  and  the  amount  of  such  bene- 
fits to  each  parcel.  Neither  shall  be  employees  of  the  petitioning  munic- 
ipality and  both  shall  be  disinterested  persons.  They  shall  be  allowed  a  fee 
for  their  services  which  shall  be  fixed  by  the  court  in  advance  and  the 
amount  so  allowed  may  be  reviewed  by  the  court  upon  motion,  and  may  be 
taxed  as  costs  and  included  in  the  amount  to  be  assessed.  Said  three  com- 
missioners shall  be  duly  sworn  to  make  a  true  and  Just  assessment  of  the 
cost  of  said  improvement  according  to  law.  The  concurrence  of  any  two 
in  a  report  shall  be  sufficient. 

Sec.  92.  Interest  on  bonds — how  to  be  paid.]  The  board  of  local  im- 
provements, before  the  crediting  of  the  excess  as  provided  for  in  section 
eighty-four,  as  herein  amended,  shall  determine  an  estimated  amount  deemed 
as  sufficient  to  make  up  any  probable  deficiency  of  interest,  by  which  from 
any  cause,  collections  of  interest  may  prove  insufficient  to  meet  the  interest 
to  be  paid  on  said  bonds  until  they  mature  as  hereinbefore  provided.  Said 
estimate  shall  be  deducted  out  of  said  installments  as  an  item  of  expense  be- 
fore crediting  rebates  of  excess  as  herein  directed  and  shall  be  used  for  no 
other  purpose  than  to  make  up  such  deficiency  until  the  bonds  are  fully  paid, 
both  principal  and  interest:  Provided,  however,  that  in  cities,  towns  or 
villages  of  this  State  having  a  population  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000) 
or  more,  by  the  last  preceding  census  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State, 
it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  deduct  said  estimate  out  of  said  installments  in 
case  such  city,  town  or  village  shaJl  at  any  time  before  the  crediting  of  said 
excess,  annually  appropriate  or  set  aside  a  fund  or  funds  sufficient  in 
amount  to  meet  any  and  all  estimated  deficiencies  in  Uiterest  which  may 
arise  during  the  year  for  which  said  fund  is  provided. 

Sec.  94.  Expenses,  costs,  etc.  how  to  be  PAro.]  The  costs  and  expenses 
of  maintaining  the  board  of  local  improvements  herein  authorized,  of  paying 
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salaries  of  the  members  of  said  board,  and  the  expense  of  making  and  levy- 
Ing  special  assessments  or  special  taxes  and  of  letting  and  executing  con- 
tracts; and  also,  the  entire  cost  and  expense  attending  the  making  and  re- 
turn of  the  assessment  rolls  and  the  necessary  estimates,  examinations,  ad- 
vertisements, etc.,  connected  with  the  proceedings  herein  provided  for,  In- 
cluding the  court  costs,  Including  the  fees  to  commissioners  In  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  which  are  to  be  taxed  as  above  provided,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  city,  village  or  town  out  of  Its  general  fund:  Provided,  however, 
that  In  cities,  towns  or  villages  of  this  State  having  a  population  of  less  than 
one  hundred  thousand  by  the  last  preceding  census  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  this  State,  the  city,  village  or  town,  as  the  case  may  be,  may  In  and  by  the 
ordinance  providing  for  the  assessment  prescribed,  provide  that  a  certain 
sum,  not  to  exceed  6  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  such  assessment,  shall 
be  applied  toward  the  payment  of  the  aforesaid  and  other  costs  of  making 
and  collecting  such  assessment. 

Provided,  further,  that  In  cities,  towns  or  villages  of  this  State  having  a 
population  of  one  hundred  thousand  or  more  Inhabitants  by  the  last  preced- 
ing census  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State  the  city,  village  or  town,  as 
the  case  may  be,  may  In  and  by  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  assessment 
prescribed,  provide  that  a  certain  sum  not  to  exceed  5  per  centum  of  the 
amount  of  such  assessment,  shall  be  applied  toward  the  payment  of  the  cost 
of  making,  levying  and  collecting  such  special  assessment  or  special  tax,  and 
of  letting  and  executing  contracts,  advertising,  clerical  hire,  engineering  and 
Inspection,  court  costs  and  fees  of  commissioners  in  condemnation  proceed- 
ings Incurred  In  such  proceedings  and  deficiency  In  Interest  in  the  matter 
of  such  special  assessment  or  special  tax. 

Provided,  further,  that  such  deficiency  In  Interest,  If  any,  shall  be  first 
paid  out  of  the  fund  so  created  by  such  5  per  centum  so  added  as  herein 
above  authorized. 

Sbc.  30a.  Advancements  from  other  funds.]  That  any  city,  having  a 
population  of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  or  more,  by  the  last  preced- 
ing census  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  holding  In  Its  treasury  any 
fund  set  aside  for  use  for  some'  particular  purpose  that  Is  not  Immediately 
necessary  for  such  purpose,  may,  by  ordinance,  of  the  city  council  of  such 
city,  advance  the  money  In  such  fund,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  re- 
quired, to  the  board  of  local  Improvements  of  such  city  to  be  applied  by 
such  board  toward  the  payment  of  any  final  judgment  or  judgments  of  con- 
demnation rendered  In  any  proceeding  Involving  the  taking  or  damaging  of 
private  property  for  a  local  Improvement  of  such  city,  the  cost  of  which  Is 
to  be  defrayed  wholly  or  In  part  by  special  assessment  or  special  taxation, 
such  advance  not  to  exceed  50  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  such  special  assess- 
ment or  special  tax.  Before  any  money  shall  be  paid  out  upon  such  advance 
the  city  council  shall  by  the  same  ordinance  require  such  board  of  local 
Improvements  to  make  or  execute  and  deposit  with  the  city  comptroller  of 
such  city,  who  shall  give  a  receipt  In  writing  therefor,  a  pledge  or  security  in 
writing  to  the  entire  extent  of  such  special  assessment  or  special  tax,  for  the 
repayment  of  such  advance  out  of  the  proceeds  of  such  special  assessment 
or  special  tax.  In  such  event,  all  monies  paid  on  account  of  such  special 
assessment  or  special  tax  shall  at  once  be  credited  to  and  placed  in  such 
fund  until  the  same  is  reimbursed  for  the  advance  made  therefrom  and  the 
entire  amount  of  such  advance  shall  be  repaid  to  such  funds  within  three 
years  from  date  of  passage  of  such  ordinance  cancel  and  release  such  pledge. 

Sec.  2.  Emebgenct.]  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists,  therefore,  this  act 
shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  Its  passage  and  approval. 

Therefore,  we,  your  committee,  after  a  careful  investigation  as  to  the 
necessity  of  Senate  Bill  No.  41  for  the  City  of  Chicago,  find  that  there  is  such 
necessity  and  recommend  and  earnestly  request  the  immediate  passage  by 
your  Honorable  Bodies  of  this  bill  as  amended.

less  than  one  hundred  thousand  by  the  last  preceding  census  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State,  the  city,  village  or  town,  as  the  case  may  be,  may 
in  and  by  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  assessment  prescribed,  provide 
that  a  certain  sum,  not  to  exceed  six  per  centum  of  the  amount  of  such 
assessment,  shall  be  applied  towards  the  payment  of  the  aforesaid,  and  other 
costs  of  making  and  collecting  such  assessment. 

Provided,  further,  that  in  cities,  towns  or  villages  of  this  State  having 
a  population  of  one  hundred  thousand  or  more  inhabitants  by  the  last  pre- 
ceding census  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  the  city,  village  or  town, 
as  the  case  may  be,  may  in  and  by  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  assess- 
ment prescribed,  provide  that  a  certain  sum  not  to  exceed  5  per  centum  of 
the  amount  of  such  assessment,  shall  be  applied  toward  the  payment  of  the 
cost  of  making,  levying  and  collecting  such  special  assessment  or  special 
tax,  and  of  the  letting  and  executing  contracts,  adverjtising,  clerical  hire, 
engineering  and  iAspection,  court  costs  and  fees  of  commissioners  in  con- 
demnation proceedings  incurred  in  such  proceedings  and  deficiency  in 
interest  in  the  matter  of  such  special  assessment  or  special  tax. 

Provided,  further,  that  such  deficiency  in  Interest,  if  any,  shall  be  first 
paid  out  of  the  fund  so  created  by  such  6  per  centum  so  added  as  herein 
above  authorized. 

And  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

There  heing  no  further  amendments,  the  foregoing  amendment  was 
ordered  printed  and  engrossed, 

And  the  question  then  being,  '^Shall  the  bill,  as  amended,  be  ordered 
to  a  third  reading  ?"  it  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.

Whereas,  An  extrax)rdinary  occaBion  has  arisen  in  the  administration 
of  the  affairs  of  the  State  Oovemment  of  this  State,  necessitating  an  extra- 
ordinary session  of  the  General  Assembly: 

Now,  Thebefobe,  I,  Edward  F.  Dunne,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 
do,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  section  8,  article  6,  of  the 
Constitution,  convene  the  Forty-ninth  (General  Assembly  to  meet  in  extra- 
ordinary session  on  the  eleventh  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1916,  at  12  o'clock, 
noon,  at  the  State  House,  in  Springfield,  Illinois,  for  the  transaction  of  the 
following  business,  viz.:  ' 

(1)  To  enact  laws  to  validate  and  legalize  any  and  all  elections  and  pro- 
ceedings for  the  issuance  of. bonds  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  maintain- 
ing or  repairing,  or  aiding  in  the  construction,  maintenance  or  repair  of 
roads  and  bridges,  in  any  and  all  cases  where  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters 
of  any  county,  township,  road  district  or  municipality  of  this  State,  voting 
upon  the  proposition  to  issue  such  bonds,  have  voted  in  favor  thereof;  also 
to  validate  and  legalize  any  and  all  such  bonds  which  have  been  or  may  here- 
after be  issued  in  pursuance  of  such  elections  and  proceedings;  also  to  legal- 
ize and  validate  any  bonds  or  obligations  so  voted  for  the  purpose  of  obtain- 
ing money  to  be  used  for,  or  to  aid  in,  the  Improvement,  in  any  manner,  of 
any  public  highways  in  this  State;  also  to  validate  and  legalize  any  and  all 
taxes  levied,  or  to  be  hereafter  levied  and  collected,  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of,  and  interest  on,  any  and  all  such  bonds. 

(2)  To  enact  laws  creating  a  commission  which  shall  be  empowered  to 
arrange  for  and  conduct  a  celebration  in  honor  of  the  centennial  of  the  ad- 
mission of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  the  Federal  Union,  and  to  make  an  appro- 
priation therefor. 

(3)  To  enact  a  law  providing  for  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  and  Chief 
Examiner  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  to  repeal  all  laws  in 
conflict  therewith. 

(4)  To  enact  laws  making  appropriations  to  compensate  owners  of  live 
stock  destroyed  on  account  of  being  affected  with  or  having  been  exposed  to 
the  contagion  of  foot-and-mouth  disease,  and  to  pay  the  expenses  of  quaran- 
tine and  disinfecting  premises,-  and  all  other  expenses  incurred  in  enforcing 
the  law  for  the  eradication  of  the  foot-and-mouth  disease  among  domestic 
animals. 

(5)  To  enact  laws  making  appropriations  to  pay  the  officers,  employees, 
members  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  second  special  session  of  the 
Forty-ninth  General  Assembly. 

(6)  To  enact  a  law  making  further  and  additional  appropriations  for  the 
Illinois  Free  Employment  Offices  in  Chicago. 

(7)  To  enact  a  law  amending  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
holding  of  primary  elections  by  political  parties,"  approved  March  9,  1910, 
in  force  July  1,  1910,  as  subsequently  amended  by  amending  section  43 
thereof. 

(8)  To  enact  a  law  to  govern  the  sale,  distribution  and  use  of  antl-hog- 
cholera  serum,  hog  cholera  virus  and  other  biological  products  within  the 
State. 

(9)  To  enact  a  law  amending  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the 
holding  of  primary  elections  by  political  parties  for  the  nomination  of  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  and  the  election  of  Senatorial  Committeemen," 
approved  March  9,  1910,  in  force  July  1,  1910.  as  subsequently  amended. 

(10)  To  enact  a  law  amending  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  election  and  time  of  election  of  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook 
County,"  approved  June  5,  1911.

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  William  L.  Sullivan,  Secretary  to 

the  Governor : 

Mr.  President — I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the  Senate 
the  following  communication: 

State  of  Illinois, 
ExECunvB  Department. 
Sfbinofield,  January  11,  1916. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois: 

During  the  past  fourteen  months  the  live  stock  interests  throughout  the 
United  States  and  particularly  in  Illinois  have  been  menaced  by  the  invasion 
of  foot-and-mouth  disease  among  cattle,  sheep  and  swine.  In  order  that  the 
disease  might  be  completely  eradicated,  thereby  avoiding  the  risk  of  its 
becoming  Indigenous,  and  serving  from  year  to  year  as  a  constant  menace 
to  the  live  stock  Interests  at  large,  it  was  necessary  for  the  State  Board  of 
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Liive  Stock  Commissioners  acting  in  co-ordination  with  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  to  follow  the  only  successful  method  known— 
namely,  the  slaughter  of  all  infected  or  exposed  herds,  and  the  cleaning  and 
disinfection  of  infected  premises. 

The  success  of  the  method  employed  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the 
first  outbreak  of  the  disease,  affecting  763  herds  located  in  flftyrtwo  counties 
within  the  State  was  completely  eradicated  between  November  1,  1914,  and 
May  8,  1915,  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of  approximately  $1,211,232. 

The  second  outbreak,  which  occurred  on  August  8,  1915,  was  unquestion- 
ably due  to  the  sale,  distribution  and  use  of  anti-hog-cholera*  serum  con- 
taminated with  the  virus  of  foot  and  mouth  disease.  This  outbreak  has  also 
no  doubt  been  successfully  controlled  as  the  last  infected  herd  was  disposed 
of  on  the  first  day  of  last  month,  with  the  exception  of  one  isolated  case  in 
Lake  County  on  December  15th.  During  this  second  outbreak  there  have 
been  slaughtered  6,581  cattle,  811  sheep  and  12,454  swine,  appraised  at  $593,- 
634.32,  50%  of  which  has  been  paid  to  owners  thereof  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, leaving  a  similar  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  State.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  obligations  on  the  part  of  the  State  on  account  of  the  present 
outbreak  for  disinfection  of  premises,  burial  of  herds,  guards,  supplies,  labor, 
services  of  Assistant  State  Veterinarians,  etc.,  amount  to  approximately 
171,034.73,  making  a  total  of  $367,851.89.  To  meet  such  claims  a  fund  ot 
$200,000  was  appropriated  at  the  regular  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  leaving  a  balance  to  be  provided  for  of  approximately  $167,851.89. 

Inasmuch  as  the  expense  necessarily  incurred  on  the  part  of  the  State 
in  the  eradication  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  resulted  from  the  sale,  distribu- 
tion and  use  of  contaminated  anti-hog-cholera  serum  and  virus  during  the 
past  year,  ample  provision  should  be  made  by  the  enactment  of  a  law  to 
govern  the  sale,  distribution  and  use  of  anti-hog-cholera  serum  and  virus,  and 
other  biological  products,  which  would  protect  the  State  and  the  live  stock 
producers  therein  against  a  repetition  of  such  losses. 

There  are  certain  defects  in  the  law  relating  to  the  issuance  of  bonds  for 
the  building  of  roads,  which  make  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  negotiate 
bonds  issued  for  road  building.  The  building  of  roads  is  one  of  the  most 
important  needs  of  the  community.  Our  State,  in  comparison  with  other 
states,  lags  behind  in  the  progress  of  modern  road  building. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  laws  be  enacted,  validating  and 
legalizing  elections  heretofore  held  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  and  authorizing 
elections  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  main- 
taining or  repairing  roads.  Everything  that  is  possible  to  encourage  the 
building  of  good  roads  throughout  the  State  of  Illinois  should  be  done. 

In  the  official  call  for  the  first  special  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  I  included  a  provision  to  enact  a  law  creating  a  Centennial  Com- 
mission. Your  honorable  body  passed  such  a  measure  but  I  was  compelled 
to  veto  same  on  the  advice  of  the  Attorney  General  that  the  said  bill  was 
unconstitutional.  I  have  again  included  it  in  the  call  for  the  second  special 
session  and  respectfully  recommend  a  valid  enactment  for  such  purpose  by 
your  honorable  body,  and  the  making  of  suitable  appropriations  therefor. 

At  the  first  special  session  of  your  honorable  body,  a  law  was  enacted 
fixing  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  and  Chief  Examiner  of  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission.  Appropriation  was  made  in  proper  form  in  the  State 
Officers'  bill,  but  the  statute  fixing  the  salary  was  passed  without  an  emer- 
gency clause,  which  would  postpone  its  taking  effect  until  July  1,  1916. 

i  am  advised  by  the  Attorney  General  that  the  Secretary  and  Chief 
Examiner  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  could  legally  receive  no 
salary  from  July  1,  1915,  to  July  1,  1916,  under  the  present  law. 

I  believe  all  working  for  the, State  are  entitled  to  their  compensation 
for  work  done,  and  respectfully  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the 
passage  of  a  law  which  will  enable  the  Secretary  and  Chief  Examiner  of  the 
State  Civil  Service  Commission  to  receive  his  compensation  for  services 
performed. 

I  am  advised  by  the  General  Advisory  Board  of  the  Illinois  Free  Em- 
ployment Offices  that  it  is  absolutely  essential  to  have  additional  appropria- 
tions to  conduct  the  work  of  the  Illinois  Free  Employment  Offices  in 
Chicago.     I   am  advised  further  that  for  the  four  months'   period   from 
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September  1,  1916,  to  December  31,  1915,  there  was  an  Increase  In  the  busi- 
ness of  those  offlcea  over  the  four  months  of  the  year  1914  of  6,155  or  47% 
in  the  number  of  applications  for  employment;  5,729  or  102%  in  the  number 
of  applications  for  help,  and  5>352  or  117%  in  the  number  of  positions 
secured. 

I,  therefore,  recommend  that  further  and  additional  appropriations  be 
made  for  the  Illinois  Free  Employment  Offices  in  Chicago. 

In  my  biennial  message  to  the  General  Assembly  in  1915,  I  called  the 
attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  fact  that  there  was  unnecessary 
frequency  of  and  unnecessary  expense  in  the  holding  of  elections  in  this 
State,  and  recommended  the  amendment  of  the  primary  and  election  acts 
so  as  to  avoid  this  frequency  in  elections  and  to  reduce  the  cost  of  holding 
elections.  . 

Again  let  me  call  your  attention  in  a  more  comprehensive  and  detailed 
manner  to  this  most  important  subject.  In  the  City  of  Chicago  alone  under 
the  present  laws  there  will  be  held  during  the  year  1916  three  primary  elec- 
tions and  three  final  elections. 

As  the  laws  are  at  present  framed  these  elections  require  six  registra- 
tion days,  to-wit: 

February  8th,  registration  for  city  primary. 

March  14th,  registration  for  city  election. 

March  21st,  registration  for  presidential  primary. 

August  23rd,  registration  for  State  and  county  primary. 

October  7th,  general  registration  day. 

October  17th,  general  registration  day. 

After  each  of  these  registrations  the  law  requires  a  canvass  of  precincts 
by  the  election  officials  and  a  revision  of  the  registration  lists  on  separate 
days. 

This  entails  an  expense  for  these  elections  during  the  year  1916  in  the 
City  of  Chicago  alone,  of  $2,225,500.

I  assume  that  the  expenses  of  holding  elections  throughout  the  State 
outside  of  Chicago  will  equal,  if  not  exceed,  this  amount 

Some  effort  should  be  made  by  your  Honorable  Body  to  relieve  the  public 
of  these  enormous  burdens  at  least  in  consolidating  registration  and  primary 
days.  You  will  note  that  there  are  two  registration  days  in  March,  to-wit: 
March  14th  and  March  2l8t,  and  three  registration  days  in  the  period  begin- 
ning February  8th  and  ending  March  21st 

I  have  heretofore  in  my  message  to  the  first  special  session  of  the  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assembly  called  your  attention  to  fiat  contradiction  in  the 
election  laws  in  reference  to  the  holding  of  primary  elections  by  political 
parties. 

Tour  Honorable  Body  at  the  first  special  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  (Gen- 
eral Assembly  passed  a  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to 
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examine  into  the  operation  of  all  pension  laws  heretofore  enacted  in  this 
State,  and  made  appropriations  for  said  commission,  but  as  the  law  now 
stands,  it  does  not  take  effect  until  July  1,  1916. 

If  such  a  commission  is  to  be  created,  it  ought  to  be  created  immediately, 
as  the  commission  is  expected  to  report  the  result  of  its  investigations  to  the 
Fiftieth  General  Assembly. 

During  the  six  months  approximately  intervening  between  the  present 
time  and  the  first  of  July  much  very  valuable  work  could  be  performed  by 
this  commission. 

I,  therefore,  respectfully  suggest  that  your  Honorable  Body  amend  said 
law  so  as  to  make  it  take  effect  immediately.

"Section  1.  That  an  Act  entitled,  'An  Act  to  provide  for  the  holding  of 
primary  elections  by  political  parties/  approved  March  9,  1910,  in  force 
July  1»  1910,  as  subsequently  amended  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
by  amending  sections  1,  8,  10,  30  and  31,  so  that  the  said  •  sections  when 
amended  shall  read  as  follows:" 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  "by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  repre- 
Mented  in  the  General  Aaaemhly:  That  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide 
for  the  holding  of  primary  elections  by  political  parties,"  approved  March 
9,  1910,  in  force  July  1,  1910,  as  subsequently  amended,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  amended,  by  amending  sections  one  (1),  eight  (8),  ten  (10),  thirty 
(30)  and  thirty-one  (31),  so  that  the  said  sections  when  amended,  shall 
read  as  follows:  ^ 

Sec.  1.  The  nomination  of  all  candidates  for  all  elective  State,  congres- 
sional, county,  city  and  village  (including  officers  of  the  Municipal  Ck>urt 
of  Chicago),  town  and  Judicial  officers,  members  of  the  State  Board  of 
Bqualization,  clerks  of  the  Appellate  Courts,  trustees  of  sanitary  districts, 
township  officers  in  townships  co-extensive  with  cities,  incorporated  towns 
or  villages,  and  for  the  election  of  precinct,  ward  and  State  central  com- 
mitteemen and  all  delegates  and  all  alternate  delegates  to  National  nominat- 
ing conventions,  by  all  political  parties,  as  defined  by  section  2  of  this  Act, 
shall  be  made  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Act,  and  not  otherwise: 
Provided,  this  Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  nomination  of  candidates  for 
electors  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  and  trustees 
of  the  University  of  Illinois:  And,  provided,  further,  that  this  Act. shall 
not  apply  to  school  elections  and  township  elections  other  than  in  townships 
co-extensive  with  cities,  incorporated  towns  or  villages.  The  words  "town- 
ship officers"  or  "township  offices"  shall  be  construed  when  used  in  this  Act 
to  include  supervisors,  and  assistant  supervisors. 

Section  8.  The  following  committee  shall  constitute  the  central  or 
managing  committees  of  each  political  party,  viz:  a  State  central  committee, 
a  congressional  committee  for  each  congressional  district,  a  county  central 
committee  for  each  county,  a  city  central  committee  for  each  city  or  village, 
a  precinct  committeeman  for  each  precinct,  except  precincts'  within  the 
limits  of  incorporated  cities  or  villages  having  a  population  of  two  hundred 
thousand  (200,000)  or  over;  and  a  ward  committeeman  for  each  ward  in 
such  cities  or  villages  having  a  population  of  two  hundred  thousand 
(200,000)  or  over;  which  said  ward  committeeman  shall  he  elected  in  the 
year  1916  at  the  primary  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  February  in  that  year  and 
shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  qualified.  And  candidates  for  the  office  of  ward  committee- 
man at  the  primary  to  he  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  February,  A.  D.  1916, 
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Shall  file  their  petitions  with  the  county  clerk  not  more  than  thirty-five  (35) 
nor  less  than  twenty-five  (25)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  said  primary,  and 
the  county ^clerk  shall  certify  to  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  not 
less  than  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary,  the  names  of 
all  such  candidates  whose  petitions  shall  have  been  so  filed  in  his  office  in 
the  manner  now  provided  "by  law:  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  con- 
tained herein  shall  prevent  a  political  party  from  electing  or  appointing  in 
accordance  with  its  practice  other  committees. 

Sec.  10.  On  the  first  Monday  next  succeeding  the  April  primary,  the 
county  central  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  meet  at  the  county 
seat  of  the  proper  county  and  proceed  to  organize  by  electing  from  its  own 
number  a-  chairman,  and  either  from  its  own  number,  or  otherwise,  such 
other  ofllcers  as  said  committee  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  Such 
meeting  of  the  county  central  committee  shall  be  known  as  the  county 
convention.  The  county  convention  of  each  political  party  shall  choose 
delegates  to  the  congressional  and  State  conventions  of  its  party:  Provided, 
only  precinct  and  ward  committeemen  of  the  respective  precincts  and  wards 
within  the  limits  of  a  congressional  district  shall  participate  in  the  selection 
of  delegates  to  a  congressional  convention:  And,  provided,  further,  that  in 
the  county  convention  that  each  of  such  precinct  committeemen  in  the  county 
convention  shall  have  one  vote  and  one  additional  vote  for  each  fifty  votes 
or  major  fraqtion  thereof  of  his  party  cast  in  his  precinct  for  Governor  at 
the  last  general  election,  and  that  each  of  such  ward  committeemen  shall 
have  one  vote  for  each  precinct  in  his  ward  and  one  additional  vote  for  each 
fifty  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  of  his  party  cast  in  each  precinct  of  his 
ward  for  Governor  at  the  last  general  election. 

All  congressional  conventions  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  after 
the  first  Monday  next  succeeding  the  April  primary.  The  congressional  con- 
vention of  each  political  party  shall  have  power  to  recommend  to  the  State 
convention  of  its  party  the  nomination  of  candidate  or  candidates  from  such 
congressional  district  for  elector  or  electors  of  Presidient  and  Vice  President 
of  the  United  States. 

All  State  conventions  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Friday  after  the  first 
Monday  next  succeeding  the  April  primary.  The  State  convention  of  each 
political  party  shall  .have  power  to  make  nominations  of  candidates  for  the 
electors  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  and  for  trustees 
of  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  to  adopt  any  party  platform. 

Each  convention  may  perform  all  other  functions  inherent  to  such 
political  organization  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act. 

At  least  thirty-three  (33)  days  before  the  April  primary  the  State  and 
congressional  committee,  respectively,  of  each  political  party  shall  file  In  the 
office  of  the  county  clerk  in  each  county  of  the  State,  or  in  each  county  of 
the  congressional  district,  a  call  for  the  State  and  congressional  conventions. 
Said  call  shall  state,  among  other  things,  the  time  and  place  (designating 
the  building  or  hall)  for  holding  the  State  and  congressional  conventions, 
respectively,  the  total  number  of  delegates  which  shall  compose  each  of  said 
conventions,  and  the  call  for  State  conventions  shall  state,  among  other 
things,  the  number  of  delegates  to  which  each  county  is  entitled  in  the 
State  convention;  and  the  call  for  the  congressional  convention  shall  state, 
among  other  things,  the  number  of  delegates  to  Which  each  county  or  political 
subdivision  of  any  county,  as  the  case  may  be,  is  entitled  to  in  the  con- 
gressional convention.  Such  call  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  respective  committees. 

The  State  central  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  file  a  certificate 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  not  more  than  sixty  (60)  days  and  not 
less  than  forty  (40)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  Presidential  primary,  desig- 
nating the  number  of  delegates,  alternate  delegates  and  delegates  at  large  to 
the  National  conventions,  and  the  methods  of  apportionment  of  the  various 
political  parties. 

Sec.  30.  All  petitions  for  nominations  shall  be  filed  as  follows: 

1.  Where  the  nomination  is  to  be  made  for  a  State,  congressional,  judicial 
or  Appellate  Court  office,  or  for  any  office  a  nomination  for  which  is  made 
for  a  territorial  division  or  district  which  comprises  more  than  one  county 
or  is  partly  in  one  county  and  partly  in  another  county  or  counties,  then 
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such  petition  for  nomination  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  not  more  than  sixty  (60)  and  not  less  than  forty  (40)  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  primary. 

2.  Where  the  nomination  is  to  be  made  for  a  county  office,  trustee  of  a 
sanitary  district  (except  clerk  of  the  Appellate  Court  of  the  First  District)  or 
ward  committeeman,  then  such  petition  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
county  clerk  not  more  than  sixty  (60)  nor  less  than  forty  (40)  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  primary. 

3.  Where  the  nomination  is  to  be  made  for  an  office  to  be  filled  by  the 
electors  of  an  entire  city  or  village,  including  aldermen,  such  petitions  for 
nomination  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  or  village  clerk  not  more 
than  thirty  (30)  nor  less  than  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the 
primary. 

4.  Where  the  nomination  is  to  be  made  for  an  office  to  be  filled  by  the 
electors  of  a  town,  then  such  petition  for  nomination  shall  be  filed  in*  the 
office  of  the  town  clerk  not  more  than  thirty  (30)  and  not  less  than  twenty 
(20)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary. 

5.  The  petitions  of  candidates  for  State  central  committeemen  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  more  than  sixty  (60)  and  not 
less  than  forty  (40)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary. 

6.  The  Secretary  of  State  and  the  various  clerks  wlA  whom  such  peti- 
tions for  nominations  are  filed  shall  endorse  thereon  the  day  and  hour  on 
which  each  petition  was  filed. 

7.  Any  person  for  whom  a  petition  for  nomination  has  been  filed  may 
cause  his  name  to  be  toithdratcn  by  request  in  toriting,  signed  by  him  and 
duly  acknowledged  before  an  officer  qualified  to  take  asknowledgement  of 
deeds,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  less  than  thirty-five 
(35)  days,  or  with  the  proper  clerk  not  less  than  twenty  (20)  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  primary,  and  no  names  so  withdrawn  shall  be  certified  by  the 
Secretary  of  State  to  the  county  clerk,  or  printed  on  the  primary  ballot, 

8.  Each  person  seeking  to  be  elected  as  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to 
the  National  nominating  convention  of  his  party  shall  file,  along  with  his 
nominating  petition,  a  statement  in  writing  signed  by  him  in  which  he  shall 
state  the  name  of  the  candidate  of  his  choice  for  nomination  for  President 
of  the  United  States,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  may  file  a  statement  to  the  effect 
that  he  has  no  preference  for  candidates  for  President  of  the  United  States. 
The  Secretary  of  State  shall  not  permit  a  petition  of  a  candidate  for  delegate 
or  alternate  delegate  to  the  National  nominating  convention  to  be  filed  unless 
accompanied  by  the  statement  required  in  paragraph  8  of  this  section.  Any 
candidate  for  President  of  the  United  States  for  whom  a  preference  is  stated 
by  any  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  a  nominating  conven- 
tion, may,  at  any  time  after  the  filing  of  such  petition  and  before  the  name 
of  such  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  a  National  nominat- 
ing convention  is  certified  to  the  various  county  clerks  for  printing,  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  an  instrument  in  writing  disavowing  the 
candidacy  of  the  person  who  has  so  filed  a  nominating  petition  for  delegate 
or  alternate  delegate  to  a  National  nominating  convention  and  in  case  such 
candidate  for  President  of  the  United  States  shall  disavow  the  candidacy  of 
the  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate,  as  aforesaid,  the  name  of 
such  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  so  disavowed  shall  not  be 
certified  to  the  various  county  clerks  for  printing  upon  the  official  primary 
ballot 

Sec.  31.  Not  less  than  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  the 
names  of  all  candidates  for  President  of  the  United  States,  and  of  all  candi- 
dates for  members  of  the  State  central  committee,  and  of  all  candidates  for 
delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  National  nominating  conventions  and  of 
all  candidates  for  nomination  for  all  offices,  as  specified  in  the  petition  for 
nomination  ooi  file  in  his  office,  which  are  to  be  voted  for  in  such  county, 
stating  in  such  certificates  the  political  affiliation  of  each  candidate  for 
nomination  or  for  committeemen,  as  specified  in  said  petition. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall,  in  his  certificate  to  the  county  clerk,  certify 
to  said  county  clerk  the  names  of  the  offices  and  the  names  of  the  candidates 
in  the  order  tn  which  said  offices  and  said  names  (except  the  names  of 
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candidates  for  State  officers)  shall  appear  upon  the  primary  ballot,  said  names 
(except  the  names  of  candidates  for  State  offices)  to  appear  in  the  order  in 
which  petitions  shall  have  been  filed  in  his  office,  except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  Act. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall  aUso  certify  in  said  certificate  the  number  of 
delegates  and  alternate  delegates  from  congressional  districts,  the  number 
of  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  at  large,  and  the  apportionment  of  such 
delegates  and  alternate  delegates,  as  appears  from  the  certificates  of  the 
respective  State  central  committees,  on  file  in  his  office. 

The  names  of  candidates  for  State  offices  shall  be  certified  in  the  manner 
following: 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county 
of  each  and  every  senatorial  district,  beginning  with  the  first  senatorial 
district,  the  names  of  candidates  for  State  offices  in  the  order  in  which  such 
names  shall  appear  upon  the  official  primary  ballot,  in  each  and  every  pre- 
cinct of  such  senatorial  district.  In  niaking  his  certificate  to  the  county 
clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which  the  first  senatorial  district  is 
located,  the  Secretary  of  St^te  shall  certify  to  such  county  clerk  or  county 
clerks  the  najnes  of  the  offices,  and  the  names  of  the  candidates  for  said 
offices  in  alphabetical  order  of  the  first  letters  of  the  surname  of  such  can- 
didate. In  certifying  the  names  of  candidates  for  ^tate  offices  to  the  county 
clerk  or  county  clerks  of  the  counties  composing  the  second  senatorial  dis- 
trict, the  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  the  name  of  the  candidate  under 
each  office  as  first  which  was  second  in  the  first  senatorial  district,  and  the 
name  of  the  candidate  which  was  first  in  the  first  senatorial  district  shall  be 
certified  as  last  in  the  second  senatorial  district.  In  certifying  the  names 
of  candidates  for  State  offices  to  the  county  clerk  or  co.unty  clerks  of  the 
counties  composing  the  third  senatorial  district,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
certify  the  name  of  the  candidate  under  each  office  as  first  which  was  second 
in  the  second  senatorial  district,  and  the  name  of  the  candidate  which  was 
first  in  the  second  senatorial  district  shall  be  certified  as  last  in  the  third 
senatorial  district.  The  same  procedure  shall  be  followed  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  in  certifying  the  names  of  candidates  for  State  offices  to  the  several 
county  clerks  of  the  several  senatorial  districts  of  the  State,  the  intent  being 
that  the  names  of  candidates  for  each  of  the  State  offices  shall  be  rotated 
by  senatorial  districts. 

In  his  certificate  to  the  county  clerk,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall,  below 
the  name  of  each  candidate  for  delegate  and  alternate  delegate  to  National 
nominatian  conventions,  insert  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  President  of 
the  United  States  for  whom  such  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  has  specified 
his  choice  in  accordance  with  his  statement  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  or,  in  case  such  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate 
has  not  indicated  any  choice,  or  preference,  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  his 
certificate,  under  the  name  of  such  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  dele- 
gate shall  print  the  words  "No  preference." 

Not  less  than  twenty-eight  (28)  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary, 
the  county  clerk  shall  certify  to  the  board  of  election  commissioners,  if  there 
be  any  such  board  in  his  county,  the  names  of  all  candidates  so  certified  to 
him  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  together  with  the  list  of  the  names  ot  all  other 
candidates  in  whose  behalf  petitions  have  been  filed  in  his  office  and  in  the 
order  so  filed.  And  not  less  than  twenty-eight  (28)  days  prior  to  the  date 
of  the  primary  the  city  or  town  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  also  certify 
to  such  board  the  names  of  all  candidates  in  whose  behalf  petitions  have 
been  filed  in  the  office  of  such  city  clerk  or  town  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  in  the  order  so  filed. 

Sec.  2.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists;  therefore,  this  Act  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  full  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval.

That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thirty-one  thousand,  four  hundred  thirty- 
nine  dollars  and  ten  cents  ($131,439.10),  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  he  neces- 
sary, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  funds  in  the  State 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  to  reimburse  and  pay  one-half  of  the

A  Probate  clerk,  In  each  county  where  a  Probate  Court  is  established, 

A  County  superintendent  of  schools,  In  each  county  In  the  State, 

County  commissioners  of  Cook  County, 

A  SherlfT,  in  each  county  in  the  State, . 

A  County  treasurer.  In  each  county  in  the  State. 

(d)  At  the  general  election  held  in  the  year  A.  D.  1920  and  every  six 
years  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected: 

A  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court, 

A  Clerk  of  the  Appellate  Court  for  each  Appellate  Court  district. 

Sec.  4.  A  United  States'  Senator  shall  be  elected  on  the  Tuesday  next 
after  the  first  Monday  of  November  preceding  the  expiration  of  the  term 
of  office  of  each  senator  in  Congress  from  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  fix  a  day  for 
the  election  of  electors  of  a  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States,  Representatives  in  Congress,  or  United  States  Senators  different 
from  that  dxed  by  this  Act,  then  the  election  for  such  officers,  or  any  of 
them,  shall  be  held  on  the  day  so  fixed  by  the  Act  of  Congress  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  elected  as  follows: 

In  the  1st,  2nd,  3rd,  6th  and  7th  districts  on  the  first  Monday  of  June, 
A.  D.  1924,  and  every  nine  years  thereafter;  in  the  4th  District,  on  the 
first  Monday  of  June,  A.  D.  1921,  and  every  nine  years  thereafter;  and  In  the 
5th  District,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June,  A.  D.  1918,  and  every  nine  years 
thereafter. 

.Sec.  7.  An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  A.  D.  1921, 
and  every  six  years  thereafter  for  the  election  of  judges  .of  the  Circuit  Court. 

Sec.  8.  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook  County  shall  be  elected  as 
follows: 

Six  judges  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  A.  D.  1916,  to  serve  for  a  period 
of  five  years,  and  their  successors,  together  with  the  successor  of  the  Superior 
Court  judge  who  was  elected  in  June,  A.  D.  1915,  shall  be  elected  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  April,  A.  D.  1921,  and  every  six  years  thereafter; 

Ten  judges  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  A.  D.  1917,  and  every  six  years 
thereafter; 

One  judge  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  A.  D.  1919,  and  every  six  years 
thereafter. 

Sec.  9.  On  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  A.  D. 

1915,  and  annually  on  the  same  day  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  In 
counties  not  under  township  organization,  one  member  of  the  board  of 
county  commissioners. 

Sec.  10.  An  election  shall  be  held  in  each  city,  village  and  incorporated 
town  except  in  cities  which  have  adopted  the  commission  form  of  municipal 
government  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  A.  D.  1917,  and  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  April,  every  two  years  thereafter,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  spring 
election.  In  cities  which  have  adopted  the  commission  form  of  municipal 
government  an  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  A.  D. 
1919,  and  every  four  years  thereafter,  which  shall  also  be  known  as  the 
sprinR  election. 

Sec.  10a.  An  election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  A,  D. 

1916,  and  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April  every  two  years  thereafter  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  town  and  road  district  officer^,  as  follows: 

One  supervisor. 

Assistant  supervisor  or  assistant  supervisors, 

A  Town  clerk, 

An  Assessor, 

A  Collector, 

Highway  commissioner  or  commissioners. 

A  Road  district  clerk  in  counties  not  under  township  organization. 

Sec.  11.  (a)  At  the  spring  election  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  in 
the  year  A.  D.  1917,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected: 

(1)  In  each  city  Cexcept  in  cities  which  have  adopted  the  commission 
form  of  municipal  government) : 

A  Mayor  (other  than  in  the  city  of  Chicago), 

A  City  clerk. 
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A  City  attorney  (other  than  in  the  city  of  Chicago), 

A  City  treasurer. 

On  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  in  the  year  A.  D.  1917,  one  alderman  shall 
be  elected  from  each  ward  and  in  A.  D.  1919,  another  alderman  shall  be 
elected  from  each  ward,  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  every  four 
years  thereafter. 

(2)  In  each  village  or  incorporated  town: 

President  of  the  village  board* 

Six  village  trustees, 

A  village  clerk. 

(b)  At  the  Spring  election,  A.  D.  1917,  and  every  four  years  thereafter, 
there  shall  be  elected: 

One  police  magistrate  in  and  for  each  city,  village  and  incorporated 
town,  excepting  in  the  city  of  Chicago.  If  the  term  of  office  of  a  police 
magistrate  now  in  office  expires  at  a  time  other  than  the  year  A.  D.  1917, 
his  successor  shall  be  elected  at  the  Spring  election  next  succeeding  the 
expiration  of  such  term  and  every  four  years  thereafter. 

(c)  At  the  Spring  election  held  in  the  year  A.  D.  1919,  and  every  four 
years  thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected: 

Mayor  and  commissioners  in  cities  having  adopted  the  ''commission 
form  of  municipal  government," 

Mayor  of  the  city  of  Chicago. 

Sec.  12.  Justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  shall  be  elected  as  follows: 

In  each  town  in  counties  under  township  organization  (except  in  the 
city  of  Chicago)  at  the  town  election  A.  D.  1918,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter; 

In  each  election  precinct  in  counties  not  under  township  organization 
on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  A.  D.  1917,  and 
every  four  years  thereafter. 

.  Sec.  13.  Primary  elections  shall  be  held  as  follows: 

(1)  On  the  first  Tuesday  of  April,  A.  D.  1916,  and  every  two  years 
thereafter,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  general  primary; 

(2)  On  the  last  Tuesday  of  February,  A.  D.  1917,  and  every  two  years 
thereafter,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  municipal  primary. 

Sec.  14.  Nothing  contained  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  change 
or  affect  the  dates  of  any  election  in  cities,  villages  or  incorporated  towns 
organized  under  special  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

TENUBE  OF  OFFICE. 

(a)  State  OtHcers. 

Sec.  15.  The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor 
of  Public  Accounts,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  Attorney 
General  shall  each  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years  from  the  second 
Monday  of  January  next  after  his  election,  and  until  his  successor  is 
elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  16.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years 
from  the  second  Monday  of  January  next  after  his  election,  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  17.  The  term  of  office  of  each  trustee  of  the  University  of  Illinois 
shall  be  six  years  from  the  second  Tuesday  in  March  next  succeeding  the 
date  of  his  election. 

fb)  General  Assembly. 
Sec.  18.  State  senators  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  four  years,  apd  mem- 
bers of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years, 
from  the  convening  of  the  General  Assembly  next  after  their  election. 

(c)  Officers  of  the  Judicial  Department. 

Sec.  19.  The  term  of  office  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall 
be  nine  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  June  of  the  year  in  which  the  term 
of  any  of  the  Judges  expire. 
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Sec.  20.  The  term  of  office  of  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court  shall  be  six 
years  from  the  first  Monday  In  June  of  the  year  in  which  an  election  for 
Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court  is  held.  i 

Sec.  21.  Each  of  the  Judges  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook  County  shall 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  first  Monday  in  December  next 
after  his  election,  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  six  years. 

Sec.  22.  The  clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  clerks  of  the  Appellate 
Courts  of  the  several  Appellate  Court  districts,  shall  each  serve  for  a  term 
of  six  years  and  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  at 
the  expiration  of  the  terms  of  their  respective  predecessors. 

Sec.  23.  The  term  of  office  of  each  Justice  of  the  peace  and  of  each 
constable  shall  be  four  years.  In  counties  under  township  organization 
their  terms  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  and,  in  counties 
not  under  township  organization,  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  next 
after  their  election. 

Sec.  24.  The  term  of  office  of  police  magistrate  shall  be  four  years  com- 
mencing on  the  first  Monday  of  May  following  his  election. 

(d)  District  Officers. 

Sec.  25.  Representatives  in  Congress  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  pre- 
scribed by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  by  the  laws  passed  in 
pursuance  thereof. 

Sec.  26.  The  term  of  office  of  each  member  of  the  Board  of  Equalization 
shall  be  four  years  from  and  after  the  first  Monday  of  December  next 
succeeding  his  election. 

»  Sec  27.  The  term  of  office  of  each  trustee  of  the  Sanitary  District  of 
Chicago  shall  be  six  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  December  next  succeed- 
ing his  election. 

(ej  County  Officers. 

Sec.  28.  The  coroner,  the  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court,  the  recorder  of 
deeds,  the  county  surveyor,  the  county  auditor,  the  State's  attorney,  the 
clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook  County,  the  clerk  of  the  Criminal  Court 
of  Cook  County,  the  county  Judge,  the  county  clerk,  the  probate  Judge,  the 
probate  clerk,  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  the  sheriff,  the  county 
treasurer,  and  the  county  commissioners  of  Cook  County,  shall  each  hold 
office  for  the  term  of  four  years  from  the  first  Monday  of  December  next 
after  his  election. 

Sec.  29.  Each  member  of  the  board  of  assessors,  and  of  the  board  of 
review,  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  first  day 
of  January  next  ensuing  his  election. 

Sec.  30.  Each  member  of  the  board  of  county  commissioners  in  counties 
not  under  township  organization  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
commencing  on  the  first  Monday  of  December  next  after  his  election. 

(f)  Town  and  Road  District  Officers. 

Sec.  31.  The  term  of  office  of  the  supervisors  and  assistant  supervisors 
elected  in  the  year  A.  D.  1914,  shall  expire  on  the  day  of  the  town  election 
A.  D.  1916,  and  the  term  of  office  of  the  supervisors  and  assistant  supervisors 
elected  in  the  year  A.  D.  1915,  shall  expire  on  the  day  of  the  town  election 
A.  D.  1918.  At  the  town  election  held  in  the  year  A.  D.  1916,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  a  supervisor  and  assistant  supervisor  shall  be  elected  to 
take  the  place  of  the  supervisor  and  assistant  supervisor  whose  terms  expire, 
who  shall  each  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  day  of  the 
town  election  at  which  he  w^as  elected. 

Sec.  32.  The  town  clerk,  assessor  and  collector  shall  each  hold  office  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  commencing  on  the  day  of  the  town  election  of  the 
year  in  which  he  was  elected. 

Sec.  33.  The  terms  of  office  of  all  highway  commissioners  elected  or 
appointed  prior  to  the  town  or  road  district  election  held  in  the  year  A.  D. 
1916,  shall  expire  on  the  day  of  the  town  or  road  district  election  held  In 
the  year  A.  D.  1916.  At  the  town  or  road  district  election  held  in  the  year 
A.  D.  1916,  there  shall  be  elected  three  commissioners  of  highways  for  each 
town  or  road  district,  who  shall  each  hold  his  office  for  a  term  of  two  years. 
Thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  every  two  years  at  the  town  election  three 
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commissioners  of  highways  as  the  successors  of  the  commissioners  of  high- 
ways whose  terms  of  office  shall  expire. 

Sec.  34.  The  term  of  office  of  the  road  district  clerk  shall  he  two  years 
from  the  day  of  the  road  district  election  at  which  he  was  elected. 

(g)  City  OjSHcers. 

Sec.  35.  The  mayor  (other  than  in  and  for  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  other 
than  in  cities  which  fiave  adopted  the  "Commission  form  of  Municipal  Gov- 
erment/V  the  city  clerk,  the  city  attorney  (other  than  in  and  for  the  city 
of  Chicago),  and  the  city  treasurer  shall  each  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  two  years  from  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  of  the  year  in:  which  he  is 
elected. 

Sec.  36.  In  cities  which  have  adopted  minority  representation  in  the  city 
council,  each  district  shall  be  entitled  to  three  aldermen,  who  shall  hold  their 
office  for  two  years  from  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  of  the  year  in  which 
they  are  elected. 

Sec.  37.  In  cities  which  have  adopted  the  "Commission  form  of  Muni- 
cipal Gk)Temment/'  the  mayor  and  four  commissioners  shall  hold  their 
respective  offices  until  the  next  quadrennial  election  for  such  offlTcers  respec- 
tively. 

(h)  Tillage  Offlcera. 

Sec.  38.  The  president  of  the  village  board  and  the  village  clerk  shall 
each  serve  for  a  term  of  two  years  from  the  first  Tuesday  of  April  of  the 
year  in  which  they  are  respectively  elected.  The  village  clerk  elected  prior 
to  the  taking  effect  of  this  Act  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Tuesday 
of  April,  A.  D.  1917. 

Sec.  39.  The  term  of  office  of  all  village  trustees  now  in  office  shall  ex- 
pire on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April,  A.  D.  1917.  At  the  spring  election  held  in 
the  year  A.  D.  1917,  and  at  the  spring  election  held  every  two  years  there- 
after there  shall  be  elected  in  each  village  and  incorporated  town  six  village 
trustees.  The  term  of  office  of  village  trustees  shall  be  two  years  from  the 
first  Tuesday  of  April  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  elected. 

(i)  Miscellaneous, 

Sec.  40.  Nothing  in  this  article  contained  shall  be  construed  to  refer  to 
the  tenure  of  an  officer  elected  or  appointed  in  cities,  villages  or  incorporated 
towns  organized  under  special  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  and  which  have 
not  adopted  the  general  cities  and  villages  Act. 

Sec.  41.  All  officers,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Constitution, 
shall  hold  their  several  offices  for  and  during  the  term  for  which  they  are 
respectively  elected  and  until  their  respective  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  Except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  each  person  elected  to  fill  a 
vacancy  in  any  elective  office,  and  each  person  appointed  to  fill  such  vacancy, 
shall  hold  the  same  only  during  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  regular  term 
limited  to  such  office  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 

ARTICLE  III. 

BB8IONATIONS,    VACANCIES,    SPECIAL   ELECTIONS    AND    SPECIAL   PRIMABIE8. 

Sec.  42.  Resignations  of  elective  officers  shall  be  made  to  the  officer, 
court,  county  board,  city  council,  board  of  ferustees,  or  othejr  authority  au- 
thorized by  law  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  such  office  by  appointment,  or  to  order 
an  election  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  43.  Every  elective  office  shall  become  vacant  on  the  happening  of 
either  of  the  following  events  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  such  office: 

First — ^The  death  of  the  incumbent 

Second — His  resignation. 

Third — His  becoming  insane. 

Fourth — His  ceasing  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  State,  or,  if  the  office  Is 
local,  his  ceasing  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  district,  county,  ward,  town  or 
precinct  for  which  he  was  elected. 

Fifth — ^His  conviction  of  an  infamous  crime,  or  of  any  offense  involving 
a  violation  of  oiBcial  oath. 

Sixth — His  removal  from  office.

Seventh — His  refusal  or  neglect  to  take  his  oath  of  olBce»  or  to  give  or 
renew  his  official  bond,  or  to  deposit  or  file  such  oath  or  bond  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  law. 

Eighth — The  decision  of  a  competent  tribunal  declaring  his  election  void. 

Sec.  44.  Whenever  it  is  alleged  that  a  vacancy  in  any  oi&ce  exists,  the 
officer,  court,  county  board,  city  council,  board  of  trustees,  or  other  authority 
whose  duty  it  is  to  fill  the  vacancy  by  appointment,  or  to  order  an  election 
to  fill  such  vacancy,  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  facts 
occasioning  such  vacancy  exist. 

Sec.  46.  Special  elections  shall  be  held  in  the  following  cases,  and  for 
the  election  of  the  following  officers,  viz: 

(1)  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Governor  or  Lieutenant 
Governor. 

(2)  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  State  Senator,  Represen- 
tative in  the  Oeneral  Assembly,  or  Representative  in  Congress  when  the 
General  Assembly,  or  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  in  session, 
or  there  shall  be  a  session  thereof  between  the  time  at  which  the  vacancy 
occurs  and  the  next  succeeding  general  election. 

(3)  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  elective  office  credited  by  the 
Constitution,  the  unexpired  term  of  which  is  one  year  or  more,  and  the  Con- 
stitution requires  the  calling  of  a  special  election. 

(4)  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  alderman,  and  the  unex- 
pired term  is  one  year  or  more. 

Seo.  46.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  State  Senator,  or  Represen- 
tative in  Congress  when  the  General  Assembly,  or  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States,  shall  not  be  in  session  or  there  shall  not  be  a  session  thereof  between 
the  time  at  which  the  vacancy  occurs  and  the  next  general  election,  or  In 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  United  States  Senator,  such  vacancy  or 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  at  the  general  election  next  succeeding  the  happen- 
ing of  such  vacancy  or  vacancies.  If,  however,  less  than  sixty  days  intervene 
between  the  happening  of  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  and  the  day  of  the 
general  election,  a  special  election  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be 
called.  The  Governor  shall  give  notice,  by  proclamation,  of  the  fact  of  the 
vacancies  in  the  offices  of  State  Senator,  Representative  in  Congress  of  the 
United  States  or  United  States  Senator,  and  of  the  date  of  the  election  at 
which  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled. 

Sec.  47.  Special  elections  shall  be  called  and  ordered  as  follows,  viz: 

(1)  By  the  Governor,  in  case  a  special  election  shall  be  necessary  to  fill 
a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  State  Senator,  Representative  in  the  General  Assem- 
bly, United  States  Senator,  Representative  in  Congress,  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court,  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook 
County,  Judge  of  the  County  Court,  Judge  of  the  Probate  Court,  or  Clerk  of 
the  Supreme  Court. 

(2)  By  the  officer  performing  the  duties  of  the  office  of  Governor,  or  if 
there  is  no  such  officer,  the  Secretary  of  State  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  issue  a  proclamation  ap- 
pointing a  day  for  a  special  election  to  fill  such  vacancies,  and  shall  issue  a 
writ  of  election  to  the  county  clerks  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  and 
shall  also,  when  necessary,  call  a  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly  to 
canvass  the  votes  cast  at  such  election,  but  if  such  vacancy  shall  occur  not 
more  than  ninety  days  before  a  general  election  for  members  of  the  General 
Assembly,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  at  such  general  election,  in  which  case 
no  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly  to  canvass  the  votes  shall  be 

deemed  necessary.  ,     ^.      ^      ^    ^^ 

(3)  By  the  county  clerk,  or,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  his  office,  by  the 
chairman  of  the  county  board,  in  case  a  special  election  shall  be  necessary 
to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook  County, 
State's  attorney,  county  clerk,  clerk  of  the  Criminal  Court  of  Cook  County, 
justice  of  the  peace,  police  magistrate  or  constable. 

(4)  By  the  city  council,  in  case  a  special  election  shall  be  necessary  to 
fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  judge  of  the  city  court  or  clerk  of  the  city 

court. 

(5)  By  the  city  council  in  case  a  special  election  shall  be  necessary  to 

fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  alderman. 
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Sec.  48.  Whenever  a  special  election  shall  be  necessary  a  special  primary 
shall  be  called  to  nominate  candidates  to  be  voted  for  at  such  special  election. 

The  officer,  board,  commission  or  authority  whose  duty  it  is  to  call  an 
election  shall  fix  a  date  for  the  primary  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  to 
be  voted  for  at  such  special  election. 

Sec.  49.  Temporary  appointments  to  fill  vacancies  in  elective  offices  shall 
be  made  as  follows: 

(1>  By'  the  Governor,  in  case  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of 
United  States  Senator,  the  appointee  to  hold  office  until  his  successor  shall 
be  elected  at  the  next  general  election,  or  at  a  special  election  called  for  that 
purpose. 

(2)  By  the  court,  or  by  the  judges  thereof  in  vacation,  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  clerk  of  any  court.  Such  appointee  shall  qualify  in 
the  same  manner,  and  give  bond  as  required  by  law  of  the  clerk  of  the  court 
to  which  he  is  appointed  to  be  approved  by  the  court,  or  if  in  vacation,  by 
the  Judge  or  Judges  making  the  appointment;  and  thereupon  such  appointee 
shall  be  authorized  to  perform  all  the  duties  and  receive  all  emoluments 
allowed  by  law  to  the  duly  elected  clerk  of  such  court,  and  shall  hold  such 
office  until  an  election  shall  be  held  to  fill  the  same,  and  until  the  person  so 
elected  shall  have  qualified  according  to  law. 

Sec.  50.  Vacancies  in  elective  offices  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  as 
follows: 

(1)  By  the  Governor,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Secretary  of 
State,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  Treasurer,  Attorney  General,  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  member  of  the  State  Board  of  ESqualization, 
or  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Illinois. 

(2)  By  the  Governor,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Judge  of  a 
court  of  record  and  the  unexpired  term  does  not  exceed  one  year. 

(3)  By  the  court  to  which  the  office  appertains,  or  by  the  Judge  or  Judges 
thereof,  in  vacation  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  clerk  of  the  County  Court,  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook 
County,  clerk  of  the  Criminal  Court  of  Cook  County,  clerk  of  the  city  court, 
and  the  unexpired  term  does  not  exceed  one  year. 

(4)  By  the  court,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  Appel- 
late Court. 

(6)  By  the  county  board,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  State's 
attorney,  Justice  of  the  peace,  police  magistrate  or  constable,  and  the  unex- 
pired term  does  not  exceed*  one  year. 

(6)  By  the  county  board,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  In  the  office  of  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  county  commissioner,  sherift,  coroner,  recorder  of 
deeds,  county  treasurer,  county  surveyor,  county  auditor,  and  clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court. 

(7)  By  the  county  board,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  commis- 
sioner of  highways  or  road  district  clerk  in  counties  not  under  township 
organization. 

(8)  By  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Sanitary  District  of  Chicago,  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  trustee. 

(9)  By  the  board  of  review,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  assessor 
in  counties  containing  a  population  of  125,000  or  more. 

(10)  By  the  county  Judge,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  member 
.  of  the  board  of  review,  in  counties  containing  a  population  of  126,000  or  more. 

(11)  By  the  city  council,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  mayor,  city 
clerk,  city  attorney,  city  treasurer,  or  commissioner  in  cities  which  have 
adopted  the  "Ck)mmission  Form  of  Municipal  Government." 

(12)  By  the  village  board,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  president 
of  the  village  board,  village  trustee,  or  village  clerk. 

(13)  By  the  town  board  of  appointment,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  supervisor,  assistant  supervisor,  town  clerk,  assessor,  collector  or  highway 
commissioner  in  counties  under  township  organization. 

^  (14)  In  case  any  person  declared  duly  elected  an  elector  of  President  and 
Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  fail  to  attend  at  the  State  House,  at 
the  seat  of  government  of  this  State  at  or  before  the  hour  of  twelve  o'clock, 
at  noon,  of  the  day  on  which  his  vote  is  required  to  be  given,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  elector  or  electors  of  President  and  Vice  President,  attending  at 
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the*  time  and  place,  to  appoint  a  person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy. 
Should  the  person  or  persons  chosen  by  the  people  as  aforesaid,  arrive  at  the 
place  aforesaid  before  the  votes  for  President  and  Vice  President  are  actually 
given,  the  person  or  persons  appointed  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  not  act  as 
elector  of  President  and  Vice  President 

ARTICLE   IV. 

NOTICE  OF  ELECTIONS  AND  FBIMABIEB. 

Sec.  51.  At  least  thirty  days  previous  to  any  general  election,  or  any 
primary  election,  and  at  least  twenty  days  previous  to  any  special  election, 
or  special  primary  election,  except  in  cases  otherwise  provided  for,  the  county 
clerk,  in  counties  not  under  township  organization,  shall  make  out  and 
deliver  to  the  sheriff  of  his  county,  or  in  counties  under  township  organiza- 
tion to  the  several  supervisors  of  his  county,  three  election  notices  for  each 
election  precinct  or  district  in  which  the  election,  or  primary  election,  in 
such  county  is  to  be  held.    The  notice  may  be  substantially  as  follows: 

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  on  (give  the  date)  at  (give  the  place  of 
holding  the  election  and  the  name  of  the  precinct  or  district),  in  the  county 
of  (name  of  county),  an  election  (or  primary  election,  as  the  case  may  be) 
will  be  held  for  (give  the  title  of  the  several  offices  to  be  filled  or  the  offices 
for  which  candidates  will  be  nominated),  which  election  (or  primary  elec- 
tion) will  be  opened  at  7:00  o'clock,  in  the  morning  and  continued  open 
until  5:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  that  day. 

Dated  at ,  this  . .  .day  of in  the  year  of  our  Liord  one 

thousand  nine  hundred  and A.  B.,  County  Clerk. 

Such  sheriff  or  supervisor,  to  whom  the  notices  are  delivered  shall  post 
up,  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  each  precinct  or  district,  the  three 
notices  therefor,  at  least  fifteen  days  before  the  time  of  holding  a  general 
election,  or  primary  election,  and  at  least  eight  days  before  the  time  of 
holding  a  special  election  or  special  primary  election. 

Sec.  52.  The  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall,  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  any  spring  election,  or  municipal  primary 
election,  held  in  such  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  and  at  least  fifteen 
days  prior  to  any  special  election,  or  special  municipal  primary  election, 
cause  notice  to  be  printed  in  some  newspaper  published  in  such  city;  village 
or  Incorporated  town  if  there  be  one,  or  posted  at  each  polling  place  in  such 
city,  village  or  incorporated  town  of  Uie  time  and  place  of  holding  the  elec- 
tion, or  primary,  the  hours  during  which  the  polls  will  be  open,  and  the 
officers  to  be  elected,  or  nominated. 

Sec.  53.  The  town  clerk,  or  in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  super- 
visor, in  counties  under  township  organization,  and  the  road  district  clerk, 
or  in  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  commissioners  of  highways,  in 
counties  not  under  township  organization,  shall,  at  least  fifteen  days  before 
the  town  election,  post  a  notice  at  each  polling  place  in  the  town  or  road 
district  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  town  election  or  road  district 
election  or  special  election,  if  any,  the  hours  during  which  the  polls  will  be 
open  and  the  officers  to  be  elected,  or  propositions  to  be  voted  upon. 

Sec.  54.  Each  election  notice  shall  also  include  any  constitutional  amend- 
ment or  other  public  measure  or  public  question  to  be  voted  upon  by  the 
people,  stating'  concisely  and  briefly  the  subject  matter  of  such  constitutional 
amendment,  public  measure  or  public  question. 

ARTICLE   V. 

ELECTION   PRECINCTS   AND  PLACE  OF  HOLDING   ELECTIONS   AND   PRIMABIEB. 

(a)  For  Oeneral  Elections  and  Primaries. 
Sec.  56.  For  the  purpose  of  holding  general  elections  and  the  primary 
to  nominate  candidates  to  be  voted  for  at  the  general  election,  the  election 
precincts,  in  counties  not  under  township  organization,  shall  remain  as  now 
established  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  but  such  county  board  may, 
from  time  to  time,  change  the  boundaries  of  election  precincts  and  establish 
new  ones.     In  counties  under  township  organization,  for  the  purpose  of 
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holding  general  elections,  each  town  shall  constitute  an  election  precinct. 
Election  precincts  may  be  divided  into  election  districts  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  66.  The  county  board  in  each  county  shall,  at  its  meeting  in  the 
month  of  December  A.  D.  1915,  or  at  an  adjourned  meeting  in  the  month  of 
January  A.  D.  1916,  divide  its  election  precincts  which  contain  more  than 
four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  voters,  into  election  districts,  so  that  each 
district  shall  contain,  as  near  as  may  be  practicable,  four  hundred  (400) 
voters,  and  not  more  in  any  case  than  four  hundred  and  fifty  (460).  Such 
districts  shall  be  composed  of  contiguous  territory,  and  in  as  compact  form 
as  can  be  for  the  convenience  of  the  electors  voting  therein.  The  several 
county  boards  in  establishing  such  districts,  shall  describe  them  by  metes 
and  bounds,  and  number  them.  And  so  often  thereafter  as  it  shall  appear 
by  the  number  of  votes  cast  at  the  general  election  held  in  November  of  any 
year,  that  any  election  district  or  undivided  election  precinct  contains  more 
than  four  hundred  and  fifty  (460)  voters,  the  county  board  of  the  county 
in  which  such  district  or  precinct  may  be,  shall,  at  its  meeting  in  the  month 
of  December  or  at  an  adjourned  meeting  in  the  month  of  January  next  pre- 
ceding the  next  general  election,  re-divide  or  re-adJust  such  election  district, 
or  election  precinct,  so  that  no  district  or  election  precinct  shall  contain 
more  than  the  number  of  voters  above  specified.  If,  for  any  reason,  such 
county  board  shall  fail  in  any  year  to  re-divide  or  re-adjust  such  election 
districts  or  election  precincts,  then  such  districts  or  precincts  as  then  exist- 
ing, shall  continue  until  the  next  December  meeting  of  such  county  board; 
at  which  regular  December  meeting  or  at  an  adjourned ,  meeting  in  the 
month  of  January,  such  county  board  shall  re-divide  or  re4djust  such  elec- 
tion districts,  or  elections  precincts  in  the  manner  herein  required. 

All  general  and  special  elections,  primary  elections,  town  elections  and 
road  district  shall  be  held  at  the  places  so  fixed. 

See.  67.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  September,  1916,  the  county  clerk 
in  each  county  shall  make  a  correct  list  of  all  election  districts  and  election 
precincts  into  which  the  county  is  divided,  designating  each  by  its  name 
or  number,  or  name  and  number  as  the  case  may  be,  and  forward  such  list 
to  the  Secretary  of  State;  and,  thereafter,  when,  at  any  meeting  of  the 
county  board  any  re^ivision,  re-adjustment  or  change  in  name  or  number 
of  election  districts  or  election  precincts,  is  made  by  the  county  board,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  immediately  to  notify  the  Secretary 
of  State  of  such  re-division,  re-adjustment  or  change. 

Sec.  68.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  board  in  each  county  where 
any  State  soldiers'  and  sailors'  home  or  soldiers'  widows'  home  or  homes, 
or  any  national  home  for  disabled  volunteer  soldiers  is  located,  the  inhabi- 
tants of  which  are  entitled  to  vote,  to  fix  and  establish  the  place  or  places 
for  holding  such  election  or  elections,  at  some  convenient  and  comfortable 
place  or  places  easy  of  access  on  the  ground  or  grounds,  and  within  the 
enclosures  where  such  State  soldiers'  and  sailors'  home  or  soldiers'  widows' 
home  or  homes,  or  national  home  for  disabled  volunteer  soldiers  is  located. 

Cb)  Far  City  Electiana  and  Primaries. 

Sec.  69.  The  city  council,  or  in  cities  which  have  adopted  the  commis- 
sion form  of  municipal  government,  the  mayor  and  commissioners,  shall 
in  the  month  of  December  A.  D.  1916,  divide  the  city  into  convenient  voting 
precincts,  describing  them  by  metes  and  bounds,  and  designating  them  by 
numbers  or  by  wards  and  numbers,  and  containing  as  nearly  as  may  be 
four  hundred  and  fifty  voters.  Thereafter,  if  it  shall  appear  by  the 
number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city  at  the  spring  election  in  any  year  that  any 
voting  precinct  contains  more  than  four  hundred  and  fifty  voters,  the  city 
council,  or  mayor  and  commissioners,  shall,  in  the  month  of  December 
preceding  the  next  spring  election,  re-divide  or  re-adJust  such  voting  pre- 
cinct so  that  no  voting  precinct  shall  contain  more  than  four  hundred  and 
fifty  voters. 

(c)  For  Village  Elections. 
Ssa  60.  For  the  purpose  of  holding  the  village  or  incorporated  town 
elections,  each  village  or  incorporated  town  shall  constitute  a  voting  pre- 
cinct   If  a  village  or  incorporated  town  contains  in  excess  of  four  hundred 
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and  fifty  yoters,  as  detenniiked  by  the  vote  cast  therein  at  the  then  last 
preceding  village  or  incorporated  town  election,  the  board  of  trustees  may, 
in  their  discretion,  in  the  month  of  December  next  preceding  the  spring 
election,  divide  the  village  or  incorporated  town  into  two  or  more  voting 
precincts,  so  that  each  precinct  shall  contain  as  nearly  as  may  be  four 
hundred  and  fifty  voters. 

(d)  Where  Elections  and  Primaries  Held. 
Sec.  61.  The  place  of  holding  elections  and  primary  elections  in  each 
voting  precinct  or  voting  district  shall  be  designated  as  follows: 

(1)  By  the  county  board  in  the  case  of  general  and  special  elections, 
general  primary  election,  town  elections,  and  road  districts  elections. 

(2)  By  the  city  council,  or  in  cities  which  have  adopted  the  "Commis- 
sion Form  of  Municipal  Government,"  by  the  mayor  and  commissioners,  in 
case  of  general  and  special  city  elections,  and  municipal  primary  elections. 

(3)  By  the  village  or  incorporated  town  board  of  trustees,  in  case  of 
general  or  special  village  or  incorporated  town  elections,  and  primary 
elections. 

Sec.  62.  The  polling  places  shall  in  all  cases  be  upon  the  ground  floor 
in  the  front  room,  the  entrance  to  which  is  in  a  highway  or  public  street, 
which  is  at  least  forty  feet  wide,  and  as  near  the  center  of  the  voting 
population  of  the  district  or  voting  precinct,  as  is  practicable,  and  for  the 
convenience  of  the  greatest  number  of  electors  to  vote  thereat;  and  in  no 
case  shall  an  election  be  held  in  any  room  used  or  occupied  as  a  saloon, 
dram  shop,  billiard  hall,  bowling  alley  or  as  a  place  of  resort  for  idlers 
and  disreputable  persons,  or  in  any  room  connected  therewith  by  doors 
or  hallways. 

Seo.  63.  Whenever  It  shall  become  impossible  or  inconvenient  to  hold 
an  election  or  a  primary  at  the  place  designated  therefor,  the  Judges  of 
election,  after  having  assembled  at,  or  as  near  as  practicable  to,  such  place, 
and  before  receiving  any  votes,  may  adjourn  to  the  nearest  convenient 
place  for  holding  such  election  or  primary,  and  at  such  adjourned  place 
shall  forthwith  proceed  with  the  election  or  primary.  Upon  such  adjourn- 
ment the  Judges  of  election  shall  cause  proclamation  thereof  to  be  made, 
and  shall  station  a  constable  or' other  proper  person  at  the  place  where  the 
adjournment  was  made  to  notify  all  electors  arriving  at  such  place  of  the 
adjournment  and  the  place  to  which  it  was  made. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

OFFICEBS  OF  ELECTIONS  AND  PBIMABIE8. 

(a)  For  Oenerai  Elections  and  Primaries. 
Sec.  64.  The  county  board  of  each  county  shall  at  its  regular  (or  at  a 
special)  meeting  in  the  month  of  June  or  July  in  each  odd  numbered  year, 
appoint  in  each  election  precinct  or  district,  as  the  case  may  require,  three 
capable  and  discreet  electors  to  be  Judges  of  general  and  special  elections, 
primary  elections,  and  town  and  road  district  elections,  who  shall  possess 
the  qualifications  required  by  this  Act  for  Judges  of  elections.  No  more 
than  two  persons  of  the  same  political  party  shall  be  appointed  Judges  of 
the  same  election  district  or  undivided  precinct.  In  counties  under  town- 
ship organization  the  supervisor  shall  be  appointed  Judge  of  elections,  and 
primary  elections,  in  the  election  district  or  precinct  in  which  he  resides. 

(h)  For  City  and  Village  Elections  and  Primaries. 
Sbo.  65.  The  city  council  in  cities,  or,  in  cities  which  have  adopted  the 
"Commission  form  of  Municipal  Government,"  the  mayor  and  commis- 
sioners and  the  president  and  trustees  in  villages  and  incorporated  towns, 
shall  during  the  month  of  January,  1917  and  during  the  month  of  January 
biennially  thereafter,  appoint  three  persons,  residents  of  the  voting  precinct, 
for  each  voting  precinct,  as  Judges  of  city,  village  or  incorporated  town 
elections  and  primary  elections  held  in  such  voting  precinct. 

(c)  Notice  of  Appointment. 
Sbo.  66.  Immediately  upon  the  appointment  of  such  judges  of  elections 
and  primaries,  the  person  so  appointed  shall  be  notified  as  follows: 
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(1)  In  the  case  of  judges  of  elections  and  primaries  appointed  by  the 
county  board,  the  county  clerk  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  the  sheriff  of 
the  county  a  notice  thereof,  directed  to  each  person  so  appointed,  and  the 
sheriff  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  deliver 
the  same  to  the  several  Judges  so  appointed. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  judges  of  elections  and  primaries  appointed  by  the 
city  council,  or,  In  cities  which  have  adopted  the  commission  form  of 
municipal  government,  by  the  mayor  and  commissioners,  and  by  the  board 
of  trustees  of  villages  and  incorporated  towns,  the  city,  village  or  incor- 
porated town  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  make  out  and  deliver  to  each 
of  the  judges  so  appointed  a  notice  of  such  appointment 

(d)  Clerks  of  Election, 
Seo.  67.  Each  judge  of  elections  and  primaries  shall  choose  a  person 
having  the  qualifications  of  a  judge  of  election,  to  act  as  clerk  of  elections 
and  primaries,  who  may  continue  to  act  as  such  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
judge  making  such  appointment 

(e)  QualificaAUms  of  Judges  of  Elections  and  Primaries. 

Sec.  68.  The  judges  of  elections  and  primaries  so  appointed  shall  repre- 
sent the  two  leading  political  parties,  and  not  more  than  two  of  such  judges 
shall  be  members  of  or  afllliated  with  any  one  political  party.  Each  shall 
be  a  resident  of  the  voting  precinct  for  which  appointed  and  shall  have 
resided  in  such  voting  precinct  for  at  least  one  year  prior  to  the  time  of 
the  appointment  and  shall  be  a  qualified  voter  thereof. 

Sec.  69.  Previous  to  any  vote  being  taken  the  judges  and  clerks  of  elec- 
tions and  primaries  shall  severally  subscribe  and  take  an  oath  in  the  follow- 
ing form,  to  wit: 

I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  afllrm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of 
Illinois,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  judge 
of  election,  or  primary  (or  clerk  as  the  case  may  be)  according  to  the  best 
of  my  ability,  and  that  I  have  resided  in  this  election  district  for  one  year 
next  preceding  this  election  or  primary  and  am  entitled  to  vote  at  this  elec- 
tion or  primary. 

All  persons  subscribing  the  oath  as  aforesaid,  and  all  persons  actually 
serving  as  judges  and  clerks  of  elections  or  primaries,  whether  sworn  or  not 
shall  be  deemed  to  be,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  officers  of  the  County 
Court  of  their  respective  counties;  and  such  persons  shall  be  liable  to  punish- 
ment by  such  court  in  a  proceeding  for  contempt  for  any  misbehavior  as 
such  judge  or  clerk,  to  be  tried  in  open  court,  on  oral  testimony,  in  a  sum- 
mary manner,  without  written  pleadings  but  such  trial  or  punishment  for 
contempt  of  court  shall  not  be  any  bar  to  any  criminal  proceeding  against 
such  judge  or  clerk  for  any  violation  of  this  Act 

Sec.  70.  In  case  there  shall  be  no  justice  of  the  peace,  police  magistrate 
or  notary  public  present  at  the  opening  of  the  election  or  primary,  or  in  case 
such  justice  of  the  peace,  police  magistrate  or  notary  public  shall  be  ap- 
pointed a  judge  or  clerk  of  election  or  primary,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
judges  to  administer  the  oath  or  affirmation  to  each  other  and  to  the  cl.erks, 
and  the  person  administering  such  oath  or  affirmation  shall  cause  an  entry 
thereof  to  be  made  and  subscribed  by  him  and  prefixed  to  each  poll  book. 

(f)  Term  of  Office, 
Sec.  71.  All  judges  of  elections  and  primaries  so  appointed,  shall  be  and 
continue  judges  of  all  elections  and  primaries  held  in  their  respective  voting 
precincts  or  election  districts  for  and  during  the  term  of  two  years  from  and 
after  their  appointment  and  until  other  judges  of  elections  and  primaries 
shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner. 

(g)  Removals  and  Vacancies, 

Sec.  72.  The  authority  making  the  appointment  of  judges  of  elections 
and  primaries  is  hereby  vested  with  power  to  remove  any  judge  found  to  be 
incompetent  or  so  conducting  himself  as  to  prejudice  the  public  interest,  and 
to  appoint  some  other  person  of  the  same  political  party  in  his  place. 

Sec.  73.  If,  at  the  time  for  the  opening  of  any  election  or  primary,  any 
person  appointed  or  constituted  a  judge  of  election,  or  primary,  shall  not  be 
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present  or  will  not  act  or  take  the  oath  to  act  In  such  capacity,  the  judge  or 
Judges  present  may  appoint  some  other  qualified  elector  to  act  in  his  place. 
If  there  be  no  Judge  of  election  or  primary  present,  or  he:  refuses  to  act, 
such  electors  of  the  voting  precinct  or  election  district  as  may  then  be  present 
at  the  place  of  the  election  or  primary,  may  fill  the  places  of  such  Judges, 
by  election  from  their  number.  The  Judges  so  appointed  shall  have  the  same 
power  and  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  as  other  judges  of  elections  or 
primaries. 

(h)  Other  Officers. 

Sec.  74.  The  county  board,  the  city  council,  or,  in  cities  which  have 
adopted  the  commission  form  of  municipal  government,  the  mayor  and  com- 
missioners, or  the  supervisor  may  appoint  one  or  more  constables  or  police- 
men to  attend  each  place  of  holding  elections  and  primaries  and  preserve 
order  during  the  election  or  primary.  If  no  such  constable  or  policeman  is  ap- 
pointed to  attend  the  place  of  holding  the  election  or  primary,  or  if  others 
shall  be  necessary  to  preserve  order,  the  Judges  of  elections  or  primaries 
may  appoint  one  or  moi^e  constables  or  policemen  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  75.  The  judges  of  elections  or  primaries  may  appoint  any  suitable 
person  to  act  as  special  constable  or  special  policeman  during  the  election  or 
primary.  Any  constable  or  policeman  attending  such  election  or  primary 
may  call  to  his  aid  a  sufficient  number  of  citizens  to  arrest  any  disorderly 
persons  or  suppress  any  riot  or  disorder  during  the  elections  or  primaries. 
Whoever  conducts  himself  in  a  riotous  or  disorderly  manner  at  any  election 
or  primary,  and  persists  in  such  conduct  after  being  warned  to  desist,  may 
be  arrested  without  warrant 

(i)  Oompenaation  of  Judges  and  Clerks. 

Sec.  76.  All  Judges  and  clerks  of  elections  and  primaries  appointed  by 
the  county  board  in  counties  of  the  first  and  second  class,  shall  be  allowed 
the  sum  of  three  dollars  per  day  for  their  services,  and  Judges  and  clerks  of 
elections  and  primaries  in  counties  of  the  third  class  shall  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  per  day  for  their  services,  payable  out  of  the  county 
treasury  on  the  order  of  the  county  board.  Judges  and  clerks  of  elections  in 
cities,  villages  and  incorporated  towns  shall  receive  the  sum  of  three  dollars 
per  day  for  their  services,  payable  out  of  the  city,  village  or  incorporated 
town  treasury. 

Sec.  77.  Constables  serving  at  elections,  by  appointment  under  official 
authority,  shall  be  paid  by  the  authority  by  which  they  were  appointed,  not 
exceeding  three  dollars  for  each  day's  services. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

NOMINATION    OF    CANDIDATES,    PABTT    COMMITTEES    AND   CONVENTIONS. 

(a)  Primaries — Subject  Partly  Covered. 

Sec.  78.  The  nomination  of  all  candidates  for  all  elective  State,  congres- 
sional, county,  senatorial,  city,  and  village  (including  officers  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Court  of  Chicago),  incorporated  town  and  Judicial  offices,  except  as 
otherwise  herein  provided,  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization, 
clerks  of  the  Appellate  Courts,  trustees  of  sanitary  districts,  and  for  the 
election  of  precinct,  ward,  senatorial  and  State  Central  Committeemen,  and 
delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  National  nominating  conventions,  by  all 
political  parties,  as  defined  by  this  division  of  this  article,  shall  be  made 
in  the  manner  provided  in  this  division  of  this  article,  and  not  otherwise. 

The  exceptions  are  as  follows:     The  nominations  of  candidates  for: 

(1)  Electors  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States; 

(2)  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Illinois; 
(8)  School  offices; 

(4)  Town  offices; 

(5)  Offices  in  cities,  villages  and  incorporated  towns  having  a  population 
of  less  than  2,000  as  shown  by  the  Federal  census  tiien  last  preceding. 

Sec.  79.  A  political  party,  which,  at  the  general  election  for  State  and 
county  officers  then  next  preceding  a  primary,  polled  more  than  2  per  cent 
of  the  entire  vote  cast  in  the  State,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  political  party 
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within  the  State,  and  shall  nominate  all  candidates  proYided  for  in  this 
division  of  this  article  under  the  provisions  hereof. 

A  political  party,  which  at  the  general  election  for  State  and  county 
officers  then  next  preceding  a  primary,  cast  more  than  2  per  cent  of  the 
entire  vote  cast  within  any  congressional  district  or  senatorial  district,  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  a  political  party  within  the  meaning  of  this  division 
of  this  article,  within  such  congressioanl  district  or  senatorial  district  and 
shall  nominate  its  candidates  for  representative  in  congress  and  for  member 
of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  within  such  district  or  for  senatorial 
offices  under  the  provisions  hereof. 

A  political  party,  which  at  the  general  election  for  State  and  county 
officers  then  next  preceding  a  primary,  cast  more  than  2  per  cent  of  the 
entire  vote  cast  in  any  county,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  political  party 
within  the  meaning  of  this  division  of  this  article,  within  such  county,  and 
shall  nominate  all  county  officers  in  such  county  under  the  provisions  hereof. 

A  political  party,  which  at  the  general  election  for  city,  village  or  in- 
corporated town  officers  then  next  preceding  a  primary,  cast  more  than  2 
per  cent  of  the  entire  vote  cast  in  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town, 
is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  political  party  within  the  meaning  of  this  division 
of  this  article  within  such  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  and  shall 
nominate  all  candidates  for  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  offices  in  such 
city,  village  or  Incorporated  town  under  the  provisions  hereof. 

Sec.  80.  In  determining  the  total  vote  of  a  political  party,  whenever  re- 
quired by  this  division  of  this  article,  the  test  shall  be  the  total  vote  cast 
by  such  political  party  for  its  candidate  who  received  the  greatest  number  of 
votes. 

Sec.  81.  The  following  words  and  phrases  in  this  division  of  this  article 
shall,  unless  the  same  be  inconsistent  with  the  context,  be  construed  as 
follows: 

(1)  The  words  "State  office,"  or  "State  officer,"  an  office  to  be  filled,  or 
an  officer  to  be  voted  for,  by  qualified  electors  of  the  entire  State,  including 
United  States  Senator  and  Congressman  at  Large,  and  delegates  at  large 
and  alternate  delegates  at  large  to  National  nominating  conventions. 

(2)  The  words  "congressional  office,"  or  "congressional  officer,"  Repre- 
sentative in  Congress  and  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization, 
delegates  or  alternate  delegates  to  National  nominating  conventions,  when 
such  delegates  or  alternate  delegates  are  chosen  by  congressional  districts. 

(3)  The  words  "Judicial  office,"  or  "judicial  officer,"  judges  of  the  Su- 
preme and  Circuit  Courts  and  judges  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook  County. 

(4)  The  words  "county  office,"  or  "county  officer,"  an  office  to  be  filled 
or  an  officer  to  be  voted  for,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  entire  county, 
members  of  the  board  of  assessors  and  county  commissioners  of  Cook  County. 

(5)  The  words  "city  office,"  and  "village  office,"  or  "city  officer,"  and 
"village  officer,"  an  dfice  to  be  filled  or  an  officer  to  be  voted  for  by  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  entire  city  or  village  as  the  case  may  be,  including 
aldermen. 

(6;  The  words  "town  office,"  or  "town  officer,"  an  office  to  be  filled  or  an 
officer  to  be  voted  for  by  the  qualified  electors  of  an  incorporated  town. 

(7)  The  words  "senatorial  office,"  or  "senatorial  officer,"  State  Senator 
and  Representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

(8)  The  word  "ward,"  a  division  for  which  aldermen  are  elected. 

Sec.  82.  The  following  committees  shall  constitute  the  central  or  man- 
aging committees  of  each  political  party,  viz.:  A  State  Central  Committee, 
a  congressional  committee  for  each  congressional  district,  a  senatorial  com- 
mittee for  each  senatorial  district  a  county  central  committee  for  each 
county,  a  city  central  committee  for  each  city,  village  or  incorporated  town, 
a  percbict  committee  for  each  precinct,  except  precincts  within  the  limits  of 
cities,  villages  or  incorporated  towns  having  a  population  of  two  hundred 
thousand  or  over;  and  a  ward  committee  for  each  ward  in  such  cities,  vill- 
ages or  incorporated  towns  having  a  population  of  two  hundred  thousand  or 
over.  Nothing  contained  herein  shall  prevent  a  political  party  from  electing 
or  appointing  in  accordance  with  its  practice  other  committees. 

Sec.  83.  The  State  Central  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  one  member 
from  each  congressional  district  in  the  State  and  shall  be  elected  as  follows: 
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At  the  general  primary  held  in  the  year  A.  D.  1916,  and  at  the  general 
primary  held  every  two  years  thereafter,  each  primary  elector  may  vote  for 
one  candidate  of  his  party  for  member  of  the  State  Central  Committee  for  the 
congressional  district  In  which  he  resides.  The  State  Central  Committee  of 
each  political  party  shall  be  composed  of  members  elected  from  the  several 
congressional  districts  of  the  State,  as  herein  provided,  and  of  no  other  per- 
son or  persons  whomsoever.  The  members  of  the  State  Central  Committee 
shall,  within  thirty  days  after  their  election,  meet  In  the  city  of  Springfield 
and  organize  by  electing  from  among  their  own  number  a  chairman,  and 
may  at  such  time  elect  such  other  officers  from  among  their  own  number 
or  otherwise,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient.  The  outgoing  chair- 
man of  the  State  Central  Committee  of  the  party  shall,  ten  days  before  the 
meeting,  notify  each  member  ot  the  State  Central  Committee  elected  at  the 
primary  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting. 

Sec.  84.  The  congressional  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  be 
composed  of  the  chairmen  of  the  county  central  committees  of  the  counties 
composing  the  congressional  district,  excepting  that  in  congressional  dis- 
tricts wholly  within  the  territorial  limits  of  one  county,  or  partly  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  one  county  and  partly  within  the  territorial  limits 
of  another  county,  then  the  members  of  the  precinct  committees  of  the  party 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  congressional  district  shall  compose  the 
congressional  committee.  In  congressional  districts  wholly  within  the  terri- 
torial limits  of  a  city,  village  or  Incorporated  town,  having  a  population  of 
two  hundred  thousand  or  over,  or  partly  within  the  limits  of  such  city, 
village  or  Incorporated  town  and  partly  without  the  limits  of  such  city. 
Tillage  or  Incorporated  town,  then  the  members  of  the  precinct  and  ward 
committees  of  the  party  of  the  px'eclncts  and  wards  within  the  limits  of  the 
congressional  district  shall  compose  the  congressional  committee. 

In  the  organization  and  proceedings  of  congressional  committees,  com- 
posed in  whole  or  In  part  of  precinct  committeemen,  each  precinct  commlt- 
teeifian  shall  have  one  vote  and  one  additional  vote  for  each  fifty  votes  or 
major  fraction  thereof  of  his  party  cast  In  his  precinct  for  Governor  at  the 
last  general  election,  and  in  the  organization  and  proceedings  of  congres- 
sional committees,  composed  in  whole  or  in  part  of  ward  committeemen, 
each  ward  committeeman  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  precinct  in  his  ward, 
and  one  additional  vote  for  each  fifty  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  of  his 
party  cast  In  each  precinct  of  his  ward  located  in  such  congressional  district 
for  Governor  at  the  last  general  election. 

Sec.  S6.  The  senatorial  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  be  elected 
as  follows: 

(a)  In  senatorial  districts  comprised  of  three  or  more  counties,  the 
senatorial  committee  shall  be  composed  of  one  member  elected  from  each 
county  of  such  senatorial  district. 

At  the  general  primary  held  in  the  year  A.  D.,  1916,  and  at  the  general 
primary  held  every  two  years  thereafter,  each  primary  elector  may  vote  for 
one  candidate  of  his  party  residing  in  his  county  for  member  of  the  senato- 
rial committee  of  his  party. 

(b)  In  senatorial  districts  comprised  of  two  counties,  the  senatorial  com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  three  members,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
from  the  county  in  which  such  political  party,  at  the  general  election  for 
State  and  county  officers  then  next  preceding  a  primary,  polled  the  larger 
number  of  votes  for  Governor  in  such  senatorial  district,  and  one  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  from  the  other  county  of  such  senatorial  district. 

At  the  general  primary  held  in  the  year  A.  D.  1916,  and  at  the  general 
primary  held  every  two  years  thereafter,  each  primary  elector,  residing  in 
a  county  in  which  such  political  party  at  the  general  election  for  State  and 
county  officers  then  next  preceding  a  primary  polled  the  largest  number  of 
votes  for  (Governor  in  such  senatorial  district,  may  vote  for  two  candidates 
of  his  party,  residing  In  his  county,  for  members  of  the  senatorial  committee 
of  his  party  (and  at  such  primary  in  the  other  county  of  such  senatorial 
district,  each  primary  elector  may  vote  for  one  candidate  of  his  party) 
residing  in  his  county  for  member  of  the  senatorial  committee  of  his  party. 

(c)  In  senatorial  districts  composed  of  one  county,  and  in  senatorial 
districts  wholly  within  the  territorial  limits  of  one  county,  or  partly  within 
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tbe  territorial  limits  of  one  county  and  partly  within  the  territorial  limits 
of  another  county,  the  senatorial  committee  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  elected  from  such  senatorial  district 

At  the  general  primary  held  in  the  year  A.  D.  1916,  and  at  the  general 
inrimary  held  every  two  years  thereafter,  each  primary  elector  may  vote  for 
three  candidates  of  his  party,  residing  in  such  senatorial  district,'  for  mem- 
bers of  the  senatorial  committee  of  his  party. 

Within  thirty  days  after  its  election,  the  senatorial  committee  shall  meet 
and  proceed  to  organize  by  electing  from  among  its  own  number  a  chairman, 
and  either  from  its  own  number  or  otherwise,  such  other  officers  as  such 
committee  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient. 

The  outgoing  chairman  of  the  senatorial  committee  of  the  party  shall 
notify  the  members  elected  of  the  time  and  place  (which  shall  be  In  the 
limits  of  such  senatorial  district)  of  such  meeting. 

Sbc.  86.  The  county  central  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  con- 
sist of  the  members  of  the  various  precinct  committees  and  ward  committees, 
if  any,  of  such  party  in  the  county.  In  the  organization  and  proceedings  of 
the  county  central  committee  each  precinct  committeeman  shall  have  one 
vote  and  one  additional  vote  for  each  fifty  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  of 
his  party  cast  in  his  precinct  for  Governor  at  the  last  general  election;  and 
each  ward  committeeman  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  precinct  in  his  ward 
and  one  additional  vote  for  each  fifty  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  of  his 
party  cast  in  each  precinct  of  his  ward  for  Qovernor  at  the  last  general 
election. 

Sec.  87.  The  city  central  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  be 
composed  of  the  precinct  committeemen  of  such  party  residing  in  such  city, 
excepting  that  in  cities,  villages  or  incorporated  towns  having  a  population 
of  two  hundred  thousand  or  over,  then  the  city  central  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  the  ward  committeemen  residing  within  the  territorial  limits 
of  such  «ity,  village  or  incorporated  town. 

Sec.  88.  At  the  general  primary  held  in  A.  D.  1916,  and  at  the  general 
primary  held  every  two  years  thereafter,  each  primary  elector,  except  in 
cities,  villages  or  incorporated  towns  having  a  population  of  200,000  or  over, 
may  write  or  attach  in  the  space  left  on  the  primary  ballot  for  that  purpose 
the  name  of  one  qualified  elector  of  his  party  in  the  precinct  for  member 
of  his  political  party  precinct  committee.  The  one  having  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  shall  be  such  committeeman  of  such  party  for  such  precinct. 

Sec.  89.  Each  committee  and  its  officers  shall  have  the  powers  usually 
exercised  by  such  committees  and  by  the  officers  thereof,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  provisions  of  this  division  of  this  article.  The  several  committees 
herein  provided  for  shall  not  have  power  to  delegate  any  of  their  powers  or 
functions  to  any  other  person,  officer  or  committee,  but  this  shall  not  be 
construed  to  prevent  a  committee  from  appointing  from  its  own  membership ' 
proper  and  necessary  sub-committees,  and  particularly  defining,  by  resolution, 
the  duties  of  such  sub-committees. 

Sec.  90.  The  various  political  party  committees  now  in  existence  are 
hereby  recognized  and  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties 
herein  prescribed  until  committeemen  are  chosen,  in  accordance  with  the 
provision  of  this  division  of  this  article. 

Sec.  91.  On  the  first  Monday  next  succeeding  the  general  primary,  the 
county  central  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  meet  at  the  county 
seat  of  the  proper  county  and  proceed  to  organize  by  electing  from  its  own 
number  a  chairman,  and  either  from  its  own  number,  or  otherwise,  such 
other  officers  as  such  committee  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  Such 
meeting  of  the  comity  central  committee  shall  be  known  as  the  county 
convention.  The  county  convention  of  each  political  party  shall  choose 
delegates  to  the  congressional  and  State  conventions  of  its  party.  Only 
precinct  and  ward  committeemen  of  the  respective  precincts  and  wards 
within  the  limits  of  a  congressional  district  shall  participate  In  the  selection 
of  delegates  to  a  congressional  convention.  In  the  county  convention  each  of 
such  precinct  committeemen  shall  have  one  vote  and  one  additional  vote 
for  each  fifty  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof,  of  his  party  cast  in  his  precinct 
for  (Governor  at  the  last  general  election,  and  each  of  such  ward  committee- 
men shall  have  one  vote  for  each  precinct  In  his  ward  and  one  additional 
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Tote  for  each  fifty  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  of  his  party  cast  in  each 
precinct  of  his  ward  for  Governor  at  the  last  general  election. 

Sec.  92.  All  congressional  oonventioiiB  shall  be  held  on  the  flnt  Wednes- 
day after  the  first  Monday  next  succeeding  the  general  primary. 

Sec.  93.  All  State  conventions  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Friday  after 
the  first  Monday  next  succeeding  the  general  primary. 

Seg.  94.  At  least  thirty-three  (38)  days  before  the  general  primary  the 
State  and  Congressional  Committee,  req;»ectively,  of  each  political  party 
shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  in  each  county  of  the  State,  or 
In  each  county  of  the  congressional  district,  a  call  for  the  State  and  con- 
gressional conventions.  Such  call  shall  state,  among  other  things,  the  time 
and  place  (designating  the  building  or  hall)  for  holding  the  State  and 
congressional  conventions,  respectively,  the  total  number  of  delegates  which 
shall  compose  each  of  such  conventions,  and  the  call  for  the  State  conven- 
tion shall  state,  among  other  things,  the  number  of  delegates  to  which 
each  county  is  entitled  in  the  State  convention,  and  the  call  for  the  con- 
gressional convention  shall  state,  among  other  things,  the  number  of 
delegates  to  which  each  county  or  political  subdivision  of  any  county,  as  the 
case  may  be,  is  entitled  to  in  the  congressional  convention.  Such  call  shall 
be  signed  by  the  chairman  and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  respective 
committee. 

In  years  in  which  electors  of  president  and  vice  president  of  the  United 
States  are  elected,  the  State  Central  Committee  of  each  political  party 
shall,  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  general  primary,  file  in  the  oflice  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  a  statement  specifying  the  number  of  delegates  and 
alternate  delegates  to  be  elected  by  its  party  to  the  national  nominating 
conventions  then  next  ensuing.  In  case  such  statement  should  not  be  filed 
as  aforesaid  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  procure  such  information  from  the 
most  available  source  and  the  finding  of  the  Secretary  of  State  in  such  case 
shall  be  conclusive  as  to  the  number  of  delegates  and  alternate  delegates 
to  be  elected.  If  the  number  of  delegates  is  equal  to  or  greater  than  twice 
the  number  of  representatives  in  Congress  from  this  State,  then  two  dele- 
gates and  two  alternate  delegates  shall  be  chosen  from  each  congressional 
district  and  the  remainder,  if  any,  shall  be  chosen  from  the  State  at  large. 
If  the  number  of  delegates  is  less  than  twice  the  number  of  representatives 
in  Congress  ttom  this  State,  but  is  equal  to  or  more  than  the  number 
of  representatives  in  Congress  from  this  State,  then  one  delegate  and  one 
alternate  delegate  shall  be  chosen  from  each  congressional  district  and  the 
remainder,  if  any,  shall  be  chosen  from  the  State  at  large.  If  the  number 
of  delegates  is  less  than  the  number  of  representatives  in  Congress  from 
this  State,  then  all  the  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  shall  be  chosen 
from  the  State  at  large. 

Sec.  96.  The  name  of  no  candidate  for  nomination,  or  for  State  Central 
Committeeman,  or  for  ward  committeeman,  or  for  senatorial  committee- 
man, or  for  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  national  nominat- 
ing conventions,  shall  be  printed  upon  the  primary  ballot  unless  a  petition 
for  nomination  shall  have  been  filed  in  his  behalf  as  provided  in  this 
division  of  this  Article  in  substantially  the  following  form:

Sec.  96.  Such  petitions  shall  consist  of  sheets  of  uniform  size,  and  each 
sheet  shall  contain  above  the  space  for  signatures  an  appropriate*  heading 
giving  the  information  as  to  name  of  candidate  or  candidates,  in  whose 
behalf  such  petition  is  signed,  the  office,  the  political  party  represented, 
place  of  residence,  and  such  other  information  or  wording  as  required  to 
make  the  same  valid;  and  the  heading  of  each  sheet  shall  be  the  same. 
Such  petition  shall  be  signed  by  qualified  primary  electors  residing  in  the 
political  division  for  which  the  nomination  is  sought  in  their  own  proper 
persons  only,  and  opposite  the  signature  of  each  signer,  his  residence 
address  shall  be  written  (and  if  a  resident  of  a  city  having  a  population 
of  over  10,000  by  the  then  last  preceding  federal  census,  the  street  and 
number  of  such  residence  shall  be  given).  At  the  bottom  of  each  sheet  of 
such  petition  shall  be  added  a  statement,  signed  by  an  adult  resident  of 
the  political  division  for  which  the  candidate  is  seeking  a  nomination, 
stating  his  residence  address  (and  if  a  resident  of  a  city  having  a  popula- 
tion of  over  10,000  by  the  then  last  preceding  federal  census,  also  stating 
the  street  and  number  of  such  residence)  certifying  that  the  signatures  on 
that  sheet  of  such  petition  were  signed  in  his  presence,  and  are  genuine, 
and  Uiat  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief  the  persons  so  signing 
were  at  the  time  of  signing  such  petition  qualified  voters  of  the  political 
party  for  which  a  nomination  is  soughf.  Such  statement  shall  be  sworn 
to  before  some  officer  of  the  county  in  which  the  person  making  such  state- 
ment resides,  authorized  to  administer  oaths  therein.

Whoever,  in  making  the  sworn  statement  above  prescribed,  shall  knowingly, 
wilfully,  and  corruptly  swear  falsely,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury 
and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  accordingly.  Whoever  forges 
the  name  of  a  signer  upon  any  petition  required  by  this  division  of  this 
Article,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  forgery,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  punished  accordingly. 

Petitions  of  candidates  for  nomination  for  offices  herein  specified,  to  be 
filed  with  the  same  officer,  may  contain  the  names  of  two  or  more  candi- 
dates of  the  same  political  party  for  the  same  or  different  offices. 

Sec.  97.  Such  petitions  for  nominations  shall  be  signed: 

(a)  If  for  a  State  office,  by  not  less  than  one  thousand  nor  more  than 
two  thousand  primary  electors  of  his  party. 

(b)  If  for  a  congressional  office,  by  at  least  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of 
the  qualified  primary  electors  of  his  party  in  his  congressional  district,  as 
the  case  may  be. 
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(c)  If  for  a  judicial  office,  by  at  least  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  of  the 
qualified  primary  electors  of  his  party  in  the  district  or  division  for  which 
the  nomination  is  made. 

(d)  If  for  a  senatorial  office,  by  at  least  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  of  the 
qualified  primary  electors  of  his  party  in  his  senatorial  district. 

(e)  If  for  a  county  office,  by  at  least  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
qualified  electors  of  his  party  cast  at  the  last  preceding  general  election  in 
his  county.  If  for  the  nomination  for  county  commissioner  of  Cook  County, 
then  by  at  least  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  qualified  primary  electors  of 
his  party.  In  his  county  in  the  district  or  diyision  in  which  such  person  is  a 
candidate  for  nomination. 

(f)  If  for  a. candidate  for  clerk  of  the  Appellate  Court,  by  at  least  one- 
half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  primary  electors  of  his  party  of  the  district. 

(g)  If  for  a  candidate  for  trustee  of  a  sanitary  district,  by  at  least 
one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  primary  electors  of  his  party,  from  such 
sanitary  district. 

(h)  If  for  a  City,  village  or  incorporated  town  office  to  be  filled  by  the 
electors  of  the  entire  city,  village  or  Incorporated  town,  by  at  least  one-half 
of  one  per  cent  of  the  qualified  primary  electors  of  his  party  In  the  city, 
village  or  incorporated  town;  if  for  alderman,  by  at  least  one-half  of  one 
per  cent  of  the  voters  of  his  party  of  his  ward. 

(i)  If  for  any  other  office,  by  at  least  ten  primary  electors  of  his  party 
of  the  district  or  division  for  which  the  nomination  Is  made. 

(j)  If  for  State  central  committeeman,  by  at  least  one  hundred  of  the 
primary  electors  of  his  party  of  his  congressional  district. 

(k)  If  for  senatorial  committeeman,  by  at  least  ten  of  the  primary 
electors  of  his  party  of  the  county  where  the  senatorial  district  is  co- 
extensive with  one  county  or  is  composed  of  more  than  one  county;  but  in 
case  the  senatorial  district  is  wholly  within  the  territorial  limits  of  one 
county,  or  partly  within  the  territorial  limits  of  one  county,  and  partly 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  another  county,  then  such  petition  shall  be 
signed  by  at  least  ten  (10)  of  the  primary  electors  of  his  party  of  his  senato- 
rial district. 

(1)  If  for  a  candidate  for  ward  committeeman,  by  at  least  one-half  of 
one  per  cent  of  the  primary  electors  of  his  party  of  his  ward. 

(m)  If  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  national  nominating  conven- 
tions, by  one-half  of  one  per  cent,  of  the  primary  electors  of  his  party  of  the 
congressional  district,  or  if  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  at  large,  by  at 
least  five  hundred  (500)  primary  electors  of  his  party  In  the  State. 

Sec.  98.  Any  candidate  for  President  of  the  United  States  may  have  his 
name  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  of  his  political  party  by  filing  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  more  than  sixty  and  not  less  than  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  general  primary  in  any  year  in  which  electors 
for  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  are  to  be  voted  for,  a 
petition  signed  by  not  less  than  three  thousand  and  not  more  than  five 
thousand  primary  electors,  members  of  and  affiliated  with  the  party  of  which 
he  is  a  candidate,  and  no  candidate  for  President  of  the  United  States  who 
fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof  shall  have  his  name  printed  on 
any  primary  ballot.  The  vote  for  President  of  the  United  States  as  herein 
provided  for,  shall  be  for  the  sole  purpose  of  securing  an  expression  of  the 
sentiment  and  will  of  the  party  voters  with  respect  to  candidates  for  nomina- 
tion for  such  office,  and  the  vote  of  the  State  at  large  shall  be  taken  and 
considered  as  advisory  to  the  delegates  at  large  and  alternate  delegates  at 
large  to  the  national  nominating  conventions  of  the  respective  political 
parties,  and  the  vote  of  the  respective  congressional  districts  shall  be  taken 
and  considered  as  advisory  to  the  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  of  such 
congressional  districts  to  the  national  conventions  of  the  respective  political 
parties. 

Sec.  99.  All  petitions  for  nomination  shall  be  filed  as  follows: 

(1)  Where  the  nomination  is  to  be  made  for  a  State,  congressional,  sena- 
torial, judicial  or  appellate  court  office,  or  for  any  office  a  nomination  for 
which  is  made  for  a  territorial  division  or  district  which  comprises  more 
than  one  county  or  is  partly  in  one  county  and  partly  in  another  county  or 
counties,  then  such  petition  for  nomination  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
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Secretary  of  State  not  more  than  sixty  and  not  less  than  forty  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  primary. 

(2)  Where  the  nomination  is  to  be  made  for  a  county  office,  (except 
clerk  of  the  Appellate  Court  of  the  First  District),  trustee  of  a  sanitary 
district  or  ward  committeeman,  then  such  petition  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk  not  more  than  sixty  nor  less  than  forty  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  primary. 

(3)  Where  the  nomination  is  to  be  made  for  an  office  to  be  filled  by  the 
electors  of  an  entire  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  including  aldermen, 
such  petitions  for  nomination  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city,  village  or 
incorporated  town  clerk  not  more  than  thirty  nor  less  than  twenty  days  prior 
to  the  date  of  the  primary. 

(4)  The  petition  of  candidates  for  State  Central  Committeeman  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  more  than  sixty  and  not  less 
than  forty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary. 

(5)  The  petition  of  candidates  for  senatorial  committeemen  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  not  more  than  sixty  and  not  less  than 
forty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary. 

(6)  The  Secretary  of  State  and  the  various  clerks  with  whom  such 
petitions  for  nominations  are  filed  shall  endorse  thereon  the  day  and  hour 
on  which  each  petition  was  filed. 

(7)  Any  person  for  whom  a  petition  for  nomination  or  for  committee- 
man has  been  filed  may  cause  his  name  to  be  withdrawn  by  request  in  writ- 
ing, signed  by  him  and  duly  acknowledged  before  an  officer  qualified  to  take 
acknowledgments  of  deeds,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
not  less  than  thirty-five  days  or  with  the  proper  clerk  not  less  than  twenty 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary,  and  no  names  so  withdrawn  shall  be 
certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  county  clerk,  or  printed  on  the 
primary  ballot. 

(8)  The  petition  of  candidates  for  delegate  and  alternate  delegate  to 
hational  nominating  conventions  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  not  more  than  sixty  and  not  less  than  forty  days  prior  to  the 
primary. 

Sec.  100.  Each  person  seeking  to  be  elected  as  delegate  or  alternate  dele- 
gate to  the  national  nominaing  convention  of  his  party  shall  file,  along  with 
his  nominating  petition,  a  statement  in  writing  signed  by  him  in  which  he 
shall  state  the  name  of  the  candidate  of  his  choice  for  nomination  for  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  may  file  a  statement  to  the 
effect  that  he  has  no  preference  for  candidates  for  President  of  the  United 
States.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  not  permit  a  petition  of  a  candidate  for 
delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  the  national  nominating  convention  to  be 
filed  unless  accompanied  by  such  statement.  Any  candidate  for  President  of 
the  United  States  for  whom  a  preference  is  stated  by  any  candidate  for 
delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  a  nominating  convention,  may,  at  any  time 
after  the  filing  of  such  petition  and  before  the  name  of  such  candidate  for 
delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  a  national  nominating  convention  is  certified 
to  the  various  county  clerks  for  printing,  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  an  instrument  in  writing,  disavowing  the  candidacy  of  the  person 
who  has  so  filed  a  nominating  petition  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to 
a  national  nominating  convention  and  in  case  such  candidate  for  President 
of  the  United  States  shall  disavow  the  candidacy  of  the  candidate  for  dele- 
gate or  alternate  delegate,  as  aforesaid,  the  name  of  such  candidate  for 
delegate  or  alternate  so  disavowed  shall  not  be  certified  to  the  various  county 
clerks  for  printing  upon  the  official  primary  ballot. 

Sec.  101.  Not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary  the 
Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  the  names 
of  all  candidates  for  President  of  the  United  States,  and  of  all  candidates  for 
members  of  the  State  central  committee  and  of  all  candidates  for  delegates 
and  alternate  delegates  to  national  nominating  conventions,  and  of  all  candi- 
dates for  nomination  for  all  offices,  as  specified  in  the  petitions  for  nomina- 
tion on  file  in  his  office,  which  are  to  be  voted  for  In  such  county,  stating  in 
such  certificate  the  political  affiliation  of  each  candidate  for  nomination  or 
for  committeemen,  as  specified  in  such  petition. 
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The  Secretary  of  State  shall,  in  his  certificate  to  the  county  clerk,  certify 
to  such  county  clerk  the  names  of  the  offices  and  the  names  of  the  candidates 
in  the  order  in  which  such  offices  and  such  names  (except  the  names  of  can- 
didates for  State  offices),  shall  appear  upon  the  primary  ballot,  such  names 
(except  the  names  of  candidates  for  State  offices),  to  appear  in  the  order  in 
which  petitions  shall  have  been  filed  In  his  office,  except  as  otherwise  herein 
provided. 

The  names  of  candidates  for  State  offices  shall  be  certified  in  the  manner 
following:  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each 
county  of  each  and  every  senatorial  district,  beginning  with  the  first  sena- 
torial district,  the  names  of  candidates  for  State  offices  in  the  order  in  which 
such  names  shall  appear  upon  the  official  primary  ballot,  in  each  and  every 
precinct  of  such  senatorial  district.  In  making  his  certificate  to  the  county 
clerk  of  the  county  or  counties  in  which  the  first  senatorial  district  is 
located,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  to  such  county  clerk  or  county 
clerks  the  names  of  the  ofltees,  and  the  names  of  the  candidates  for  such 
offices  in  alphabetical  order  of  Uie  first  letters  of  the  surname  of  such  candi- 
dates. In  certifying  the  names  of  candidates  for  State  offices  to  the  county 
clerk  or  county  clerks  of  the  counties  composing  the  second  senatorial  dis- 
trict, the  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  the  name  of  the  candidate  under 
each  office  as  first  which  was  second  in  the  first  senatorial  district,  and  the 
name  of  the  candidate  which  was  first  in  the  first  senatorial  district  shall  be 
certified  as  last  in  the  second  senatorial  district  In  certifying  the  names  of 
candidates  for  State  offices  to  the  county  clerk  or  county  clerks  of  the  counties 
composing  the  third  senatorial  district,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify 
the  name  of  the  candidate  under  each  office  as  first  which  was  second  in  the 
second  senatorial  district,  and  the  name  of  the  candidate  which  was  first  in 
the  second  senatorial  district  shall  be  certified  as  last  in  the  third  senatorial 
district.  The  same  procedure  shall  be  followed  by  the  Secretary  of  State  in 
certifying  the  names  of  candidates  for  State  offices  to  the  several  county^ 
clerks  of  the  several  senatorial  districts  of  the  State,  the  intent  being  that* 
the  names  of  candidates  for  each  of  the  State  offices  shall  be  rotated  by  sena- 
torial districts. 

In  his  certificate  to  the  county  clerk,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall,  below 
the  name  of  each  candidate  for  delegate  and  alternate  delegate  to  National 
nominating  conventions,  insert  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  President  of 
the  United  States  for  whom  such  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  has  specified 
his  choice  in  accordance  with  his  statement  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  or,  in  case  such  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate 
has  not  indicated  any  choice,  or  preference,  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  his 
certificate,  under  the  name  of  Isuch  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  dele- 
gate shall  print  the  words  "No  preference." 

Not  less  than  twenty-eight  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary,  the 
county  clerk  shall  certify  to  the  board  of  election  commissioners,  if  there 
be  any  such  board  in  his  county,  the  names  of  all  candidates  so  certified  to 
him  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  together  with  the  list  of  the  names  of  all 
other  candidates  in  whose  behalf  petitions  have  been  filed  in  his  office,  and 
in  the  order  so  filed.  And  not  less  than  twenty-eight  days  prior  to  the  date 
ol^  the  primary  the  city,  village  or  Incorporated  town  clerk,  as  the  case  may 
be,  shall  also  certify  to' such  board  the  names  of  all  candidates  in  whose 
behalf  petitions  have  been  filed  in  the  office  of  such  city,  village  or  incor- 
porated town  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  In  the  order  so  filed. 

Sec.  102.  At  least  twenty-three  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  general  pri- 
mary the  senatorial  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  meet  and,  by 
resolution  fix  and  determine  the  number  of  candidates  to  be  nominated  by 
their  party  at  the  primary  for  Representatives  in  the  General  Assembly.  A 
copy  of  such  resolution,  duly  certified  by  the  chairman  and  attested  by  the 
secretary  of  the  committee,  shall  within  five  days  thereafter  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  each 
county  in  the  senatorial  district. 

Sec.  103.  In  cities  which  have  adopted  minority  representation  in  the 
city  council,  the  city  central  committee  shall,  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  primary,  by  resolution,  fix  and  determine  the  number  of  candi- 
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dates  for  aldermen  in  each  of  the  wards  of  their  city  to  he  nominated  by 
their  party  at  the  primary  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  city  offices. 

A  copy  of  such  resolution,  duly  certified  by  the  chairman  and  attested 
by  the  secretary,  shall,  within  two  days  thereafter,  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  city  clerk. 

Sec.  104.  Nothing  in  this  division  of  this  article  shall  be  construed  to 
refer  to  or  affect  the  nomination  of  candidates  in  cities  which  have  adopted 
the  "Commission  Form  of  Municipal  Oovernment" 

(b)  By  conventions,  caucus,  or  meeting  and  hy  petition. 

Sec.  105.  Any  convention  of  delegates  and  any  caucus  or  meeting  of 
Qualified  voters,  as  hereinafter  defined,  may  nominate  candidates  for  political 
office,  other  than  candidates  required  to  be  nominated  at  a  primary  election, 
whose  names  shall  be  placed  upon  the  ballots  to  be  furnished  and  provided 
at  public  expense  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  106.  Any  convention  of  delegates,  caucus  or  meeting  representing  a 
political  party  which  at  the  general  election  next  preceding  polled  at  least 
two  per  cent  of  the  entire  vote  cast  in  the  State,  or  in  the  electoral  district 
or  division  thereof,  or  the  municipality  for.  which  the  nomination  is  made, 
may  for  the  State,  or  for  the  electoral  district  or  division  thereof,  or  munici- 
pality for  which  the  convention,  caucus  or  meeting  is  held,  as  the  case  meiy 
be,  by  causing  a  certificate  of  nomination  to  be  duly  filed,  make  one  such 
nomination  for  each  office  therein  to  be  filled  at  the  election,  except  for 
offices,  candidates  for  which  are  required  to  be  nominated  at  a  primary 
election. 

Sec.  107.  Nomination  of  candidates  for  any  office  to  be  filled  by  the  voters 
of  the  State  at  large  may  also  be  made  by  nomination  papers  signed  in  the 
aggregate  for  such  candidate  by  not  less  than  1,000  qualified  voters  of  the 
State.  Nominations  of  candidates  for  office  within  any  district  or  political 
division  less  than  the  State,  and  in  all  cities  having  a  population  in  excess* 
of  5,000,  may  be  made  by  nomination  papers  signed  in  the  aggregate  for 
each  candidate  by  qualified  voters  of  such  district  or  political  division,  not 
less  than  one  for  each  fifty  persons  who  voted  at  the  next  preceding  general 
election  in  such  district  or  division,  but  in  no  case  by  less  than  twenty-five. 
In  elections  to  be  held  in  a  town,  village,  precinct  or  ward,  and  in  all  cities 
with  a  population  not  exceeding  5,000,  the  signatures  of  voters  thereof  equal- 
ing 5  per  cent  of  the  vote  cast  therein  at  the  last  preceding  election  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  nomination  of  a  candidate  who  is  to  be  voted  for  only  in 
such  town,  village,  precinct,  ward  or  city.  Each  voter  signing  a  nomination 
paper  shall  add  to  his  signature  his  place  of  residence,  and  each  voter  may 
subscribe  to  one  nomination  for  each  office  to  be  filled,  and  no  more.  The 
name  of  any  candidate  whose  name  may  appear  in  any  other  place  upon  the 
ballot,  shall  not  be  added  by  petition  for  the  same  office. 

Sec.  108.  All  petitions  for  nomination  of  candidates  for  public  office  in 
this  State,  shall,  in  addition  to  other  requirements  provided  by  law,  be  as 
follows:  Such  petitions  shall  consist  of  sheets  of  uniform  size  and  each 
sheet  shall  contain,  above  the  space  for  signatures,  an  appropriate  heading, 
giving  the  information  as  to  name  of  candidate  or  candidates,  in  whose  be- 
half such  petition  Is  signed;  the  office,  the  party  or  political  principle,  place 
of  residence  and  such  other  information  or  wording  as  required  to  make 
same  valid,  and  the  heading  of  each  sheet  shall  be  the  same.  Such  petition 
shall  be  signed  by  the  qualified  voter  in  their  own  proper  person  only,  and 
opposite  the  signature  of  each  signer  his  residence  address  shall  be  written 
(and  if  a  resident  of  a  city  having  a  population  of  over  10,000  by  the  then 
last  preceding  Federal  census,  the  street  and  number  of  such  residence  shall 
be  given).  No  signature  shall  be  valid  or  be  counted  in  considering  the 
validity  or  sufficiency  of  such  petition  unless  the  requirements  of  this  section 
are  complied  with.  At  the  bottom  of  each  sheet  of  such  petition  shall  be 
added  a  statement,  signed  by  an  adult  resident  of  the  political  division  for 
which  the  candidate  is  nominated,  stating  his  residence  address  (and  if  a 
resident  of  a  city  having  a  population  of  over  10,000  by  the  then  last  preced- 
ing Federal  census,  also  stating  the  street  and  number  of  such  residence), 
certifying  that  the  signatures  on  that  sheet  of  such  petition  were  signed  in 
his  presence  and  are  genuine;  and  that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and 
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belief  the  persons  so  signing  were  at  the  time  of  signing  such  petition  quail- 
fled  voters  (and  In  cities,  villages  and  Incorporated  towns  In  which  voters 
are  or  may  be  required  to  be  registered,  that  they  were  also  at  the  time  of 
signing  such  petition  duly  registered  voters)  of  the  political  division  for 
which  the  candidate  is  nominated,  and  that  their  respective  residences  are 
correctly  stated  therein.  Such  statement  shall  be  sworn  to  before  some 
officer  of  the  county  in  which  the  person  making  such  statement  resides, 
authorized  to  administer  oaths  therein.  Such  sheets,  before  being  filed, 
shall  be  neatly  fastened  together  in  book  form,  by  placing  the  sheets  in  a 
pile  and  fastening  them  together  at  one  edge  in  a  secure  and  suitable  man- 
ner, and  the  sheets  shall  then  be  numbered  consecutively.  The  sheets  shall 
not  be  fastened  by  pasting  them  together  end  to  end,  so  as  to  form  a  con- 
tinuous strip  or  roll.  Such  petition,  when  filed,  sAiall  not  be  withdrawn  or 
added  to,  and  no  signature  shall  be  revoked  except  by  revocation  filed  in 
writing  with  the  clerk  with  whom  the  petition  is  required  to  be  filed,  and 
before  the  filing  of  such  petition.  Whoever,  in  making  the  sworn  statement 
above  pescribed,  shall  knowingly,  wilfully  and  corruptly  swear  falsely,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished 
accordingly.  Whoever  forges  any  name  of  a  signer  upon  any  petition  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  forgery,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished 
accordingly.  The  word  "petition,"  or  "petition  for  nomination,"  as  used 
herein,  shall  mean  what  is  sometimes  known  as  nomination  papers,  in  dis- 
tinction to  what  is  known  as  a  certificate  of  nomination.  The  words  "political 
division  for  which  the  candidate  Is  nominated,"  or  its  equivalent,  shall  mean 
the  largest  political  division  in  which  all  qualified  voters  may  vote  upon 
each  candidate,  as  the  State  in  the  case  of  State  officers;  the  town  in  the 
case  of  town  officers,  et  cetera.  Any  person  who  has  already  voted  at  a 
primary  election  held  to  nominate  a  candidate  or  candidates  for  any  office 
or  offices,  to  be  voted  upon  at  any  certain  election,  shall  not  be  qualified  to 
sign  a  petition  for  nomination  for  a  candidate  or  candidates  for  the  same 
office  or  offices,  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  same  certain  election. 

Sec.  109.  Each  certificate  of  nomination  and  each  nomination  paper 
shall  specify: 

(1)  The  name  of  the  candidate  or  candidates  nominated. 

(2)  The  place  of  residence,  with  the  street  and  number  thereof,  if 
any,  of  each  candidate  nominated. 

(3)  The  office  to  which  he  is  nominated. 

(4)  The  party  or  political  principle  which  he  represents,  expressed  in 
not  more  than  five  words. 

(5)  In  the  case  of  electors  of  President  and  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States,  the  names  of  the  candidates  for  president  and  vice-president 
may  be  added  to  the  party  or  political  appellation. 

(6)  Each  certificate  of  nomination  shall.  In  addition  to  the  above 
requirements,  be  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  and  by  the  secretary  of  the 
convention,  caucus  or  meeting,  who  shall  add  to  their  signature  their  places 
of  residence.  Such  certificates  shall  be  sworn  to  by  them  to  be  true  to  the 
best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  and  a  certificate  of  the  oath  shall  be 
added  to  the  certificate  of  nomination. 

Sec.  110.  Certificates  of  nomination  and  nomination  papers  for  the 
nomination  of  candidates  for  offices  to  be  filled  by  the  electors  of  the 
entire  State,  or  any  division  or  district  greater  than  a  county,  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  day 
of  election  for  which  the  candidates  are  nominated.  All  other  certificates 
for  the  nomination  of  candidates  shall, be  filed  with  the  county  clerk  of 
the  respective  counties  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  day  of  such 
election.  Certificates  of  nominatioii  and  nomination  papers  for  the  nomina- 
tion of  candidates  for  offices  in  cities,  villages  and  Incorporated  towns,  and 
for  town  offices  in  counties  under  township  organization  shall  be  filed  with 
the  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  or  town  clerk,  at  least  fifteen  days 
previous  to  the  day  of  such  election.  In  cities  having  a  population  of 
500,000  or  more  certificates  of  nomination  and  nomination  papers  for  the 
nomination  of  candidates  for  offices  In  such  cities  shall  be  filed  with  the 
city  clerk  of  such  cities  at  least  twenty-five  days  previous  to  the  day  of 
such  election. 
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(c)  Withdrawals,  Objections  and  Vacanciea, 
Sic.  111.  Any  person  whose  name  has  been  presented  as  a  candidate  or 
who  has  been  nominated  by  more  than  one  convention,  caucus  or  meeting 
of  qualified  voters,  may  cause  his  name  to  be  withdrawn  from  any  such 
nomination  by  his  request  in  writing,  signed  by  him  and  duly  acknowledged 
before  an  officer  qualified  to  take  acknowledgment  of  deeds,  and  filed  with 
the  Secretary  6f  State  not  less  than  twenty-five  days,  or  with  the  proper 
clerk  not  less  than  thirteen  days  previous  to  the  day  of  election,  and  no 
name  so  withdrawn  shall  be  printed  upon  the  ballots  under  the  party 
appellation  or  title  from  which  the  candidate  has  withdrawn  his  name. 
In  case  the  certificate  of  nomination  or  petition  or  certificate  of  a  primary 
canvassing  board  shall  contain  or  exhibit  the  name  of  any  candidate  for 
liny  office  upon  more  than  one  of  such  certificates  or  petitions  (for  the 
same  office),  then,  and  in  that  case  the  Secretary  of  State  or  proper  clerk, 
as  the  case  may  be,  shall  immediately  notify  such  candidate  of  such  fact, 
and  that  his  name  appears  unlawfully  upon  more  than  one  of  such  certifi- 
cates or  petitions,  and  that  within  three  days  from  the  receipt  of  such 
notification,  such  candidate  must  elect  as  to  which  of  such  political  party 
appellation  or  groups  he  desires  his  name  to  appear  and  remain  under 
upon  such  ballot,  and  if  such  candidate  refuses,  fails  or  neglects  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  herein,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  Secretary  of  State 
or  proper  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  not  permit  the  name  of  such 
candidate  to  appear,  or  be  printed  or  placed  upon  such  ballot  under  any  or 
either  of  such  political  party  appellations  or  groups.  All  certificates  of 
nomination  and  nomination  papers,  when  filed,  shall  be  open,  under  proper 
regulation,  to  public  inspection,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  several 
clerks  having  charge  of  nomination  papers  shall  preserve  the  same  in  their 
respective  offices  not  less  than  six  months. 

Seo.  112.  Vacancies  upon  the  ticket  caused  by  death,  declination  of 
the  nomination,  or  otherwise,  may  be  filled  as  follows: 

(1)  In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  where  a  candidate  is  nominated  at  a 
primary,  or  at  a  convention,  caucus  or  meeting,  by  the  managing  com- 
mittee of  the  respective  political  party  for  the  territorial  area  In  which 
such  vacancy  occurs. 

(2)  In  case  of  a  vacancy  where  a  candidate  is  named  by  a  nominating 
petition,  by  the  original  petitioners. 

The  certificate  of  nomination  made  to  supply  such  vacancy  shall  state, 
in  addition  to  the  other  facts  required,  the  name  of  the  original  nominee, 
the  date  of  his  death  or  declination  or  noinination,  or  the  fact  that  the 
former  nomination  has  been  held  insufficient  or  inoperative,  and  the 
measures  taken  for  filling  a  vacancy,  and  it  shall  be  signed  and  sworn  to 
by  the  presiding  officer  and  secretary  of  the  convention,  or  caucus,  or  by 
the  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  duly«  authorized  committee,  as  the  case 
may  be. 

Sec.  113.  The  certificate  of  nomination  or  nomination  papers  having 
been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  in  the  office  of  the 
proper  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  valid  unless 
objection  thereto  is  duly  made  in  writing  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  Statq,  or  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  twenty-five  days,  or 
in  the  office  of  any  other  clerk,  twelve  days  before  the  day  of  the  election. 
In  case  objections  are  filed  to  certificates  of  nomination  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  such  objections  shall  be  heard  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  Auditor  and  Attorney  General,  acting  as  a  board.  In  case  objec- 
tions are  filed  to  certificates  of  nomination  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk,  such  objections  shall  be  heard  by  the  county  Judge,  the  State's 
attorney  and  county  clerk,  acting  as  a  board. 

Objections  or  questions  arising  in  the  case  of  nominations  of  city, 
village  or  Incorporated  town  officers  shall  be  considered  by  the  mayor  or 
president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  the  city,  village  or  incorporated 
town  clerk,  with  whom  one  alderman  or  trustee  thereof,  as  the  case  may 
be,  chosen  by  lot,  shall  act,  as  a  board.  In  cities  having  a  board  of  election 
commissioners,  such  questions  shall, be  considered  by  such  board. 
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Such  objections  arising  in  the  case  of  nominations  of  town  cheers 
shall  be  considered  by  the  board  of  auditors  of  such  town. 

In  any  case  in  which  objections  are  filed  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
officer  with  whom  such  objections  are  filed  to  fix  a  day  upon  which  such 
objections  will  be  heard,  and  to  give  notice  in  writing  forthwith  to  the 
candidate  or  candidates  affected  thereby,  addressed  to  his  or  their  place 
or  places  of  residence  as  given  in  the  certificate  of  nomination  and  stating 
the  time  and  place  when  and  where  such  objections  will  be  considered. 
The  decision  of  a  majority  of  each  such  board  shall  be  final.  If  the  board 
shall  find  that  the  certificate  of  nomination  is  insufficient  or,  inoperative, 
then  the  vacancy  thus  occasioned  shall  be  filled  as  hereinbefore  provided 
by  this  Act 

Sec.  114.  When  such  certificate  is  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  he 
shall,  in  certifying  nominations  to  the  various  county  clerks,  insert  the 
name  of  the  person  who  has  been  thus  nominated  to  fill  a  vacancy  in 
place  of  the  original  nominee,  and  in  the  event  that  he  has  already  sent 
forward  his  certificate,  he  shall  forthwith  certify  to  the  clerks  of  the 
proper  counties  the  name  and  description  of  the  person  so  nominated  to 
fill  a  vacancy,  the  office  he  is  nominated  for,  with  other  details  mentioned 
in  certificates  of  nominations  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  in 
cases  where  such  clerk  is  not  charged  by  this  Act,  with  the  printing  of 
the  ballots,  he  shall  immediately  certify  the  name  so  supplied  to  the 
authorities  charged  with  the  printing  of  the  ballots.  The  name  so  supplied 
for  the  vacancy  shall,  if  the  ballots  are  not  already  printed,  be  placed 
on  the  ballots  in  place  of  the  name  of  the  original  nominee,  or  if  the 
ballots  have  been  printed,  new  ballots,  whenever  practicable,  shall  be 
furnished. 

Ssc.  115.  Whenever  it  may  not  be  practicable  to  have  new  ballots 
printed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  election  officer  having  charge  of  the 
ballots,  to  place  the  name  supplied  for  the  vacancy  upon  each  ballot  issued 
before  delivering  it  to  the  voter;  the  name  so  supplied  may  be  placed 
upon  the  ballots  either  by  affixing  a  paster  or  by  writing  or  stamping 
the  name  on  the  ballot;  and  to  enable  this  to  be  done  the  officer  with 
whom  the  certificates  of  nomination  are  to  be  filed  shall  immediately 
furnish  the  name  of  such  substitute  nominee  to  all  judges  of  election 
within  the  territory  in  which  such  nominee  may  be  a  candidate. 

Sec.  116.  Not  less  than  fifteen  days  before  an  election  to  fill  any  public 
office,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county 
within  which  any  of  the  electors  may  by  law  vote  for  candidates  for  such 
office,  the  name  and  description  of  each  person  nominated  for  such  office, 
as  specified  in  the  certificates  of  nomination,  or  by  the  certificates  of  the 
State  primary  canvassing  bocurd,  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State. 

In  making  his  certificate  to  the  several  county  clerks,  where  the  name 
of  more  than  one  candidate  has  been  nominated  by  the  same  political 
party  for  any  given  office,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  certify  the  names  of  such  candidates  in  the  manner  following,  to  wit: 
The  name  of  the  candidate  of  such  party  for  such  office  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes  in  the  primary  election  as  a  candidate  for  such 
office,  as  shown  "by  the  official  returns  on  file  in  his  office  shall  be  certified 
first  under  the  name  of  such  office  and  the  names  of  the  remaining  candi- 
dates of  such  party  for  such  office  shall  follow  in  the  order  of  the  number 
of  votes  received  by  them,  respectively,  at  the  primary  election,  determined 
by  officisJ  returns  on  file  as  aforesaid.  The  names  of  candidates  of  any 
group  of  petitioners  shall  be  certified  to  the  several  county  clerks  in  the 
order  in  which  such  names  appear  on  the  petitions  on  file  in  his  office. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

BAIXOT  BOXES,  BOOTHS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

Sec.  117.  There  shall  be  for  each  voting  precinct  or  election  district 
one  or  more  suitable  ballot  boxes,  with  secure  locks  and  keys,  each  of  which 
ballot  boxes  shall  have  an  opening  in  the  lid  not  larger  than  is  sufficient  to 
admit  a  single  closed  ballot  to  be  inserted  therein  at  one  time  and  through 
which  each  ballot  voted  shall  be  put  into  the  box. 
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Sec.  118.  Proper  blanks,  poll  books*  tally  sheets,  return  blanks  and  other 
necessary  supplies,  blanks  and  stationery  shall  be  furnished  for  each  voting 
precinct  and  election  district  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Judges  of  election 
at  least  forty-eight  hours  before  any  election  or  primary  election  is  to  be  held. 

Sxa  119.  All  officers  upon  whom  Is  imposed  by  law  the  duty  of  designat- 
ing or  providing  polling  places  shall  provide  in  each  polling  place  so  desig- 
nated or  provided  a  sufficient  number  of  booths,  which  shall  be  provided  with 
such  supplies  and  conveniences,  including  shelves,  pens,  penholders,  ink,  blot- 
ters and  pencils,  as  will  enable  the  voter  to  prepare  his  ballot  for  voting,  and 
In  which  voters  may  prepare  their  ballots  screened  from  all  observation  as  to 
the  manner  in  which  they  do  so;  and  the  guard-rail  shall  be  so  constructed 
and  placed  that  only  such  persons  as  are  Inside  such  rail  can  approach 
within  six  feet  of  the  ballot  box  and  of  such  voting  booths.  The  arrange- 
ment shall  be  such  that  the  voting  booths  can  only  be  reached  by  passing 
within  such  guard-rail.  They  shall  be  'within  plain  view  of  the  election 
officers;  and  both  they  and  the  ballot  boxes  shall  be  within  plain  view  of 
those  outside  of  the  guard-rail.  Each  of  such  booths  shall  have  three  sides 
enclosed,  one  side,  in  front,  to  be  closed  with  a  curtain.  Each  side  of  each 
booth  shall  be  six  feet  four  Inches,  and  the  curtain  shall  extend  within  two 
feet  of  the  floor,  which  shall  be  closed  while  the  voter  is  preparing  his 
ballot  Each  booth  shall  be  at  least  32  Inches  square,  and  shall  contain  a 
shelf  at  least  one  foot  wide,  at  a  convenient  height  for  writing.  No  person 
other  than  the  election  officers  and  the  challengers  allowed  by  law,  and  those 
admitted  for  the  purpose  of  voting,  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  per- 
mitted within  the  guard-rail,  except  by  authority  of  the  election  officers  to 
keep  order  and  enforce  the  law.  The  number  of  such  voting  booths  shall 
not  be  less  than  one  to  every  75  voters  or  fraction  thereof  who  voted  at  the 
last  preceding  election  in  the  voting  precinct  or  election  district. 

This  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  election  of  trustees  of  schools,  school 
directors,  members  of  boards  of  education,  and  officers  of  road  districts  in 
counties  not  under  township  organization. 

Sec.  120.  The  ballot  boxes  shall  be  delivered  to  and  kept  by  the  Judges 
of  election,  and  by  them  kept  and  delivered  over  to  their  successors. 

Sec.  121.  The  expense  of  providing  polling  places,  voting  booths,  supplies 
and  stationery  therefor,  guard-rails,  tables,  chairs,  desks  and  other  furniture 
for  the  polling  place  shall  be  paid  as  follows: 

(1)  By  the  county,  in  case  of  a  general  or  special  State  and  county 
election,  or  judicial  election^  and  primaries  to  nominate  candidates  to  be 
voted  thereat; 

(2)  By  the  city,  village  or  Incorporated  town,  in  the  case  of  a  city, 
village  or  incorporated  town  election  and  primaries  to  nominate  candidates 
to  be  voted  thereat; 

(3)  By  the  town  or  road  district  in  the  case  of  town  or  road  district 
elections  held  at  times  other  than  when  a  general  primary  is  held. 

(4)  By  the  county  and  town  or  road  district  in  case  town  or  toad  district 
elections  and  the  general  primary  election  are  held  on  the  same  day,  the 
expense  thereof  being  equally  divided  between  Ihe  county  and  the  town  or 
road  district 

ARTICLE    DC. 

BALLOTS,   STATIONEBY  AND  INSTRUCTIONS. 

(a)  Ballots  for  Elections  and  Primaries — How  Furnished. 

Sec.  122.  In  all  elections  hereafter  held  In  this  State  for  public  officers, 
and  at  primary  elections  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  public  office 
(except  for  the  election  of  trustees  of  schools,  school  directors,  members  of 
boards  of  education  and  officers  of  road  districts  in  counties  not  under  town- 
ship organization)  the  voting  shall  be  by  ballots  printed  and  distributed  at 
public  expense,  and  no  other  ballots  shall  be  used. 

Sec.  123.  The  printing  and  delivery  of  the  ballots,  including  primary 
election  ballots,  and  cards  of  instructions,  to  voters,  hereinafter  described, 
shall.  In  municipal  elections  In  cities,  villages  and  incorporated  towns,  be 
paid  for  by  the  several  cities,  villages  and  Incorporated  towns  respectively, 
and  in  towns  elections  by  the  town,  and  In  all  other  elections.  Including 
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primary  elections,  the  printing  of  the  ballots  and  cards  of  instructions  for 
the  voters  in  each  county  and  the  delivery  of  them  to  the  several  voting 
precincts  and  election  districts  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  several  counties 
respectively. 

Sec.  124.  Where,  at  any  election  or  primary  election  at  which  women 
vote,  the  ballot  furnished  to  mslle  voters  contains  the  names  of  candidates 
for  whom,  or  constitutional  amendments  or  other  public  measures  upon 
which,  women  are  ineligible  to  vote,  separate  ballots  shall  be  provided  for 
women  containing  the  names  of  candidates  for  whom,  and  the  public  meas- 
ures upon  which,  women  are  eligible  to  vote. 

(b)  Provisions  Specially  Applicable  to  Ballots  for  Primary  Elections, 

Sec.  125.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county 
to  cause  to  be  printed  upon  the  primary  ballot  of  each  party  for  each  precinct 
in  his  county  the  name  of  each^  candidate  whose  petition  for  nomination  has 
been  filed  in  the  office  of  the  counly  clerk  as  herein  provided,  and  also  the 
name  of  each  candidate  whose  name  has  been  certified  to  his  office  by  the 
Secretary  of  State,  and  in  the  order  so  certified. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk,  as  the 
case  may  be,  to  cause  to  be  printed  upon  the  pximary  ballot  of  each  political 
party  for  each  precinct  in  this  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  as  the  case 
may  be,  the  name  of  each  candidate  whose  petition  for  nomination  has  been 
filed  in  his  office,  as  herein  provided,  and  which  is  to  be  voted  for  in  such 
precinct. 

Sec.  126.  The  primary  ballot  of  each  political  party  shall  be  separately 
printed  upon  paper  of  uniform  quality,  texture  and  size,  but  the  primary 
ballot  of  no  two  political  parties  shall  be  of  the  same  color  or  tint. 

The  clerk,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  cause  to  be  printed  the  primary 
ballot,  shall,  at  least  fifteen  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary,  post  in  a 
conspicuous  place  in  his  office  an  announcement  of  the  color  of  the  primary 
ballots  of  the  respective  parties,  and,  in  the  case  of  the  county  clerk,  shall 
also  publish  such  announcement  for  at  least  one  week  in  at  least  three  news- 
papers of  general  circulation  in  the  county.  In  the  case  of  the  city  clerk, 
such  publication  shall  be  made  at  least  one  week  in  three  newspapers  printed 
and  published  in  the  city,  if  there  be  three  newspapers  printed  and  published 
In  such  city. 

Sec.  127.  The  primary  ballot  of  each  political  party  for  each  precinct 
shall  be  arranged  and  printed  substantially  in  the  manner  following: 

(1)  At  the  top  of  the  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  large  capital  letters, 
words  designating  the  ballot — if  a  Republican  ballot,  the  designating  words 
shall  be  "Republican  Primary  Ballot" ;  if  a  Democratic  ballot  the  designating 
words  shall  be  "Democratic  Primary  Ballot";  and  in  like  manner  for  each 
political  party. 

(2)  Beginning  not  less  than  one  inch  below  the  designating  words,  the 
name  of  each  office  to  be  filled  shall  be  printed  in  capital  letters  and  in  the 
following  order,  to  wit:  President  of  the  United  States,  State  offices,  congres- 
sional offices,  senatorial  offices,  judicial  offices,  clerks  of  the  appellate  courts, 
members  of  the  State  centtal  committee,  senatorial  committee,  trustees  of 
sanitary  districts,  county  offices,  city  and  village  offices,  town  offices,  or  of 
such  of  the  offices  as  candidates  are  to  be  nominated  for  at  such  primary, 
and  ward  committeemen. 

Below  the  name  of  each  office  shall  be  printed  in  small  letters  the  names 
of  all  candidates,  arranged  in  the  order  in  which  their  petitions  for  nomina- 
tions are  filed,  for  the  nomination  for  such  offices  which  are  entitled  to  be 
placed  upon  the  respective  party  primary  ballot  Below  the  name  of  each 
candidate  for  delegate  and  alternate  delegate  to  national  nomination  conven- 
tions shall  be  printed  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  President  of  the  United 
States  for  whom  such  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  has  expressed  a  prefer- 
ence, or  if  no  choice  has  been  expressed  shall  be  printed  the  words  "No 
preference."  The  names  of  all  candidates  upon  the  primary  ballot  shall  be 
printed  in  a  column.  Immediately  opposite  and  in  front  of  the  name  of  each 
candidate  shall  be  printed  a  square  and  all  squares  upon  the  primary  ballot 
shall  be  of  a  uniform  size.  Spaces  between  the  names  of  candidates  under 
each  office  shall  be  uniform  and  sufficient  spaces  shall  separate  the  names  of 
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candidates  for  one^  office  from  the  names  of  candidates  for  another  office,  to 
avoid  confusion. 

(3)  Except  in  precincts  in  cities  having  a  population  of  200,000  or 
over,  at  the  bottom  of  the  primary  ballot  and  under  the  heading  "For 
precinct  committeeman,"  a  space  sufficiently  large  shall  be  left  in  which 
the  primary  electors  may  write  or  attach  the  name  of  one  primary  elector 
of  his  party  In  the  precinct  as  his  choice  for  precinct  committeeman.  No 
square  need  be  placed  in  front  of  the  name  of  the  person  voted  for  for 
precinct  committeeman.  ' 

Sec.  128.  On  the  back  or  outside  of  the  primary  ballot  of  each  precinct, 
so  as  to  appear  when  folded,  shall  be  printed  the  words  "Primary  ballot," 
followed  by  the  designation  of  the  precinct,  the  date  of  the  primary  and  a 
facsimile  of  the  signature  of  the  clerk  who  furnished  the  ballot. 

Sec.  129.  The  officer  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  cause  the  printing  of  the 
primary  ballots  shall,  not  less  than  five  days  prior  to  the  primary,  transmit 
or  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  primary  judges,  specimen  ballots  of  each 
political  party,  substantially  in  the  form  of  the  official  primary  ballots,  to 
be  used  at  the  primary,  which  specimen  ballot  shall  be  printed  upon  paper 
of  a  different  texture  and  color  from  the  official  primary  ballot,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  primary  judges  to  poet  not  less  than  five  of  each 
such  specimen  ballots  in  the  precinct,  one  of  each  such  specimen  ballots 
to  be  posted  at  the  polling  place. 

Sec.  130.  The  officer  so  charged  with  the  printing  of  primary  ballots 
shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  primary  judges  of  each  precinct  not  less 
than  twelve  hours  before  the  time  fixed  for  the  opening  of  the  polls,  the 
official  primary  ballots  of  each  political  party,  and  the  number  thereof  for 
each  political  party  in  each  precinct  shall  be  at  least  ten  per  cent  in  excess 
of  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  such  precinct  by  such  political  party  at  the 
last  precediug  election. 

Sec.  131.  The  official  primary  ballots  shall  be  put  in  separate  sealed 
packages  with  marks  on  the  outside  thereof  clearly  designating  the  pre- 
cinct for  which  they  are  intended,  and  the  number  of  ballots  enclosed  for 
each  political  party  and  a  receipt  thereof  shall  be  given  by  the  primary 
judge  to  whom  such  ballots  are  delivered,  which  receipt  shall  be  filed  by 
the  proper  clerk  in  his  office. 

Sec.  132.  The  officer  so  charged  with  the  printing  of  primary  ballots 
shall  provide  and  retain  in  his  office  until  after  the  primary  an  ample 
supply  of  extra  pHmary  ballots  for  each  political  party  in  each  precinct 
and  if  at  any  time  before  or  durlpg  the  primary,  ballots  of  any  precinct 
shall  be  lost,  destroyed  or  exhausted,  on  written  application  signed  by  the 
primary  judges  of  such  precinct,  or  any  of  them,  he  shall  immediately 
cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  primary  judges  such  supply  of  extra  ballots 
as  may  be  required. 

(o)  Bo,WoU  for  Election  of  Officers, 

Sec.  133.  The  names  of  all  candidates  to  be  voted  for  throughout  each 
election  district  or  precinct  shall  be  printed  on  one  ballot.  All  nominations 
of  any  political  party  or  group  of  petitioners  shall  be  placed  under  the 
party  appellation  or  title  of  such  party  or  group  as  designated  by  them 
in  their  certificates  of  nomination,  certificates  of  the  respective  primary 
canvassing  boards,  or  petitions,  or  if  none  be  designated,  then  under  some 
suitable  title,  and  the  ballot  shall  contain  no  other  names,  except  that  in 
case  of  electors  for  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States,  the 
names  of  the  candidates  for  President  and  Vice  President  may  be  added 
to  the  party  or  political  designation.  Words  calculated  to  aid  the  voter 
in  his  choice  of  candidates  or  to  answer  any  questions  submitted  to  vote 
may  be  added,  such  as,  "Vote  for  one,"  "Vote  for  three,"  "Yes,"  "No,"  or 
the  like.  On  the  back  or  outside  of  the  ballot,  so  as  to  appear  when  folded, 
shall  be  printed  the  words,  "Official  Ballot,"  followed  by  the  designation 
of  the  polling  place  for  which  the  ballot  is  prepared,  the  date  of  the  election 
and  a  fac  simile  of  the  signature  of  the  clerk  or  other  officer  who  has 
caused  the  ballots  to  be  printed.  The  ballots  shall  be  of  plain  white  paper, 
through  which  the  printing  or  writing  can  not  be  read.  The  party  appella- 
tion or  tiUe  shall  be  printed  in  capital  letters,  not  less  than  one-fourth  of 
an  inch  in  height  and  a  circle  one-half  inch  in  diameter  shall  be  printed 
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at  the  beginning  of  the  line  in  which  such,  appellation  or  title  is  printed. 
The  names  of  candidates  shall  be  printed  in  capital  letters  not  less  than 
.one-eighth  nor  more  than  one-fourth  of  an  inch  in  height,  and  at  the 
.  beginning  of  each  line  in  which  a  name  of  a  candidate  is  printed  a  square 
3hall  be  printed,  the  sides  of  which  shall  not  be  less  than  one-fourth  of  an 
inch  in  length.  The  list  of  candidates  of  the  several  parties  and  groups 
of  petitioners  shall  be  placed  in  separate  columns  on  the  ballot  in  such 
order  as  the  authorities  charged  with  the  printing  of  the  ballots  shall 
decide.  The  names  of  the  candidates  of  the  several  political  parties,  and 
groups  of  petitioners,  certified  by  the  SecreUry  of  State  to  the  several 
county  clerks,  shall  be  printed  by  the  county  clerk  of  the  proper  county  on 
the  official  ballot  in  the  order  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  Any 
county  clerk  refusing,  neglecting  oy  failing  to  print  on  the  official  ballot 
the  names  of  candidates  of  the  several  political  parties  in  the  order  certified 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  convic- 
tion shall  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  and 
imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  less  than  ten  days,  and  not  more  than 
thirty  days. 

Sec.  134.  As  nearly  as  practicable  the  ballot  shall  be  in  the  following 
form:

Sec.  135.  Whenever  a  constitutional  amendment  or  other  public  meas- 
ure is  proposed  to  be  voted  upon  by  the  people,  the  substance  of  such 
amendment  or  other  public  measure  shall  be  clearly  ii^dicated  on  a  separate 
ballot,  and  two  spaces  shall  be  left  upon  the  right  hand  margin  thereof* 
one  for  the  votes  favoring  the  amendment  or  public  measure,  to  be  desig- 
nated by  Uie  word  "yes,"  and  one  for  the  votes  opposing  the  amendment 
or  measure,  to  be  designated  by  the  word  "no,"  as  in  the  form  herein 
given:

The  elector  shall  designate  his  vote  by  a  cross  mark,  thus:  (X).  Such 
separate  ballot  shall  be  printed  on  paper  of  sufficient  size  so  that  when 
folded  once  it  shall  be  large  enough  to  contain  the  following  words,  which 
shall  be  printed  on  the  back:  "Ballot  for  Constitutional  Amendment,"  or 
the  name  of  any  and  all  public  measures  then  to  be  voted  on.  The  ballot 
shall  be  handed  to  the  elector  at  the  same  time  as  the  ballot  containing 
the  names  of  the  candidates,  and  returned  therewith  by  the  elector  to  the 
proper  officer  in  the  manner  described  in  this  Act  All  provisions  of  this 
Act  relating  to  ballots  shall  apply  to  this  separate  ballot. 

Sec.  136.  For  all  elections  to  which  this  Act  applies,  the  county  clerks, 
in  their  respective  counties,  shall  have  charge  of  the  printing  of  the  ballots 
for  all  general  elections,  and  shall  furnish  them  to  the  judges  of  election;  the 
city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk  shall  have  charge  thereof  and  furn- 
ish them  for  all  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  elections;  and  the  town 
clerk  in  counties  under  township  organization  shall  have  charge  thereof  and 
furnish  the  same  for  all  town  elections. 

Sec.  137.  Ballots  shall  be  printed  and  In  possession  of  the  office  charged 
with  their  distribution  at  least  two  days  before  the  election,  and  subject  to

the  iDBpection  of  candidates  and  their  agents.  If  any  mistakes  be  discovered, 
they  shall  be  corrected  without  delay.  The  officer  so  charged  with  the  print- 
ing of  the  ballots  shall  cause  to  be  delivered  to  the  judges  of  election  at  the 
polling  place  of  each  precinct  or  district,  not  less  than  twelve  hours  before 
the  time  fixed  by  law  for  the  opening  of  the  polls  therein  at  least  ten  per 
cent  more  than  the  number  of  voters  who  voted  in  such  precinct  or  district 
at  the  last  preceding  election  for  State  ofllcers.  Such  ballots  shall  be  put  Up 
in  separate  sealed  packages,  with  marks  on  the  outside  clearly  designating 
the  polling  place  for  which  they  are  intended  and  the  number  of  ballots 
enclosed,  and  a  receipt  therefor  shall  be  given  by  the  Judges  of  election  to 
whom  they  are  delivered,  which  receipt  shall  be  preserved  by  the  officer 
charged  with  the  printing  of  the  ballots.  The  officer  or  authorities  charged 
with  the  printing  and  distributing  of  the  ballots  shall  provide  and  retain  at 
his  or  their  office  an  ample  supply  of  ballots  in  addition  to  those  distributed 
to  the  several  voting  precincts  or  districts,  and  if,  at  any  time,  on  or  before 
the  day  of  election  the  ballots  furnished  to  any  precinct  shall  be  lost,  de- 
stroyed or  exhausted  before  the  polls  are  closed,  on  written  application 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  such  precinct  or  district,  or  signed  and 
sworn  to  by  one  of  such  Judges,  he  shall  immediately  cause  to  be  delivered 
to  such  judges,  at  the  polling  place,  such  additional  supply  of  ballots  as  may 
be  required  and  sufficient  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act 

Seo.  138.  The  officer  or  officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  have  the  ballots 
printed,  shall  prepare  full  instructions  for  the  guidance  of  voters  at  each 
election  as  to  obtaining  ballots,  as  to  the  manner  of  marking  them  and  the 
method  of  gaining  assistance,  and  as  to  obtaining  new  ballots  in  place  of 
those  accidentally  spoiled,  and  they  shall  respectively  cause  the  same  to  be 
printed  in  large,  clear  type,  on  separate  cards,  to  be  called  cards  of  instruc- 
tion; andx  such  officer  or  officers  shall  furnish  to  the  judges  of  election  a 
sufficient  number  of  such  cards  of  instruction  to  enable  the  judges  of  elec- 
tion to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  139.  The  judges  of  election  shall  cause  not  less  than  one  of  such 
cards  to  be  posted  in  each  voting  booth  provided  for  the  preparation  of 
ballots,  and  not  less  than  four  of  such  cards  to  be  posted  in  and  about  the 
polling  places  upon  the  day  of  election.  Judges  of  election  shall,  not  less 
than  five  days  prior  to  an  election,  cause  to  be  conspicuously  posted  in  five 
or  more  public  places  in  their  voting  precinct  or  election  district  a  card  of 
instruction,  and  a  specimen  ballot  printed  on  colored  paper  containing  the 
names,  residence  and  party  or  political  affiliation  of  ail  candidates  nominated 
as  herein  provided  and  to  be  voted  for  in  such  precinct,  substantially  in  the 
form  of  the  general  ballot  to  be  used  herein.  The  officer  or  officers  whose 
duty  it  is  to  cause  the  printing  and  distributing  of  ballots  shall  have  printed 
a  sufficient  number  of  specimen  ballots  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  judges 
of  election  so  as  to  enable  such  judges  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Act.  In  every  county  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  in- 
habitants the  officers  or  authorities  charged  with  the  printing  and  distribu- 
tion of  the  ballots  shall  cause  to  be  published,  prior  to  the  day  of  election, 
in  at  least  two  newspapers,  if  there  be  so  many  published  in  such  county, 
representing  the  political  parties  which  cast  at  the  preceding  election  the 
largest  and  next  largest  number  of  votes,  a  list  of  all  the  nominations  made 
as  herein  provided  and  to  be  voted  for  at  such  election,  as  near  as  may  be, 
in  the  form  in  which  they  shall  appear  upon  the  general  ballot 

Sec.  140.  The  Judges  of  election  of  their  respective  election  precincts  or 
election  districts  shall  have  charge  of  the  ballots  and  furnish  them  to  the 
voter  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

ARTICLE  X. 

QUAUnCATIONS  OF  VOTERS — ^ABSENCE  POB  VOTING  PUBPOSES. 

Seo.  141.  Every  person  having  resided  in  this  State  one  year,  in  the 
county  90  days,  and  in  the  election  district  30  days  next  preceding  any  elec- 
tion therein,  who  was  an  elector  in  this  State  on  the  first  day  of  April,  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord  1848,  or  obtained  a  certificate  of  naturalization  before 
any  court  of  record  in  this  State  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the 
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year  of  our  Lord  1870,  or  who  shall  be  a  male  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
above  the  age  of  21  years,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election  and  at 
primary  elections. 

Sec.  142.  All  women,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  above  the  age  of  21 
years,  having  resided  in  the  State  one  year,  in  the  county  ninety  days,  and  in 
the  election  district  thirty  days  preceding  any  election  therein  shall  be 
allowed  to  vote  at  such  election  for  presidential  electors,  member  of  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization,  clerk  of  the  Appellate  Court,  county  surveyor, 
members  of  board  of  assessors,  members  of  board  of  review,  sanitary  district 
trustees,  school  ofQcers,  and  for  all  officers  of  cities,  villages  and  towns  (ex- 
cept police  magistrates),  and  upon  all  questions  or  propositions  submitted 
to  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  such  municipalities  or  other  political  divisions  of 
this  State.  They  may  also  vote  for  the  following  township  officers:  Super^ 
visorS}  town  clerk,  assessor,  collector  and  highway  commissioner,  and  may 
also  participate  and  vote  in  all  annual  and  special  town  meetings  in  the 
township  in  which  such  election  district  shall  be.  They  may  also  vote  at 
primary  elections  for  the  nomination  of  such  officers. 

Sec.  143.  a  permanent  abode  Is  necessary  to  constitute  a  residence  within 
the  meaning  of  the  two  preceding  sections. 

Sec.  144.  No  pauper  or  inmate  of  any  county  poor  house,  insane  asylum, 
or  hospital  in  this  State,  shall  by  virtue  of  his  abode  at  such  county  poor 
house,  insane  asylum  or  hospital  be  deemed  a  resident  or  legal  voter  in  the 
town,  city,  village  or  election  district  or  precinct  in  which  such  poor  house, 
insane  asylum  or  hospital  may  be  situated;  but  every  such  person  shall  be 
deemed  a  resident  of  the  town,  city,  village  or  election  district  or  precinct 
in  which  he  resided  next  prior  to  becoming  an  inmate  of  such  county  poor 
house,  insane  asylum  or  hospital. 

Sec.  145.  Every  honorably  discharged  soldier  or  sailor  who  shall  have 
been  an  inmate  of  any  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  and  every  inmate  of  a 
Soldiers'  Widows'  Home  within  the  State  of  Illinois  for  90  days  or  longer, 
and  who  shall  have  been  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  resided  in  this 
State  one  year,  in  the  county  where  any  such  home  is  located  90  days,  and  in 
the  election  district  30  days  next  preceding  any  election,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  in  the  election  district  in  which  any  such  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home 
or  any  such  Soldiers'  Widows'  Home  in  which  he  or  she  is  an  inmate  thereof 
as  aforesaid  is  located,  for  all  officers  that  now  are  or  hereafter  jnay  be 
elected  or  nominated  by  the  people,  and  upon  all  questions  that  may*  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  vote  of  the  people,  and  which  such  inmates,  or  any  of  them, 
are  qualified  under  the  laws  to  vote  for, 

Sec.  146.  No  person  who  has  been  legally  convicted  of  any  crime,  the 
punishment  of  which  is  confinement  in  the  penitentiary  or  who  shall  be  dis- 
franchised by  the  judgment  of  a  court  of  competent  Jurisdiction,  shall  be 
permitted  to  vote  at  any  election  unless  he  shall  be  restored  to  the  right  to 
vote  by  pardon;  or  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  his  disfranchisement 

Sec.  147.  Any  person  entitled  to  vote  at  a  general  or  special  election  or 
at  a  primary,  or  at  any  election  at  which  propositions  are  submitted  to  a 
popular  vote  in  this  State  shall,  on  the  day  of  such  election,  be  entitled  to 
absent  himself  from  any  services  or  employment  in  which  he  is  then  engaged 
or  employed  for  a  period  of  two  hours  between  the  time  of  opening  and 
closing  the  polls;  and  such  voter  shall  not,  because  of  so  absenting  himself, 
be  liable  to  any  penalty;  nor  shall  any  deduction  be  made  on  account  of  such 
absence  from  his  usual  salary  or  wages.  Application  for  such  leave  of  ab- 
sence shall  be  made  prior  to  the  day  of  election.  The  employer  may  specify 
the  hours  during  which  such  employee  may  absent  himself  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  148.  The  following  regulations  shall  be  applicable  to  primaries: 

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  a  primary: 

(1)  Unless  he  declares  his  party  affiliation  as  required  by  this  Act; 

(2)  Who  shall  have  signed  the  petition  for  nomination  of  a  candidate 
of  any  party  with  which  he  does  not  affiliate,  when  such  candidate  is  to  be 
voted  for  at  the  primary; 

(3)  Who  shall  have  signed  the  nominating  papers  of  an  independent 
candidate  for  any  office  for  which  office  candidates  for  nomination  are  to  be 
voted  for  at  such  primary;  or 
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(4)  If  he  shall  have  voted  at  a  primary  of  another  political  party  within 
a  period  of  two  years  next  preceding  such  primary.  Participation  by  a 
primary  elector  in  a  primary  of  a  political  party  which  is  a  political  party 
within  a  city  only  and  entitled  hereunder  to  make  nominations  of  candidates 
for  city  offices  only  and  for  no  other  office  or  offices,  shall  not  disqualify  such 
primary  elector  from  participating  in  other  primaries  of  his  party.  No 
qualified  voter  shall  be  precluded  from  participating  In  the  primary  of  any 
purely  city,  village  or  town  political  party  by  reason  of  such  voter  having 
voted  within  two  years  at  the  primary  of  another  political  party. 

In  cities  having  a  board  of  election  commissioners,  the  following  addi- 
tional regulations  shall  be  applicable:  In  such  cities  only  voters,  registered 
as  herein  provided,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  primary.  The  registra- 
tion books  prepared  for  and  used  at  the  election  then  next  preceding  shall 
be  used  for  the  primary,  and  any  person  therein  registered  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  at  the  primary  unless  he  shall  have  removed  from  the  election 
precinct  or  become  otherwise  disqualified.  In  any  such  city  having  a  popula- 
tion of  less  than  200,000  any  person  whose  name  does  not  appear  on  the 
registry  books  who  is,  or  shall,  at  or  before  the  primary,  become  a  primary 
elector  of  the  precinct  in  which  he  desires  to  vote,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
at  such  primary  by  filing,  or  causing  to  be  filed,  with  the  board  of  election 
commissioners,  twenty  days  prior  to  a  primary,  an  affidavit,  or  affirmation, 
specifying  the  facts,  showing  that  on  the  date  of  such  primary  he  will  be  a 
legally  qualified  primary  elector  in  the  precinct  in  which  he  desires  to  vote. 

Such  affidavit  or  aJQlrmatlon,  for  registration,  shall  state  the  name  of 
the  applicant,  the  place  and  date  of  his  nativity,  the  term  of  his  residence  at 
his  then  present  address,  in  the  precinct,  county.  State  and  United  States, 
the  fact  of  his  naturalization  if  the  applicant  is  a  naturalized  citizen,  specify- 
ing the  court,  if  known,  or,  if  not  known,  the  city  in  which  the  court  was 
held  where  such  citizen  was  naturalized,  and  the  residence,  when  last  regis- 
tered, if  the  applicant  was  previously  registered.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  election  commissioners  to  prepare  proper  forms  of  such  affidavit,  or 
affirmation. 

Upon  the  filing  of  such  affidavit,  or  affirmation,  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  shall  place  the  name  of  such  primary  electors.  In  the  original 
registration  books  for  the  proper  precinct,  specifying  the  precinct  from  which 
he  is  transferred,  if  previously  registered  in  another  precinct,  and  shall  also 
make  a  minute  opposite  his  name  in  the  original  registration  books  of  the 
precinct  from  which  he  has  removed,  showing  the  precinct  to  which  his  name 
is  transferred,  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  add  the  name  of  such  primary 
elector  in  the  original  registration  books  for  the  proper  precinct  and  the 
reason  of  the  registration  thereof. 

At  least  five  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary,  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  posted  at  each  polling  place  In  each  precinct, 
In  a  book  substantially  in  the  form  now  used  for  "verification  lists"  under 
the  general  election  laws  of  this  State,  the  name  and  address  of  each  primary 
elector  who  has  been  registered  for  the  primary  by  having  filed  an  affidavit, 
or  affirmation,  as  above  set  forth. 

If  any  such  city  having  a  population  of  200,000  or  more,  the  said  regis- 
tration books  shall  be  revised  three  weeks  preceding  such  primary  under  the 
direction  of  such  board  of  election  commissioners  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
now  provided  by  law  for  intermediate  registration  in  cities  having  boards  of 
election  commissioners. 

Any  primary  elector  of  a  precinct  may,  on  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  days 
immediately  preceding  the  primary,  file  with  the  board  of  election  commis- 
sioners an  application,  signed  and  sworn  to  by  him,  requesting  the  name  of  a 
person  registered  on  the  registration  books  as  herein  provided,  shall  be 
erased  therefrom,  for  the  reason  that  such  person  so  registered  is  not,  or  will 
not  on  or  before  the  day  of  the  primary,  be  a  legal  primary  elector  of  the 
precinct,  which  application  shall  be  in  substance,  in  the  words  and  figures 
following: 

"I, do  hereby  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  am 

informed  and  believe  that is  not  a  qualified  voter  in  the 

precinct  of  the ward  of  the  city  (village  or  town)  of 

and  that  said will  not  be  a  qualified  voter  of  such  precinct  and 
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ward  on  the day  of A.  D and  hence  ask  that  his 

name  be  erased  from  Uie  registers  of  such  precinct." 

Notice  of  such  application  with  a  demand  to  appear  and  show  cause  why 
such  name  should  not  he  erased,  shall  thereupon  be  given  to  such  person  by 
the  board  of  election  commissioners.  Such  notice  shall  be  served  upon  such 
person  personally,  or  left  at  the  place  of  residence  named  in  such  registration 
books,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  sent  by  mail,  postage  prepaid,  at  lealst  two 
days  before  the  day  fixed  to  show  cause,  addressed  to  the  person  whose  right 
to  vote  Is  challenged,  at  the  address  given  In  such  registration  books.  In 
case  personal  service  cannot  be  had,  the  return  of  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  shall  so  state  and  the  reason  therefor. 

On  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  next  preceding  the  primary,  the 
board  of  election  commissioners  shall  sit  to  hear  such  application  by  wards 
and  precincts  in  their  numerical  order.  At  the  request  of  either  party, 
subpoenas  shall  be  issued,  and  witnesses  may  be  sworn  and  heard  upon  such 
hearing.  Each  person  appearing  in  response  to  an  application  to  erase  a 
name  shall  subscribe  and  swear  to  an  answer  in  the  presence  of  a  member 
of  the  board  of  election  commissioners,  substantially  in  the  following  form: 

"I, ,  do  solemnly  swear  that  I  am  a  citizen  of  the  United 

States;  that  I  have  resided  in  the  State  of  Illinois  since  the day 

of A.  D ,  and  in  the  county  [of] ,  said  State, 

since  the day  of A.  D ,  and  in  the 

precinct  of  the ward.  In  the  city  of said  county  and 

State,  since  the day  of A.  D ;  and  that  I  am ;. 

years  of  age;  that  I  am  the  identical  person  registered  in  said  precinct  for 
the  primary  under  the  name  I  subscribe  hereto." 

Such  answer  shall  be  filed  with  the  board  of  election  commissioners. 

The  decision  on  each  application  shall  be  announced  at  once  after  hear- 
ing, and  where  such  application  is  allowed,  such  name  shall  be  erased 
forthwith. 

The  county  court  of  the  county  in  which  such  city  is  situated  shall  on 
Friday  and  Saturday  of  the  week  prior  to  the  week  in  which  such  primary 
is  to  be  held,  especially  sit  to  hear  such  application  as  may  be  made  to  it 
by  persons  whose  names  have  been  stricken  from  the  registry  list  as  above 
provided.  Such  application  shall  be  sworn  to  and  shall  state  that  the  board 
of  election  commissioners  has  stricken  such  name  from  the  registry  list 
Such  application  shall  be  heard  summarily  and  evidence  may  be  introduced 
for  or  against  such  application.  Each  case  shall  be  decided  at  once  on  hear- 
ing, and  the  clerk  of  the  court  shall  make  a  minute  of  the  disposition  of 
each  application.  A  copy  of  such  minute  shall  at  once  be  given  to  such 
board  of  election  commissioners,  and,  when  such  minute  indicates  that  the 
name  of  the  applicant  shall  be  restored  to  the  registry,  the  board  of  election 
commissioners  shall  forthwith  cause  such  name  to  be  placed  upon  the  appro- 

Tiate  register,  and  indicate  that  it  was  entered  by  order  of  court. 
In  case  such  county  court  shall  refuse  such  application,  an  order  shall 
be  entered  accordingly  on  the  Monday  following  the  session  of  court  held  for 
the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  any  person  desiring  to  appeal  from  the  said  order 
may  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  if  application  be  made  therefor 
within  five  days  after  the  entry  of  said  order,  and  such  appeal  shall  be 
allowed  on  the  giving  of  an  appeal  bond  in  the  penalty  of  $260,  conditioned 
to  pay  the  expenses  of  'such  apiieal.  The  time  for  filing  such  appeal  bond  and 
certificate  of  evidence  shall  be  fixed  by  the  court,  and  upon  presentation  to 
the  court  of  a  certificate  containing  the  evidence  heard  at  such  hearing, 
within  the  time  fixed  by  the  court,  the  court  shall  sign  the  same,  and  there- 
upon the  same  shall  become  part  of  the  record  in  said  cause. 

The  original  registration  books,  revised  as  herein  provided,  shall  con- 
stitute the  primary  registration. 

In  case,  however,  the  act  in  relation  to  a  board  of  election  commis- 
sioners shall,  at  any  time,  be  amended  to  provide  for  a  registration  for 
primary  elections,  then  so  much  of  this  subdivision  of  this  section  as  applies 
to  the  manner  of  registration  for  primary  elections  shall  not  be  applicable 
but  the  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to- the  board  of  election  commissioners 
shall  be  applicable. 
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ARTICLE    XI. 

BEOIBTRATIOIT    IN   PLACES   OTHER   THAN   CITIES    HAVING   A   BOABD    OF  ELECTION 

COMMISSIONERS. 

Sec.  149.  The  judges  of  election  In  any  voting  precinct  or  election  district 
shall  be  ex  officio  the  board  of  registry  in  the  voting  precinct  or  election 
district  for  which  they  were  appointed. 

Sec.  150.  The  board  of  registry  shall  meet  at  the  respective  voting  places 
on  Tuesday  three  weeks  .preceding  any  general  election  at  nine  o'clock  a.  m. 
and  proceed  to  make  a  list  of  all  persons  qualified  and  entitled  to  vote  at 
the  ensuing  election  in  the  voting  precinct  or  election  district  of  which  they 
are  the  judges,  which  list,  when  completed,  shall  constitute  and  be  known 
as  the  "register"  of  electors  of  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district. 

Sec.  151.  Such  registers  shall  each  contain  a  list  of  the  persons  so  quali- 
fied and  entitled  to  vote  in  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district,  alpha- 
betically arranged  according  to  their  respective  surnames,  so  as  to  show,  in 
one  column,  the  name  at  full  length,  and  in  another  column  in  cities,  the 
residence  by  the  number  of  the  dwelling,  If  there  be  a  number,  and  the  name 
of  the  street  or  other  location  of  the  dwelling  place  of  each  person.  It  shall 
•  be  the  duty  of  such  board  to  enter  in  such  list  the  names  of  all  persons 
residing  In  their  voting  precinct  or  election  district,  whose  names  appear  on 
.the  poll  list  kept  in  such  district  at  the  last  preceding  election — In  cities  the 
number  of  the  dwelling  and  the  name  of  the  street  or  other  location,  if  the 
same  shall  be  known  to  or  can  be  ascertained  by  such  board — and  for  this 
purpose  such  board  Is  authorized  to  take  from  the  office  in  which  they  are 
filed  the  poll  lists  made  and  filed  by  the  judges  of  such  voting  precinct  or 
election  district,  at  the  election  held  next  prior  to  the  making  of  such  regis- 
ter. In  making  such  list,  the  board  shall  enters  thereon  in  addition  to  the 
names  on  the  poll  lists,  the  names  of  all  other  persons  who  are  well  known 
to  them  to  be  electors  in  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district;  and  the 
names  of  all  persons  on  the  poll  lists  who  have  died  or  removed  from  the  vot- 
ing precinct  or  election  district  shall  be  omitted  from  the  register.  The 
board  shall  complete,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  register  on  the  day  of  its 
meeting  aforesaid,  and  shall  make  two  copies  thereof,  and  certify  the  register 
and  each  of  the  copies  to  be  a  true  list  of  tl>e  voters  in  such  voting  precinct 
or  election  district,  so  far  as  the  same  are  known.  Within  two  days  there- 
after, the  original  list,  together  with  the  list  taken  from  the  office,  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  filed  by  such  board  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  of  the  town 
in  which  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district  may  be,  but  In  counties  not 
adopting  township  organization,  such  lists  shall  be  filed  with  the  judges  of 
election  In  the  proper  voting  precinct  or  election  district,  or,  if  such  voting 
precinct  or  election  district  is  in  a  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  then 
it  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk. 
And  one  copy  of  such  list  shall  be  kept  by  one  of  such  judges,  and  carefully 
preserved  by  him  for  use  on  the  day  or  days  hereinafter  mentioned,  for  the 
revision  and  correction  of  the  same.  One  copy  of  such  list  shall.  Immediately 
after  its  completion,  be  posted  in  some  conspicuous  place  where  the  last 
preceding  election  In  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district  was  held,  and 
be  accessible  to  any  elector  who  may  desire  to  examine  the  same  or  make 
copies  thereof. 

Sec.  152.  In  case  a  new  voting  precinct  or  election  district  shall  be 
formed  by  the  organization  of  a  new  town,  or  by  the  division  of  any 
town,  the  judges  of  election  In  the  new  voting  precinct  or  election  district 
thus  formed  may  make  their  registry  of  electors  on  the  day  prescribed 
by  this  Act,  in  such  a  manner  as  a  majority  of  them  may  direct,  and  for 
that  purpose  may  make  a  list,  or  cause  to  be  made  a  certified  copy  of  the 
poll  list  or  lists  of  the  voting  precinct  or  election  district  in  which  such 
new  voting  precinct  or  election  district  is  situated,  or  they  may  dispense 
with  such  list  or  lists  and  proceed  to  make  a  register  of  electors  from  the 
best  means  at  their  command.  Such  lists  shall  only  embrace  the  names  of 
such  persons  as  are  known  to  them  to  be  electors  in  their  voting  precinct 
or  election  district,  and  shall  be  posted  up  and  copies  thereof  made,  as 
prescribed  in  the  preceding  section,  and  shall  be  corrected  in  the  same 
manner  that  other  lists  are  corrected. 
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Sec.  153.  The  board  shall  again  meet  on  Tuesday  of  the  week  preceding 
the  general  election  in  their  respective  voting  precincts  or  election  dis- 
tricts, at  the  place  designated  for  holding  the  polls  of  the  election,  for 
the  purpose  of  revising,  correcting  and  completing  such  list;  and  for  this 
purpose,  in  cities  they  shall  meet  at  8:00  o'clock  In  the  morning  and  remain 
In  session  until  9:00  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  in  other  voting  precincts  or  election 
districts  they  shall  meet  at  9:00  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  remain  in 
session  until  4:00  o'clock  P.  M. 

Sec.  154.  The  proceedings  of  the  board  shall  be  open,  and  all  persons 
residing  and  entitled  to  vote  in  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district 
shall  be  entitled  to  be  heard  by  such  board  in  relation  to  corrections  or 
additions  to  such  register.  One  of  the  lists  so  kept  by  the  judges  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  used  by  them  on  the  day  or  days  of  making  corrections  or 
additions,  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  registry  for  such  voting  pre- 
cinct or  election  district. 

Sec.  155.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  board,  at  their  meeting  for 
revising  and  correcting  such  lists,  to  erase  therefrom  the  name  of  any 
person  inserted  therein  who  shall  be  proved  by  the  oath  of  two  legal  voters 
of  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district,  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  board, 
to  be  non-resident  of  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district,  or  otherwise 
not  entitled  to  vote  in  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district  at  the 
election  then  next  to  be  held.  Any  elector  residing  in  such  voting  precinct- 
or  election  district,  and  entitled  to  vote  therein,  may  appear  before  such 
board  and  require  his*  name  to  be  recorded  on  the  alphabetical  list.  Any 
person  so  requiring  his  name  to  be  so  entered  on  such  list  shall  make  the 
same  statement  as  to  the  street  and  number  thereof,  and  where  he  resides, 
required  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act  of  persons  ofTering  their  votes  at 
elections,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalties  for  refusing  to  give 
such  information  or  for  falsely  giving  the  same,  and  shall  also  be  subject 
to  challenge,  either  by  the  Judges,  or  by  any  other  elector  whose  name 
appears  on  such  alphabetical  list;  and  the  same  oaths  may  be  adminis- 
tered by  the  Judges  as  provided  in  case  of  persons  offering  to  vote  at  an 
election;  and  in  case  no  challenge  is  made  of  any  person  requiring  his 
name  to  be  entered  on  such  alphabetical  list,  or  in  case  of  challenge,  if 
such  person  shall  make  oath  that  would  entitle  him  to  vote  In  case  of 
challenge  at  an  election,  then  the  name  of  any  such  person  shall  be  added 
to  the  alphabetical  poll  list  of  the  last  preceding  year. 

Sec.  156.  After  such  lists  shall  have  been  fully  completed,  the  board 
shall,  within  three  days  thereafter,  cause  two  copies  of  the  same  to  be  made, 
each  of  which  shall  be  certified  by  them  to  be  a  correct  list  of  the  voters  of 
their  voting  precinct  or  election  district,  one  of  which  shall  be  filed  In  the 
ofilce  of  the  town  clerk  of  towns  and  one  of  which  copies  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Judges.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Judges  so  receiving  such  list,  care- 
fully to  preserve  the  list  for  their  use  on  election  day,  and  to  designate  two 
of  their  number,  at  the  opening  of  the  polls,  to  check  the  name  of  every 
voter  voting  in  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district  whose  name  is  on  the 
register.  No  vote  shall  be  received  at  any  general  election  in  this  State  If 
the  name  of  the  person  .offering  to  vote  be  not  on  the  register  made  on  the 
Tuesday  preceding  the  election,  unless  the  person  oftering  to  vote  shall 
furnish  to  the  Judges  of  the  election  his  aflSdavit,  in  writing,  stating  therein 
that  he  Is  an  inhabitant  of  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district  and 
entitled  to  vote  therein  at  such  election,  and  prove  by  the  oath  of  a  house- 
holder and  registered  voter  of  the  voting  precinct  or  election  district  in 
which  he  offers  to  vote  that  he  knows  such  person  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the 
voting  precinct  or  election  district,  and,  if  in  any  city,  giving  the  residence 
of  such  person  within  such  voting  precinct  or  election  district.  Such  oath 
shall  be  preserved  and  filed  In  the  oflflce  of  the  town  clerk,  or  in  case  there 
be  no  clerk,  then  such  oath  shall  be  filed  with  and  preserved  by  the  Judges 
of  the  proper  district  or  precinct.  Any  person  may  be  challenged,  and  the 
same  oaths  shall  be  put  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 
Sec.  157.  After  the  canvass  of  the  votes,  one  of  the  poll  lists  and  the 
register  so  kept  and  checked,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  attached  together  and 
shall  be,  on  the  following  day,  filed  in  the  town  clerk's  oflftce  in  which  such 
voting  precinct  or  election  district  may  be,  or  in  case  there  be  no  such  clerk, 
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then  such  poll  lists  and  register  shall  be  filed  with  and  preserved  by  the 
Judges,  to  be  used  by  the  board  of  registry  in  making  the  list  of  voters  at  the 
next  general  election;  the  other  of  such  poll  lists  and  registers,  so  kept  and 
checked,  shall  be  returned  to  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in 
which  such  voting  precinct  Or  election  district  may  be,  at  the  same  time  the 
returns  of  the  election  are  made. 

Sec.  158.  Such  registers  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  public  inspection, 
at  the  office  of  the  authorities  in  which  they  shall  be  deposited,  without 
charge. 

Sec.  159.  The  board  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same  power  in  preserv- 
ing order  at  their  meetings,  as  are  given  to  judges  of  elections  for  preserving 
order  on  election  days;  and  vacancies  in  such  board  shall  be  filled  in  the 
same  manner  that  vacancies  are  now  filled  at  elections. 

Sec.  160.  The  necessary  blanks  for  making  the  registers  required  shall 
be  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  shall  be  furnished  by  the  county 
clerk,  or  by  the  city,  village,  incorporated  town  or  town  clerk,  as  the  case 
may  be. 


ARTICLE  XII. 

CONDUCT  OF  ELECTIONS   AND  PBIMABIES. 

Sec.  161.  The  polls  shall  be  opened  at  seven  o'clock  A.  M.  and  closed  at 
five  o'clock  P.  M. 

Sec  162.  Updn  opening  the  polls,  one  of  the  clerks  or  Judges  of  election 
shall  make  proclamation  of  the  same,  and  at  least  30  minutes  before  the 
closing  of  the  polls  proclamation  shall  be  made  in  like  manner  that  the  polls 
will  be  closed  in  half  an  hour. 

Sec.  163.  Before  any  ballot  shall  be  deposited  in  the  ballot  box,  the  ballot 
box  shall  be  publicly  opened  and  exhibited,  and  the  Judges  and  clerks  shall 
see  that  no  ballot  is  in  such  box;  after  which  the  box  shall  be  locked  and 
the  key  delivered  to  one  of  the  Judges,  and  shall  not  be  again  opened  until 
the  close  of  the  polls. 

Sec.  164.  Each  clerk  of  the  election  shall  keep  a  poll  list  The  name  of 
each  elector  voting  shall  be  entered  upon  each  of  the  poll  books  by  the  clerks, 
in  regular  succession,  under  the  proper  headings. 

Sec.  165.  The  primary  poll  books  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following 
form:

Sec.  166.  After  the  opening  of  the  polls,  no  adjournment  shall  be  had, 
nor  shall  any  recess  be  taken,  until  all  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  or 
primary  election  shall  have  been  counted  and  the  result  publicly  announced. 

Sec.  167.  fYom  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  polls  until  the  canvass  of 
the  votes  and  the  signing  of  the  official  returns  of  such  canvass,  the  ballot 
boxes  and  all  official  ballots  shall  be  kept  within  the  guard  rail.  No  persoa 
shall  be  admitted  within  the  guard  rail  during  such  period,  except  Judges, 
clerks,  duly  authorized  challengers,  persons  admitted  by  the  Judges  to  pre- 
serve order  and  enforce  the  law,  persons  duly  admitted  for  the  purpose  of 
voting,  and  candidates  voted  for  at  such  polling  place. 

Sec.  168.  The  Judges  of  election  shall  allow  at  least  one,  and  not  more 
than  two,  legal  voters  of  each  party  to  the  contest,  to  be  chosen  by  the  parties 
respectively,  into  the  room  where  the  election  is  held,  to  act  as  challengers 
of  voters  at  such  elections;  and  such  challengers  may  remain  with  the  Judges 
and  clerks  until  the  votes  are  all  canvassed  and  the  result  declared. 

At  primary  elections  the  candidate  or  candidates  of  each  party  may 
appoint,  in  writing,  over  his  or  their  signature,  two  party  agents  or  repre- 
sentatives, who  shall  act  as  challengers  or  watchers  for  such  respective  can- 
didate or  candidates  in  each  precinct  or  election  district.  Such  challengers 
or  watchers  shall  be  protected  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties  by  the  primary 
Judges  and  peace  officers  and  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  within  the  polling 
place  in  such  position  as  will  enable  them  to  see  each  person  as  he  offers 
his  vote,  and  such  challengers  or  watchers  may  remain  within  the  polling 
place  throughout  the  canvass  of  the  vote  in  such  positions  as  will  enable 
them  to  see  the  canvass  and  until  the  returns  are  signed.  All  challengers 
or  watchers  shall  be  qualified  primary  electors  residing  within  their  respec- 
tive wards,  senatorial  or  congressional  districts  and  shall  have  the  same 
power  as  challengers  at  general  elections. 

Sec.  169.  Besides  the  persons  authorized  by  law  to  be  within  the  polling 
place,  not  more  than  two  voters  in  excess  of  the  whole  number  of  voting 
booths  provided  shall  be  allowed  in  the  enclosed  space  at  one  time. 

Sec.  170.  Any  person  desiring  to  vote  shall  give  his  name  and  if  required 
to  do  so,  his  residence,  and  if  at  a  primary,  his  party  affiliation,  to  the  Judges 
of  election,  one  of  whom  shall  thereupon  announce  the  same  in  a  loud  and 
distinct  tone  of  voice,  clear  and  audible. 

If  the  person  desiring  to  vote  is  not  challenged,  and,  at  elections  where 
registry  is  required,  his  name  is  on  the  registry  of  voters,  one  of  the  Judges 
shall  give  to  him  one,  and  only  one,  ballot,  on  the  back  of  which  such  Judge 
shall  endorse  his  initials  in  such  a  manner  that  they  may  be  seen  when  the 
ballot  is  properly  folded.  In  voting  at  a  primary  the  Judge  shall  give  to  the 
voter  one,  and  only  one  ballot  of  the  political  party  with  which  he  declares 
himself  affiliated.  No  person  who  refuses  to  state  his  party  affiliation  shall 
be  permitted  to  vote  at  a  primary.  At  all  elections  where  a  registry  may  be 
required,  if  the  name  of  any  person  so  desiring  to  vote  at  such  election  is 
not  found  on  the  register  of  voters,  he  shall  not  receive  a  ballot  until  he 
sball  have  complied  with  the  law  prescribing  the  manner  and  conditions  of 
voting  by  unregistered  voters.

On  receipt  of  his  ballot  the  voter  shall  forthwith,  and  without  leaving 
the  enclosed  space,  retire  alone  to  one  of  the  voting  booths  so  provided  and 
shall  prepare  his  ballot  by  making  in  the  appropriate  margin  or  place  a 
cross  (X)  opposite  the  name  of  the  candidate  of  his  choice  for  each  office 
to  be  filled,  or  by  writing  in  the  name  of  the  candidate  of  his  choice  In  a 
blank  space  on  such  ticket,  making  a  cross  (X)  opposite  thereto;  and  Itt 
case  of  a  question  submitted  to  the  vote  of  the  people,  by  making  in  the 
appropriate  margin  or  place  a  cross  (X)  against  the  answer  he  desires  to

give.  If,  however,  he  shall  desire  to  vote  for  all  of  the  candidates  of  one 
political  party  or  group  of  petitioners,  he  may  place  such  mark  at  the 
appropriate  place  preceding  the  appellation  or  title  under  which  the  names 
of  the  candidates  of  such  party  or  group  of  petitioners  are  printed,  and  the 
ballot  so  marked  shall  be  counted  as  cast  for  all  of  the  candidates  named 
under  that  title.  The  voter  may,  however,  place  such  mark  at  the  appro- 
priate place  preceding  the  appellation  or  title  of  one  party  or  group  of 
petitioners  and  may  also  mark,  at  the  appropriate  place  preceding  the  name 
or  names  of  one  or  more  candidates  printed  under  the  appellation  or  title 
of  some  other  party  or  group  of  petitioners,  and  a  ballot  so  marked  shall  be 
counted  as  cast  for  all  the  candidates  named  under  the  appellation  or  title 
which  has  been  so  marked,  except  as  to  the  ofScers  as  to  which  he  has 
placed  such  mark  preceding  the  name  or  names  of  some  other  candidate 
or  candidates  printed  under  the  title  of  some  other  party  or  group  of 
petitioners,  and  as  to  such  it  shall  be  counted  aa  cast  for  the  candidate  or 
candidates  preceding  whose  name  or  names  such  mark  may  have  been 
placed. 

.  Sbo.  175.  The  primary  election  ballot  shall  be  prepared  by  the  voter 
as  follows: 

On  receiving  from  the  primary  judges  a  primary  ballot  of  his  party, 
the  primary  elector  shall  forthwith  and  without  leaving  the  polling  place, 
retire  alone  to  one  of  the  voting  boo^s  and  prepare  such  primary  ballot  by 
making  a  cross  (X)  in  the  square  in  front  of  and  opposite  the  name  of 
each  candidate  of  his  choice  for  each  officer  to  be  filled.  At  the  primary  at 
which  a  precinct  committeeman  is  to  be  elected  the  primary  elector,  except 
in  cities,  villages  or  incorporated  towns  having  a  population  of  200,000  or 
over,  may  write  or  attach  at  the  bottom  of  his  primary  ballot,  in  the  space 
provided  for  that  purpose,  the  name  of  one  primary  elector  of  his  precinct, 
member  of  and  affiliated  with  his  political  party,  for  precinct  committee- 
man. No  other  mark  or  designation  shall  be  necessary  to  indicate  the 
primary  elector's  choice  for  precinct  committeeman. 

Any  primary  elector  may,  instead  of  voting  for  any  candidate  for 
nomination  or  for  committeeman  whose  name  is  printed  on  the  primary 
ballot,  write  in  the  name  of  any  other  person  affiliated  with  such  party  as 
a-  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  any  office,  or  for  committeeman,  and 
indicate  his  choice  of  such  candidate  or  committeeman  by  placing  to  the 
left  of  and  opposite  the  name  thus  written  a  square  and  by  placing  in  the 
square  a  cross  (X).  \ 

Sec.  176.  Before  leaving  the  voting  booth,  the  voter  shall  fold  his  bal- 
lot so  as  to  conceal  the  marks  thereon.  Such  voter  shall  then  forthwith 
vote  by  handing  the  judge  the  ballot  received  by  such  voter.  Thereupon 
the  judge  shall  deposit  such  ballot  in  the  ballot  box.  The  clerks  shall  there- 
upon enter  the  name  of  such  voter  and  his  residence,  and,  if  at  a  primary, 
his  party  affiliation  in  the  poll  books.  The  voter  shall  quit  tiie  enclosed 
space  as  soon  as  he  has  voted. 

Sec.  177.  No  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  a  voting  booth  already 
occupied  by  another,  nor  remain  within  such  enclosed  space  more  than  ten 
minutes,  nor  to  occupy  a  voting  booth  more  than  five  minutes,  in  case  all 
of  such  voting  booths  are  in  use  and  other  voters  waiting  to  occupy  the 
same.  No  voter,  not  an  election  officer,  shall,  after  having  voted,  be  allowed 
to  re-enter  such  enclosed  space  during  such  election.  No  person  shall  take 
or  remove  any  ballot  from  the  polling  place  before  the  close  of  the  polls. 
Ko  voter  shall  vote  or  offer  to  vote  any  ballot  except  such  as  he  has  received 
from  the  judges  of  election  in  charge  of  the  ballots.  Any  voter  who  shall, 
by  accident  or  mistake^  spoil  his  ballot,  may,  on  returning  such  spoiled  bal- 
lot,  receive  another  in  place  thereof. 

Sec.  178.  Any  voter  who  may  declare  upon  oath  that  he  can  not  read 
the  English  language,  or  that  by  reason  of  any  physical  disability,  he  is 
unable  to  mark  his  ballot,  shall,  upon  request,  be  assisted  in  marking  hla 
ballot,  by  two  of  the  election  officers,  of  different  political  parties,  to  be 
selected  from  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  precinct  in  which  they  are  to 
%ct,  to  be  designated  by  the  judges  of  election  of  each  precinct  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  polls.  Such  officers  shall  mark  the  ballot  as  directed  by  the 
voter,  and  shall  thereafter  give  no  information  regarding  the  same.    The 
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derks  of  election  shall  enter  upon  the  poll  lists  after  the  name  of  any 
elector  who  received  such  assistance  in  marking  his  ballot  a  memorandum 
of  the  fact  Intoxication  shall  not  be  regarded  as  a  physical  disability, 
and  no  intoxicated  person  shall  be  entitled  to  assistance  in  marking  his 
ballot 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

CANVASS  OF  THB  BALLOTS. 

(a)  At  general  elecHonB. 

Sec.  179.  Immediately  upon  dosing  the  polls  the  judges  shall  proceed 
to  canvass  the  votes  polled.  They  shall  first  count  the  whole  number  of 
ballots  in  the  box.  If  two  or  more  ballots  are  folded  together,  so  as  to  appear 
to  have  been  cast  by  the  same  person,  and  the  number  of  ballots  exceeds 
the  number  of  names  entered  on  each  of  the  poll  lists,  the  ballots  so  folded 
together  shall  be  rejected,  and  if  the  number  of  ballots  still  exceeds  the 
number  of  names  entered  upon  each  of  the  poll  lists,  such  ballots  shall  be 
replaced  in  the  ballot  box  and  the  box  closed  and  well  shaken  and  again 
opened,  and  one  of  the  judges  shall  publidy  draw  out  and  destroy  so  many 
ballots,  unopened,  as  shall  be  equal  to  such  excess. 

Sbo.  180.  The  number  of  ballots  agreeing  with  the  poll  lists,  or  being 
made  to  agree,  as  provided  in  the  last  preceding  section,  the'  judges  shall 
then  proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  in  the  manner  following: 

(1)  The  judges  shall  place  in  separate  piles  all  the  ballots  known  as 
"straight  ballots,"  a  separate  pile  for  each  political  party  or  group  of  peti- 
tioners. Bach  judge  shall  carefully  examine  each  pile  and  ascertain  that  all 
the  ballots  are  "straight  ballots."  The  judges  shall  then  announce  to  the 
clerks  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each  candidate  upon  such  "straight 
ballots."  The  clerks  shall  then  set  such  number  of  votes  down,  in  figures, 
opposite  the  names  of  the  respective  candidates,  in  a  column  provided  for 
that  purpose  upon  the  tally  sheets.  Such  column  shall  immediately  adjoin 
upon  the  left  the  space  reserved  for  tallies,  and  shall  be  headed,  "Number  of 
votes  received  upon  'straight  ballots.' " 

(2)  The  judges  shall  then  proceed  to  count  and  announce  the  votes 
received  by  each  candidate  and  upon  each  constitutional  amendment  or  other 
public  measure,  upon  all  ballots  other  than  "straight  ballots."  As  each  vote 
is  announced  each  clerk  shall  immediately  tally  it  in  black  ink,  with  a  down- 
ward stroke  from  right  to  left  (/)  upon  the  tally  sheet,  and  shall  also  mark 
upon  spaces  provided  for  that  purpose  on  the  tally  sheet,  one  tally  for  each 
defective,  spoiled  or  void  ballot.  When  the  name  of  a  candidate  is  not  printed 
on  the  official  tally  sheet,  it  shall  be  written  in  full  thereon  in  ink  in  its 
due  order,  that  is,  in  the  order  on  which  it  first  appears  upon  the  ballot 

(3)  The  clerks  shall  set  down,  in  figures,  the  number  of  votes  received 
by  each  candidate  and  by  each  constitutional  amendment  or  other  public 
measure,  other  than  on  "straight  ballots,"  in  a  column  provided  for  that 
purpose  upon  the  tally  sheets  immediately  adjoining  on  the  right  the  space 
reserved  for  the  tallies  and  which  shall  be  headed  "Number  of  votes  received 
upon  ballots  other  than  on  'straight  ballots.'"  The  clerks  shall  then  add 
toigether  the  number  of  votes  as  received  by  each  candidate  as  shown  by  the 
two  columns  of  figures.  If  the  results  do  not  agree,  then  the  tally  marks  of 
each  clerk  shall  be  carefully  recounted.  If  there  then  remains  a  discrepancy 
the  ballots  shall  again  be  counted.  Upon  the  recount  the  tally  must  be  kept 
in  red  ink  from  left  to  right  (X)  across  the  previous  tally  marks. 

(4)  After  comparing  the  results,  and  correcting  errors,  if  any,  and  find- 
ing tjiat  the  tally  sheets  agree  and  are  correct,  each  clerk  shall  set  down,  in 
figures,  in  a  column  provided  on  the  tally  sheets  for  that  purpose,  on  the 
extreme  right  hand  side  hereof,  headed,  "Total  number  of  votes,"  the  total 
number  of  votes  received  by  each  candidate,  and  by  each  constitutional 
amendment  or  other  public  measure. 

(5)  Thereupon  one  of  the  clerks  shall  announce  in  a  loud  voice  to  the 
judges  and  persons  present  the  total  number  of  votes  received  by  and  counted 
for  each  candidate,  and  for  each  constitutional  amendment  or  other  public 
measure. 

(6)  The  tally  sheets  having  been  thus  prepared,  verified  and  closed,  the 
judges  and  clerks  shall  sign  a  certificate  that  Uie  same  are  true  and  correct 
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Sxc.  181.  If  the  voter  marks  more  names  than  there  are  persons  to  be 
elected  to  an  office,  or  If  for  any  reason  it  is  Impossible  to  determine  the 
voter's  choice  for  any  office  to  be  filled,  his  ballot  shall  not  be  counted  for 
such  office.  No  ballot  without  the  official  endorsement  JBhall  be  allowed  to  be 
deposited  in  the  ballot  box,  and  none  but  ballots  provided  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  counted.  Ballots  not  counted  shall  be 
marked  "defective"  on  the  back  thereof,  and  ballots  to  which  objection  has 
been  made  by  either  of  the  Judges  or  challengers  shall  be  marked  "objected 
to"  on  the  back  thereof,  and  a  memorandum,  signed  by  the  Judges,  stating 
how  it  was  counted,  shall  be  written  upon  the  back  of  each  ballot  so  marked 
and  all  ballots  marked  "defective"  or  "objected  to"  shall  be  enclosed  in  an 
envelope,  securely  sealed  and  so  marked  and  endorsed  as  to  clearly  disclose 
its  contents.  All  ballots  not  voted,  and  all  that  have  been  spoiled  by  voters 
while  attempting  to  vote,  shall  be  returned  by  the  Judges  of  election  to  the 
officer  or  authorities  charged  with  the  printing  and  distribution  of  the  ballots, 
and  a  receipt  taken  therefor,  and  shall  be  preserved  six  months.  '  Such 
officer  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  number  of  ballots  delivered  for  each  polling 
place,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  and  the  time  when  delivered,  and  he 
shall  also  enter  upon  such  record  the  number  and  character  of  ballots  re- 
turned, with  the  time  when  and  the  person  by  whom  they  are  returned. 

Sec.  182.  Immediately  after  making  proclamation  of  the  result  and  before 
separating,  the  Judges  shall  fold  In  two  folds,  and  string  closely  upon  a 
single  piece  of  flexible  wire,  all  ballots  which  have  been  counted  by  them, 
except  those  marked  "objected  to,"  unite  the  ends  of  such  wire  in  a  firm 
knot,  seal  the  knot  in  such  manner  that  it  cannot  be  untied  without  breaking 
the  seal,  enclose  the  ballots  so  strung  in  a  secure  canvas  covering  and 
securely  tie  and  seal  such  canvas  covering  with  official  wax  impression  seals, 
to  be  provided  by  the  Judges,  in  such  manner  that  it  cannot  be  opened  with- 
out breaking  the  seals,  and  return  such  ballots,  together  with  the  package 
containing  the  ballots  marked  "defective"  or  "objected  to"  in  such  sealed 
canvas  covering  to  the  proper  clerk  and  such  officer  shall  carefully  preserve 
such  ballots  for  six  months,  and  at  the  expiration  of  that  time  shall  destroy 
them  by  burning  without  previously  opening  the  packages,  ^uch  ballots 
shall  be  destroyed  in  the  presence  of  the  official  custodian  thereof  and  two 
electors  of  approved  integrity  and  good  repute  and  members  respectively 
of  the  two  leading  political  parties.  Such  electors  shall  be  designated  by 
the  county  Judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  ballots  are  kept  If  any  contest 
of  election  of  amy  officer  voted  for  at  such  election  shall  be  pending  at  the 
expiration  of  such  time,  such  ballots  shall  not  be  destroyed  until  such  contest 
is  finally  determined. 

SBC.  183.  When  the  votes  shall  have  been  examined  and  counted,  the 
clerks  shall  set  down  in  their  poll  books  the  name  of  every  person  voted 
for,  written  at  full  length,  the  office  for  which  such  person  received  such 
votes,  and  the  number  of  votes  he  received,  the  number  being  expressed  in 
words,  at  full  length;  such  entry  to  be  made,  as  nearly  as  circumstances  will 
admit,  in  the  following  form,  to-wit:

A  like  certificate  shall  be  made  for  the  votes  upon  a  constitutional 
amendment  or  other  public  measure. 

Sec.  184.  In  the  case  of  general  elections,  one  of  the  lists  of  voters,  with 
such  certificate  written  thereon,  and  one  of  the  tally  papers  footed  up  so  as 
to  show  the  correct  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  person  voted  for,  shall  be 
carefully  enveloped  and  sealed  up,  and  put  into  the  hands  of  one  of  the 
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Judges  of  election,  who  shall  within  24  hours  thereafter  deliver  the  same  to 
the  county  clerk  or  his  deputy,  at  the  office  of  such  county  clerk,  who  shall 
safely  keep  the  same.  Another  of  the  lists  of  voters,  with  such  certificate 
written  thereon,  and  another  of  the  tally  papers  footed  up  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  carefully  enveloped  and  sealed  up  and  duly  directed  to  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  by  another  of  the  Judges  of  election,  deposited  in  the  nearest 
postofflce  within  six  hours  after  the  completion  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes 
cast  at  such  election,  which  poll  book  and  tally  list  shall  be  filed  and  kept 
by  the  Secretary  of  State  for  one  year,  and  certified  copies  thereof  shall  be 
evidence  in  all  courts,  proceedings  and  election  contests.  Another  of  the 
lists  of  voters,  with  such  certificates  written  thereon,  and  another  of  the 
tally  papers  footed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  carefully  enveloped  and  sealed  up 
and  delivered  by  the  third  one  of  the  Judges,  without  delay;  in  counties  under 
township  organization,  to  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  in  which  the  district 
may  be;  and  in  counties  not  under  township  organization,  they  shall  be 
retained  by  one  of  the  Judges  of  election,  and  safely  kept  by  such  town  clerk 
or  Judge,  for  the  use  and  inspection  of  the  voters  of  such  district  until  the 
next  general  election.  The  lists  of  voters  and  tally  papers  required  by  this 
Act  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  transmitted  in  envel- 
opes furnished  to  the  various  county  clerks  by  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
that  purpose.  Such  envelopes  shall  bear  the  name  and  address  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  printed  in  plain,  legible  type,  together  with  a  blank  form 
printed  in  convenient  shape  for  designating  the  county  and  voting  precinct 
or  district  where  it  is  to  be  used,  and  also  the  words,  "poll  book  and  tally 
list  only,"  and  the  date  of  the  election  for  which  they  are  to  be  used.  Such 
envelopes,  printed  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  forwarded  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  the  various  county  clerks  in  ample  time  for  each  general  election.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk  of  each  county,  upon  receipt  of  such 
envelopes,  properly  to  fill  out  the  blank  form  on  one  copy  of  the  same  for 
each  voting  precinct  or  district  in  his  county,  according  to  the  list  of  pre- 
cincts forwarded  by  him  in  pursuance  of  law,  to  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State.  Such  county  clerks  shall  attach  to  each  of  such  envelopes,  sufficient 
stamps  to  fully  repay  the  postage  on  the  list  of  voters  and  tally  paper  which 
it  is  to  contain.  Such  envelopes,  properly  filled  out  and  stamped  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  distributed  by  the  various  county  clerks  to  the  election  officers 
entitled  to  receive  them,  together  with  their  regular  quota  of  other  election 
supplies. 

Sec.  186.  In  the  case  of  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  elections,  the 
returns  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made  to  the  city,  village  or  incorporated  town 
clerk  within  two  days  after  the  election. 

Sac.  186.  In  the  case  of  town  or  road  district  elections  the  returns 
aforesaid  shall  be  made  to  the  town  or  road  district  clerk,  as  the  case  may 
be,  within  one  day  after  the  election. 

Sbo.  187.  No  number  of  votes  shall  be  printed  on  any  ballot  after  the 
name  of  any  candidate  for  representative  in  the  General  Assembly.  In 
canvassing  the  vote  for  representative  in  the  General  Assembly,  the  ballots 
shall  be  counted  in  the  manner  following: 

First — ^Where  the  names  of  three -candidates  for  representatives  in  the 
General  Assembly  are  printed  under  one  party  appellation  or  title  and  a 
cross,  thus,  X,  is  placed  at  the  appropriate  place  preceding  such  party 
appellation  or  title  and  the  ballot  is  not  otherwise  marked  for  representa- 
tives in  the  General  Assembly,  it  shall  be  counted  one  vote  for  each  of 
such  candidates. 

Second — ^Where  the  names  of  two  candidates  for  representatives  in  the 
General  Assembly  are  printed  under  one  party  appellation  or  title  and  a 
cross,  thus,  X,  is  placed  at  the  appropriate  place  preceding  such  party 
appellation  or  title,  and  the  ballot  is  not  otherwise  marked  for  representa- 
tives in  the  General  Assembly,  it  shall  be  counted  one  and  one-half  votes 
for  each  of  such  candidates. 

Third — ^Wherd  the  name  of  but  one  candidate  for  representative  in  the 
General  Assembly  is  printed  under  one  party  appellation  or  title  and  a 
cross,  thus,  X,  is  placed  at  the  appropriate  place  preceding  such  party  appel- 
lation or  title  and  the  ballot  is  not  otherwise  marked  for  representatives  in 
the  General  Assembly,  it  shall  be  counted  three  votes  for  such  candidate. 
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Fourth — Whether  a  cross,  thus,  X,  Is  placed  at  the  appropriate  place 
preceding  any  party  appellation  or  title,  or  not,  whenever  a  cross  Is  placed 
in  the  square  preceding  the  name  of  any  one  candidate  for  representative 
in  the  General  Assembly  and  the  ballot  is  not  otherwise  marked,  the  ballot 
shall  be  counted  three  votes  for  such  candidate;  where  a  cross  is  placed  in 
the  squares  preceding  the  names  of  any  two  candidates  for  representatives 
in  the  General  Assembly  and  the  ballot  is  not  otherwise  marked,  the  ballot 
shall  be  counted  one  and  one-half  votes  for  each  of  such  two  candidates; 
where  a  cross  is  placed  in  the  squares  preceding  the  names  of  any  three 
candidates  for  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly  and  the  ballot  is 
not  otherwise  marked,  the  ballot  shall  be  counted  one  vote  for  each  of  such 
three  candidates. 

Fifth — ^Where  the  voter  has  indicated  his  intention  by  lawful  marking 
of  his  ballot  to  divide  his  votes  among  the  candidates  in  any  manner  other 
than  as  specified  in  the  foregoing  sections,  it  shall  be  counted  for  such 
candidates  according  to  the  intention  of  the  voter  as  disclosed  by  the  mark- 
ing of  the  ballot. 

Sixth — If  the  ballot  has  been  so  marked  as  to  indicate  an  intention  to 
cast  more  than  three  votes  for  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly, 
such  ballot  shall  not  be  counted  for  any  of  such  candidates. 

Seo.  188.  The  principles  of  the  foregoing  section  shall  be  observed  in 
counting  the  ballots  for  aldermen  in  cities  having  minority  representation 
in  the  city  council.  , 

(h)  At  Primary  Elections, 

Sec.  189.  The  votes  shall  be  canvassed  in  the  room  or  place  where  the 
primary  is  held  and  the  primary  Judges  shall  not  allow  the  ballot  box  or 
any  of  the  ballots,  or  the  primary  poll  book,  or  any  of  the  tally  sheets  to 
be  removed  or  carried  away  from  such  room  or  polling  place  until  the 
canvass  of  the  votes  is  completed  and  the  returns  carefully  enveloped  and 
sealed. 

Sec.  190.  If  the  primary  elector  marks  more  names  upon  the  primary 
ballot  than  there  are  persons  to  be  nominated  as  candidates  for  an  office, 
or  for  State  central  committeeman,  senatorial  committeeman,  precinct  or 
ward  committeeman,  or  delegates  or  alternate  delegates  to  national  nomina- 
ting conventions,  or  if  for  any  reason  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the 
primary  elector's  choice  of  a  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  an  office,  or 
committeeman,  or  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  national  nominating 
conventions,  his  primary  ballot  shall  not  be  counted  for  the  nomination  for 
such  office  or  committeeman,  or  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  national 
nominating  conventions. 

No  primary  ballot,  without  the  endorsement  of  the  judge's  initials 
thereon,  shall  be  counted. 

Primary  ballots  not  counted  shall  be  marked  "defective"  on  the  back 
thereof;  and  primary  ballots  to  which  objections  have  been  made  by  either 
of  the  primary  judges  or  challengers  shall  be  marked  "objected  to"  on  the 
back  thereof;  and  a  memorandum,  signed  by  the  primary  judges,  stating 
how  it  was  counted,  shall  be  written  on  the  back  of  each  primary  ballot  so 
marked;  and  all  primary  ballots  marked  "defective"  or  "objected  to"  shall 
be  enclosed  in  an  envelope  and  securely  sealed,  and  so  marked  and  endorsed 
as  to  clearly  disclose  its  contents. 

All  primary  ballots  not  voted,  and  all  that  have  been  spoiled  by  voters 
while  attempting  to  vote,  shall  be  resumed  to  the  proper  clerk,  by  the 
primary  judges,  and  a  receipt  taken  therefor,  and  shall  be  preserved  three 
months.  Such  official  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  number  of  primary  ballots 
delivered  for  each  polling  place,  and  he  or  they  shall  also  enter  upon  such 
record  the  number  and  character  of  primary  ballots  returned,  with  the 
time  when  and  the  persons  by  whom  they  are  returned. 

Sec.  191.  Immediately  upon  closing  the  polls,  the  primary  judges  shall 
proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  in  the  manner  following: 

(1)  They  shall  separate  and  count  the  ballots  of  each  political  party; 

(2)  They  shall  then  proceed  to  ascertain  the  number  of  names  entered 
on  the  primary  poll  books  under  each  party  affiliation; 

(3)  If  the  primary  ballots  of  any  political  party  exceed  in  number  the 
names  of  voters  of  such  political  party  entered  on  the  primary  poll  books.

the  primary  ballots  of  such  political  party  shall  be  folded  and  replaced  in 
the  ballot  baz»  the  box  closed,  well  shaken  and  again  opened  and  one  of 
the  primary  judges,  who  shall  be  blindfolded,  shall  draw  out  and  destroy 
so  many  of  the  primary  ballots  of  such  political  party  as  shall  be  equal  to 
such  excess; 

(4)  The  primary  Judges  shall  then  proceed  to  count  the  primary  ballots 
of  each  iK>litical  party  separately;  and  as  the  primary  Judges  shall  open  and 
read  the  primary  ballots,,  each  primary  clerk  shall  carefully  and  correctly 
mark  upon  the  tally  sheets  the  votes  which  each  candidate  of  the  party 
whose  name  is  written  or  printed  on  the  primary  ballot  has  received,  in  a 
separate  column  for  that  purpose,  with  the  name  of  such  candidate,  the 
name,  of  his  political  pariy  and  the  name  of  the  ofQce  for  which  he  is  a 
candidate  for  nomination  at  the  head  of  such  column. 

Sec.  192.  As  soon  as  the  ballots  of  a  political  party  shall  have  been  read 
and  the  votes  of  such  political  parly  couiited,  as  provided  in  the  last  above 
section,  the  primary  clerks  shall  foot  up  the  tally  sheets  so  as  to  show  the 
total  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  of  such  political  party  and  for 
each  candidate  for  State  central  committeeman,  senatorial  committeeman 
and  precinct  or  ward  committeeman,  or  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to 
National  nominating  conventions,  and  certify  the  same  to  be  correct  There- 
upon, the  primary  Judges  shall  set  down  in  the'  primary  poll  books,  under 
the  name  of  such  political  party,  the  name  of  each  candidate  voted  for  upon 
the  primary  ballot,  written  at  full  length,  the  name  of  the  office  for  which 
he  is  a  candidate  for  nomination  or  for  committeeman,  or  delegate  or  alter- 
nate delegate  to  National  nominating  conventions,  the  total  number  of  votes 
which  such  candidate  received,  and  the  primary  poll  books  to  be  made  sub- 
stantially in  the  following  form:

Judges  of  Primary. 

Sec.  193.  After  the  votes  of  a  political  party  have  been  counted  and  set 
down  and  the  tally  sheets  footed  and  the  entry  made  in  the  primary  poll 
books,  as  above  provided,  all  the  primary  ballots  of  such  political  party, 
except  those  marked  "defective"  or  "objected  to,"  shall  be  strung  upon  a 
strong  thread  or  twine  separately  for  each  political  party  in  the  order  In 
which  such  primary  ballots  have  been  read,  and  shall  thereupon  be  carefully 
sealed  in. an  envelope,  which  envelope  shall  be  endorsed  as  follows: 

Primary  ballots  of  the party  of  the precinct  of  the 

county  of and  State  of  Illinois. 

Below  each  endorsement,  each  primary  Judge  shall  write  his  name. 

Sec.  194.  The  primary  poll  books,  with  the  certificates  of  the  primary 
Judges  written  thereon,  and  the  tally  sheets,  together  with  the  envelopes 
containing  the  ballots,  shall  be  carefully  enveloped  and  sealed  up  together. 
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properly  endorsed  and  put  Into  the  hands  of  the  primary  Judges  who  shall 
within  forty-eight  hours  thereafter,  deliver  the  same  to  the  clerk  from  whom 
the  primary  ballots  were  obtained,  which  clerk  shall  safely  keep  the  same 
for  three  (3)  months. 

Sec.  195.  In  all  primaries  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  represen- 
tatives in  the  General  Assembly  each  qualified  primary  elector  may  cast 
three  votes  for  one  candidate  or  may  distribute  the  same  or  equal  parts  there- 
of among  two  candidates  or  three  candidates  as  he  shall  see  fit.  And  the 
candidate  or  candidates  for  nomination  highest  in  votes  ahBll  be  declared 
nominated  for  the  office  to  be  filled. 

Sec.  196.  The  vote  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  representative 
in  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  canvassed  in  the  following  manner: 

(i;  When  a  cross  is  placed  in  the  squares  preceding  the  names  of  three 
(3)  candidates  and  the  ballot  for  Representatives  in  the  General  Assembly  is 
not  otherwise  marked  it  shall  be  counted  as  one  vote  for  each  candidate. 

(2)  When  a  cross  is  placed  in  the  squares  preceding  the  names  of  two 
candidates,  and  the  ballot  for  representative  in  the  General  Assembly  is  not 
otherwise  marked,  it  shall  be  counted  as  one  and  one-half  votes  for  each  of 
such  candidates. 

(3)  When  a  cross  is  placed  in  the  square  preceding  the  name  of  one 
candidate,  and  the  ballot  for  representative  in  the  General  Assembly  is  not 
otherwise  marked,  it  shall  be  counted  as  three  (3)  votes  for  such  candidate. 

(4)  When  the  ballot  has  been  so  marked  as  to  indicate  the  intention  to 
cast  more  than  three  votes  for  th^  nomination  of  candidates  for  representa- 
tives in  the  General  Assembly,  such  ballot  shall  not  be  counted  for  any  of 
such  candidates. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 
Canvass  of  betubns  and  declabation  of  the  besult. 

(a)  Of  General  Elections, 

Sec.  197.  In  elections  for  the  choice  of  public  officers,  the  person  receiv- 
ing the  highest  number  of  votes  for  an  office  shall  be  deemed  and  declared 
to  be  elected  to  such  office.  If  two  or  more  persons  are  to  be  elected  to  the 
same  office,  the  several  persons,  to  the  number  to  be  chosen  to  such  office, 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed  and  declared  to  be 
elected. 

Sec.  198.  When  two  or  more  persons  receive  an  equal  and  the  highest 
number  of  votes  for  an  office,  the  proper  clerk,  or  the  Secretary  of  State,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  issue  a  notice  to  such  persons  of  such  tie  vote,  and 
require  them  to  appear  at  his  office  on  the  day  and  hour  named  in  the  notice, 
and  within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  the  canvass  of  the  returns,  and 
determine  by  lot  which  of  them  is  to  be  declared  elected. 

Sec.  199.  On  the  day  and  hour  appointed  the  proper  clerk,  or  Secretary 
of  State,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  attend  and  the  parties  interested  shall 
appear  and  determine  by  lot  which  of  them  is  to  be  declared  elected.  If  the 
parties  interested,  or  any  of  them,  do  not  appear  the  proper  clerk,  or  Secre- 
tary of  State,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall,  in  the  presence  of  at  least  two  elec- 
tive public  officers  selected  by  the  clerk  or  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  the  case 
may  be,  determine  by  lot  which  of  them  is  to  be  declared  elected,  and  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  casting  of  the  lot  shall  be  attested  by  such  two  elective  public 
officers  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  proper  clerk,  or  Secretary  of  State,  as 
the  case  may  be. 

Sec.  200.  The  proper  clerk,  or  the  Secretary  of  State,  as  the  case  may  be, 
shall  make  out  a  certificate  of  election  to  each  of  the  persons  declared  elected 
to  the  several  offices,  and  deliver  such  certificate  to  the  person  entitled  to  it 
on  his  application. 

Sec.  201.  The  returns  shall  be  canvassed  and  the  result  declared  as 
follows: 

(1)  Those  made  to  the  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk,  by  the 
city  council  or  board  of  trustees,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(2)  Those  made  to  the  town  clerk,  the  supervisor,  assessor  and  collector 
within  five  days  after  the  returns  are  made. 

(3^  Those  made  to  the  road  district  clerk,  by  the  commissioners  of  high- 
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ways,  one  Justice  of  the  peace  selected  by  them  and  the  district  clerk  within 
flye  days  after  the  returns  are  made. 

(4)  Those  made  to  the  county  clerk  by  the  county  clerk  with  the  assist- 
ance of  two  Justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county  within  seven  days  after  the 
close  of  the  election,  but  the  result  of  the  election  shall  not  be  declared 
where  abstracts  of  votes  are  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

(6)  Those  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State  (excepting  for  Qovemor,  Lieu- 
tenant Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  Treasurer, 
Attorney  General  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction),  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  Treasurer  and  Attorney  General. 

(6)  Those  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and  directed  to  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives,  by  the  Joint  meeting  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  assembled  In  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Sec.  202.  Bach  of  such  boards  shall  act  as  a  board  and  the  decision  of  a 
majority  of  such  board  (all  being  notified  and  a  quorum  being  present)  shall 
be  required. 

Sec.  203.  Each  person  declared  elected  shall  be  entltiea  to  a  certificate 
of  election  or  commission  which  shall  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  State  or 
by  the  proper  clerk. 

Sec.  204.  The  county  canvassing  board  shall  make  abstracts  of  the  votes 
In  manner  following: 

Of  votes  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant  GU>vernor,  on  one  sheet;  of  votes 
for  State  officers,  on  another  sheet;  of  votes  for  presidential  electors,  on 
another  sheet;  of  votes  for  United  States  Senafbr  and  Representatives  in 
Congress,  on  another  sheet;  of  votes  for  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  on 
another  sheet;  of  votes  for  clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  on  another  sheet; 
of  votes  for  Judges  of  the  circuit  court,  on  another  sheet;  of  votes  for 
Senators  and  Representatives  in  the  General  Assembly,  on  another  sheet;  of 
votes  for  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  on  another  sheet; 
of  votes  for  trustees  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  on  another  sheet;  of  votes 
for  amendments  to  the  Constitution,  and  for  other  propositions  submitted  to 
the  electors  of  the  entire  State,  on  another  sheet;  of  votes  for  county  officers 
and  for  propositions  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  county  only  on  another 
sheet.  The  foregoing  abstract  shall  be  preserved  by  the  county  clerk  in 
his  office. 

Seo.  205.  Immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  abstracts  of  votes  the 
county  clerk  shall  make  two  correct  copies  of  the  abstracts  of  votes  for 
Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of'  State,  Auditor  of  Public  Ac- 
counts, Treasurer,  Attorney  (General,  and  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, both  of  which  copies  he  shall  envelop  and  seal  up,  and  endorse  upon 
the   envelope   in   substance,    "Abstracts    of   votes   for    State   officers    from 

county,"  and  he  shall  address  one  of  the  envelopes  containing 

such  copies  of  abstracts  of  votes  for  State  officers  to  "the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,"  and  the  other  he  shall  address  to  "the  Secretary 
of  State."  The  county  clerk  shall,  at  the  same  time,  envelop  and  seal  up  a 
copy  of  each  of  the  abstracts  of  votes  for  other  officers  and  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  and  other  propositions  voted  on,  and  endorse  the  same  so  as 
to  show  the  contents  of  the  package,  and  address  the  same  to  the  Secretary 
of  State.  The  several  packages  shall  then  be  placed  in  one  envelope  and 
addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  206.  Such  abstracts  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
by  mail,  or,  in  case  it  shall  be  necessary^  by  special  messenger. 

(1>)  Of  Primary  Elections. 

Sec.  207.  The  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  a  primary 
as  a  candidate  of  a  party  for  the  nomination  for  an  office,  shall  be  the 
candidate  of  that  party  for  such  office,  and  his  name  as  such  candidate  shall 
be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  at  the  election  then  next  ensuing.  Where 
there  are  two  or  more  persons  to  be  nominated  for  the  same  office  or  board, 
the  requisite  number  of  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  nominated  and  their  names  shall  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  at  the 
following  election. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  for  nomination  for  members  of  the  board  of 
assessors,  where  five  are  to  be  elected,  four  of  whom  are  to  be  elected  from 
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any  one  city  and  the  city  has  the  requisite  number,  then  the  candidate  for 
nomination  living  outside  of  such  city  having  the  highest  number  of  votes 
of  his  party  shall  be  nominated,  and  his  name  shall  be  placed  on  the  official 
ballot  at  the  following  election. 

The  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  of  his  party  for  State 
central  committeeman  of  his  congressional  district  shall  be  declared  elected 
State  central  committeeman  from  such  congressional  district 

The  requisite  number  of  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
as  candidates  of  their  party  in  any  county,  or  senatorial  district,  as  the  case 
may  be,  for  senatorial  committeeman  shall  be  declared  elected  senatorial 
committeeman  from  such  county,  or  senatorial  district. 

The  requisite  number  of  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
of  their  party  for  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  national  nominating 
conventions  shall  be  declared  elected  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to 
the  national  nominating  convention  of  their  party. 

The  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  of  his  party  for  ward 
committeeman  of  his  ward  shall  be  declared  elected  ward  committeeman 
from  such  ward. 

When  two  or  more  persons  receive  an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  the  nomination  for  the  same  office  or  for  committeeman  of  the 
same  political  party,  or  where  more  than  one  person  of  the  same  political 
party  is  to  be  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  office  or  committeeman,  if  it 
appears  that  more  than  the  number  of  persons  to  be  nominated  for  an 
office  or  elected  committeeman  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of 
votes  for  the  nomination  for  the  same  office  or  for  election  as  committeeman, 
the  board  by  which  the  returns  of  the  primary  are  canvassed  shall  decide  by 
lot  which  of  such  persons  shall  be  nominated  or  elected,  as  the  case  may  be. 
In  such  case  such  canvassing  board  shall  issue  notice  in  writing  to  such 
persons  of  such  tie  vote,  stating  therein  the  place,  the  day  (which  shall  not 
be  more  than  five  days  thereafter),  and  the  hour  when  such  nomination  or 
election  shall  be  so  determined. 

Sec.  208.  As  soon  as  complete  returns  are  delivered  to  the  proper  clerk, 
the  returns  shall  be  canvassed  as  follows: 

(1)  In  the  case  of  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  city  offices,  by  the 
mayor,  the  city  attorney  and  the  city  clerk. 

(2)  In  the  case  of  nomination  of  candidates  for  village,  or  incorporated 
town  offices,  by  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  one  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  the  village  clerk. 

(3)  The  officers  who  are  charged  by  law  with  the  duty  of  canvassing 
returns  of  general  elections  made  to  the  county  clerk,  shall  also  open  and 
canvass  the  returns  of.  a  primary  made  to  such  county  clerk.  Upon  the 
completion  of  the  canvass  of  the  returns  by  the  county  canvassing  board, 
such  canvassing  board  shall  make  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  returns  for 
each  political  party  separately,  stating  in  appropriate  columns  and  under 
proper  headings,  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  in  such  county  for  each 
candidate  for  nomination  by  such  party,  including  candidates  for  President 
of  the  United  States  and  for  State  central  committeemen,  and  for  delegate 
and  alternate  delegate  to  national  nominating  conventions.  Within  two 
days  after  the  completion  of  such  canvass  by  such  canvassing  board  the 
County  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  Secretary  of  State  a  certified  copy  of  such 
tabulated  statement  of  returns: 

Provided,  hotoever,  that  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  the  nomination  for 
offices,  the  certificate  of  election  for  which  offices,  under  the  general  election 
laws  are  issued  by  the  county  clerk  shall  not  be  included  in  such  certified 
copy  of  tabulated  statement  of  returns. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  offices,  including 
President  of  the  United  States  and  the  State  central  committeeman,  and 
delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  national  nomination  conventions,  certi- 
fied tabulated  statement  of  returns  for  which  are  filed  with  the  Secretary  of 
State,  such  returns  shall  be  canvassed  by  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State 
and  State  Treasurer.  Within  five  days  after  such  returns  shall  be  canvassed 
by  such  State  Primary  Canvassing  Board,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause 
to  be  published  in  one  daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation  at  the  seat  of 
the  State  government  in  Springfield  a  certified  statement  of  the  returns  filed 
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in  his  Office,  showing  the  total  vote  cast  in  the  State  for  each  candidate  of 
each  political  party  for  President  of  the  Unted  States,  and  showing  the  total 
vote  for  each  candidate  of  each  political  party  for  President  of  the  United 
States  cast  in  each  of  the  several  congressional  districts  in  the  State,  and 
stating  the  names  of  the  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  national  nomi- 
nating conventions  for  each  political  party. 

(5)  Where  in  cities,  villages  or  incorporated  towns  which  have  a  board 
of  election  Commissioners,  the  returns  of  a  primary  are  made  to  such  board  of 
election  commissioners,  such  returns  shall  be  canvassed  by  such  board,  and 
(excepting  in  the  case  of  the  nomination  of  candidate  for  any  city,  village 
or  incorporated  town  office  in  such  city)  tabulated  statements  of  the  returns 
of  such  primary  shall  be  made  to  the  county  clerk. 

Sec.  209.  Each  of  such  canvassing  boards,  respectively,  shall,  upon  the 
completion  of  the  canvassing  of  the  returns,  make  proclamation  of  the  result 
of  such  primary  for  each  political  party,  and  shall  make  and  execute  a 
certificate,  and  unless  a  notice  of  contest  shall  have  been  filed  with  such 
canvassing  board  ten  days  after  completion  of  the  canvass,  shall  file  such 
certificates  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
whose  duty  it  is  to  print  the  official  ballot  for  the  election  for  which  the 
nomination  is  made,  as  the  case  may  be,  stating  therein  the  name  of  each 
candidate  of  each  political  party  so  nominated  or  elected,  as  shown  by  the 
returns,  together  with  the  name  of  the  office  for  which  he  was  nominated  or 
elected,  including  ward  committeeman,  and  including  in  the  case  of  the  , 
State  primary  canvassing  board,  candidates  for  State  central  committeeman, 
and  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  national  nominating  conventions. 
In  case  of  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  national  nominating  conven- 
tions such  certificates  shall  show  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  President  of 
the  United  States  for  whom  such  delegates  or  alternate  delegates  have  ex- 
pressed their  choice  as  disclosed  from  their  statements  in  writing  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  In  case  a  notice  of  contest  shall  be  filed 
with  any  canvassing  board,  such  canvassing  board  shall  withhold  its  certifi- 
cate until  a  certified  copy  of  the  decree  or  order  of  the  court  hearing  such 
contest  shall  have  been  filed  with  such  canvassing  board.  The  canvassing 
board  shall,  within  one  day  after  receiving  a  certified  copy  of  such  decree  or 
order,  proceed  to  finish  the  canvass  of  the  returns  as  corrected  by  such 
decree  and  make  proclamation  accordingly. 

Upon  the  filing  of  such  certificate  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
or  in  the  office  of  the  proper  clerk,  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  the  proper 
clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall,  within  one  day  thereafter,  issue  a  certifi- 
cate of  nomination  to  each  of  the  candidates  so  proclaimed  nominated. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall  also  Issue  a  certificate  of  election  to  each 
of  the  persons  shown  by  the  returns  and  the  proclamation  thereof  to  be 
elected  State  central  committeeman,  and  delegates  and  alternate  delegates 
to  national  nominating  conventions. 

Sec.  210.  When  the  nomination  is  made  for  an  office  to.  be  filled  by  the 
electors  of  an  entire  county,  and  where  it  is  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk 
to  prepare  the  official  ballot  for  the  election,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
county  clerk  to  place  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  voted  at  the  election  the 
names  of  all  candidates  nominated  for  office,  as  herein  provided,  as  shown 
by  the  certificate  of  the  canvassing  board  on  file  in  his  office,  and  the  names 
of  all  candidates  certified  to  him  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

When  the  nomination  is  made  for  an  office  to  be  filled  by  the  electors 
of  an  entire  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  including  aldermen,  and 
where  it  is  the  duty  of  the  city,  village  or  Incorporated  town  clerk  to  pre- 
pare the  official  ballot  for  the  election,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  dty  or 
village  derk,  to  place  upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  voted  at  the  election  the 
names  of  all  candidates  nominated  for  office,  as  herein  provided,  as  shown  .

Not  less  than  fifteen  days  before  an  Section  to  fill  any  office,  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  within  which 
any  of  the  electors  may,  by  law,  vote  for  such  candidates  for  such  offices, 
the  name  and  description  of  each  person  nominated  for  such  office,  as  shown 
by  the  certificate  of  the  canvassing  board  on  file  in  his  office. 
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ARTICLE  XV. 
ELECTION   C01TTE8TB. 

(a)  For  PriTnary  Elections. 

Sec.  211.  Any  candidate  whoee  name  appears  upon  the  primary  ballot 
of  any  political  party  in- any  precinct  may  contest  the  election  of  the  candi- 
dates nominated  by  his  political  party,  upon  the  face  of  the  returns,  if  he 
BO  desires,  and  may,  in  such  county  or  any  of  the  precincts  thereof  as  to 
the  office  for  which  he  was  a  candidate,  contest  the  election  in  such  county 
or  precinct  by  filing  with  the  clerk  of  the  County  Court,  except  in  the  case 
of  candidates  for  the  nomination  for  State,  senatorial  and  congressional 
offices  and  for  the  office  of  county  judge,  a  petition  in  writing,  setting  forth 
the  grounds  of  contest,  which  petition  shall  be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of 
the  petitioner  or  other  person,  and  which  petition  shall  be  filed  within  five 
days  after  the  completion  of  the  canvass  of  the  returns.  The  contestant 
shall  also  file  with  the  canvassing  board  which  canvasses  the  returns  for 
such  nomination  (and  if  for  the  nomination  for  an  office,  certified  tabulated 
statements  of  the  returns  of  which  are  to  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of 
State)  also  with  the  county  canvassing  board,  a  notice  of  the  pendency  of 
the  contest.  In  the  case  of  a  contest  for  the  nomination  for  State,  senatorial 
and  congressional  offices  and  for  the  office  of  county  Judge,  such  petition 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court. 

Authority  and  Jurisdiction  are  hereby  vested  in  the  County  Court  or  In 
the  Judge  thereof  in  vacation,  or  in  the  Circuit  Court  or  in  the  Judges 
thereof  in  vacation,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  hear  and  determine  primary 
contests.  When  a  petition  to  contest  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  court,  such  petition  shall  forthwith  be  presented  to  the  Judge  thereto, 
who  shall  note  thereon  the  date  of  presentation,  and  shall  also  note  thereon 
the  day  when  he  will  hear  the  same,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  five  days 
thereafter,  and  shall  order  issuance  of  summons  to  each  defendant  named 
in  the  petition. 

Summons  shall  forthwith  issue  to  each  defendant  named  in  the  petition 
and  shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  cases  in  chancery. 
Summons  may  be  issued  and  served  in  any  county  in  the  State.  The  case 
may  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  County  or  Circuit  Court  in  term  time, 
or  by  the  Judges  thereof  in  vacation,  at  any  time  not  less  than  three  days 
after  service  of  process,  and  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  of  hearing 
to  all  other  cases.    The  petitioner  shall  give  security  for  all  costs. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  in  which  the  petition  is  filed,  the  grounds 
for  contest  alleged  are  insufficient  in  law,  the  petition  shall  be  dismissed. 
If  the  grounds  alleged  are  sufficient  in  law,  the  court  shall  proceed  In  a 
summary  manner  and  may  hear  evidence,  examine  the  returns,  recount  the 
ballots  and  make  such  orders  and  enter  such  judgment  as  justice  may 
require.  The  court  shall  ascertain  and  declare  by  a  decree,  as  in  chancery 
to  be  entered  of  record  in  the  proper  court,  the  result  of  such  election  in 
the  territorial  area  for  which  the  contest  is  made.  The  judgment  of  the 
court  shall  be  final.  A  certified  copy  of  such  decree  shall  forthwith  be  made 
by  the  clerk  of  the  court  and  transmitted  to  the  board  canvassing  the  returns 
for  such  office;  and  in  case  of  contest,  if  for  nomination  for  an  office,  tabu- 
lated statements  of  returns  for  which  are  filed  with  the  Secretai7  of  State, 
also  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  the  proper  county.  The  proper  can- 
vassing board,  or  boards,  as  the  ca^e  may  be,  shall  correct  the  returns  or 
the  tabulated  statement  of  returns  in  accordance  with  such  decree. 

(1>)  For  Other  Elections. 

(1)    JXTBISDICnON. 

Sec.  212.  Authority  and  jurisdiction  are  hereby  conferred  upon  the  fol- 
lowing to  hear  and  determine  election  contests: 

(1)  Upon  the  General  Assembly,  in  joint  session  in  the  Hall  of  tiie 
House  of  Representatives,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
presiding,  to  hear  and  determine  contested  elections  of  Governor,  Lieutenant 
Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  Treasurer,  Supei^ 
intendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  Attorney  General. 

(2)  Upon  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives  to  hear  and  determine 
contested  elections  of  members  of  the  respective  houses. 
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(3)  Upon  the  Circuit  Court  or  Superior  Court  of  Cook  County,  in  term 
time,  or  upon  the  judges  thereof  in  vacation,  to  hear  and  determine  election 
contests  of  the  election  of  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Clerk  of  the  Su- 
preme Court,  Clerk  of  the  Appellate  Court,  judges  of  the  Circuit  Court, 
judges  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook  County,  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
Illinois,  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  judges  of  the  County 
Court,  mayors  of  cities,  presidents  of  county  boards,  presidents  of  villages 
and  Incorporated  towns,  and  elections  upon  the  removal  of  county  seats 
and  other  public  measures  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  of  the  whole 
county  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  county  courts  in  all  cases  men- 
tioned in  paragraph  (4)  of  this  section. 

(4)  Upon  the  County  Court,  or  upon  the  judges  thereof  in  vacation,  to 
hear  and  determine  contests  of  election  in  all  other  county,  town  and  pre- 
cinct officers,  and  all  officers  for  the  contesting  of  whose  election  no  provision 
is  made,  and  elections  upon  public  measures  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the 
people  of  any  city,  village,  incorporated  town,  town,  district  or  other  terri- 
tbrial  area  in  a  county. 

(5)  Upon  the  city  council,  or  board  of  trustees  of  villages  and  incorpo- 
rated towns  to  hear  and  determine  contests  of  election  of  aldermen  or 
members  of  the  board  of  trustees,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(2)   GBOUNDB   OF  CONTEST  Ain>   PBOCSDUBB — ^APPUCABLE   TO  ALL  CONTESTS, 

EXCEPTIONS. 

Sec.  213.  The  election  of  any  person  to  any  public  office,  or  on  the 
removal  of  a  county  seat,  or  other  public  measure,  may  be  contested: 

(1)  For  malconduct,  fraud  or  corruption  on  the  part  of  the  judges  or 
clerks  al  election  in  any  voting  precinct  or  election  district,  or  Of  any  board 
of  canvassers,  or  of  any  member  thereof,  sufficient  to  change  the  result 

(2)  When  the  person,  or  persons,  declared  elected  has  given  or  offered 
to  any  elector,  or  to  any  judge,  clerk  or  canvasser  of  elections  any  bribe 
or  reward  in  money,  property  or  other  thing  of  value  for  the  purpose  of 
procuring  his  election. 

(3)  When  illegal  votes  have  been  received  or  legal  votes  rejected  at 
the  polls  sufficient  to  change  the  result. 

(4)  For  any  error  in  any  judges  of  election,  or  board  of  canvassers  in 
counting  the  votes  or  in  declaring  the  result  of  the  election,  if  the  error 
would  change  the  result 

(5)  For  any  other  cause  which  shows  that  another  was  the  person 
legally  elected,  or  that  a  public  measure  was  not  carried. 

Sec.  214.  The  election  of  any  person  declared  elected  to  any  office,  except 
a  constitutional  executive  State  office,  and  members  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, may  be  contested  by  any  elector  of  the  State,  judicial  district,  judicial 
circuit  county,  town,  precinct,  city,  village,  incorporated  town,  or  other 
district  or  division  in  and  for  which  the  person  is  declared  elected. 

Sec.  216.  The  person  desiring  to  contest  the  election  of  any  person 
declared  elected  to  any  such  office  whose  election  may  be  contested  as  pro- 
vided in  the  last  preceding  section  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  person 
whose  election  is  contested  is  declared  elected,  file  with  the  clerk  of  the 
proper  court  a  statement  in  writing  setting  forth  the  points  on  which  he 
will  contest  the  election,  which  statement  shall  be  verified  by  affidavit  in 
the  same  manner  as  bills  in  chancery  may  be  verified. 

Sec.  216.  The  election  upon  the  removal  of  a  county  seat,  or  upon  any 
other  public  measure  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people  of  a  county,  city, 
village,  incorporated  town,  town,  district  or  other  territorial  area  in  a 
county,  may  be  contested  by  any  five  electors,  legal  voters  of  the  county, 
city,  village,  incorporated  town,  town,  district  or  other  territorial  area  in  a 
county  upon  which  such  public  measure  was  voted. 

Seo.  217.  When  electors  desire  to  contest  the  election  for  the  removal 
of  a  county  seat  or  other  public  measure  they  shall  file,  in  the  office  of  the 
pn^>er  clerk,  a  written  statement  in  like  form  as  in  other  cases  of  contested 
elections  in  the  Circuit  Court  within  thirty  days  after  the  result  of  the 
election  shall  have  been  determined  if  the  election  was  upon  the  removal 
of  a  county  seat  or  other  public  measure  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people 
of  the  county,  and  within  fifteen  days  after  the  result  of  the  election  shall 
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have  been  determined  if  the  election  was  upon  a  measure  submitted  to  a 
district  or  division  less  in  territorial  area  than  the  county. 

Sbc.  218.  The  contestant  or  contestants  shall,  with  such  written  state- 
ment, file  a  bond,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk 
with  whom  such  written  statement  is  filed,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  such  other  sum  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  court,  conditioned  to  pay 
all  costs  in  case  the  election  be  confirmed,  or  the  petition  dismissed.  Such 
bond  shall  run  to  the  person  whose  election  is  contested,  or,  in  case  the 
election  is  for  the  removal  of  a  county  seat  or  upon  any  other  public 
measure,  to  "The  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois." 

Sko.  219.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  statement  summons  shall  issue  against 
the  person  whose  office  is  contested,  and  he  may  be  served  with  process  or 
notified  to  appear,  in  the  same  manner  aa  is  provided  in  cases  of  chancery. 

Sbc.  220.  When  the  contest  is  that  of  an  election  upon  the  removal  of  ^a 
county  seat,  or  other  public  measure,  such  summons  shall  forthwith  issue, 
directed  to  the  county  clerk  in  case  the  proposition  was  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  a  county,  or  to  the  city,  village,  incorporated  town,  town,  district 
or  other  clerk,  respectively,  in  case  the  proposition  was  submitted  to  the 
voters  of  a  city,  village,  incorporated  town,  town,  district  or  other  territorial 
area  in  the  county  and  shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided 
in  cases  in  chancery. 

Sbc.  221.  The  case  shall  be  tried  in  like  manner  as  cases  in  chancery 
and  may  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  court  in  term  time,  or  by  the 
Judge  thereof  in  vacation,  at  any  time  after  the  return  day  of  the  summons^ 
and  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  of  hearing  to  all  c^er  cases. 

Sec.  222.  The  court,  or  the  Judge  thereof  in  vacation,  shall  have  authority 
and  power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  any  officer  of  such  election,  and  of 
any  other  person  capable  of  testifying  concerning  the  same,  and  also  to 
compel  the  preservation  and  the  production  of  the  ballots,  ballot  boxes* 
books,  tally  sheets,  returns,  registers  and  other  papers  or  evidence  that  may 
bear  upon  the  contest 

Sec.  223.  In  case  the  election  contested  is  that  of  a  removal  of  the  coonty 
seat,  or  other  public  measure,  the  court  shall  permit  one  or  more  electors  of 
the  county,  or  other  political  subdivision  to  which  such  public  measure  was 
submitted,  to  defend  for  the  county,  or  other  political  subdivision. 

Sac.  224.  In  all  cases  of  contested  Sections  the  parties  contesting  the 
same  shall  have  the  right  to  have  the  ballots  opened  and  to  <have  all  errors 
of  the  Judges  in  counting  or  refusing  to  count  any  ballot  corrected  by  the 
court  or  body  trying  such  contest,  but  such  ballots  shall  be  opened  only  in 
open  court  or  in  open  session  of  such  body  and  in  the  presence  of  the  officer 
having  the  custody  thereof. 

Sec.  225.  The  fees  of  officers  and  witnesses  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the 
Circuit  Court  in  other  cases. 

Sbo.  226.  If  the  election  be  confirmed,  or  the  petition  be  dismissed  or 
the  prosecution  fail.  Judgment  shall  be  rendered  against  the  contestant  for 
costs.  If  the  Judgment  be  against  the  person  declared  elected,  or  the  election 
be  set  aside,  or  that  the  removal  of  a  county  seat  or  other  public  measure  did 
not  carry,  then  the  defendant  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  pay  the 
costs,  except  that  no  costs  shall  be  adjudged  against  the  county  or  otiier 
municipal  corporation  in  case  of  a  contest  of  a  removal  of  the  county  seat, 
or  other  public  measure,  but,  in  such  case,  the  court  shall,  by  order,  provide 
for  the  payment  of  the  costs. 

S^.  227.  The  Judgment  of  the  court,  in  cases  of  contested  elections,  shall 
confirm  or  annul  the  election,  according  to  the  right  of  the  matter;  or,  in 
case  the  contest  is  in  relation  to  the  election  of  some  person  to  an  office,  shall 
declare  as  elected  the  person  who  shall  appear  to  be  duly  elected. 

Sec.  228.  If  it  appears  that  two  or  more  persons  have,  or  would  have 
had,  if  the  legal  ballots  cast,  or  intended  to  be  cast  for  them,  had  been 
counted,  the  highest,  and  an  equal  number  bf  votes  for  the  same  office,  the 
persons  receiving  such  votes  shall  decide  by  lot,  in  such  manner  as  the 
court  shall  direct,  which  of  them  shall  be  declared  duly  elected;  and  the 
Judgment  shall  be  entered  accordingly.

Seo.  229.  A  certified  copy  of  the  Judgment  of  the  court  shall  have  the 
same  effect  as  to  the  result  of  the  election  as  if  it  had  been  so  declared  by 
the  canvassers.    • 

Sec.  230.  When  the  person  whose  election  is  contested  is  found  to  have 
received,  the  highest  number  of  legal  votes,  but  the  election  is  declared  null 
by  reason  of  legal  disqualification  on  his  part,  or  for  other  causes,  the  person 
receiving  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  shall  not  be  declared  elected,  but 
the  election  shall  be  declared  void,  and  the  vacancy  filled  as  provided  by 
this  Act. 

Sec.  231.  In  all  cases  of  contested  elections  in  the  circuit  courts  or 
county  courts,  appeals  may  be  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  same 
manner,  and  upon  like  conditions  as  provided  by  law  for  taking  appeals  in 
cases  in  chancery  from  the  circuit  courts. 

Sec.  232.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  be  construed  to  repeal, 
amend,  change  or  modify  the  contest  of  the  election  upon  public  measures 
if  a  contest  is  provided  for  in  the  specific  act  under  which  the  vote  upon 
such  public  measure  was  had,  but  the  method  of  contest,  if  any,  prescribed 
in  such  specific  act  shall  be  exclusive.

EXECUnVB  STATE  OFFICERS. 

Sec.  233.  When  any  elector  shall  desire  to  contest  the  election  of  Qov- 
emor.  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts, 
Treasurer,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  or  Attorney  General,  he 
shall,  within  ten  days  after  the  result  of  the  election  shall  have  been  deter- 
mined, present  a  petition  to  the  General  Assembly  setting  forth  the  points 
on  which  he  will  contest  such  election  and  praying  for  leave  to  produce  his 
proof. 

Sec.  234.  The  General  Assembly  shall  appoint  a  Joint  committee  to  take 
the  testimony  on  the  part  of  the  petitioner  and  the  person  whose  place  is 
contested. 

Sec.  235.  The  committee  so  appointed  shall  have  power  to  send  for  wit- 
nesses, and  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  papers, 
Issue  commissions  under  the  hand  of  its  chairman  to  any  officer  authorized 
to  take  depositions  in  other  cases,  to  take  the  deposition  of  witnesses  upon 
the  points  set  forth  in  the  petition,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  commis- 
sion shall  direct 

Sec.  236.  Reasonable  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  party  in  whose  favor 
the  depositicm  is  to  be  taken  to  the  opposite  party  of  the  time  and  place  of 
taking  the  same. 

Sec.  237.  No  testimony  shall  be  taken  except  upon  the  points  set  forth 
In  the  petition. 

Sec.  238.  The  committee  shall  report  the  facts  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  a  day  shall  be  fixed  by  a  Joint  resolution  for  the  meeting  of  the 
two  houses  to  decide  upon  the  same,  in  which  decision  the  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  taken  and  entered  upon  the  Journal. 

(4)    PROVISIONS    SPECIALLY    APPLICABLE    TO    CONTESTS    FOR    MEMBERS    OF    THE 

GENERAL  ASSEMBLY. 

Sec.  239.  The  election  of  any  member  declared  duly  elected  to  a  seat 
in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representatives  of  the  General  Assembly  may  be 
contested  by  any  qu^ified  voter  of  the  district  to  be  represented  by  such 
Senator  or  Representative. 

Sec  240.  The  contestant  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  result  of  the 
election  shall  have  been  determined,  serve  on  the  person  whose  election  he 
will  contest,  a  notice  of  his  intention  to  contest  such  election,  expressing  the 
points  on  which  the  same  will  be  contested;  and  shall  also,  on  or  before  the 
next  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  deliver  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  the 
Secretary  of  State.  In  case  the  person  whose  election  is  contested  is  absent, 
or  cannot  be  found,  service  may  be  had  by  leaving  a  copy  of  such  notice  at 
his  usual  place  of  residence. 

Sec.  241.  Whenever  a  notice  shall  have  been  given  of  an  intention  to 
contest  an  election  as  provided  in  the  preceding  section,  either  party  may 
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proceed  to  take  the  testimony  of  witnesses  before  an3^  Judge,  justice  of 
peace,  clerk  of  a  court,  master  in  chancery  or  notary  public,  on  giving  to  the 
adverse  party  or  his  attorney  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking 
the  same,  and  one  day  in  addition  thereto  (Sunday  inclusive)  for  every 
fifty  miles  travel  from  the  place  of  residence  of  such  party  to  the  pla^e  where 
such  deposition  is  to  be  taken.  If  the  party  entitled  to  notice  resides  in  the 
county  where  the  deposition  is  to  be  taken,  five  days'  notice  shall  be  sufficient. 

Sbc.  242.  The  officer  before  whom  depositions  are  taken  shall  have  power 
to  compel  the  production  of  papers  and  the  attendance  of  witnesses;  and  the 
same  proceedings  may  be  had  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  as  are 
provided  in  the  case  of  taking  depositions  to  be  used  in  courts  of  law  and 
equity. 

Sec.  243.  A  copy  of  the  notice  to  take  depositions,  with  proof  of  service 
thereof  with  the  depositions,  shall  be  sealed  up  and  transmitted  by  mail  or 
otherwise,  to  the  Secretary  of  State  with  an  endorsement  thereon  showing 
the  names  of  the  contesting  parties,  the  office  contested  and  the  nature  of 
Xhe  papers. 

Sec.  244.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  deliver  the  copy  of  the  notice  de- 
posited with  him  by  the  contestant,  and  the  depositions  unopened,  to  the  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  branch  of  the  General  Assembly  to  which  the  contest 
relates,  on  or  before  the  second  day  of  its  session  next  after  the  receipt  of 
the  same;  and  the  presiding  officer  shall  immediately  give  notice  to  his  house 
that  such  papers  are  in  his  possession. 

Sec.  245.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  abridge  the 
right  of  either  branch  of  the  General  Assembly  to  grant  commissions  to  take 
depositions,  or  to  send  for  and  examine  any  witnesses  it  may  desire  to  hear 
on  such  trial. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

offences  and  penalties. 

(a)  Pertaining  to  Elections. 

Sec.  246.  .No  spirituous,  malt,  vinous  or  intoxicating  liquor  shall  be  sold 
or  given  away  at  retail,  nor  shall  any  saloon  or  barroom  or  place  where  such 
liquor  is  so  sold  or  given  away,  be  open  upon  any  general  or  special  election 
day  within  one  mile  of  the  place  of  holding  an  election.  Whoever  violates 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  125.00  nor 
more  than  1100.00.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sherift,  coroner,  constables 
and  other  officers  of  the  county,  and  magistrates,  to  see  that  the  provlsloofl 
of  this  section  are  enforced. 

Sec.  247.  If  any  person  whose  vote  is  challenged,  or  any  witness  sworn 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  knowingly,  wilfully  and  corruptly 
swear  folsely,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury,  and  on  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  248.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  make  to  any  board  of  registry, 
any  false  statement  in  relation  to  his  location,  residence  or  qualification  to 
vote,  or  to  be  registered  at  any  election,  or  in  any  election  precinct  or  dis- 
trict, shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction, 
be  punished  with  a  fine  of  ^50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  Jail  for 
a  period  of  ten  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment 

Sec.  249.  Any  person  who  shall  cause  his  name  to  be  registered  in  more 
than  one  election  district,  or  who  shall  cause  his  name  to  be  registered, 
knowing  that  he  is  not  a  qualified  voter  in  the  district  where  such  registry 
is  made,  or  who  shall  falsely  personate  any  registered  voter,  and  any  person 
causing,  aiding  or  abetting  any  person,  in  any  manner.  In  either  of  said  acts, 
shall  be  punished,  for  each  and  every  offense,  by  Imprisonment  in  the  State 
prison  for  not  less  than  one  year.

Second — Furnishes  an  elector  with  a  ticket  or  ballot,  informing  him  that 
it  contains  a  name  different  from  that  which  appears  thereon,  with  intent  to 
induce  him  to  vote  contrary  to  his  inclinations;  or 

Third — Changes  a  ballot  of  an  elector  with  intent  to  deprive  such  elector

reward  forbidden  by  this  Act  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  the  same 
penalties  as  are  prescribed  in  this  article  for  the  giving,  or  offering  to  give, 
such  bribe  or  reward. 

Sso.  252.  Any  person  who  shall  give  or  offer  to  give,  solicit,  request,  de-

(6)  Shall  refuse  to  receive  the  vote  of  a  qualified  primary  elector  at 
such  primary,  who  will  make  the  affidavit  of,  and  proof  required  by  law;  or, 

(6)  Shall  be  guilty  of  any  fraud,  corruption  or  manifest  misbehavior;  or, 

(7)  Shall  open  or  unfold  any  bflJlot  when  the  same  is  presented  to  be 
deposited  In  the  ballot  box;  or, 

(8)  Shall  wilfully  neglect  to  perform  any  of  the  duties  required  of  him 
by  this  Act  relating  to  primaries,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a 
sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail 
not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court 

Sec.  279.  If  any  person  wilfully  or  corruptly  ascertains,  publishes  or 
reveals  how  a  primary  elector  voted  at  a  primary,  he  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars,  or 
imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court 

Seo.  280.  If  any  clerk  of  a  primary  shall  wilfully  neglect  to  perform 
any  duty  required  of  him  as  primary  clerk,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  fraud,  c(^ 
ruptlon  or  misbehavior,  he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  be  fined  in  a  sum 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not 
exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court 

Seo.  281.  If  any  Judge,  clerk  or  messenger,  after  having  been  deputed  by 
the  primary  Judges  to  carry  the  primary  poll  books,  tally  sheets  and  returns 
of  such  primary  to  the  place  where  by  law  they  are  required  to  be  canvassed, 
wilfully  or  negligently  fails  to  deliver  such  primary  poll  books,  tally  sheets 
or  returns  within  a  time  prescribed  by  law,  with  the  seal  unbroken,  he  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars 
or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court 

Sec.  282.  If  any  county,  city  or  town  clerk  wilfully  refuses  to  perform 
any  duty  required  of  him  by  this  Act  relating  to  primaries,  he  shall,  upon

Sec.  284.  Whoever  shall  wilfully  and  wrongfully  take  or  carry  away  from 
the  place  where  it  has  been  deposited  for  safe  keeping,  or  deface,  mutilate 
or  change  any  primary  poll  book,  tally  sheet  or  ballot,  or  any  name  or  figure 
therein,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or 
both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court 

Sec.  285.  Any  person  or  member  of  a  board  or  any  primary  Judge,  clerk 
or  other  ofilcer  who  is  guilty  of  stealing,  wilfully  and  wrongfully  breaking, 
destroying,  mutilating,  defacing,  falsifying,  or  unlawfully  moving  or  secret- 
ing or  detaining  the  whole  or  any  part  of  any  ballot  box,  or  any  record, 
primary  poll  book,  tally  sheet  or  copy  thereof,  oath,  returns,  or  any  other 
paper  or  document  provided  for  in  this  Act  relating  to  primaries  or  who 
shall  fraudulently  make  any  entry  erasure  or  alteration  therein,  except  as 
allowed  and  directed  by  law,  or  who  permits  any  other  person  so  to  do  shall, 
shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court 

Sec.  286.  If  any  person  shall  commit  any  act  prohibiled  herein  in  rela- 
tion to  primaries,  or  refrain  from  doing  any  act  or  duty  required  to  be  done 
herein  in  relation  to  primaries,  and  if  any  person  shall  in  any  manner  be 
guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  Act  relating  to  primaries,  whether  the  same  is 
denominated  an  ofCense  or  not  and  for  which  no  punishment  is  herein 
specially  provided,  such  person  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a 
sum  not  less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  im- 
prisoned in  the  county  Jail  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court 

ARTICLE  XVII.

WHKBKA.S,  The  people  of  Poland  are  suffering  and  dying  from  starvation 
and  exposure  on  account  of  the  ravages  of  war;  and 

Whebeas,  The  sufterlng  from  the  widespread  want  and  destitution  is 
far  beyond  the  ability  of  the  people  of  Poland  to  alleviate  and  relieve;  and 

Whebeas,  Our  country  holds  in  loving  remembrance  the  valuable  assist- 
ance rendered  to  the  American  people  during  the  Revolutionary  War  by  the 
Polish  people,  and  particularly  the  Polish  patriots,  Tadeusz  Kosciusko  and 
Count  Casimlr  Pulaski,  the  latter  having  given  his  life  for  our  country, 
dying  from  wounds  received  in  the  Siege  of  Savannah,  Georgia;  and 

Whebeas,  The  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  owe  a  depth  of  gratitude  to 
the  Polish  people  for  their  assistance,  the  services  of  these  noble  patriots, 
and  also  for  the  many  men  and  women  who  have  left  Poland  to  become 
worthy  and  loyal  citizens  of  our  country;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  Senate  of  the  Btate  of  JlUnoi8j  the  House  of  Representor 
tives  concurring.  That  we  appeal  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  urging 
them  to  give  of  their  bounty,  for  the  relief  of  the  sufterings  of  the  people

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Resolved,  That  said  committee  of  three  citizens  shall  expend  all  moneys 
received  for  that  purpose  for  the  purchase  of  supplies;  and  that  all  such  sup- 
plies received,  or  purchased  from  moneys  received  for  that  purpose,  shall  be 
transmitted  by  said  committee  of  three  citizens  to  the  proper  authorities  in 
Poland  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferings  of  the  people  of  Poland;  and  be  it  fur- 
ther 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be  requested  to  communicate  with  the 
President  of  the  United  States  to  urge  that  an  appeal  be  made  by  this  Oov^ 
ernment  to  the  British  Government  to  lift  the  British  embargo  on  foodstuffs, 
so  provisions  can  be  sent  to  Poland.

33,  a  bill  for  "An  Act  to  amend  an  Act  entitled,  'An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  holding  of  primary  elections  by  political  parties,^  approved  March 
9,  1910,  in  force  July  1,  1910,  as  subseqnentiy  amended  by  amending 
sections  6  and  9  thereof,'^ 

Was  taken  up  and  read  at  large  a  second  time. 

Mr.  Keller  coffered  the  following  amendment  to  the  bill,  which  was 
adopted : 

Amend  Senate  Bill  No.  33  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  insert  the  following: 

That  an  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  holding  of  primary  elec- 
tions by  political  parties,"  approved  March  9,  1910,  in  force  July  1,  1910,  as 
subsequently  amended,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  amending  sec- 
tions 1,  4,  6,  8,  9,  10,  27,  28,  29,  30,  31,  36,  51,  53,  56,  57,  58,  and  62,  so  that 
the  said  sections  when  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Sec.  1.  The  nomination  of  all  candidates  for  all  elective  State,  congres- 
sional, county,  senatorial  and  Judicial  offices,  except  as  otherwise  herein  pro- 
vided, members  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  clerks  of  the  appellate 
courts,  trustees  of  sanitary  districts,  and  for  the  electicm  of  precinct,  ward, 
senatorial,  State  central  and  National  committeemen,  and  delegates  and 
alternate  delegates  to  National  nominating  conventions,  by  all  political  par^ 
ties,  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Act  and  not  otherwise. 

The  exceptions  are  as  follows:    The  nomination  of  candidates  for — 

(1)  Electors  of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States; 

(2)  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Illinois; 

(3)  School  offices; 

(4)  Tovm  ofices; 

The  nomination  of  all  candidates  for  city,  village  and  incorporated  toton 
offices  (including  officers  of  the  municipal  court  of  Chicago),  in  all  cities,, 
villages  and  incorporated  toums  having  a  population  of  S,000  or  m>ore  hy  the 
last  preceding  Federal  census,  shall  he  made  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  unless  and  until  such  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  shall  vote  to 
waive  a  primary  election.  Candidates  for  city,  village  or  incorporated  town 
offices  in  cities,  villages  and  incorporated  towns  having  a  population  of  less 
than  S,000  hy  the  then  last  preceding  Federal  census  shall  not  he  nominated 
under  the  provisions  of  this  division  of  this  article  unless  and  until  such 
cities,  villages  and  incorporated  toums  adopt  a  primary  election. 

Authority  is  herehy  given  to  any  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  to 
waive  a  primary  election  or  to  adopt  a  primary  election  in  the  manner  folr 
lowing: 
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Upon  petition  of  not  less  tlian  ten  per  cent  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
such  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  filed  with  the  clerk  thereof  not  more 
than  sixty  and  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  a  regular  election  therein, 
the  clerk  shall  submit  to  the  voters  thereof  at  the  next  regular  election  the 
question  of  waiving  or  of  adopting  a  primary  election.  If  a  majority  of  those 
voting  upon  the  proposition  shall  he  in  favor  of  waiving  or  of  adopting  a 
primary  election,  as  the  case  m^y  "be,  the  nomination  for  city,  village  or 
incorporated  town  office  in  the  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  so  voting 
shall  be  made  or  shall  not  be  made,  as  the  case  Tnay  be,  at  a  primary  eleo- 
tion,  as  provided  by  this  Act. 

When  a  vote  is  once  taken  hereunder,  no  further  vote  therein  shall  be 
taken  in  such  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  until  the  expiration  of  three 
years  from  the  election  at  which  such  vote  toas  taken. 

Sbc.  4.  The  following  words  and  phrases  in  this  Act  shall,  unless  the 
same  be  inconsistent  with  the  context,  be  construed  as  follows: 

(1)  The  words  "State  office^'  or  "State  o^cer,'*  an  office  to  be  filled  or 
an  ojgficer  to  be  voted  for,  by  qualified  electors  of  the  entire  State,  including 
United  States  Senator  and  Congressman  at  large,  delegates  at  large  and 
alternate  delegates  at  large  to  National  nominating  conventions,  and  National 
Committeeman. 

(2)  The  words  "congressional  office,**  or  "congressional  officer,"  repre- 
sentatives in  Congress  and  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  dele- 
gates or  alternate  delegates  to  National  nominating  conventions,  when  such 
delegates  or  alternate  delegates  are  chosen  by  congressional  districts. 

(3;  The  words  "judicial  office;*  or  "judicial  officer,"  judges  of  the  Su- 
preme and  Circuit  Courts  and  judges  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Cook  County. 

(4)  The  words  "county  office*  or  "county  officer,"  an  office  to  be  filled 
or  an  officer  to  be  voted  for,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  entire  county, 
members  of  the  board  of  assessors  and  county  commissioners  of  Cook 
County. 

(5)  The  words  "city  office"  and  village  office,"  or  dty  officer,"  and  "vil- 
lage officer,"  an  office  to  be  filled  or  an  officer  to  be  voted  for  by  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  entire  dty  or  village  as  the  case  may  be,  including  aldermen. 

(6)  The  words  "town  office"  or  "toion  officer,"  an  office  to  be  filled  or  an 
officer  to  be  voted  for  by  the  qualified  electors  of  an  incorporated  town. 

(7)  The  words  "senatorial  office^*  or  "senatorial  officer,"  State  senator 
and  representatives  in  the  General  Assembly. 

(8)  The  word  "ward,"  a  division  for  which  aldermen  are  elected. 

(9)  The  word  "precinct"  a  voting  district  heretofore  or  hereafter  estab- 
lished by  law  within  which  all  qualified  voters  vote  at  one  polling  place. 

Sec.  6.  A  primary  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  April  in  every 
year  in  which  a  President  of  the  United  States  is  to  be  elected,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  National  nominating 
conyentions,  and  members  of  National  party  committees  (National  Com- 
mitteemen). 

A  primary  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  April  in  the  year 
A.  D.  1916,  and  on  the  same  day  biennially  thereafter  for  the  nomination  of 
such  officers  as  are  to  be  voted  for  at  the  November  election  then  next  en- 
suing, which  primary  shall  be  known  as  the  general  primary. 

A  primary  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  February  in  each  year 
for  the  nomination  of  such  officers  as  are  to  be  voted  for  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  April  of  such  year. 

A  primary  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  March  in  each  year 
for  the  nomination  of  such  officers  as  are  to  be  voted  tor  on  the  third  Tues- 
day in  April  of  such  year. 

A  primary  shall  be  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  April  of  every  year  in 
which  a  judicial  election  occurs  at  a  time  other  tTian  the  general  November 
election,  or  spring  election,  for  the  nomination  of  judicial  officers. 

A  primary  for  the  nomination  for  all  other  officers,  nominations  which 
are  required  to  bo  made  under  this  Act,  shall  be  held  three  weeks  preceding 
the  date  of  such  election  for  such  offices  respectively. 

The  polls  shall  be  open  from  six  o'clock  a.  m.,  to  five  o'clock  p.  m. 

Sec.  8.  The  following  committee  shall  constitute  the  central  or  man- 
aging committees  of  each  political  party,  viz:    A  State  central  committee,  a 
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congressional  committee  for  each  congressional  district,  a  senatorial  com' 
mittee  for  each  senatorial  district,  a  county  central  committee  for  each 
county,  a  city  central  committee  for  each  city  or  Tillage,  a  precinct  com- 
mittee for  each  precinct,  except  precincts  within  the  limits  of  Incorporated 
cities  or  villages  having  a  population  of  two  hundred  thousand  (200,000) 
or  over;  and  a  ward  committee  for  each  ward  in  such  cities  or  villages 
having  a  population  of  two  hundred  thousand  or  over.  Nothing  contained 
herein  shall  prevent  a  political  party  from  electing  or  appointing  in  accord- 
ance with  its  practice  other  committees. 

Sec.  9.  (a)  The  State  central  committee  shall  be  composed  of  one  mem- 
ber from  each  congressional  district  in  the  State  and  shall  be  elected  as 
follows: 

At  the  general  primary  held  in  the  year  A.  D.  1916,  and  at  the  general 
prim&ry  held  every  two  years  thereafter,  each  primary  elector  may  vote  for 
one  candidate  in  his  party  for  member  of  the  State  central  committee  for 
the  congressional  district  in  which  he  resides.  The  members  of  the  State 
central  committee  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  their  election,  meet  and 
organize  by  electing  a  chairman,  and  such  other  officers  from  among  their 
own  number  or  otherwise,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient.  The 
outgoing  chairman  of  the  State  central  committee  of  the  party  shall,  five 
days  before  the  meeting,  notify  each  member  of  the  State  central  committee 
elected  at  the  primary  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting. 

If,  howef>er,  no  call  be  made  or  notice  given  for  such  meeting  on  or  he* 
fore  the  date  of  the  Btaie  convention  for  such  year  by  the  outgoing  cftair- 
man,  then  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  State  central  committeemen  elected  in 
such  primary  [may'\  meet  anywhere  in  the  State,  organize  and  transact  other 
business  without  any  formal  call  or  notice  for  such  meeting, 

(b)  The  congressional  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  be  com" 
posed  of  the  cTiairmen  of  the  county  central  committees  of  the  counties 
composing  the  congressional  district,  excepting  tJiat  in  congressional  dis- 
tricts wholly  within  the  territorial  limits  of  one  county,  or  partly  within  the 
territorial  limits  of  one  county  and  partly  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
another  county,  then  the  members  of  the  precinct  committees  of  the  party 
residing  within  the  limits  of  the  congressional  district  shall  compose  the 
congressional  committee.  In  congressional  districts  wholly  within  the  terri- 
torial limits  of  a  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  having  a  population  of 
t%oo  hundred  thousand  or  over,  or  partly  within  the  limits  of  such  city, 
village  or  incorporated  town  and  partly  without  the  limits  of  such  city  or 
incorporated  town  then  the  members  of  the  precinct  and  ward  committees 
of  the  party  of  the  precincts  and  wards  vHthin  the  limits  of  the  congressional 
district  shall  compose  the  congressional  committee. 

In  the  organization  and  proceedings  of  congressional  committees,  com- 
posed in  whole  or  in  part  of  precinct  committeemen,  each  precinct  committee- 
men shall  have  one  vote  and  one  additional  vote  for  each  fifty  votes  or  major 
fraction  thereof  of  his  party  cast  in  his  precinct  for  oiyoemor  at  the  last 
general  election,  and  in  the  organization  and  proceedings  of  congressional 
committees,  composed  in  whole  or  in  part  of  ward  committeemen,  each  ward 
committeeman  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  precinct  in  his  ward,  and  one 
additional  vote  for  each  fifty  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  of  his  party 
cast  in  each  precinct  of  his  ward  located  in  such  congressional  district  for 
Governor  at  the  last  general  election. 

(c)  The  senatorial  committee  of  each  political  party  sImII  be  elected  as 
follows: 

(1)  In  senatorial  districts  comprised  of  three  or  more  counties,  the  sena- 
torial committee  shall  be  composed  of  one  member  elected  from  each  county 
of  such  senatorial  district 

At  the  general  primary  held  in  the  year  A.  D.  1916,  and  at  the  general 
primary  held  every  two  years  thereafter,  each  primary  elector  may  vote  for 
one  candidate  of  his  party  residing  in  his  county  for  member  of  the  senor 
torial  committee  of  his  party, 

{2)  In  senatorial  districts  comprised  of  two  counties,  the  senatorial  com- 
mittee shall  be  composed  of  three  members,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
from  the  county  in  which  such  political  party,  at  the  general  election  for 
State  and  county  officers  then  next  preceding  a  primary,  polled  the  larger

number  of  votes  for  Governor  in  such  senatorial  district,  and  one  of  whom 
shall  ^he  elected  from  the  other  county  of  such  senatorial  district 

At  the  general  primary  held  in  the  year  A.  D,  1916,  and  at  the  general 
primary  held  every  two  years  thereafter,  each  primary  elector,  residing  in  a 
county  in  which  such  political  party  at  the  generaJ  election  for  State  and 
county  officers  then  next  preceding  a  primary  polled  the  largest  number  of 
votes  for  Chvemor  in  such  senatorial  district,  m^y  vote  for  two  candidates 
of  his  party,  residing  in  his  county,  for  members  of  the  senatorial  committee 
of  his  party  (and  at  such  primary  in  the  other  county  of  such  senatorial  dis- 
trict, each  primary  elector  may  vote  for  one  candidate  of  his  party)  residing 
in  his  county  for  member  of  the  senatorial  committee  of  his  party, 

(3)  In  senatorial  districts  composed  of  one  county,  and  in  senatorial  dis- 
tricts wholly  within  the  territorial  limits  of  one  county,  or  partly  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  one  county  and  partly  vHthin  the  territorial  limits 
of  another  county,  the  senatorial  committee  shall  be  composed  of  three 
members  elected  from  such  senatorial  district. 

At  the  general  primary  held  in  the  year  A.  D.  1916,  and  at  the  general 
primary  held  every  two  years  thereafter,  each  primary  elector  may  vote  for 
three  candidates  of  his  party,  residing  in  such  senatorial  district,  for  Tnemr 
bers  of  the  senatorial  committee  of  his  party. 

Within  thirty  days  after  its  election,  the  senatorial  committee  shall  meet 
and  proceed  to  organize  by  electing  from  amiong  its  own  number  a  chairman 
and  either  from  its  own  number  or  otherwise,  such  other  officers  as  such 
committee  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient 

The  outgoing  chairman  of  the  senatorial  committee  of  the  party  shall 
notify  the  members  elected  of  the  time  and  place  (which  shall  be  in  the 
limits  of  such  senatorial  district)  of  such  meeting. 

(d)  The  county  central  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  consist 
of  the  members  of  the  various  precinct  committees  and  ward  committees,  if 
any,  of  such  party  in  the  county.  In  the  organization  and  proceedings  of  the 
county  central  committee  each  precinct  committeeman  shall  have  one  vote 
and  one  additional  vote  for  each  fifty  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  of  his 
party  cast  in  his  precinct  for  Governor  at  the  la^t  general  election;  and 
each  ward  committeeman  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  precinct  in  his  ward 
and  one  additional  vote  for  each  fifty  votes  or  major  fraction  thereof  of  his 
party  cast  in  each  precinct  of  his  ward  for  Governor  at  the  last  general 
election. 

(e)  The  city  central  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  be  composed 
of  the  precinct  committeemen  of  such  party  residing  in  such  city,  excepting 
that  in  cities,  villages  or  incorporated  towns  having  a  population  of  two 
hundred  thousand  or  over,  then  the  city  central  commiittee  shall  be  com- 
posed  of  the  ward  committeemen  residing  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
such  dty,  village  or  incorporated  town. 

(f)  At  the  general  primary  held  in  A,  D,  1916,  and  at  the  general  pri- 
mary  held  every  two  years  thereafter,  each  primary  elector,  except  in  cities, 
villages  or  incorporated  towns  having  a  population  of  200,000  or  over,  may 
vote  for  one  qualified  elector  of  his  party  in  the  precinct  for  member  of  his 
political  party  precinct  committee.  The  one  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  such  committeeman  of  such  party  for  such  precinct, 

(g)  At  the  general  primary  held  in  A.  D.  1916,  and  at  the  general  pri- 
mary held  every  two  years  thereafter,  each  primary  elector  in  cities,  villages 
or  incorporated  towns  having  a  population  of  200,000  or  over,  may  vote  for 
one  qualified  elector  of  his  political  party  in  the  ward  for  member  of  his 
ward  committee  (ward  committeeman).  The  one  having  the  highest  numr 
ber  of  votes  shall  be  such  committeeman  of  such  party  for  such  ward, 

(h)  Each  committee  and  its  officers  shall  have  the  powers  usually  exer- 
cised by  such  committees  and  by  the  officers  thereof,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  division  of  this  Act,  The  several  committees  herein 
provided  for  shall  not  have  power  to  delegate  any  of  their  powers  or  func- 
tions to  any  other  person,  officer  or  committee,  but  this  shall  not  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  a  committee  from  appointing  from  its  own  membership 
proper  and  necessary  sub-committees,  and  particularly  defining,  by  resolu- 
tion, the  duties  of  such  sub-committees. 

(i)  The  various  political  party  committees  now  in  existence  are  hereby 
recognized  and  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  herein  pre- 
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scribed  until  committeemen  are  chosen,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  Act. 

Sec.  10.  (a)  On  the  first  Monday  next  succeeding  the  general  primary,  the 
county  central  committee  of  each  political  party  shall  meet  at  the  county 
seat  of  the  proper  county  and  proceed  to  organize  by  electing  from  Its  own 
number  a  chairman,  and  either  from  Its  own  number,  or  otherwise,  such 
other  officers  as  such  committee  may  deem  necessary  or  expedient  Such 
meeting  of  the  county  central  committee  shall  be  known  as  the  county  con- 
vention. In  the  county  convention  of  each  such  precinct  committeemen  shall 
have  one  vote  and  one  additional  vote  for  each  fifty  votes  or  major  fraction 
thereof,  of  his  party  cast  in  his  precinct  for  Governor  at  the  last  general 
election,  and  each  of  such  ward  committeemen  shall  have  one  vote  for  each 
precinct  In  his  ward  and  one  additional  vote  for  each  fifty  votes  or  major 
fraction  thereof  of  his  party  cast  In  each  precinct  of  his  ward  for  Governor 
at  the  last  general  election. 

(b)  At  least  thirty-three  days  before  the  general  primary  the  State  cen- 
tral committee  of  each  political  party  shall  publish  at  large  and  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  a  call  for  a  State  convention.  Such  call  shall 
state,  among  other  things,  the  time  and  place  (designating  the  building  or 
hall)  for  holding  the  State  convention,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  chairman 
and  attested  by  the  secretary  of  the  respective  committees. 

On  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  next  succeeding  the  general  prp 
mary,  a  State  convention  of  each  political  party  shall  be  held.  Such  con- 
vention shall  consist  of  the  members  of  the  State  central  committee  of  the 
political  party,  the  nominees  for  State  offices,  the  nominee  for  United  States 
Senator,  nominees  for  Representative  in  Congress,  and  nominees  for  the 
General  Assembly.  Every  such  member  sJtall  have  one  vote  in  such  con- 
vention.   No  person  shall  be  represented  therein  by  proxy. 

Such  convention  shall  have  authority  to  nominate  candidates  for  electors 
of  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  and  trustees  of  the 
University  of  Illinois,  and  to  adopt  a  party  platform  and  all  reasonable  rules 
and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State,  for  the  government  of  the  party. 

(c)  The  number  of  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  at  large  to  National 
nominating  conventions  and  of  members  of  National  Party  Committees  (Na- 
tional Committeemen)  and  the  number  of  delegates  and  alternate  delegates 
from  each  congressional  district  shaXl  be  determined  by  the  party  rule  as  pub' 
lished  by  the  National  committees  of  the  several  political  parties  and  fUed 
with  the  Secretary  of  State  by  the  chairm4in  of  the  respective  State  central 
committees. 

Sec.  27.  The  tally  sheets  for  each  political  party  participating  in  the 
primary  election  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form:

Sec.  28.  The  name  of  no  candidate  for  nomination,  or  for  State  central 
committeeman,  or  for  ward  committeeman,  or  for  precinct  committeeman, 
or  for  senatorial  committeeman,  or  for  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate 
delegate  to  National  nominating  conventions,  or  for  National  committeeman, 
shall  be  printed  upon  the  primary  ballot  unless  a  petition  for  nomination 
bhall  have  been  filed  in  his  behalf  as  provided  In  this  division  of  this  article 
in  substantially  the  following  form:

Such  petitions  shall  consist  of  sheets  of  uniform  size,  and  each  sheet 
shall  contain  above  the  space  for  signatures  an  appropriate  heading  giving 
the  information  as  to  name  of  candidate  or  candidates,  in  whose  behalf  such 
petition  is  signed,  the  office,, the  political  party  represented,  place  of  resi- 
dence, and  such  other  Information  or  wording  as  required  to  make  the  same 
valid;  and  the  heading 'of  each  sheet  shall  be  substantially  the  same.

(c)  If  for  a  judicial  office,  by  at  least  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
qualified  primary  electors  of  his  party  in  the  district  or  division  for  which 
the  nomination  is  made. 

(d)  //  for  a  senatorial  office,  by  at  least  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
qualified  primary  electors  of  his  party  in  his  senatorial  district. 

(e)  If  for  a  county  office,  by  at  least  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
qualified  electors  of  his  party  cast  at  the  last  preceding  general  election  in 
his  county.  If  for  the  nomination  for  county  commissioner  of  Cook  County, 
then  by  at  least  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  qualified  primary  electors 
of  his  party  in  his  county  in  the  district  or  division  in  which  said  such  per- 
son is  a  candidate  for  nomination. 

(f)  If  for  a  candidate  for  clerk  of  the  Appellate  Court,  hy  at  least  one-

(g)  //  for  a  candidate  for  trustee  of  a  sanitary  district,  ty  at  least  one- 
half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  primary  electors  of  his  party,  from  such  sanitary 
distHct. 

(h)  If  for  a  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  office  to  be  filled  by  the 
electors  of  the  entire  city,  village  or  incorporated  town,  by  at  least  one-half 
of  one  per  cent  of  the  qualified  electors  of  his  party  in  the  city,  village  or 
incorporated  town;  for  alderman,  by  at  least  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
voters  of  his  party  of  his  ward. 

(i)  If  for  any  other  office,  by  at  least  ten  primary  electors  of  his  party 
of  the  district  or  division  for  which  the  nomination  is  made. 

(j^  If  for  State  central  committeeman,  by  at  least  one  hundred  of  the 
primary  electors  of  his  party  of  his  congressional  district. 

(k)  If  for  senatorial  committeeman,  by  at  least  ten  of  the  primary  elec- 
tors of  his  party  of  the  county  where  the  senatorial  district  is  co-extensive 
with  one  county  or  is  composed  of  more  than  ofie  county;  but  in  case  the 
senatorial  district  is  wholly  within  the  territorial  limits  of  one  county,  or 
partly  within  the  territorial  limits  of  one  county,  and  partly  within  the 
territorial  limits  of  another  county,  then  such  petition  shall  be  signed  by  at 
least  ten  (10)  of  the  primary  electors  of  his  party  of  his  senatorial  district. 

(1)  If  for  a  candidate  for  ward  committeeman,  by  at  least  one-half  of 
one  per  cent  of  the  primary  electors  of  his  party  of  his  ward. 

(m)  If  for  delegate  or  Alternate  delegate  to  National  nominating  con- 
ventions, by  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  primary  electors  of  his  party  of 
the  congressional  district,  or  if  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  at  large, 
[or]  National  committeeman  by  at  least  five  hundred  (500)  primary  electors 
of  his  party  in  the  State. 

(n)  If  for  precinct  committeeman,  by  at  least  five  of  the  primary  elec- 
tors of  his  party  of  the  precinct. 

Sec.  29.  All  petitions  for  nomination  shall  be  filed  as  follows: 

(i;  Where  the  nomination  is  to  be  made  for  a  State,  congressional,  sena- 
torial. Judicial  or  Appellate  Court  office,  or  for  any  office  a  nomination  for 
which  is  made  for  a  territorial  division  or  district  which  comprises  more 
than  one  county  or  is  partly  in  one  county  and  partly  in  another  county  or 
counties,  then  such  petition  for  nomination  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  not  more  than  sixty  and  not  less  than  forty  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  primary^ 

(2)  Where  the  nomination  is  to  be  made  for  a  county  office,  (except 
clerk  of  the  Appellate  Court  of  the  first  district),  trustee  of  a  sanitary  dis- 
trict or  ward  committeeman,  then  such  petition  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  county  clerk  not  more  than  sixty  days  nor  leiss  than  forty  days  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  primary. 

(3)  Where  the  nomination  is  to  be  made  for  an  office  to  be  filled  by  the 
electors  of  an  entire  city,  village  or  Incorporated  town,  including  aldermen, 
such  petitions  for  nomination  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city,  village 
or  incorporated  town  clerk  not  more  than  forty  nor  less  than  thirty  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary. 

(4)  The  petition  of  candidates  for  State  central  committeeman  shall  be

filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  more  than  sixty  and  not  less 
than  forty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary. 

(5)  The  petition  of  candidates  for  senatorial  committeeman  shall  he  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  not  more  than  sixty  and  not  less  than  forty 
days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary. 

(6)  The  Secretary  of  State  and  the  various  clerks  with  whom  such  peti- 
tions for  nominations  are  filed  shall  endorse  thereon  the  day  and  hour  on 
which  each  petition  is  filed. 

(7)  Any  person  for  whom  a  petition  for  nomination  or  for  committee- 
man has  been  filed  may  cause  his  name  to  be  withdrawn  by  request  in  writ- 
ing, signed  by  him  and  duly  acknowledged  before  an  officer  qualified  to  take 
acknowledgments  of  deeds,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
or  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  not  less  than  thirty- 
five  days  or  with  the  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk  not  less  than 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary,  and  no  names  so  withdrawn 
shall  be  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  county  clerk,  or  printed  on 
the  primary  ballot. 

(8)  The  petition  of  candidates  for  delegate  and  alternate  delegate  to 
National  nominating  conventions  and  for  National  committeeman  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  not  more  than  sixty  and  not  less 
than  forty  days  prior  to  the  primary. 

(9)  The  petition  of  a  candidate  for  precinct  committeeman  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  not  more  than  forty  days,  and  not  less  than 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary. 

Sec.  30.  Each  person  seeking  to  be  elected  as  delegate  or  alternate  dele- 
gate to  the  National  nominating  convention  of  his  party  shall  file,  along  with 
his  nominating  petition,  a  statement  in  writing  signed  by  him  in  which  he 
shall  state  the  name  of  the  candidate  of  his  choice  for  nomination  for  Presi* 
dent  of  the  United  States,  or,  in  lieu  thereof,  may  file  a  statement  to  the 
effect  that  he  has  no  choice  for  candidates  for  President  of  the  United  States. 
The  Secretary  of  State  shall  not  permit  a  petition  of  a  candidate  for  delegate 
or  alternate  delegate  to  the  National  nominating  convention  to  be  filed  unless 
accompanied  by  such  statement.  Any  candidate  for  President  of  the  United 
States  for  whom  a  preference  is  stated  by  any  candidate  for  delegate  or  alter- 
nate delegate  to  a  nominating  convention,  may,  at  any  time  after  the  filing 
of  such  petition  and  before  thb  name  of  such  candidate  for  delegate  or  alter- 
nate delegate  to  a  National  nominating  convention  is  certified  to  the  various 
county  clerks  for  printing,  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  an  in- 
strument in  writing,  disavowing  ihe  candidacy  of  the  person  who  has  so  filed 
a  nominating  petition  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  a  National  nomi- 
nating convention  and  in  case  such  candidate  for  President  of  the  United 
States  shall  disavow  the  candidacy  of  the  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate 
delegate,  as  aforesaid,  the  name  of  such  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate 
delegate  so  disavowed,  shall  not  be  certified  to  the  various  county  clerks  for 
printing  upon  the  official  primary  ballot. 

Sec.  31.  Not  less  than  thirty-three  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  the 
names  of  all  candidates  for  members  of  the  State  central  committee,  of 
all  candidates  for  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  National  nominating 
conventions,  and  of  all  candidates  for  National  committeemen,  and  of  all 
candidates  for  nomination  for  all  offices,  as  specified  in  the  petitions  for 
nomination  on  file  in  his  office,  which  are  to  be  voted  for  in  such  county, 
stating  in  such  certificate  the  political  affiliation  of  each  candidate  for  nomi- 
nation or  for  committeemen,  as  specified  in  such  petition. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall,  in  his  certificate  to  the  county  clerk,  certify 
to  such  county  clerk  the  names  of  the  candidates  under  each  office,  separ- 
ately for  each  political  party,  in  alphabetical  order  of  the  first  letters  of  the 
surname  of  each  candidate. 

In  his  certificate  to  the  county  clerk,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall,  above 
the  name  of  each  candidate  for  delegate  and  alternate  delegate  to  National 
nominating  conventions,  insert  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  President  of 
the  United  States  for  whom  such  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  has  specified 
his  choice  in  accordance  with  his  statement  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  or,  in  case  such  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  or  alternate

delegate  has  not  indicated  any  choice,  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  his  certifi- 
cate, above  the  name  of  such  candidate  for  delegate  or  alternate  delegate 
shall  print  the  words  "No  choice." 

Not  less  than  twenty-eight  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary,  the 
county  clerk  shall  certify  to  the  board  of  election  commissioners,  if  there 
be  any  such  board  in  his  county,  the  names  of  all  candidates  so  certified  to 
him  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  together  with  the  list  of  the  names  of  all 
other  candidates  in  whose  behalf  petitions  have  been,  filed  in  his  office,  in 
alphabetical  order  of  the  first  letters  of  the  surname  of  each  candidate.  Not 
le^s  than  twenty-eight  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  primary  the  city,  village 
or  incorporated  town  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  also  certify  to  such 
board  the  names  of  all  candidates  in  whose  behalf  petitions  have  been  filed 
in  the  office  of  such  city,  village  or  incorporated  town  clerk,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  in  the  order  so  filed. 

Sec.  35.  The  primary  ballot  of  each  political  party  for  each  precinct  shall 
be  arranged  and  printed  substantially  in  the  manner  following: 

(1)  At  the  top  of  the  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  large  capital  letters, 
words  designating  the  ballot — if  a  Republican  ballot,  the  designating  words 
shall  be  "Republican  Primary  Ballot";  if  a  Democratic  ballot  the  designating 
words  shall  be  "Democratic  Primary  Ballot";  and  In  like  manner  for  each 
political  party. 

(2)  Beginning  not  less  than  one  inch  below  the  designating  words,  the 
name  of  each  office  to  be  filled  shall  be  printed  in  capital  letters  and  in  the 
following  order^  to  wit:  President  of  the  United  States,  State  offices,  con- 
gressional offices,  senatorial  offices.  Judicial  offices,  clerks  of  the  Appellate 
Courts,  members  of  the  State  central  committee,  senatorial  committee, 
trustees  of  sanitary  districts,  county  offices,  city  and  village  offices,  town 
offices,  or  of  such  of  the  offices  as  candidates  are  to  be  nominated  for  at  such 
primary,  and  ward  or  precinct  [committee]  men.  Below  the  names  of  each 
office  shall  be  printed  In  small  letters  the  direction  to  voters:  "Vote  for 
one,"  "Vote  for  two,"  "Vote  for  three,"  or  a  spelled  number  designating  how 
many  persons  under  that  head  are  to  be  voted  for. 

Below  the  name  of  each  office  shall  he  printed  in  small  letters  the  names 
of  all  candidates  for  the  nominHtion  for  such  offices  which  are  entitled  to  be 
placed  upon  the  respective  party  primary  ballot.  Above  the  name  of  each 
candidate  for  delegate  and  alternate  delegate  to  National  nomination  conven- 
tions shall  be  printed  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  President  of  the  United 
States  for  whom  such  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  has  expressed  a  choice, 
or  if  no  choice  has  been  expressed  shall  be  printed  the  words,  '*No  choice.^* 

The  names  of  candidates  for  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  National 
nominating  conventions  shall  appear  upon  the  ballot  substantially  as  follows:

The  names  of  all  the  candidates  upon  the  primary  ballot  shall  be  printed 
in  a  column.  Immediately  opposite  and  in  front  of  each  candidate  shall  be 
printed  a  square  and  all  squares  upon  the  primary  ballot  shall  be  of  a  uni- 
fiorm  size.  Spaces  between  the  names  of  candidates  under  each  office  shall 
be  uniform  and  sufficient,  and  spaces  shall  separate  the  names  of  candidates 
for  one  office  from  the  names  of  candidates  for  another  office,  to  avoid  con- 
fusion. 

Sec.  51.  If  the  primary  elector  marks  more  names  upon  the  primary  bal- 
lot than  there  are  persons  to  be  nominated  as  candidates  for  an  office,  or  for 
National  committeemen.  State  central  committeemen,  senatorial  committee- 
men, precinct  or  ward  committeemen,  or  delegates,  or  alternate  delegates  to 
National  nominating  conventions,  or  if  for  any  reason  it  is  impossible  to 
determine  the  primary  elector's  choice  of  a  candidate  for  the  nomination  for 
an  office,  or  commltteemSin,  or  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  National 
nominating  convention,  his  primary  ballot  shall  not  be  counted  for  the 
nomination  for  such  office  or  committeeman,  or  delegate  or  alternate  delegate 
to  National  nominating  convention. 

No  primary  ballot,  without  the  endorsement  of  the  judges'  initials  there- 
on, shall  be  counted.  Any  judge  wilfully  omitting  to  endorse  his  initials  on 
a  primary  ballot,  as  required  by  this  Act,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  punishable  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Primary  ballots  not  counted  shall  be  marked  "defective"  on  the  back 
thereof;  and  primary  ballots  to  which  objections  have  been  made  by  either 
of  the  primary  judges  or  challengers  shall  be  marked  "objected  to"  on  the 
back  thereof;  and  a  memorandum  signed  by  the  primary  judges  stating  how 
it  was  counted  shall  be  written  on  the  back  of  each  primary  ballot  so  marked, 
and  all  primary  ballots  marked  "defective"  or  "objected  to"  shall  be  en- 
closed in  an  envelope  and  securely  sealed,  an4  so  marked  and  endorsed  as  to 
clearly  disclose  its  contents. 

All  primary  ballots  not  voted,  and  all  that  have  been  spoiled  by  voters 
while  attempting  to  vote,  shall  be  returned  to  the  proper  clerk,  by  the  pri- 
mary judges,  and  a  receipt  taken  therefor,  and  shall  be  preserved  three 
months.  Such  official  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  number  of  primary  ballots 
delivered  for  each  polling  place,  and  he  or  they  shall  also  enter  upon  such 
record  the  number  and  character  of  primary  ballots  returned,  with  the  time 
when  and  the  persons  by  whom  they  are  returned. 

Sec.  53.  As  soon  as  the  ballots  of  a  political  party  shall  have  been  read 
and  the  votes  of  said  political  party  counted,  as  provided  in  the  last  above 
section,  the  primary  clerks  shall  foot  up  the  tally  sheets  so  as  to  show  the 
total  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate  of  said  political  party  and  for 
each  candidate  for  National  committeeman.  State  central  committeeman, 
senatorial  committeeman^  and  precinct  or  ward  committeeman,  or  delegate 
or  alternate  delegate  to  National  nominating  conventions,  and  certify  the 
same  to  be  correct.  Thereupon,  the  primary  judge  shall  set  down  in  the  pri- 
mary poll  books,  under  the  name  of  said  political  party,  the  name  of  each 
candidate  voted  for  upon  the  primary  ballot,  written  at  full  length,  the  name 
of  the  office  for  which  he  is  a  candidate  for  nomination  or  for  committeeman, 
or  delegate  or  alternate  delegate  to  National  nominating  conventions,  the 
total  number  of  votes  which  bald  candidate  received,  and  the  primary  poll 
books  to  be  made  substantially  in  the  following  form:

Judges  of  Primary. 

In  all  primarie$  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  Represeniativee  in 
the  Cfeneral  Assembly  each  qualified  primary  elector  may  cast  three  votes 
for  one  candidate,  or  m^y  distribute  the  same  or  equal  parts  thereof  amxmg 
tv)o  candidates  or  three  candidates,  as  he  shaiJX  see  fit.  And  the  said  candi- 
date or  candidates  for  nomination  highest  in  votes  shall  be  declared  nomir 
nated  for  the  office  to  he  fined. 

The  votes  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  Representative  in  the 
General  Assembly  shall  be  canvassed  in  the  folUnoing  manner: 

(1)  "When  a  cross  is  placed  in  the  squares  preceding  the  names  of  three 
(S)  candidates  and  the  ballot  for  Representative  in  the  €^eneral  Assembly 
is  not  otherwise  marked  it  shall  be  counted  as  one  vote  for  each  candidate. 

(2)  When  a  cross  is  placed  in  the  squares  preceding  the  names  of  ttoo 
candidates,  and  the  ballot  for  Representative  in  the  General  Assembly  is 
not  othertoise  marked,  it  shall  be  counted  <u  one  and  one-7Mlf  (1^)  votes 
for  each  of  such  candidates. 

(3)  When  a  cross  is  placed  in  the  square  preceding  the  name  of  one 
candidate,  and  the  ballot  for  Representative  in  the  General  Assembly  is  not 
othertoise  marked,  it  shall  be  counted  as  three  (S)  votes  for  such  candidate, 

(4)  When  the  ballot  7Um  been  so  marked  as  to  indicate  the  intention  to 
oast  mare  than  three  votes  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  Represent 
tative  in  the  General  Assembly,  such  ballot  shall  not  be  counted  for  any 
of  such  candidates. 

The  requisite  number  of  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
as  candidates  for  their  party  in  any  county,  or  senatorial  district,  as  the 
case  may  be,  for  senatorial  committeeman,  shall  be  declared  elected  senO" 
torial  committeeman  from  such  county,  or  senatorial  district. 

If  the  primary  elector  marks  mare  names  upon  the  primary  ballot  than 
there  are  persons  to  be  nominated  as  candidates  for  State  senator  or  for 
senatorial  committeeman,  or  if,  for  any  reason,  it  is  impossible  to  determine 
the  primary  elector's  choice  of  a  candidate  for  the  nomination  for  State 
senator  or  senatorial  committeeman,  his  primary  ballot  shall  not  be  counted 
for  the  nomination  for  such  office  or  committeeman. 

Sec.  56.  As  soon  as  complete  returns  are  delivered  to  the  proper  clerk, 
the  returns  shall  be  canvassed  as  follows: 

(1)  In  the  case  of  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  city  offices,  by  the 
mayor,  the  city  attorney  and  the  city  clerk. 

(1)  In  the  case  of  nomination  of  candidates  for  village,  or  incorporated 
toixm  offices,  by  the  president  of  the  board  of  trustees,  one  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  the  village  clerk. 

(3)  The  officers  who  are  charged  by  law  with  the  duty  of  canvassing 
returns  of  a  general  election  made  to  the  county  clerk,  shall  also  open  and 
canvass  the  returns  of  a  primary  made  to  such  county  clerk.  Upon  the 
completion  of  the  canvass  of  the  returns  by  the  county  canvassing  board, 
such  canvassing  board  shall  make  a  tabulated  statement  of  the  returns  for 
each  political  party-  separately,  stating  in  appropriate  columns  and  under 
proper  headings,  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  in  such  county  for  each 
candidate  for  nomination  by  such  party,  including  candidates  for  President 
of  the  United  States  and  for  National  and  State  central  committeemen,  and 
for  delegate  and  alternate  delegate  to  National  nominating  conventions. 
Within  two  days  after  the  completion  of  such  canvass  by  such  canvassing 
board  the  county  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  Secretary  of  State  a  certified  copy 
of  such  tabulated  statement  of  returns: 

Provided,  however,  that  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  the  nomination  for 
offices,  the  certificate  of  election  for  which  offices,  under  the  general  election 
laws  are  Issued  by  the  county  clerk  shall  not  be  included  in  such  certified 
copy  of  tabulated  statement  of  returns. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  offices  and  National 
and  State  Central  Committeeman,  and  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to 
National  nomination  conventions,  certified  tabulated  statement  of  returns 
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for  which  are  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State,  such  returns  shall  be  can- 
vassed by  the  Qovemor,  Secretary  of  State  and  State  Treasurer.  Within 
five  days  after  such  returns  shall  be  canvassed  by  such  State  Primary 
Canvassing  Board,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  one 
daily  newspaper  of  general  circulation  at  the  seat  of  the  State  government 
in  Springfield  a  certified  statement  of  the  returns  filed  in  his  office,  showing 
the  total  vote  cast  in  the  State  for  each  candidate  of  each  political  party 
for  President  of  the  United  States,  and  showing  the  total  vote  for  each 
candidate  of  each  political  party  for  President  of  the  United  States  cast  in 
each  of  the  several  congressional  districts  in  the  State,  and  stating  the 
names  of  the  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  National  nominating  con- 
ventions for  each  political  party. 

(5)  Where  in  cities,  villages  or  incorporated  towns  which  have  a  board 
of  election  commissioners,  the  returns  of  a  primary  are  made  to  such  board 
of  election  commissioners,  such  returns  shall  be  canvassed  by  such  board, 
and  (excepting  'in  the  case  of  the  nomination  of  candidates  for  any  city, 
village  or  incorporated  town  office  in  such  city)  tabulated  statements  of  the 
returns  of  such  primary  shall  be  made  to  the  county  clerk. 

Sec.  57.  Each  of  such  canvassing  boards,  respectively,  shall,  upon  the 
completion  of  the  canvassing  of  the  returns,  make  proclamation  of  the  result 
of  such  primary  for  each  political  party,  and  shall  make  and  execute  a 
certificate,  and  unless  a  notice  of  contest  shall  have  been  filed  with  such 
canvassing  board  ten  days  after  completion  of  the  canvass,  shall  file  such 
certificates  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  or  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  whose  duty  it  is  to  print  the  official  ballot  for  the  election  for  which 
the  nomination  is  made,  as  the  case  may  be,  stating  therein  the  name  of 
each  candidate  of  each  political  party  so  nominated  or  elected,  as  shown  by 
the  returns,  together  with  the  name  of  the  office  for  which  he  was  nominated 
or  elected,  including  ward  committeeman,  and  including  in  the  case  of  the 
State  primary  canvassing  board,  candidates  for  State  central  committeeman, 
and  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  National  nominating  conventions.  In 
case  of  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  National  nominating  conventions 
such  certificates  shall  show  the  name  of  the  candidate  for  President  of  the 
United  States  for  whom  such  delegate  or  alternate  delegates  have  expressed 
their  choice  as  disclosed  from  their  statements  in  writing  on  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  In  case  a  notice  of  contest  shall  be  filed 
with  any  canvassing  board,  such  canvassing  board  shall  withhold  its  cer- 
tificate until  a  certified  copy  of  the  decree  or  order  of  the  court  hearing 
such  contest  shall  have  been  filed  with  such  canvassing  board.  The  can- 
vassing board  shall,  within  one  day  after  receiving  a  certified  copy  of  such 
decree  or  o^der,  proceed  to  finish  the  canvass  of  the  returns  as  corrected 
by  such  decree  and  make  proclamation  accordingly. 

Upon  the  filing  of  such  certificate  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State* 
or  in  the  office  of  the  proper  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  Secretary  of 
State,  or  the  proper  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall,  within  one  day  there- 
after, issue  a  certificate  of  nomination  to  each  of  the  candidates  so  pro- 
claimed nominated. 

The  Secretary  of  State  shall  also  issue  a  certificate  of  election  to  each 
of  the  persons  shown  by  the  returns  and  the  proclamation  thereof  to  be 
elected  State  Central  Committeeman,  and  delegates  and  alternate  delegates 
to  National  nominating  conventions. 

Sec.  58.  The  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  a  primary 
as  a  candidate  of  a  party  for  the  nomination  for  an  office,  shall  be  the  can- 
didate of  that  party  for  such  office,  and  his  name  as  such  candidate  shall  be 
placed  on  the  official  ballot  at  the  election  then  next  ensuing.  Where  there 
are  two  or  more  persons  to  be  nominated  for  the  same  office  or  board,  the 
requisite  number  of  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
nominated  and  their  names  shall  be  placed  on  the  official  ballot  at  the  fol- 
lowing election. 

In  the  case  of  candidates  for  nomination  for  members  of  the  board  of 
assessors,  where  five  are  to  be  elected,  four  of  whom  are  to  be  elected  from 
any  one  city  and  the  city  has  the  requisite  number,  then  the  candidate  for 
nomination  living  outside  of  such  city  having  the  highest 'number  of  votes 
of  his  party  shall  be  nominated,  and  his  name  shall  be  placed  on  the  official 
ballot  at  the  following  election. 
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The  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  of  his  party  for  State 
central  committeeman  of  his  congressional  district  shall  be  declared  elected 
State  central  committeeman  from  such  congressional  district. 

The  requisite  number  of  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
as  candidates  of  their  party  in  any  county,  or  senatorial  district,  as  the  case 
may  be,  for  senatorial  committeeman,  shall  be  declared  elected  senatorial 
committeeman  from  such  county,  or  senatorial  district. 

The  requisite  number  of  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
of  their  party  for  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  National  nominating 
conventions  shall  be  declared  elected  delegates  and  alternate  delegates  to  the 
National  nominating  convention  of  their  party. 

The  person  receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes  of  his  party  for  ward 
committeeman  of  his  ward  shall  be  declared  elected  ward  committeeman  from 
such  ward. 

When  two  or  more  persons  receive  an  equal  and  the  highest  number  of 
votes  for  the  nomination  for  the  same  office  or  for  committeeman  of  the 
same  political  party,  or  where  more  than  one  person  of  the  same  political 
party  is  to  be  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  office  or  committeeman,  if  it 
appears  that  more  than  the  number  of  persons  to  be  nominated  for  an  office 
or  elected  committeeman  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes  for 
the  nomination  for  the  same  office  dr  for  election  as  committeeman,  the 
board  by  which  the  returns  of  the  primary  are  canvassed  shall  decide  t)y  lot 
which  of  such  persons  shall  be  nominated  or  elected,  as  the  cas^  may  be. 
In  such  case  such  canvassing  board  shall  issue  notice  in  writing  to  such 
persons  of  such  tie  vote,  stating  therein  the  place,  the  day  (which  shall  not 
be  more  than  five  days  thereafter^,  and  the  hour  when  such  nomination  or 
election  shall  be  so  determined. 

Sec.  62.  Any  candidate  whose  name  appears  upon  the  primary  ballot  of 
any  political  party  in  any  precinct  may  contest  the  election  of  the  candidates 
nominated  by  his  political  party,  upon  the  face  of  the  returns,  if  he  so  de- 
sires, and  may,  in  said  county  or  any  of  the  precincts  thereof  as  to  the  office 
for  which  he  was  a  candidate,  contest  the  election  in  such  county  or  precinct 
by  filing  with  the  clerk  of  the  County  Court,  except  in  the  cade  of  candidates 
for  the  nomination  for  State,  Senatorial  and  Congressional  offices,  and  for 
the  office  of  county  judge,  a  petition  in  writing,  setting  forth  the  grounds  of 
the  contest,  which  petition  shall  be  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  petitioner 
or  other  person,  and  which  petition  shall  be  filed  within  five  (5)  days  after 
the  completion  of  the  canvass  of  the  returns.  Contestant, shall  also  file  with 
the  canvassing  board,  which  canvasses  the  returns  for  such  nomination  (and 
if  for  the  nomination  for  an  office,  certified,  tabulated  statements  of  the  re- 
turns of  which  are  to  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State),  also  with  the 
county  canvassing  board,  a  notice  of  the  pendency  of  the  contest.  In  the 
case  of  a  contest  for  the  nomination  for  State  and  congressional  offices  and 
for  the  office  of  county  Judge,  said  petition  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court. 

Authority  and  jurisdiction  are  vested  in  the  County  Court  or  in  the  judge 
thereof  in  vacation,  or  in  the  Circuit  Court  or  in  the  judges  thereof  in  vaca- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be,  to  hear  and  determine  primary  contests.  When  a 
petition  to  contest  a  primary  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
court,  said  petition  shall  forthwith  be  presented  to  the  judge  thereof,  who 
shall  note  thereon  the  date  of  presentation,  and  shall  also  note  thereon  the 
day  when  he  will  hear  the  same,  which  shall  not  be  more  than  five  (5)  days 
thereafter,  and  shall  order  issuance  of  summons  to  each  defendant  named  in 
the  petition. 

Summons  shall  forthwith  issue  to  each  defendant  named  in  the  petition, 
and  shall  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  cases  in  chancery. 
Summons  may  be  issued  and  served  in  any  county  in  the  State.  The  case 
may  be  heard  and  determined  by  the  county  or  Circuit  Court  in  term  time, 
or  by  judges  thereof  in  vacation,  at  any  time  not  less  than  three  (3)  days 
after  service  of  process,  and  shall  have  preference  in  the  order  of  hearing 
to  all  other  cases.    The  petitioner  shall  give  security  for  all  costs. 

If,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court,  in  which  the  petition  is  filed,  the  grounds 
for  contest  alleged  are  insufficient  in  law,  the  petition  shall  be  dismissed. 
If  the  grounds  alleged  are  sufficient  in  law,  the  court  shall  proceed  in  a  sum- 
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mary  manner  and  may  hear  evidence,  examine  the  returns,  recount  the 
ballots  and  make  such  orders  and  enter  such  Judgment  as  Justice  may  re- 
quire. The  court  shall  ascertain  and  declare  by  a  decree,  as  in  chancery  to 
be  entered  of  record  In  the  proper  court  the  result  of  such  election  in  the 
territorial  area  for  which  the  contest  is  made.  The  Judgment  of  the  court 
shall  be  final.  A  certified  copy  of  said  decree  shall  forthwith  be  made  by  the 
clerk  of  the  court  and  transmitted  to  the  board  canvassing  the  returns  for 
such  office;  and  in  case  of  contest,  if  for  nomination  for  an  office,  tabulated 
statements  of  returns  for  which  are  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  also 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  in  the  proper  county.  The  proper  canvassing 
board,  or  boards,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  correct  the  returns  or  the  tabu- 
lated statement  of  returns  in  accordance  with  said  decree. 

Sec.  2.  All  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  in  confiict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists,  therefore,  this  Act  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  full  force  from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval. 

The  question  then  beings  '^Shall  the  bill  as  amended  be  engrossed 
and  printed  for  a  third  reading?'  it  was  decided  in  the  aflBnnative. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Keller,  Senate  Bill  No.  28,  a  bill  for  *'An  Act  in 
relation  to  the  tenure,  nomination  and  election  of  public  officers,  the 
election  upon  constitutional  amendments,  public  measures  and  public 
questions,  and  the  filling  of  vacancies  in  elective  offices,'' 

Which  was  read  at  large  a  second  time  January  12,  1916,  was  taken 
up  on  the  order  of  second  reading. 

The  question  being,  "Shall  the  bill  be  ordered  to  a  third  reading?*' 

Mr.  Piercy  raised  the  point  of  order  that  there  was  no  quorum 
present^  and  on  his  motion,  a  call  of  the  Senate  was  ordered,  when  the 
following  answered  to  their  names :  Messrs.

The  people  of  Poland  are  suffering  and  dying  from  starvation  and  ex- 
posure, on  account  of  the  ravages  of  war;  and 

WHEBEA.S,  The  suffering  from  the  widespread  want  and  destitution  Is  far 
beyond  the  ability  of  the  people  of  Poland  to  alleviate  and  relieve;  and 

Whereas,  Our  country  holds  In  loving  remembrance  the  valuable  assist- 
ance rendered  to  the  American  people  during  the  Revolutionary  War  by  the 
Polish  people,  and  particularly  the  Polish  patriots,  Tadeusz  Kosciusko  and 
Count  Caslmlr  Pulaski,  the  latter  having  given  his  life  for  our  country, 
dying  from  wounds  received  In  th^  Siege  of  Savannah,  Georgia;  and 

Whebeas,  The  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois  owe  a  depth  of  gratitude  to 
the  Polish  people  for  their  assistance,  the  services  of  these  noble  psLtrlots, 
and  also  for  the  many  men  and  women  who  have  left  Poland  to  become 
worthy  and  loyal  citizens  of  our  country;  therefore,  be  It 

Resolvedy  hy  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illxnoi8y  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives concurring^  That  we  appeal  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  urg- 
ing them  to  give  of  their  bounty,  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferings  of  the 
people  of  Poland;  and,  be  It  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  appoint  a  committee  of  three  citizens  to 
receive  all  moneys  and  supplies  for  that  purpose;  and,  be  It  further 

Resolved,  That  said  committee  of  three  citizens  shall  expend  idl  moneys 
received  for  that  purpose  for  the  purchase  of  supplies;  and  that  all  such  sup- 
plies received,  or  purchased  from  moneys  received  for  that  purpose,  shall  be 
transmitted  by  said  committee  of  three  citizens  to  the  proper  authorities  in 
Poland,  for  the  relief  of  the  sufferings  of  the  people  of  Poland;  and,  be  it 
further  * 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be  requested  to  communicate  with  the 
President  of  the  United  States  to  urge  that  he  use  his  good  office  to  remove 
the  embargo  on  foodstuffs,  so  provisions  can  be  sent  to  Poland.

Whereas,  Our  country  holds  in  loving  remembrance  the  valuable  assist- 
ance rendered  to  the  American  people  during  the  Revolutionary  War  by  the 
Polish  people,  and  particularly  the  Polish  patriots,  Tadeusz  Kosciusko  and 
Count  Casimir  Pulaski,  the  latter  having  given  his  life  for  our  country,  dying 
from  wounds  received  in  the  Siege  of  Savannah,  Georgia;  and 

Whebeas,  The  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to 
the  Polish  people  for  their  assistance,  the  services  of  these  noble  patriots, 
and  also  for  the  many  men  and  women  who  have  left  Poland  to  become 
worthy  and  loyal  citizens  of  our  country;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  hy  the  Benate  of  the  State  of  Illinois^  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives concurring.  That  we  appeal  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  urging 
them  to  give  of  their  bounty,  for  Uie  relief  of  the  sufferings  of  the  people  of 
Poland;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  appoint  a  committee  of  three  citizens  to 
receive  all  moneys  and  supplies  for  that  purpose;  and,  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  said  committee  of  three  citizens  shall  expend  all  moneys 
received  for  that  purpose  for  the  purchase  of  supplies;  and  that  all  such 
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supplies  received,  or  purchased  from  moneys  received  for  that  purpose,  shall 
be  transmitted  by  said  committee  of  three  citizens  to  the  proper  authorities  in 
Poland,  for  the  relief  of  the  sufterings  of  the  people  of  Poland;  and,  be  It 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  be  requested  to  communicate  with  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  to  urge  that  he  use  his  good  offices  to  remove  tlie 
embargo  on  foodstuffs,  so  provisions  can  be  sent  to  Poland.

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Senate  Resolution  No.  16.  ^ 

Whereas,  The  question  of  preparedness  for  the  national  defense  has  be- 
come and  is  a  vital  issue  in  our  country.  Before  final  determination  of  the 
appropriate  policies,  the  question  should  receive  the  most  careful  and  ex- 
haustive consideration.  Only  the  most  meritorious  plan  should  be  adopted. 
Among  other  well  considered  plans  is  one  which  has  been  suggested  by  an 
able  member  of  this  body,  the  Honorable  Kent  E.  Keller,  of  Ava,  Illinois, 
whose  well  founded  views  were  admirably  set  forth  in  an  article  entitled, 
"An  American  School  Army,"  which  article  was  published  in  a  recent  issue 
of  Harper's  Weekly  and  elicited  unusual  interest  throughout  the  country;  and 

Whebeas,  Together  with  the  other  plans  suggested  by  students  of  the 
question  this  plan  should  be  considered  by  the  National  Congress.  Believing 
this  admirable  plan  should  receive,  as  well  it  merits,  the  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  Federal  Congress,  be  it 

Resolved,  Therefore,  that,  anxious  to  have  the  best  plan  adopted  and 
with  that  sole  end  in  view,  we  beg  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of 
the  National  Congress  to  the  article  in  question  and  most  respectfully  solicit 
its  careful  consideration.

AN  AMERICAN  SCHOOL  ARMT. 

(From  Harpers  Weekly.) 
(By  Keitt  E.  Kellsb.) 

The  problem  of  national  defense  will  attract  more  attention  during  tllis 
fall  and  winter  than  any  other  question  before  Congress.  Enlightened  and 
respdnsible  discussion  of  it  is  therefore  necessary.  The  following  article  by 
an  Illinois  State  Senator  seems  to  us  to  contain  points  of  very  real  interest: 

We  may  as  well  face  the  fact  that  when  this  European  slaughter  is  over 
and  its  horrors  removed  from  our  very  eyes  America  is  going  to  prosper 
greatly,  rejoice  and  talk  peace,  and  straightway  forget  the  necessity  of  being 
prepared  to  defend  our  rights  and  liberties  when  troubled  days  come  again. 
Cretting  through  this  present  crisis  without  a  fight  will  only  make  our  self- 
satisfaction  and  sense  of  security  the  greater. 

It  can  only  be  hoped  that  now,  while  the  necessity  for  a  defensive  army 
is  clear  to  the  very  great  majority  of  Americans,  we  may  develop  some 
rational  system  for  providing  and  maintaining  one.  It  must  not  be  an  army 
founded  on  present  emergencies,  but  one  that  will  justify  its  existence  and 
continuance  even  throughout  the  long  years  of  peace  to  come.  It  we  are  to 
have  an  army,  it  must  be  an  American  army  in  every  sense  of  the  word.  It 
must  be  the  most  efficient  army  in  the  world.  Its  organization  and  main- 
tenance must  be  in  harmony  with  our  best  traditions  and  highest  ideals  of 
liberty  and  equality.  It  must  appeal  to  the  common  sense  of  the  people 
generally  as  not  only  an  efficient  weapon  of  defense,  but  as  well  an  army 
beneficial  to  the  country  in  time  of  peace;  an  army  around  which  the  nation 
can  grow  without  any  of  the  fears  which  our  ancestors  had  about  large 
standing  armies. 

Sufficient  preparedness  to  defend  ourselves  against  attack  appears  to  be 
a  prime  necessity  under  present  world  development,  because  the  same  reason 
which  induced  European  nations  to  make  war  on  one  another  will  lead  them 
to  make  war  on  us  if  they  think  they  can  win.  How  to  prepare  most  effect- 
ively and  at  the  least  cost  in  money  and  the  least  loss  of  industrial  energy 
is  the  question.  Any  army  we  may  form  must  be  and  remain  a  volunteer 
army.  No  form  of  conscription  will  be  found  necessary,  nor  would  be  toler- 
ated. We  must  not  adopt  bodily  some  system  from  some  other  country  that 
may  appear  excellent  for  that  country,  but  that  has  not  been  tried  out  in 
actual  warfare.  We  ought  rather  to  originate  some  plan  of  our  own,  suited 
to  our  conditions,  the  fundamental  principles  of  which  have  been  thoroughly 
well  proven  in  actual  conflict  of  arms. 

An  army  is  a  development  To  be  a  soldier  is  to  have  made  a  growth. 
Soldiering  today  is  a  business  which  requires  thorough  preparation.    It  is 
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not  founded  on  patriotism  and  enthusiasm  alone.  The  technique  of  soldier- 
ing reaches  to  almost  every  branch  of  science  today,  and  in  the  future  this 
tendency  will  be  greatly  extended.  The  soldier  who  does  not  know  his  duties 
and  know  well  how  to  perform  them  in  conjunction  with  his  comrades  may» 
in  case  of  a  conflict  be  in  the  way  rather  than  helpful  against  a  well-trained 
enemy.    It  is  difficult  to  shoot  the  enemies  of  one's  country  and  live. 

Military  drill  a  few  minutes  each  week  in  schools;  a  few  weeks'  outing 
in  summer  camps;  a  business  men's  army  league  to  drill  when  they  can 
spare  a  little  time;  a  three  weeks'  militia  encampment  with  occasional  eve- 
nings at  drill  between  times;  a  summer  school  for  officers  that  can  neither 
make  actual  officers  of  them  nor  soldiers  of  the  boys  back  home,  and  all  the 
other  kindred  attempts  at  soldiering  are  good  and  inspiring  in  many  ways. 
But  a  little  study  of  the  European  conflict  will  show  any  thoughtful  man 
what  a  grim  and  terrible  thing  warfare  is,  and  that  it  is  impossible  to  pre- 
pare for  it  too  well.  We  must  face  the  matter  with  open  eyes  at  least 
And  it  is  no  less  than  the  truth  to  say  that  to  send  these  fine,  courageous 
militia  boys,  these  enthusiastically  patriotic  summer  soldiers — against  three- 
year  men  would  be  little  better  than  murder.  Three-year  men  only  can  meet 
three-year  men  on  equal  terms. 

Germany  required  the  men  who  are  making  these  astounding  drives  to 
serve  working  two  years  constantly  in  the  infantry  and  three  years  in  the 
cavalry  and  artillery.  France  tried  out  a  shorter  time  of  service  for  her 
soldiers  to  her  heart's  content.  She  was  compelled  to  admit  the  inferiority 
of  these  short  service  men,  and  adopted  the  same  period  of  service  as  the 
Germans.  A  short  period  would  not  do.  A  shorter  period  of  service  will 
not  make  soldiers  of  Americans.  We  must  see  this  plainly  or  suffer  dearly 
for  our  folly  if  the  test  ever  comes.  The  necessity  for  this  long  preparation 
ia  fully  understood  and  appreciated  by  all  military  men.  It  must  also  be 
fully  accepted  by  the  people  of  this  country  generally  before  we  can  have 
a  real  army.  The  hope  that  any  makeshift  will  do  ought  not  to  be  indulged 
in  at  all,  in  any  quarter.  To  rely  on  summer  soldiers  is  to  court  disaster. 
It  is  training  that  makes  the  soldier;  it  is  training  that  makes  the  officer — 
plenty  of  training  and  plenty  of  time.  It  takes  trained  soldiers  and  trained 
officers  both  to  make  an  army. 

West  Point  takes  plain  American  boys  with  only  fair  education,  without 
any  proof  of  soldierly  qualities,  aptitude  for  war,  or  native  ability  to  com- 
mand, and  in  four  years'  constant  training  and  educating  hammers  them 
not  only  into  soldiers  of  the  first  class,  but  into  officers  and  gentlemen — 
commanders  and  leaders  of  soldiers — the  equal  of  any  military  men  in  the 
world. 

The  plan  here  offered  to  meet  our  requirements  makeid  no  pretension  to 
completeness.  It  is  set  out  rather  as  a  basis  for  discussion  in  the  hope  that 
rational  direction  may  be  given  the  present  general  desire  for  some  adequate 
means  of  national  defense. 

THE  FLAN. 

1.  Let  one  hundred  thousand  boys  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and 
eighteen,  apportioned  among  the  states,  volunteer  each  year  into  the  Ameri- 
can School  Army  for  a  period  of  three  years. 

2.  Let  these  devote  from  two  to  three  hours  (about  the  time  used  In 
West  Point)  daily  to  military  drill,  army  exercises,  study  of  military  science, 
and  physical  training  and  education,  including  sanitation,  prevention  of 
disease  and  like  broad  general  information. 

3.  The  remaining  time  to  be  devoted  to  study  along  general  educational 
lines,  devoting  especial  attention  to  agriculture,  manual  training,  and  the 
useful  arts,  trades  and  sciences  that  are  best  adapted  to  fitting  man  for  the 
practical  work  of  life. 

4.  These  boys  to  live  constantly  under  the  strictest  military  discipline, 
and  to  maintain  a  standard  of  morals  equal  to  the  best  secular  military 
schools. 

5.  The  United  States  to  pay  all  costs  of  maintenance,  food,  clothing, 
instruction;  medical  attendance,  and  a  small  allowance  for  "spending  money." 
The  boys  themselves  to  do  all  the  labor  of  every  kind  and  character,  the 
same  as  soldiers  do  under  conditions  of  war.    This  will  not  only  train  them 
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ill  actual  Boldleriug,  but  the  expense  of  maintenance  will  be  so  low  that  the 
number  suggested  in  this  plan  will  prove  no  burden  to  the  country. 

6.  The  boys  in  return  for  this  three  years  of  schooling  and  methodical 
growth  are,  upon  graduation,  to  become  reservists  for  a  period  of  twenty 
years,  subject  to  call  to  the  colons,  classified  so  as  to  let  the  oldest  be  called 
last  in  case  of  war. 

7.  These  schools  should  be  distributed  in  large  units,  probably  not  less 
than  ten  thousand  in  a  unit,  in  localities  best  suited  to  their  work.  The 
school  should  continue  for  the  ordinary  school  year.  Then  for  ten  weeks  the 
boys  should  break  camp  and  march  under  the  usual  conditions  of  war  to 
central  points  where  large  armies  should  meet  for  maneuver.  This  would 
give  the  ofiicers  every  opportunity  to  learn  the  handling,  moving  and  sup- 
plying of  large  bodies  of  soldiers.  It  would  give  the  men  every  experience 
in  actual  soldiering  under  all  the  conditions  of  war.  It  was  these  great 
maneuvers  that  perfected  both  the  European  men  and  officers  for  these 
immense  strategic  moves. 

8.  In  this  school  army  leadership  would  be  encouraged  among  the  men 
from  the  very  beginning.  The  natural  leaders  would  come  to  the  front 
They  would,  of  course,  supply  their  own  officers  for  this  school  army,  as 
well  as  grade  and  classify  for  future  use  all  who  aspired  to  leadership.  At 
graduation,  from  among  those  who  had  shown  the  best  leadership  and  fit- 
ness for  command  and  for  special  technical  service,  would  be  selected  as 
many  as  should  be  required  for  higher  officers.  These  ablest  men — the^e 
strongest  natural  leaders — ^would  be  sent  for  four  years  to  a  greater  West 
Point,  or  West  Points,  where  they  would  very  certainly  develop  into  the 
world's  best  military  men. 

9.  The  government  would  establish  an  "Army  and  Navy  Joumar'  for  the 
use  of  all  army  and  navy  men.  After  graduation  all  the  men  would  receive 
this  paper  free  during  the  entire  twenty  years,  wherever  they  went.  The 
"Journal"  would  keep  every  reservist  constantly  in  touch  with  military 
and  naval  development  all  over  the  world.  Their  training  and  experience 
would  enable  them  to  at  once  understand  and  use  intelligently  every  new 
invention  or  method  of  warfare  in  case  war  should  be  thrust  upon  us.  It 
would  make  American  Reservists  the  most  intelligent  in  the  world.  It  would 
stimulate  inventive  genius  among  a  vast  number  of  trained,  resourceful 
men.  It  would  keep  up  interest,  encourage  Individual  growth  and  aid  team 
intelligence. 

10.  This  system  would  result  in  giving  the  United  States  two  million, 
men  constantly  ready,  the  best  trained,  the  most  intelligent  and  resourceful 
soldiers  in  the  world — not  machines — ^but  men  who  would  grow  as  military 
invention  and  practice  grow.     It  would  put  us  in  position  to  say  to  all 
nations:  We  will  do  no  wrong;  we  trill  aufFer  no  wrong. 

From  this  school  army  idea  would  naturally  develop  an  American  School 
Navy  system,  either  as  an  independent  or  coordinate  establishment,  as  should 
be  found  most  practicable. 

Aside  from  military  purposes  this  school  army  system  would  give  the 
country  each  year  one  hundred  thousand  graduates  in  usefulness.  It  would 
offer  to  every  boy,  who  had  for  any  reason  been  denied  an  education,  an 
opportunity  for  three  years  of  the  best  schooling  possible.  It  would  set  a 
physical  standard  for  all  American  men  outside  the  school  army,  as  well  as 
in  it.  This  would  lead  ultimately  to  an  American  ideal  of  physical  man- 
hood, so  much  needed  and  so  much  neglected. 

Elvery  locality  would  get  back  some  boy  grown  to  Inspiring  manhood, 
skilled  in  industry,  schooled  in  patriotism,  able  to  think,  clean,  knowing 
sanitation  for  himself  and  for  his  community;  the  making  of  a  broad-gauged 
American  whom  his  country  has  educated  and  who  would  owe  his  best  ser- 
vice to  his  country — ^fit  to  father  the  coming  race  of  better  men. 

The  thorough  mixing  in  the  school  army  of  these  boys  from  all  the 
various  states  and  sections  of  the  country  would  nationalize  the  school  and 
through  it  the  nation.  The  hyphen  would  disappear  from  our  citizenship 
as  naturally  as  ripened  leaves  fall  to  give  place  to  a  newer  growth. 

This  school  army  system  would  stimulate  and  make  permanent  the 
heroic  American  man.    It  would  let  us  hark  back  to  the  simple  Spartan  life. 
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It  would  recognize  the  real,  the  necessary.  It  would  make  efficiency  the 
natural  thing.  The  reservists  would  know  the  reason  for  obedience  to  law» 
which  our  young  men  today  do  not  know,  and  which  our  schools  do  not 
teach.  The  total  lack  of  system  in  the  thought  of  our  youth — ^the  resulting 
chaos  of  mind  and  act  would  of  necessity  give  way  to  the  meUiodical  com- 
petition  of  these  efficient  reservists. 

The  system  would  make  organization  of  Industry  in  the  broadest  sense 
a  part  of  our  natural  development,  a  thing  now  quite  impossible.  The  young 
man  who  spends  three  years  in  this  school  army  wHl  be  furUier  along  in- 
dustrially, three  years  after  his  graduation,  than  if  he  had  spent  the  whole 
Biz  years  in  industry  without  the  training.  For  all  the  years  to  follow  he 
would  do  proportionally  as  well,  whether  working  for  himself  or  some  one 
else.  This  training  would  always,  because  of  his  largely  increased  intelli- 
gence, open  many  doors  of  opportunity  to  him  which  without  it  would  have 
remained  closed. 

None  of  the  plans  to  form  an  army  of  adult  citizens  is  feasible,  simply 
because  no  sufficiently  large  body  of  full  grown  Americans  will  ever  consent 
to  the  conditions  of  army  life  for  the  length  of  time  necessary  to  form  an 
efficient  army,  except  in  the  immediate  presence  of  war. 

We  have  a  standing  army  for  fifty  yearsi  and  have  not  one  reservist. 
When  the  last  man's  enlistment  is  out  the  army  ceases  to  exist  We  must 
have  reserves.  A  regular  army  large  enough  to  be  important  probably  can- 
not be  had,  even  if  we  cover  all  the  remaining  billboards  with  flaring  adver- 
tisements. And  we  ought  not  to  want  one,  because  a  body  of  adult  citizens 
to  be  trained  into  an  army  is  too  entirely  wasteful  to  be  considered  seriously. 
This  applies  with  even  greater  force  to  our  militia.  They  cannot  afford  to 
leave  their  business  long  enough  to'  become  soldiers  any  more  than  the 
business  can  afford  to  have  them  leave  it  They,  like  all  other  adults,  are 
where  they  are  doing  the  most  good  or  growing  toward  that  position. 

There  would  be  no  waste  in  the  school  army.  It  would  simply  be  taking 
boys  before  they  are  ready  for  industry  and  using  the  intervening  time  to 
educate  and  fit  them  for  better  service,  at  the  same  time  making  soldiers 
of  them.  This  saving  of  the  wages  of  the  adults  and  the  enormous  gains 
in  efficiency  of  the  School  Army  Reservists  are  most  important  considera- 
tions. It  is  easy  for  boys  to  adapt  themselves  to  the  discipline  of  military 
life;  it  is  difficult  for  men. 

There  would  be  no  lack  of  volunteers  for  this  school  army.  With  strict 
moral  discipline  most  parents  would  want  their  boys  to  have  the  training; 
and  most  boys  would  certainly  want  the  experience  and  growth.  But  if  for 
any  reason  there  should  be  a  lack  of  volunteers,  the  government  has  within 
it9  discretion  the  power  to  easily  and  certainly  induce  many  more  to  volun- 
teer than  Uie  number  suggested. 

There  would  always  be  an  abundance  of  reservists  at  graduation  willing 
to  serve  for  a  reasonable  time  in  manning  and  caring  for  the  coast  defenses 
and  such  duties  as  are  now  especially  required  of  the  regular  army. 

And,  not  the  least  among  the  advantages  to  be  gained,  these  reservists 
who  had  studied  and  drilled  and  soldiered  for  three  years,  and  marched  and 
maneuvered  in  great  armies,  would  not  only  furnish  officers  for  their  own 
body  of  reservists,  but  would  abundantly  supply  the  very  best  officers  for 
all  the  lower  grades,  at  least  for  as  many  volunteer  soldiers  as  the  country 
could  procure  in  case  of  such  dire  necessity. 

Mr.  Compton  asked  leave  of  absence  during  next  week's  session, 
which  was  unanimously  granted. 

At  12:15  o'clock  p.  m.,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Meeker,  the  Senate  ad- 
jonmed^  and  the  President  of  the  Senate  declared  the  Senate  stood 
adjourned  until  Wednesday,  January  26,  1916,  at  5:00  o'clock  p.  m.

Whebeas,  The  Illinois  Senate,  at  the  present  special  session  has  passed 
the  following  bills,  which  are  now  pending  in  the  House: 

Senate  Bill  17,  which  requires  a  separate  ballot  for  candidates  for  judges 
of  all  courts  of  record  of  cities  and  counties  of  more  than  200,000  population. 

Senate  Bill  18,  which  provides  that  Cook  County  Superior  Court  Judges 
elected  in  June  under  the  present  law,  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday 
of  April,  which  is  the  date  of  the  aldermanic  election. 

Senate  Bill  29,  which  obviates  the  necessity  for  a  special  registration 
for  primaries  in  cases  where  the  law  already  provides  intermediate  registra- 
tion within  thirty  days  prior  thereto,  and  which  will  abolish  the  March  21, 
1916,  registration  day  and  two  canvassing  days,  there  being  an  intermediate 
registration  already  provided  for  March  14,  1916;  and 

Whebeas,  Said  bills,  if  they  become  laws,  will  substantially  reduce  the 
enormous  expense  of  elections  and  the  resultant  burden  upon  the  taxpayer, 
without  material  disadvantage  in  other  directions;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Chicago  Real  Estate  Board  endorses  and  urges  the 
members  of  the  Illinois  House  of  Representatives  to  vote  for  said  Senate  Bill 
29,  and  also  Senate  Bill  18,  if  the  companion  bill.  Senate  Bill  17,  requiring 
a  separate  Judicial  ballot,  be  passed  at  the  same  time. 
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Yoor  support  of  these  measures,  if  consistent  with  your  own  Tlews,  is 
solicited.

Whebeas,  President  Wilson  has  issued  an  appeal  for  the  people  of  this 
country  to  make  a  special  effort  January  27,  1916,  to  raise  money  for  the 
relief  of  the  Jews  of  all  the  warring  countries;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  hy  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Illinoia,  That  we  appeal  to  all 
the  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  urging  th^m  to  give  of  their  bounty  for  the

Resolved,  that  all  moneys  and  supplies  received  for  that  purpose  shall 
be  transmitted  to  and  received  by  the  American  Red  Cross  Society  for  the 
relief  of  the  sufferings  of  the  Jewish  people  in  all  the  warring  countries.

A  Mil  for  "An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  to  the 
owners  of  lire  stock  for  fifty  per  cent  (60%)  of  the  Iosb  or  damage  suffered 
by  the  slaughter  of  animals  belonging  to  said  owner,  also  for  the  payment

Whebeas,  In  order  to  protect  the  live  stock  Interests  within  the  State, 
as  well  as  those  of  the  country  at  large,  many  residents  of  the  State  have 
been  compelled  to  subject  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  to  slaughter  In  order  to 
facilitate  the  complete  eradication  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  within  the 
State;  and 

Whebeas,  In  the  eradication  of  said  disease  It  became  necessary  to 
destroy  property,  to  bury  stock  slaughtered,  build  trenches,  disinfect  the 
premises  where  such  disease  occurred  and  other  places,  purchase  and  pro- 
cure disinfectants,  and  to  procure  and  have  the  services  of  veterinarians 
and  to  Incur  other  expenses  and  charges  In  that  behalf;  and 
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Whereas,  The  United  States  Government  has  paid  or  proylded  for  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  in  full  in  many  instanced  and  in 
others  of  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  losses  sustained  on  account  of  the 
slaughter  of  such  live  stock,  and  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  in  full  in 
many  instances,  and  in  others  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  a  large  number  of 
claims  for  burying  animals,  disinfecting  premises,  disinfectants  and  veter- 
inarians' services  as  aforesaid,  and  it  is  Just  and  equitable  that  the  State 
should  contribute  like  amounts  respectively  and  proportionately  to  the  pay- 
ments of  such  claims,  and  that  in  certain  cases  the  State  should  pay  the 
full  amount  of  costs,  damages  and  charges  as  hereinafter  set  forth;  therefore. 

Amendment  No.  8.

Mr.  President — I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House  has 

concurred  with  the  Senate  in  the  passage  of  a  bill  of  the  following  title, 

to-wit: 

Sbnatb  Bill  No.  7. 

A  bill  for  "An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  to  the 
owners  of  live  stock  for  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  loss  or  damage  suffered 
by  the  slaughter  of  animals  belonging  to  said  owner,  also  for  the  payment 
of  such  other  claims  against  the  State  equal  to  the  amount  paid  by  the 
United  States  Qovemment,  to  suppress  the  foot  and  mouth  disease,  and 
making  an  appropriation  therefor/' 

Together  with  the  following  amendments  (which  amendments  have 
been  printed  by  the  House),  in  the  adoption  of  which  I  am  instructed  to 
ask  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate,  to-wit: 

Amendment  No.  1. 

Amend  Senate  Bill  No.  7,  in  the  House,  by  striking  out  the  title  of  said 
bill  and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"An  Act  making  an  appropriation  for  the  payment  of  the  expeni^,  costs 
and  charges  for  destruction  of  property,  burying  animals,  disinfecting 
premises,  disinfectants,  certain  claims  for  animals  slaughtered,  for  the 
rendition  of  services  and  labor  and  assistant  veterinarian's  services  paid 
out  and  provided  on  account  of  the  slaughter  of  live  stock  to  suppress  the 
foot  and  mouth  disease." 

Amendment  No.  2. 

Amend  Senate  Bill  No.  7  in  the  House,  by  inserting  after  the  title 
thereof,  and  before  the  enacting  words,  of  said  bill,  the  following  preamble: 

Whebeas,  a  contagious  and  infectious  disease  known  as  foot  and  mouth 
disease,  to  which  cattle,  sheep,  other  ruminants  and  swine  are  highly  sus^ 
ceptible,  has  been  prevalent  in  Illinois  (as  well  as  many  other  states)  since 
November  1,  1914;  and 

Whebeas,  The  fact  has  been  determined  that  the  only  effective  means 
of  eradicating  said  disease  is  by  the  slaughter  of  all  animals  affected  with 
or  known  to  have  been  exposed  to  the  contagion  thereof;  and 

Whebeas,  In  order  to  protect  the  live  stock  interests  within  the  State, 
as  well  as  those  of  the  country  at  large,  many  residents  of  the  State  have 
been  compelled  to  subject  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  to  slaughter  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  complete  eradication  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  within  the 
State;  and 

Whebeas,  In  the  eradication  of  said  disease  it  became  necessary  to 
destroy  property,  to  bury  stock  slaughtered,  build  trenches,  disinfect  the 
premises  where  such  disease  occurred  and  other  places,  purchase  and  pro- 
cure disinfectants,  and  to  procure  and  have  the  services  of  veterinarians 
and  to  incur  other  expenses  and  charges  in  that  behalf;  and 
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Whereas,  The  United  States  GoTernmeut  has  paid  or  provided  for  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  in  full  in  many  instancei^  and  in 
others  of  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  losses  sustained  on  account  of  the 
slaughter  of  such  live  stock,  and  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  in  full  in 
many  instances,  and  in  others  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  a  large  number  of 
claims  for  burying  animals,  disinfecting  premises,  disinfectants  and  veter- 
inarians' services  as  aforesaid,  and  it  is  Just  and  equitable  that  the  State 
should  contribute  like  amounts  respectively  and  proportionately  to  the  pay- 
ments of  such  claims,  and  that  in  certain  cases  the  State  should  pay  the 
full  amount  of  costs,  damages  and  charges  as  hereinafter  set  forth;  therefore. 

Amendment  No.  8. 

Amend  Senate  Bill  No.  7,  in  the  House,  by  striking  out  of  section  1  all 
after  the  enacting  clause  to  and  including  line  10  of  said  section  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"That  tbe  sum  of  one  hundred  sixty>flve  thousand  forty-two  dollars  and 
fourteen  cents  ($165,042.14),  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary,  be, 
and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  funds  in  the  State  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  to  reimburse  and  pay  the  damages,  advances, 
costs,  charges  and  expenses  incurred  for  digging  trenches,  buiTing  stock 
slaughtered,  disinfecting  premises,  and  other  property,  and  for  property 
necessarily  destroyed  and  live  stock  slaughtered,  as  hereinafter  set  forth  in 
the  eradication  of  said  disease;  for  disinfectants,  for  the  rendition  of  ser- 
vices and  labor,  and  for  veterinarians'  services,  and  the  full  amount  of 
certain  claims  and  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  the  State  of  niinois,  as 
hereinafter  set  forth,  for  the  suppression  of  the  foot  and  mouth  disease.

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By  unanimous  consent,  the  Speaker  called  the  attention  of  the 
House  to  the  absence  of  Messrs.  Conlon  and  Huston,  on  account  of 
sickness. 

Mr.  De Young  offered  the  following  resolution  and  asked  and 
obtained  unanimous  consent  for  its  immediate  consideration : 

House  Rssolution  No.  1. 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  five  members  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker 
to  wait  upon  the  Governor  and  Inform  him  that  the  House  is  now  in  session 
pursuant  to  proclamation,  and  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may 
see  fit  to  make. 

And  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Speaker  thereupon  appointed  as  such  committee  Messrs.  De- 
Young,  Drake,  Chas.  Curren,  Prendergast,  and  Shephard. 

Mr.  Gorman  offered  the  following  resolution  and  asked  and  obtained* 
unanimous  consent  for  its  immediate  consideration: 

House  Resolution  No.  2. 

Resolved,  That  the  clerk  inform  the  Senate  that  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  House  have  assembled,  pursuant  to  the  proclamation  of  the  Gov- 
ernor convening  a  second  special  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  Is 
now  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

And  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  De  Young  moved  that  the  rules  of  the  House  during  the  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assembly  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  this  second  special 
session  so  far  as  applicable. 

And  the  motion  prevailed. 

The  committee  from  the  Senate  consisting  of  Senators  Compton, 
Harris  and  Swanson,  was  announced  and  reported  to  the  House  that  a 
majority  of  the  Senators  had  assembled  pursuant  to  the  Proclamation 
of  the  Governor  convening  the  Second  Special  Session  of  the  Forty-ninth 
General  Assembly,  and  were  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Mr.  DeYoung,  from  the  committee  heretofore  appointed  to  wait 
upon  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  reported  that  they  had  notified  the 
Governor  of  the  convening  of  the  House,  and  that  he  stated  that  he 
would  communicate  with  the  House  through  his  private  secretary. 

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  wSliam  L.  Sullivan,  Secretary 
to  the  Governor. 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the  House  of 
Representatives  the  following  communication: 

State  of  Iixinois, 
BxEcunvB  Depabtment. 
Springfield,  January  11,  1916. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois: 

During  the  past  fourteen  months  the  live  stock  interests  throughout  the 
United  States  and  particularly  in  Illinois  have  been  menaced  by  the  invasion 
of  foot-and-mouth  disease  among  cattle,  sheep  and  swine.  In  order  that  the 
disease  might  be  completely  eradicated,  thereby  avoiding  the  risk  of  Its 
becoming  Indigenous,  and  serving  from  year  to  year  as  a  constant  menace 
to  the  live  stock  interests  at  large,  it  was  necessary  for  the  State  Board  of 
Live  Stock  Commissioners  acting  in  coordination  with  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Animal  industry  to  follow  the  only  successful  method  known — 
namely,  the  slaughter  of  all  Infected  or  exposed  herds,  and  the  cleaning  and 
disinfection  of  Infected  premises. 

The  success  of  the  method  employed  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the 
first  outbreak  of  the  disease,  affecting  763  herds  located  in  fifty-two  counties 
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within  the  State  was  compietely  eradicated  between  November  1,  1914,  and 
May  8.  1915,  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of  approximately  $1,211,232. 

The  second  outbreak,  which  occurred  on  August  8,  1915,  was  unquestion- 
ably due  to  the  sale,  distribution  and  use  of  anti-hog-cholera  serum  con- 
taminated with  the  virus  of  foot  and  mouth  disease.  This  outbreak  has  also 
no  doubt  been  successfully  controlled  as  the  last  infected  herd  was  disposed 
of  on  the  first  day  of  last  month,  with  the  exception  of  one  isolated  case  in 
.LAke  County  on  December  15th.  During  this  second  outbreak  there  have 
been  slaughtered  6,681  cattle,  811  sheep  and  12,454  swine,  appraised  at  9593,- 
634.32,  50%  of  which  has  been  paid  to  owners  thereof  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, leaving  a  similar  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  State.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  obligations  on  the  part  of  the  State  on  account  of  the  present 
outbr^k  for  disinfection  of  premises,  burial  of  herds,  guards,  supplies,  labor, 
services  of  Assistant  State  VeterinariAns  etc.,  amount  to  approximately 
$71,034.73,  making  a  total  of  $367,851.89.  To  meet  such  claims  a  fund  of 
$200,000  was  appropriated  at  the  regular  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  leaving  a  balance  to  be  provided  for  of  approximately  $167,851.89. 

Inasmuch  as  the  expense  necessarily  incurred  on  the  part  of  the  State 
in  the  eradication  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  resulted  from  the  sale,  distribu- 
tion and  use  of  contaminated  anti-hog-cholera  serum  and  virus  during  the 
past  year,  ample  provision  should  be  made  by  the  enactment  of  a  law  to 
govern  the  sale,  distribution  and  use  of  anti-hog-cholera  serum  and  virus,  and 
other  biological  products,  which  would  protect  the  State  and  the  live  stock 
producers  therein  against  a  repetition  of  such  losses. 

There  are  certain  defects  in  the  law  relating  to  the  issuance  of  bonds  for 
the  building  of  roads,  which  make  it  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  negotiate 
bonds  issued  for  road  building.  The  building  of  roads  is  one  of  the  most 
important  needs  of  the  community.  Our  State,  in  comparison  with  other 
states,  lags  behind  in  the  progress  of  modem  road  building. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  laws  be  enacted,  validating  and 
legalizing  elections  heretofore  held  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  and  authorizing 
elections  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  main- 
taining or  repairing  roads.  Everything  that  is  possible  to  encourage  the 
building  of  good  roads  throughout  the  State  of  Illinois  should  be  done. 

In  the  official  call  for  the  first  special  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  I  included  a  provision  to  enact  a  law  creating  a  Centennial  Com- 
mission. Your  honorable  body  passed  such  a  measure  but  I  was  compelled 
to  veto  same  on  the  advice  of  the  Attorney  General  that  the  said  bill  was 
unconstitutional.  I  have  again  included  it  in  the  call  for  the  second  special 
session  and  respectfully  recommend  a  valid  enactment  for  such  purpose  by 
your  honorable  body,  and  the  making  of  suitable  appropriations  therefor. 

At  the  first  special  session  of  your  honorable  body,  a  law  was  enacted 
fixing  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  and  Chief  Examiner  of  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission.  Appropriation  was  made  in  proper  form  in  the  State 
Officers'  bill,  but  the  statute  fixing  the  salary  was  passed  without  an  emer- 
gency clause,  which  would  postpone  its  taking  effect  until  July  1,  1916. 

.1  am  advised  by  the  Attorney  General  that  the  Secretary  and  Chief 
Examiner  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  could  legally  receive  no 
salary  from  July  1,  1915,  to  July  1,  1916,  under  the  present  law. 

I  believe  all  working  for  the  State  are  entitled  to  their  compensation 
for  work  done,  and  respectfully  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the 
passage  of  a  law  which  will  enable  the  Secretary  and  Chief  Examiner  of  the 
State  Civil  Service  Commission  to  receive  his  compensation  for  services 
performed. 

I  am  advised  by  the  General  Advisory  Board  of  the  Illinois  Free  Em- 
ployment Offices  that  it  is  absolutely  essential  to  have  additional  appropria- 
tions to  conduct  the  work  of  the  Illinois  Free  Employment  Offices  in 
Chicago.  I  am  advised  further  that  for  the  four  months'  period  from 
September  1,  1915,  to  December  31.  1915,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  busi- 
ness of  those  offices  over  the  four  months  of  the  year  1914  of  6,155  or  47% 
in  the  number  of  applications  for  employment;  5,729  or  102%  in  the  number 
of  applications  for  help,  and  5,352  or  117%  in  the  number  of  positions 
secured. 
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1,  therefore,  recommend  that  further  and  additional  appropriations  be 
made  for  the  Illinois  Free  Employment  Offices  in  Chicago. 

In  my  biennial  message  to  the  General  Assembly  in  1915,  I  called  the 
attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  fact  that  there  was  unnecessary 
frequency  of  and  unnecessary  expense  in  the  holding  of  elections  in  this 
State,  and  recommended  the  amendment  of  the  primary  and  election  acts 
so  as  to  avoid  this  frequency  in  elections  and  to  reduce  the  cost  of  holding 
elections. 

Again  let  me  call  your  attention  in  a  more  comprehensive  and  detailed 
manner  to  this  most  important  subject.  In  the  City  of  Chicago  alone  under 
the  present  laws  there  will  be  held  during  the  year  1916  three  primary  elec- 
tions and  three  final  elections. 

As  the  laws  are  at  present  framed  these  elections  require  six  registra- 
tion days,  to-wit: 

February  8th,  registration  for  city  primary.  ^ 

March  14th,  registration  for  city  election. 

March  21st,  registration  for  presidential  primary. 

August  23rd,  registration  for  State  and  county  primary. 

October  7th,  general  registration  day. 

October  17th,  general  registration  day. 

After  each  of  these  registrations  the  law  requires  a  canvass  of  precincts 
by  the  election  officials  and  a  revision  of  the  registration  lists  on  separate 
days. 

This  entails  an  expense  for  these  elections  during  the  year  1916  in  th^ 
City  of  Chicago  alone,  of  $2,225,500. 

The  items  as  compiled  by  Judge  Thomas  F.  Scully,  County  Judge  of 
Cook  County,  are  approximately,  as  follows:

I  assume  that  the  expenses  of  holding  elections  throughout  the  State 
outside  of  Chicago  will  equal,  if  not  exceed,  this  amount 

Some  effort  should  be  made  by  your  Honorable  Body  to  relieve  the  public 
of  these  enormous  burdens  at  least  in  consolidating  registration  and  primary 
days.  You  will  note  that  there  are  two  registration  days  In  March,  to-wit: 
March  14th  and  March  2l8t,  and  three  registration  days  in  the  period  begin- 
ning February  8th  and  ending  March  21st. 

I  have  heretofore  in  my  message  to  the  first  special  session  of  the  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assembly  called  your  attention  to  fiat  contradiction  in  the 
election  laws  in  reference  to  the  holding  of  primary  elections  by  political 
parties. 

Your  Honorable  Body  at  the  first  special  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  Gen- 
eral Assembly  passed  a  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to 
examine  into  the  operation  of  all  pension  laws  heretofore  enacted  In  this 
State,  and  made  appropriations  for  said  commission,  but  as  the  law  now 
stands,  it  does  not  take  effect  until  July  1,  1916. 

If  such  a  commission  is  to  be  created,  it  ought  to  be  created  immediately, 
as  the  commission  is  expected  to  report  the  result  of  its  investigations  to  the 
Fiftieth  General  Assembly.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Scott  Durand  are  the  only  recipients  of  appropriations 
who  are  insistent  upon  making  other  demands  for  property  destroyed.  These 
demands  have  included  not  only  the  State  of  Illinois  and  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, but  many  of  the  State  and  Federal  officials,  some  of  whom  in  the 
exercise  of  their  official  duties,  brought  about  the  destruction  of  cattle  be- 
longing to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Durand  that  had  been  exposed  to  the  foot  ahd 
mouth  contagion  in  the  interest  of  the  raisers  of  live  stock  and  the  people 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  upon  the  advice  of  the  State  Veterinarian  and  the 
Attorney  General  of  this  State. 

Against  these  officials  Mr.  and  Mrs.   Durand   have  instituted   a  suit, 
claiming  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  damages  in  addition  to  the  amount 
allowed  them  by  the  second  special  session  o(  the  Forty-ninth   General 
Assembly. 

This  suit,  Mrs.  Durand  admits,  she  promised  the  Legislature  to  dismiss. 
Up  to  the  present  time  she  has  not  done  so  and  she  has  steadfastly  refused 
to  sign  a  stipulation  dismissing  said  suit  and  releasing  the  defendants  from 
liability,  which  said  stipulation  was  prepared  by  the  Attorney  General  and 
submitted  to  her  for  signature. 

The  bill  is  otherwise  approved.

Further  than  thia 
the  Governor  in  approving  or  vetoing  a  bill  has  no  right  to  permit  his 
personal  interests  to  intervene  in  determining  his  course.  If  it  was 
right,  as  two-thirds  of  the  Senate  and  two-thirds  of  the  House  voted, 
that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Durand  should  receive  $7,932  the  bill  for  that 
amount  should  have  been  approved  and  it  should  not  be  vetoed  because 
of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  suit  pending  against  the  Governor  and  other 
State  oflBcers  for  damages  otherwise  incurred.'*

Mr.  DeYoung  moved  that  the  rules  of  the  House  during  the  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assembly  be  adopted  as  the  rules  of  this  second  special 
session  so  far  as  applicable.

The  committee  from  the  Senate  consisting  of  Senators  Compton, 
Harris  and  Swanson,  was  announced  and  reported  to  the  House  that  a 
majority  of  the  Senators  had  assembled  pursuant  to  the  Proclamation 
of  the  Governor  convening  the  Second  Special  Session  of  the  Forty-ninth 
General  Assembly,  and  were  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Mr.  DeYoung,  from  the  committee  heretofore  appointed  to  wait 
upon  His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  reported  that  they  had  notified  the 
Governor  of  the  convening  of  the  House,  and  that  he  stated  that  he 
would  communicate  with  the  House  through  his  private  secretary. 

A  message  from  the  Governor,  by  William  L.  Sullivan,  Secretary 

to  the  Governor. 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  am  directed  by  the  Governor  to  lay  before  the  House  of 
Representatives  the  following  communication: 

State  of  Illinois, 
Executive  Department. 
Springfieu),  January  11,  1916. 
To  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  Illinois: 

During  the  past  fourteen  months  the  live  stock  interests  throughout  the 
United  States  and  particularly  in  Illinois  have  been  menaced  by  the  invasion 
of  foot-and-mouth  disease  among  cattle,  sheep  and  swine.  In  order  that  the 
disease  might  be  completely  eradicated,  thereby  avoiding  the  risk  of  its 
becoming  indigenous,  and  serving  from  year  to  year  as  a  constant  menace 
to  the  live  stock  interests  at  large,  it  was  necessary  for  the  State  Board  of 
Live  Stock  Commissioners  acting  in  coordination  with  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  to  follow  the  only  successful  method  known — 
namely,  the  slaughter  of  all  infected  or  exposed  herds,  and  the  cleaning  and 
disinfection  of  infected  premises. 

The  success  of  the  method  employed  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  the 
first  outbreak  of  the  disease,  affecting  763  herds  located  in  fifty-two  counties 
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Within  the  State  was  completely  eradicated  between  November  1,  1914,  and 
May  8,  1915.  at  a  cost  to  the  State  of  approximately  $1,211,232. 

The  second  outbreak,  which  occurred  on  August  8,  1915,  was  unquestion- 
ably due  to  the  sale,  distribution  and  use  of  antl-hog-choiera  serum  con- 
taminated with  the  virus  of  foot  and  mouth  disease.  This  outbreak  has  also 
no  doubt  been  successfully  controlled  as  the  last  Infected  herd  was  disposed 
of  on  the  first  day  of  last  month,  with  the  exception  of  one  Isolated  case  In 
Lake  County  on  December  15th.  During  this  second  outbreak  there  have 
been  slaughtered  6,581  cattle,  811  sheep  and  12,454  swine,  appraised  at  $593,- 
634.32,  50%  of  which  has  been  paid  to  owners  thereof  by  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment, leaving  a  similar  amount  to  be  paid  by  the  State.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  obligations  on  the  part  of  the  State  on  account  of  the  present 
outbr^k  for  disinfection  of  premises,  burial  of  herds,  guards,  supplies,  labor, 
services  of  Assistant  State  Veterinarians  etc.,  amount  to  approximately 
$71,034.73,  making  a  total  of  $367,851.89.  To  meet  such  claims  a  fund  of 
$200,000  was  appropriated  at  the  regular  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  leaving  a  balance  to  be  provided  for  of  approximately  $167,851.89. 

Inasmuch  as  the  expense  necessarily  Incurred  on  the  part  of  the  State 
In  the  eradication  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  resulted  from  the  sale,  distribu- 
tion and  use  of  contaminated  antl-hog-cholera  serum  and  virus  during  the 
past  year,  ample  provision  should  be  made  by  the  enactment  of  a  law  to 
govern  the  sale,  distribution  and  use  of  antl-hog-cholera  serum  and  virus,  and 
other  biological  products,  which  would  protect  the  State  and  the  live  stock 
producers  therein  against  a  repetition  of  such  losses. 

There  are  certain  defects  in  the  law  relating  to  the  Issuance  of  bonds  for 
the  building  of  roads,  which  make  it  difficult.  If  not  impossible,  to  negotiate 
bonds  Issued  for  road  building.  The  building  of  roads  Is  one  of  the  most 
Important  needs  of  the  community.  Our  State,  in  comparison  with  other 
states,  lags  behind  In  the  progress  of  modern  road  building. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  laws  be  enacted,  validating  and 
legalizing  elections  heretofore  held  for  the  Issuance  of  bonds  and  authorizing 
elections  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  main- 
taining or  repairing  roads.  Everything  that  is  possible  to  encourage  the 
building  of  good  roads  throughout  the  State  of  Illinois  should  be  done. 

In  the  official  call  for  the  first  special  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  General 
Assembly,  I  Included  a  provision  to  enact  a  law  creating  a  Centennial  Com- 
mission. Your  honorable  body  passed  such  a  measure  but  I  was  compelled 
to  veto  same  on  the  advice  of  the  Attorney  General  that  the  said  bill  was 
unconstitutional.  I  have  again  Included  it  in  the  call  for  the  second  special 
session  and  respectfully  recommend  a  valid  enactment  for  such  purpose  by 
your  honorable  body,  and  the  making  of  suitable  appropriations  therefor. 

At  the  first  special  session  of  your  honorable  body,  a  law  was  enacted 
fixing  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  and  Chief  Examiner  of  the  State  Civil 
Service  Commission.  Appropriation  was  made  in  proper  form  In  the  State 
Officers'  bill,  but  the  statute  fixing  the  salary  was  passed  without  an  emer- 
gency clause,  which  would  postpone  Its  taking  effect  until  July  1,  1916. 

.1  am  advised  by  the  Attorney  General  that  the  Secretary  and  Chief 
Examiner  of  the  State  Civil  Service  Commission  could  legally  receive  no 
salary  from  July  1,  1915,  to  July  1,  1916,  under  the  present  law. 

I  believe  all  working  for  the  State  are  entitled  to  their  compensation 
for  work  done,  and  respectfully  recommend  to  your  honorable  body  the 
passage  of  a  law  which  will  enable  the  Secretary  and  Chief  Examiner  of  the 
State  Civil  Service  Commission  to  receive  his  compensation  for  services 
performed. 

I  am  advised  by  the  General  Advisory  Board  of  the  Illinois  Free  Em- 
ployment Offices  that  it  is  absolutely  essential  to  have  additional  appropria- 
tions to  conduct  the  work  of  the  Illinois  Free  Employment  Offices  In 
Chicago.  I  am  advised  further  that  for  the  four  months'  period  from 
September  1,  1915,  to  December  31.  1915,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  busi- 
ness of  those  offices  over  the  four  months  of  the  year  1914  of  6,155  or  47% 
in  the  number  of  applications  for  employment;  5,729  or  102%  in  the  number 
of  applications  for  help,  and  5,352  or  117%  in  the  number  of  positions 
secured. 
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1,  therefore,  recommend  that  further  and  additional  appropriations  be 
made  for  the  Illinois  Free  Employment  Offices  in  Chicago. 

In  my  biennial  message  to  the  General  Assembly  in  1915,  I  called  the 
attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the  fact  that  there  was  unnecessary 
frequency  of  and  unnecessary  expense  in  the  holding  of  elections  in  this 
State,  and  recommended  the  amendment  of  the  primary  and  election  acts 
80  as  to  avoid  this  frequency  in  elections  and  to  reduce  the  cost  of  holding 
elections. 

Again  let  me  call  your  attention  in  a  more  comprehensive  and  detailed 
manner  to  this  most  important  subject.  In  the  City  of  Chicago  alone  under 
the  present  laws  there  will  be  held  during  the  year  1916  three  primary  elec- 
tions and  thiree  final  elections. 

As  the  laws  are  at  present  framed  these  elections  require  six  registra- 
tion days,  to-wit: 

February  8th,  registration  for  city  primary.  "^ 

March  14th,  registration  for  city  election. 

March  21st,  registration  for  presidential  primary. 

August  23rd.  registration  for  State  and  county  primary. 

October  7th,  general  registration  day. 

October  17th,  general  registration  day. 

After  each  of  these  registrations  the  law  requires  a  canvass  of  precincts 
by  the  election  officials  and  a  revision  of  the  registration  lists  on  separate 
days. 

This  entails  an  expense  for  these  elections  during  the  year  1916  in  th^ 
City  of  Chicago  alone,  of  $2,225,500. 

The  items  as  compiled  by  Judge  Thomas  F.  Scully,  County  Judge  of 
Cook  County,  are  approximately,  as  follows:

October  18th  and  19th,  Revision  October  21st 192,000 

Presidential  election  November  7th 224,500 

Total    $2,225,500 

I  assume  that  the  expenses  of  holding  elections  throughout  the  State 
outside  of  Chicago  will  equal,  if  not  exceed,  this  amount. 

Some  effort  should  be  made  by  your  Honorable  Body  to  relieve  the  public 
of  these  enormous  burdens  at  least  in  consolidating  registration  and  primary 
days.  Tou  will  note  that  there  are  two  registration  days  in  March,  to-wit: 
March  14th  and  March  2l8t,  and  three  registration  days  in  the  period  begin- 
ning February  8th  and  ending  March  21st. 

I  have  heretofore  in  my  message  to  the  first  special  session  of  the  Forty- 
ninth  General  Assembly  called  your  attention  to  fiat  contradiction  in  the 
election  laws  in  reference  to  the  holding  of  primary  elections  by  political 
parties. 

Your  Honorable  Body  at  the  first  special  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  Gen- 
eral Assembly  passed  a  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to 
examine  into  the  operation  of  all  pension  laws  heretofore  enacted  in  this 
State,  and  made  appropriations  for  said  commission,  but  as  the  law  now 
stands,  it  does  not  take  effect  until  July  1,  1916. 

If  such  a  commission  Is  to  be  created,  it  ought  to  be  created  immediately, 
as  the  commission  is  expected  to  report  the  result  of  Its  investigations  to  the 
Fiftieth  General  Assembly. 
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During  the  six  months  approximately  intervening  between  the  present 
time  and  the  first  of  July  much  very  valuable  work  could  be  performed  by 
this  commission. 

I,  therefore,  respectfully  suggest  that  your  Honorable  Body  amend  said 
law  so  as  to  make  it  take  effect  immediately.

Whereas,  For  a  rational  discussion  and  a  wise  decision  by  the  people 
all  the  fftcts  and  information  to  be  had  is  necessary,  especially  the  informar 
tion  of  experts,  and 

Whereas,  The  facts  discovered  and  the  knowledge  acquired  by  men  who 
have  made  a  life  study  of  one  subject  such  as  physicians,  surgeons,  eta,  are 
of  more  value  than  those  who  know  little  or  nothing  about  the  subject,  and 

Whereas,  Rear  Admiral  Fisk  graduated  at  the  United  States  Naval 
Academy  second  in  his  class  In  1874  has  worked  his  way  up  from  ensign  to 
rear  admiral,  who  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Manila  Bay  and  was  mentioned 
by  Admiral  Dewey  for  "heroic  conduct"  undertook  to  give  the  people  his 
fellow  citizens  the  knowledge  he  has  acquired 'in  life  time  study,  and 
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Whebbab,  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Joeephus  Daniels,  called  Rear 
Admiral  Fisk  before  him  and  forbade  him  to  give  any  information  to  the 
"people"  in  the  following  language,  "I  don't  care,  you  cannot  write  or  speak 
on  any  subject  connected  with  National  defense.  If  the  people  really  w|int 
to  know  anything  about  the  navy,  they  can  come  to  its  head.  Tou  cannot 
even  say  two  and  two  make  four."    Therefore,  be  it

Resolved,  That  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  is 
arbitrary,  dictatorial  and  autocratic  and  is  more  of  a  suppression  of  free 
speech  than  is  submitted  to  in  Russia,  Germany,  or  even  Turkey,  and  that 
such  action  is  undemocratic,  unrepublican  and  not  to  be  submitted  to  in  the 
United  States.

Whereas,  In  order  to  protect  the  live  stock  interests  within  the  State, 
as  well  as  those  of  the  county  at  large,  many  residents  of  the  State  have 
been  compelled  to  subject  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  to  slaughter  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  complete  eradication  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  within  the 
State;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  eradication  of  said  disease  it  became  necessary  to  de- 
stroy property,  to  bury  stock  slaughtered,  build  trenches,  disinfect  the 
premises  where  such  disease  occurred  and  other  places,  purchase  and  procure 
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disinfectants,  and  to  procure  and  have  the  services  of  yeterlnarians  and  to 
incur  other  expenses  and  charges  in  that  behalf;  and 

Whebeas,  The  United  States  Government  has  paid  or  provided  for  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  in  full  in  many  instances  and  in 
others  of  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  losses  sustained  on  account  of  the 
slaughter  of  such  live  stock,  and  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  in  full  in 
many  instances,  and  in  others  fifty  per  cent  (60%)  of  a  lu^e  number  of 
claims  for  burying  animals,  disinfecting  premises,  disinfectants  and  veteri- 
narian's services  as  aforesaid,  and  it  is  just  and  equitable  that  the  State 
should  contribute  like  amounts  respectively  and  proportionately  to  the  pay- 
ments of  such  claims,  and  that  in  certain  cases  the  State  should  pay  the 
full  amount  of  costs,  damages  and  charges  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  therefore

State;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  eradication  of  said  disease  It  became  necessary  to  de- 
stroy property,  to  bury  stock  slaughtered,  build  trenches,  disinfect  the 
premises  where  such  disease  occurred  and  other  places,  purchase  and  procure 
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disinfectants,  and  to  procure  and  have  the  services  of  veterinarians  and  to 
Incur  other  expenses  and  charges  In  that  hehalf ;  and 

Whebxas,  The  United  States  Government  has  paid  or  provided  for  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  in  full  In  many  Instances  and  In 
others  of  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  the  losses  sustained  on  account  of  the 
slaughter  of  such  live  stock,  and  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  In  full  In 
many  Instances,  and  In  others  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  a  large  number  of 
claims  for  burying  animals,  disinfecting  premises,  disinfectants  and  veteri- 
narian's services  as  aforesaid,  and  it  is  just  and  equitable  that  the  State 
should  contribute  like  amounts  respectively  and  proportionately  to  the  pay- 
ments of  such  claims,  and  that  in  certain  cases  the  State  should  pay  the 
full  amount  of  costs,  damages  and  charges  as  hereinafter  set  forth,  therefore

Whereas,  The  United  States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  Department  of 
Agriculture,  was  created  by  an  act  of  Congress  for  the  specific  purpose  of 
promoting  and  protecting  the  live  stock  Interests  throughout  the  various 
states,  principally  by  exercising  its  offices  in  the  matter  of  prohibiting  the 
invasion  and  spread  from  foreign  countries  of  contagious  and  infectious 
diseases  of  domestic  animals;  and 
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Whebeas,  The  various  states  are  absolutely  dependent  upon  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  for  protection  against  the  invasion  of 
contagious  and  infectious  diseases  of  domestic  animals  from  foreign  countries 
wherein  they  serve  as  a  constant  menace  to  the  profitable  production  of  live 
stock;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  event  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry  to  afPord  such  protection  one  or  several  states  may  be,  and  in  fact 
have  been,  called  upon  in  case  of  the  present  outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth 
disease  to  obligate  themselves  in  the  matter  of  bearing  one-half  of  the  ex- 
penses incident  to  the  eradication  of  such  contagious  diseases  over  which 
they  exercised  no  control  in  the  first  instance;  and 

Whereas,  Owing  to  the  interdependence  of  the  various  states  in  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  control  or  eradication  of  contagious  and  infectious 
diseases  of  domestic  animals  and  their  dependence  upon  the  United  States 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  to  prevent  the  invasion  and  spread  of  such 
diseases  through  its  control  over  the  importation  from  foreign  countries  or 
through  the  interstate  movement  of  animals  affected  with  or  known  to  have 
been  exposed  to  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  no  single  or  several 
states  should  be  called  upon  to  bear  the  burden  of  protecting  the  live  stock 
interests  within  the  infected  State  or  states;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  event  of  any  state  failing  to  secure  the  appropriation 
of  sufficient  funds  to  compensate  owners  for  losses  sustained,  the  contagion 
would  be  granted  an  unrestricted  spread;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Illinois,  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  Federal  Government  should 
assume  the  obligation  of  eradicating  any  future  outbreaks  of  foot-and-mouth 
disease  without  expense  on  the  part  of  any  state,  and  that  necessary  funds 
be  provided  by  act  of  Congress;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Representatives  in  Congress,  from  Illinois  be  re- 
quested to  work  for  legislation  that  will  bring  about  this  result. 

Unanimoius  consent  being  refused,  Mr.  Purdunn  moved  that  the 
rules  be  suspended  for  that  purpose.

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AjfENDKENT  No.  2. 

Amend  Senate  Bill  No.  7  in  the  House,  by  Inserting  after  the  title 
thereof,  and  before  the  enacting  words,  of  said  bill,  the  following  preamble: 

Wrkrbas,  a  contagions  and  infections  disease  known  as  foot  and  mouth 
disease,  to  which  cattle,  sheep,  other  ruminants  and  swine  are  highly  sus- 
ceptible, has  been  prevalent  in  Illinois  (as  well  as  many  other  states)  since 
November  1,  1914;  and 

Whereas,  The  fact  has  been  determined  that  the  only  effective  means 
of  eradicating  said  disease  is  by  the  slaughter  of  all  animals  aftected  with 
or  known  to  have  been  exposed  to  the  contagion  thereof;  and 

Whebeas,  In  order  to  protect  the  live  stock  interests  within  the  StatOt 
as  well  as  those  of  the  country  at  large,  many  residents  of  the  State  have 
been  compiled  to  subject  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  to  slaughter  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  complete  eradication  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  within  the 
State;  and 

Whebeas,  In  the  eradication  of  said  disease  it  became  necessary  to 
destroy  property,  to  bury  stock  slaughtered,  build  trenches,  disinfect  the 
premises  where  such  disease  occurred  and  other  places,  purchase  and  pro- 
cure disinfectants,  and  to  procure  sind  have  the  services  of  veterinarians 
and  to  incur  other  expenses  and  charges  in  that  behalf;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Government  has  paid  or  provided  for  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  in  full  in  many  instances  and  In 
others  of  fifty  per  cent  (60%)  of  the  losses  sustained  on  account  of  the 
slaughter  of  such  live  stock,  and  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  in  full  in 
many  instances,  and  in  others  fifty  per  cent  (60%)  of  a  large  number  of 
claims  for  burying  animals,  disinfecting  premises,  disinfectants  and  veter- 
inarians' services  as  aforesaid,  ■  and  it  is  Just  and  equitable  that  the  State 
should  contribute  like  amounts  respectively  and  proportionately  to  the  pay- 
ments of  such  claims,  and  that  in  certain  cases  the  State  should  pay  the 
full  amount  of  costs,  damages  and  charges  as  hereinafter  set  forth;  therefore. 

Amendment  No.  3. 

Amend  Senate  Bill  No.  7,  in  the  House,  by  striking  ^a^t  of  section  1  all 
after  the  enacting  clause  to  and  including  line  10  of  said  section  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"That  the  sum  of  one  hundred  sixty-five  thousand  forty-two  dollars  and 
fourteen  cents  ($166,042.14),  or  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  necessary,  be,

Whereas,  The  fact  has  been  determined  that  the  only  effectiye  means 
of  eradicating  said  disease  is  by  the  slaughter  of  all  animals  affected  with 
or  known  to  hare  been  exposed  to  the  contagion  thereof;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  protect  the  live  stock  interests  within  the  State, 
as  well  as  those  of  the  country  at  large,  many  residents  of  the  State  have 
been  comp^ed  to  subject  cattle,  sheep  and  swine  to  slaughter  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  complete  Madication  of  foot  and  month  disease  within  the 
State;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  eradication  oi  said  disease  it  became  necessary  to 
destroy  property,  to  bury  stock  slaughtered,  build  trenches,  disinfect  the 
premises  where  such  disease  occurred  and  other  places,  purchase  and  pro- 
cure disinfectants,  and  to  procure  and  have  the  services  of  veterinarians 
and  to  incur  other  expenses  and  charges  in  that  behalf;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Government  has  paid  or  provided  for  the 
payment  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  in  full  in  many  instances  and  in 
others  of  fifty  per  cent  (60%)  of  the  losses  sustained  on  account  of  the 
slaughter  of  such  live  stock,  and  of  one  hundred  per  cent  (100%)  in  full  in 
many  instances,  and  in  others  fifty  per  cent  (50%)  of  a  large  number  of 
claims  for  bursring  animals,  disinfecting  premises,  disinfectants  and  veter- 
inarians' services  as  aforesaid,  •  and  it  is  just  and  equitable  that  the  State 
should  contribute  like  amounts  respectively  and  proportionately  to  the  pay- 
ments of  such  claims,  and  that  in  certain  cases  the  State  should  pay  the 
full  amount  of  costs,  damages  and  charges  as  hereinafter  set  forth;  therefore, 

Amendicbnt  No.  3.

Resolved,  That  all  bills  on  the  order  of  first  and  second  reading  on  the 
calendars  of  either  House  or  committees  lie  on  the  table.
